Our markets being 
better fupplied with all forts of efculent 
plants through the whole year^ than 
thofe of any other country *y and thefe in 
their fever al feafons are afforded at fo 
cheap rates y that they are become a 
great part of the food of the poor : to 
jajhich we may in part attribute the abate- 
m^ent of thofe violent fcorbutic dif order Sy 
^hich formerly raged fo much in this 
country. . 

The Kitchen Gardeners [efpecially 
thofe near London^ have experienced y 
that by treating mojl of the efculent ve- 
getables in a lefs tender manner ^ than 
was befpre pra£iifedy their crops fucoeed

Quantity of feeds on the fame extent of 
ground^ there is a great faving of both 
feed and labour^ and their plants thrive 
fHucb better. 

"The Florijis alfo have found out many 
better methods of raifing and improving 
all the forts of flowers^ with which the 
MngiifJj Gardens are now much more 
plentifully fiored than was known to their 
predeceffors ; fo that many forts which 
were fome years pajl nurfed up with the 
greatefl care^ and treated in the mofl ^ 
tender manner^ are now cofnmonly plant-

Garden ', where they thrive and are in 
greater vigour^ than when they were 
treated with much greater nicety^ where-

denizem in Rngland^ being fo far natw^ 
ralixedy as to thrive in the open air 
without Jhelter^ and thereby afford much 
greater pleafure^ becaufe they approach 
nearer to their natural beauty. And by 
making trials with many of thofe plants 
which were formerly nurfed up in Green- 
houfeSy and treated with great tender- 
nejsj they have been found to thrive and 
flower much better when planted in the 
full ground, and treated with lefs de- 
licacy. 

Thefe new difcoveries which are annu- 
ally made in the different parts of Gar- 
dening, occafion a necefftty for altera- 
tions a?id additions to be made^from time 
to time, in the books which are written 
upoJt this fubjeSi ; therefore the author 
hopes, that what he has done of this na- 
ture, in the late editions of his works, 
will not be interpreted, as if done with a 
defign to depreciate the former impreffwns^

to tempt fome of the BookfelUrs to endea- 
vour to impofe on the public^ by employ- 
ing their hackney fcribblerSy to purloin 
from thisy and the author's larger wori^ 
materials for books on the fame fubje&. 
How well thefe have been executed^ thofe 
who are the hefl acquainted with thefub- 
jeBf are the mofi capable judges. Bui if 
we may prefume to guefs at the reception 
which thefe bosks have met with from the 
public J by the demand there is for themy 
we may conclude^ that neither of thofe 
performances will ever come to another 
edition. 

In a work of this nature^ which is de- 
figned only to infruSf the praSlitioner 
at what times of the year each work is 
to be performed^ it can7u>t be expeSledy 
that the manner of doing thofe works can 
be here infertedj as that would fwell the 
book greatly beyond the limited fize^ and 
render it lefs portable ; atid as in the 
Gardeners DiBionary^ there are ample 
infiruBions for the raifing and manage- 
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ment of all the forts of trees., fJoruhs^ ■ 
Mid plants, with which the Knglify Gar- \ 
dens are at prejent furnifhed, not only 
for the embellifhment of the Pleafure- 
Garden, but alfo the many kinds of ef~ 
cuknt plants which are at prefeiit culti- 
vated in our Kitchen-Gardens, which, 
were unknown here in the lafl age : fo 
the curious Reader is defired to turn i& 
that, for direSiions how to perform the 
ftn)eral works, in the different branches of 
Gardening. 

The infer ting in this work what efcu-- 
hnt plants and fruits are in feafon^- 
and alfo the trees, fhrubs, and fowerSj^ , 
which bloffom in each month, the author 
believes to be as neceffary as any other 
part of the performance ; for by this thofe 
gentlemen who reltde in the country but 
a part of the year, may be inflruEied to 
make choice of fuch fruits, and to culti- 
vate fuch ejculent plants in their Gar- 
dens, as will be in feafon at the parti- 
cular time of the year, when they can en- 
joy thejn* The trees, fhrubs, and fow-'. 
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ers for ador?iing their Gardens^ may i 
h adapted to the fame thne. 

In this edition the titles of many of 
the plants are altered^ fe as to correfpond 
'with ihofe mentioned in the lafl edition of 
the Gardeners DtElionaryy which was 
altered to correfpond with Linnceusi. I 
JyJ}em. 

The direBions here given for the 
times of fowing ofjeeds^ the tranfplant- 
ing and management of all forts of. | 
plants^ as alfo when the fever a/ efcule?it 
plants and fruits are in their maturityy 
as alfo the time oftreesyjhrubs^ and plants 
being in fower^ are here put down for 
thofe Gardens which are fituated near 
London^ and according to the new Jiyle y 
fo that in the management of thofe Gar- 
dens which are fituated in a more nor- 
thern latitude^ there mufl be an allow- * 
ance made for the diflance they are re- 
moved from this metropolis. This mufi 
he underflood in general^ for there are 
Jbme particular warm foils and ftuati-' j 
finsy at a great difla?ice from London^, 
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in which vegetation is almoft as earty df 
the lands in general near London. 

It may alfi be necejfary to inform the 
Reader^ that the calculations here made.) 
are fiat taken from any one particular fea~ 
fon^ but by comparing a diary which the 
author has kept many years ; and from a 
medium of fever al years obfer'vation^ the 
whole has been compiled. For there is 
frequently the difference of a fortnight 
or three weeh^^ between one feafon and 
another^ in the times of fruit ripening-^ 
andalfg in the maturity of efcuknt plants i 
But in many ef the winttr fruits^ thert 
is often much ?mre ; for in fome feafon s^ 
the pears of a tree which grew t-9 afouth 
mft ofpeB^ were ripe the middle of Oc' 
tober, and by the end of the fame fHonth^ 
thofe which were not eaten •were become 
rotten y and in feiieral other years ^ thi 
fruit of the fame tree were not eatabk 
before the end of December. Therefori 
the Reader is defred to excufe the author ^ 
when he finds fame forts of autumn of 
winter fruits^ mentioned to be in eatings 

al 
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ftt a different time from that in which 
they are fome years in their maturity y be-- 
caufe fuch alterations frequently happen 
tn thefeafonSy as will qccajion the diffe^ 
rence before-mentioned in the time af 
fipening of fever al fruits. 

There are alfo the fame kinds of work^ 
direBed to be performed in different 
tnonthsy which to thafe who are unex-^ 
perienced in the praBical parts of Gar-^ 
deningy may appear to be abfurd ; bui 
thofe who are better acquainted with the 
ftkbje&Sy knowy that in different feqpms 
and ftumionSy the fame work may be. 
performed to advantagey three weeks or 
a month earlier or latere fo that the prac- 
titioner muji be direBed herein by his 
own judgment and obfervati^my as it is 
impoffble to prefcribe rules for the va^ 
riety of fegfons and fituaticnSy without 
repeating thefe neceffary works in dif- 
ferent months \ therefore the mojijkilful 
Gardeners will allow of thefe frequent 
repetitions y knowing it to be very neceffary 
to put crops into the ground^ when thofe 

before 
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before f own or planted may have failed y 
other wife a whole feafon may be lojl. 
And it is hoped thofe who are lefs ac- 
quainted with the prdEiice^ will not cen-^ 
fure what they do not underjiand. 

To this edition of the Gardeners Ka- 
kfidary the author was advifed to fub^ 
join afhort IntroduSiion to the Science of 
Botany y in which the definitions and 
terms of art which are ufed in the pre^ 
fent favourite fyfiem of Dr. Linnceusy 
jhould be expldinedy for the benefit of 
praEiical Gardeners ; efpecially fince the * 
having fome Jkill in the knowledge of 
plant Sy is now become a neceffary qualifi- 
cation for thofe who hq^ve q. defire to ad- 
vance tbemfehes in their profejfion ^' 
therefore the author wasfoon prevailed on 
to undertake ity and accordingly had the 
plates engraveny and the whole prepared 
for the prefsy before the tranfiation of 
LinncEus s P hilofophia Botanicay publifh- 
ed by Mr. LeCy made its appearance. 
When that was made public^ the author 
of the Gardeners Kalendar had fome

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doubts about the publication of his \ but 
upon farther confideration^ he was deter- 
mined to add it to the Kalendar^ as the 
fubjeB is treated differently, and only 
the more effential parts of the L,inn^an 
fyjiem are here explained, the whole being 
comprijed in fa fmall a compafs, as to 
enhance the price of the book but little : 
and for the benefit of thofe, who are al- 
ready poffeffed of either of the former edi- 
tions of the Gardeners Kalendar, this 
fmall traSi is printed feparately, and 
may be furchafed by thofe who are de^ 
ftrous to have it.

TO T H E 

Science of BOTANY. 




fLL the fciences have each their 
' proper language : but Botany alone 
has almofl as many diflerent lan- 
' guages as there are different au- 
thors, each ufing names and particular phrafes, 
to rcprefent the fame plants ; and ibmetlmes 
the fame denomination is applied by different 
authors to different plants ; but although the 
Nomenclature of Botany has in all limes been 
varied, yet it never was fo much altered as of 
late years. New views have occafioned new 
obfcrvations, which have enabled the oiodern 
Botanifts to rectify the denominations of this 
antients. 

a A 
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A denomination is fo much more perfeft, 
as it contains fewer arbitrary things, and has 
lefs relation to foreign. This is a kind of de- 
finition, which muft be rendered as exaft as 
poffible, ufmg the vifible attributes and quali- 
ties of the plant itfclf, making an abftraftion 
of the affinity it has to other plants of the fame 
. genus, or of different genera. 

The modern Botanifls have an advantage 
over the antients in following this rule ; they 
name the plants from the parts which they 
contain, whereas the others have generally 
given them by their outward appearance, or 
fuppofed virtues ; the moderns, in each of their 
phrafes, have regard to the eflential parts of 
the plant they exprefs : that in a word is the 
Hioft particular charafter, which can be known 
ty the firft infpe£lion, avoiding the long de- 
aiominations and terms which are fuperfluous, 
and only burden the memory to no purpofe, 
they have banifhed the names of the countries 
where the plants grow, their virtues, and pro- 
fperties, ^c. from tbe titles. 

When there is but one known fpecies of a 
genus, it is not neceflary to add a fpecific de- 
nomination to its generical name, becaufe there 
is no other fpecies to diftinguifti it from. And 
it were to be wifhed, that each plant had but 

one 
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tWle eflential charafVer to diftinguiih it from 
the other fjiecies of the genus : in which 
cafe, each denomination would be comprifed 
in two or three words. But as it often hap- 
pens, that one fpecies has many different cha- 
rafters common to one or other fpecies of the 
fame genus, they are then obUged to add a 
longer denomination to it. However, all other 
things being equal, the (horteft phrafes are 
always heft. In confequence of this. Dr. 
'Unnxus, the celebrated Profeflbr of Hotany at 
tJpfal in Siseden, has propofed fimple and 
proper terms, not only to exprefs all the dif- 
ferent parts of plants, but alfo the principal 
qualities, forms, figures, fituations, directions, 
and manners of cxifting of each of thcfe parts. 
He is not fatisfied to join the definitions and 
explications to each of thefe terms, to fix 
and determine their true meaning: but he has 
alfo added figures, to fuch as were necefiTaiy 
to give a more juft and complete idea of 
them. Thefe principles have been almoft uni- 

^ver^ally adopted, by thofe who have wrote after 
him. This rule tie will not permit to be de- 
parted from, and his manner of expreflion is 
become the living language of Eotany. 
L The fexual method of claffing plants, efta- 
Kbliihed by Dr. Linmcus, is much preferable 
n. 3 3 to 
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to all the fyftems of Botany which have yet 
appeared, i. Becaufe of all thofe which have 
been propofed, there is not one of them which 
approaches To near to a natural method as 
this, mofl of the clafles being very natural. 
2. It is founded upon the parts of the plants, 
which are the moft conftant, and leaft fubje£t 
to variation, the ftamina and pointals, which 
are the true organs of generation. 

Thefe are fimple and eafy to retain in me- 
mory. The claffes are eftabliflied upon the 
ftamina or male organs ; the orders or fubdi- 
vifions of the clafles upon the pointals or fe- 
male organs ; and the genera upon all the 
parts of the frutStification. All thefe parts be- 
ing confidered according to their number, 
their figure, their proportion, and their fitua- 
tion, the fpecific differences are taken from 
the habit or external appearances of the plants. 
Thofe who will take the trouble of examining 
this method, and comparing it with any of 
the former, will be much better acquainted 
with its excellence than words can explain it. 
The author does not pretend to fay it is per- 
fect ; the only natural method, if there is one, 
fhould have an advantage of this, but in de- 
fault of the laft, he endeavours to follow that 
■ which approaches neareft to it. 

Dr. 
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Dr. Lifmaus has taken the moft eflential 
parts of the plants, which are thofe of the 
fructification, to eflabiifh the characters of 
the genera, in a more fubftantial manner, than 
all the authors who have preceded him. The 
exaCt defcriptions which he has given of all 
thefe parts, and the fhort natural terms which 
he has ufed, together with the obfervations 
which he has added to thofe of his genera, 
which carry any eflential character, or which 
are liable to exception in any of the fpecies, 
are owing to the labour of this worthy Bota- 
nift. It is certain that thefe defcriptions will 
have this advantage, that they can be applied 
to any method which may be hereafter invent- 
ed, for the eftablifhing of a new genera, when 
the old ones are infufficient, by the junction of 
thofe whofe identity have efcaped the firft me- 
thodifts, by the difmembering of fome of them, 
which were overcharged with fpecies, (which 
fatigue and embatrafe the learner;) in (hort, by 
clearing of fome other whofe characters are 
equivocal or obfcure. Dr. Linnaus has found 
a way of ranging the fpecies under their true 
genera, and of feparating thofe which do not 
properly belong to them. 

The diftinguifhing varieties from real fpecies, 
|s a part of the fcience of Botany not well un- 

^3 derftoodj 
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derftood ; for as variety of foils, fituation, and 
culture, greatly alter the appearance of plants, 
fo there are too many, who from a fondnefs 
of fhewing their great nicety in diftinguiiliing, 
are apt to make fpedes of feveral plants, which 
are only accidental variations ; while others, on 
the contrary, are as ready to fuppofe many 
plants which agree in fome particular charac- 
ters, are only accidental variations ; and it muft 
I be confefled, that the learned author, whofe 
fyflem we here adopt, is of this number : 
wherever he has enumerated the fpecies of 
plants, he has joined, by way of fynonim, 
many plants as varieties of the fpecies, which 
are always conftantin their fpecific characters, 
when propagated by feeds, be the foil or fitua- 
tion ever fo different : but this may he readily 
excufed, in one who has not had experience 
enough in the culture of plants, to know how 
far the difference of foils and fituations will 
alter the appearances of plants, fo it cannot 
be expefted he Ihould be perfeCl: in an article, 
which requires many years trial and obftrva- 
lion to determine. Nor has this learned au- 
thor lived long enough in a country, where 
he might have opportunities to fee and examine 
the plants growing ; therefore he has been 
obliged to form great part of his fyftem froin 
driecj 
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dried famples of the plants, which though 
they may have been well prefci-ved, yet fomc 
of tfaofe eflential parts of their Bowers and 
fructifications, from whence he has taken their 
characters, may have been wanting ; or at 
leait fo much impaired, as to render it almoft 
impoffible for any one abfolutely to determine 
their clafics or genera ; therefore future obfer- 
vations on the plants made by perfons of Ikill, 
who have opportunities of examining them 
when growing and in a perfect ftate, it is 
hoped, may reduce this method nearer to a 
natural one. 

The following circumftancea are excluded 
by Dr. Linnaus^ from having any fliare in 
diftinguifhing the fpecies from varieties, Wz. 
fex, magnitude, time of' fowering, colour, fienf^ 
tajie^ virtues and ufes, duration, multitude^ 
pubefcem, leaves ami monjlrous Jiowers. Moft 
of which it muft be confeffed, fliould not be 
allowed as dirtinguilhing characters to fpecies; 
but there are fome which muft be admitted, 
where other marks are wanting to diftinguifti 
two fpecies which have great affinity, provided 
the characters fo ufed are permanent : and 
thefe we find have been frequently ufed by 
Dr. Linnaus himfelf in his later works, with 
great propriety ; and it may be prefumed, as 
a 4 he 
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he becomes more knowing, he will adopt many 
more. For inftance in the Crocus, the Do6tor 
has fuppoled that the vernal forts are only 
varieties of the true Saffron, which always 
flowers in tl>e autumn ; but whoever will ex- 
amine the flowers of each, will find the ftijgma 
of the . latter divided into three parts to the 
bottom (which is the only part in ufe,) whereas 
the fligma of the vernal Crocus is globular, 
and almoft entire. There are alfo many other 
plants which have efcaped the notice of the 
author, and are by him fuppofed to be only 
varieties, which are in reality diftin6t fpecies. 

According to modern Botanifts, plants are 
fuppofed to confift of the fix following parts, 
1. the Root, Radix ^ 2. the Tixxvk^ I'runcus^ 
3. the Support, Fulcra^ 4. the Leaves, Folia^ 
5. the Flowers, Flores, 6. and the Fruit, 
FruSfus. 

The Root, Radix^ 
Is that part of a plant which is fattened to the 
ground, or to feme other body, from whence 
^t draws its npurifhment. ' 

Roots are divided into three forts, w^?. fibrous 
pr ftringy, bulbous and tuberous. 

A fibrous root is compofed of malny fmall 
ftringy fibres like hairs, which divide at the 
il^lk or trunk, fee fig, i. plate I. Thefe are 

fometime^ 
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^Dimetimes Ikfhy and perpendicular, and are 
called tap-roots, as at a^ f^ others are termed 
horizontal, which are caUed fpreading roots^ 
as at b. Flefhy, or Camofe^ as the Carrot and 
Tarfnepy fee fig. 2. Hairy, Filatnentofa^ which 
appear like fknder threads or hairs, like the 
roots of Grafsy as at r, fig. i . (ingle at fig. £« 
and branching at fig. i . 

Bulbous roots are of the five following forts, 
I. Solid, Soliddy as fig. 3. thefe are pf a thick 
flefhy folid fubftance, as the T^urnep^ reprc- 
fented at fig. 4. which is cut horizontaUy 
through the middle. 2. Coated, Ttumcata^ as 
the Onimy fee fig. 5. which are compofed of 
many lamina, or coats, clofely furrounding each 
other, as is reprefented fig. 6. where it is cut 
through the middle. 3. Scaled, Squamcfa^ as 
the Lilyy fee fig. 7. thefe are* compofed of 
many flefhy fcalcs lying over each other. 4* 
Double, Duplicataj as in fome fpecics of Orchis^ 
fee fig. 8. where there are two folid bulbs 
joined ; thefe are alio called Tefliculated roots. 
5. Cluflered, jiggregata^ as the }Vbite Saxi^ 
f rage J fee fig. 9. thefe are alfo called Granulous 
roots, having fbme appearance of grain. 

A tuberous root is one that is compofed of 
many flefhy tubers, as the Garden Ranunculus^ 
lyhich (well more than the flalk, fee fig. i o. 

when 
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. when thefe adhere clofely to the ftalk, they arc 
t^vcxAfeftlis, i. c. fitting clofej or if they arc 
fufpended by fibres, as the Peony, and Hemo- 
racalis, they are called pendulous, fee fig. ii. 
thefe are of different figures. 

The Trunk, Truncus, 
Is that part of a plant which rifcs immediately 
from the root, and fuftains tlie bi anches ; this 
denomination is therefore only given to trees; 
and that of ftalk to plants. 

Stalks are divided into fimple or compound. 

A Simple Stalk, CauUs Simplex, is one which 
arifes fingle from the root, and continues fo 
without interruption to the top. This is alfo 
called an entire ftalk, caulis integer. When the 
ftalk has no leaves or branches, it is called 
a naked ftalk, caulis nudis. When it is gar- 
nifhed with leaves, caulis foliaius, a leafy ftalk. 
When it is upright, cauk reSlus. Or if it is 
oblique to the root, caule cbliquus. When it 
twines round a fupport, caule volubilii. If it 
is pliant, caule fexuofus. When it reclines to 
the ground, caule reclinatus. If it lies upon the 
ground, caule procumbens. When it puts roots 
oat from the joints which faften to the ground, 
caule repens, a creeping ftalk. When it puts 
put roots the whole length of the ftalks, far-- 
ffientofus. 
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tmntofus. If the ftalks live fevcial years, they 
are termed, perenait, abiding ftalks, if but one 
year, annum, annual. When they are lignous 
or woody, fruticofus, fhrubby, or fu ff rut icofust 
under ihrubs. If they arc cylindrical, terett 
or taper. When they have two angles, ancepi ; 
if three angles, trigonus -, if many angles, poiy 
gonus. When a ftalk is ftreaked, ^rr<2/w. If 
furrowed, canaculaius, channelled. When it is 
fmooth, glaber. If it is hairy, •vUlofus. If 
rough, Jcaber, And if the hairs are prickly, 
bifpidus. 

A branching Stalk, CauU ramofus. 
Is one that puts out lateral branches as it afcends. 
If the branches are irregular and thinly placed, 
k is called a diffuied ftalk, dijfufus. If they 
are large, bracbiatm, or limbed. When there 
are a great number of branches, ramofiffmus^ 
very branching. If they have fupports^yW- 
cratus. When they are prolific, proliferous. 

A compound Stalk, CauHs compofitm, is one 
that fobn divides into branches ; when it is 
forked, it is called dicboiomus ; if it has two 
ranges of branches, diftkkus ; or when thcfe 
are again divided, fu^dk-i/us. A ftraw, culmus^ 
is a fiftulous ftalk garnifhed with leaves, and is 
pncrally terminated by a fpike or panicle, as 
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in grafles or corn. If this is entire, integer; or 
branched, ramofus -, if uniform, aqualis ; if 
jointed, articulatus ; or fcaley, fyuamojus ; if 
without leaves, nudus j or when garnilhed with 
leaves, foliatus. 

The fupports, fulcra, are certain parts of a 
plant, which ferve to fuftain or defend the 
others. Thefe are of the ten following forts. 
The ftipula. The leaf which fupports the 
flowers, brcSIea. The tendril or clafper, cirrbus, 
or cafrsolui. The fpine, Jpina. The thorn, 
aculms. Thefootftalk ofthek-af,/'f//o/wj. The 
footflalk of the flower or fruit, pedunculm. The 
ftalfc, jf«/ttj. The gland, glandula. The fcale, 
Jquama. 

The footftalk which fuftains the flower or 
fruit is called ^^i/a«c«/ttj. If this fuflains but 
one flower or fruit, imicam. If two, geminam ; 
if feveral, plurimam; and when it fupports a 
great number, numerofam. When thefe arife 
from the foot, radkakm % from the ftalk, cau- 
Unam ; from the wings of the ftalk, alarem ;

The ^TH^fcapm is fo called, when it rifes 
fingle from the root without branches, and 
immediately fupports the flowers and fru^Hfi* 
cation, as in the common Arum. 

The footftalk of the leaf petidm^ is that 
which fuftains the leaf as the pedunculus fuftains 
the flower and fruit, and is fometimes called 
the tail of the leaf. 

The tendril, cirrbus or capreolus^ is a clalper, 
-by which a plant faftens itfelf to any other body 
for fupport, as the Vine, Briony^ &c. 

The bradlea^ or floral leaf, is of a different 

form and colour from the other leaves, and 

is always fituated near the flower, and never 

. appears but with it ; fo may be termed a floral 

leaf. . 

The^/^i^^z is a fcale which forms the fu- 
.turebud, and. is fltuated at the infertions of 
the leaf. 

The thorn, accukus^ is a fharp brittle point, 
which is fo flightly fafl:ened to the plant, as 
to be taken off without tearing the other 
, parts. . 

The 
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The fpine,j^/«ii, is fo firmly faftened to thti 
plant, that it cannot be taken off without tear- 
ing it. 

The gland, glanduh, is a kind of teat which 
ferves for the fecretion of the humours. 

The {c?Ac,fquama, is generally found in kat- 
kins, where they ferve as a cover to the ftamina 
and apices of the male fkjwcrs ; and in fome 
flowers at the bottom of the flower-cup, or 
under the flowers themfelves, in Ibme plants. 

Of Leaves, Folia. 

I fhall not here metition all the varieties of 
leaves, which are taken notice of by fome of 
the late writers in Botany, but ihall only in- 
clude their principal or moft eflential diffe-* 
rences; and fliall not take the terms from a 
fingle difference, but from fuch as are com- 
mon to many ; for the inferting too great num- 
ber of terms will burden the memory too much, 
which will embarrafs the learner in the ap- 
plication of them ; and if thofe here mentioned 
are not fiifficient to difl:inguifli every variety, 
we flaould endeavour to keep a juft medium 
between the old and new terms, avoiding the 
two extremes. 

When two genera of leaves are combined to 

form one-fpecies, or the fpecies is compofed of 

2 two 
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two genera, which become the parts of the 
fpecies, thefe genera being once eftabliflied, it 
will not be difficult to form the fpecies, fo as 
to require no other definition, provided the 
genera are well defined, and do not burden 
the memory j as for example,

There muft be great care taken in placing 
the genera cither fiiil or laft, in the formation 
of the fpecies, for this is not indifferent ; tlie 
laft denotes the form in which the leaf re- 
fults, and the firft in fome meafure corret^b it, 
by adding a fort of exception to it ; fo that 
by changing their place, it will alter the defi- 
nition of the leaf. As for example, Cordato- 
ovatum\ by this is to be underftood a leaf more 
approaching to an oval. But when it is Ovato- 
cordatum, the leaf is fuppofcd to be more of a 
heart-fliape. But this will be better conceived 
by their figures hereafter referred to.

The I ft dais of fingle leaves^ Plate 11. 

Thofe leaves are called fingle, jimplicidi 
whofe footftalks fupport but one. 

There are feven forts of fingle leaves, where 
we confider a leaf according to its circum- 
ferences, Jinus^ its borders^ its furface, its fum- 
mit, and its fubftance. 

The circumference {circumfcriptio) of a leaf 
depends upon its border having no Jtnus or 
angle; therefore we fhould comprehend in 
this title all thofe leaves whofe figures are in 
.form of a ring differently comprefled, if they 
havie no Jinus or angles. 

I • We call a leaf orbjciikr or I'oilnd {orbi^ 
culum) whofe length and breadth are equals 
and whofe borders are equally diftant from the 
center, as the Soldanelhy fee fig; i . plate 11. 

2. A roundifli leaf {fubrotundum) is one 
whofe breadth is greater than the length, fee 
fig. 2, but this term is often ufed in a more 
cxtenfive fenfe; , 

3. An oval leaf {ovatum)^ is in form of aii 
egg, and is longer than it is bi*oad ; and when 
the bafe or lower part forms a fegment of a 

circle, 
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(^cle, but the upper part dra\Vs nearer to a 

point, fee fig. 3. 

An obverfe oval leaf {obvtrfe-ovatum) is 
one in form of an egg reverfed, the fame as 
fig. 3. when the part which is faftened to the 
footftalk is narrower than the top^ 

4. An oval or elliptic leaf, isone which is longer 
thah it is broad, and whoie upper .and lower 
parts have the fame fegment of acirck> fee fig. 4. 

An oblong leaf {oilongum) is one. whoie 
length is more than twice the breadth, and the 
two points are narrower than the fegment of 
a circle, iee fig. 5; 

A wedge-fhaped leaf {ckneiforme) is one 
that is fhaped like a wedge; the kngth 19 
much greater than the breadth, and is nar- 
rowed from the top to the bafe, fee fig. 45. 

The angles of a leaf {anguli) are the pro- 
minent parts which projedl from the border of 
an entire I?if. 

An angle is difierent from a finus, as it 
is the proje6ling part of a leaf, fee fig. 20. 
f, tf, Cj whereas the finus is the part which 
is diminifhed, fee fig. 20. a^ r, b^ fo the angle 
exifts in the leaf, and the finus is without the 
leaf. We muft not confound the fides with 
the angle, as is fi-equently done. The angle 
in a leaf is confidered horizontally, fig. 20. ^, 
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by c, and the fide of a leaf in a perpendicular 

view, fee fig. 58. a, by c. 

A fpear-fhaped leaf {lanceoiatum) is fhaped 
like the point of a fpear; it is oblong, and gra- 
dually narrowed from the middle to both 
ends, where it ends in points, as in the narrow- 
kaved Plantam^ &c. fee fig. 6. 

A linear or narrow leaf [linearc) is that 
which commonly is narrowed toward the two 
ends, but the fides are parallel its whole length, 
as Rojemary, &c. fee fig. 7. 

An awl-fliaped leaf [fubulatum) is fomewhat 
like the former on its upper furface, but the 
■ under part is thicker in the middle, growing 
narrower to a point at the top, like the point 
of an awl, as in the Mejembryanthemum fca- 
brumt Lin. fee fig. 8. 

A triangular leaf {iriangulare) is one with 
three reftangular fides, and three angles, the 
two lower being even with the bafe, as in the 
Mefembryatithe7num bellidiflorum-, fee fig. 12. 

A deltoide leaf {deltoidei) is one with four 
angles, the two at the top being at a greater 
diftance from the center than thofe of the 
fides, as in the Sea Orach, fee fig. 58. 

A quinqueangular or five-cornered leaf 
{quinqucangulare) is one whofe fides are ftrait 
to the middle and are not broken, as in that

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ot Lavsteria (Midy fee fig. 20. 17; ky this fome^ 
times happens. 

After thefe differences are once eftabliihed^ 
it wiU be eafy to figure any other varieties 
which may arife from the number of angles^ 
which rardy happen.

A bifid leaf {bifidurn) is a.leaf divided at the top 
in two parts, whofe inferior borders within th^ 
divUion are ftrait, as the Baubinia^ fee fig. 16.

An awl-pointed leaf {acuminatum) is one 
whofe fummit is terminated like the point of 
an awl, fee fig, 42. 

A blunt-pointed leaf {obtufum cum acumine) 
is one whofe top is blunt and terminated by a 
fharp point, fee fig. 43. 

The fides of a leaf {latera) is perceived 
when all the parts are eonfidered in a perpen- 
dicular fituation. 

A taper leaf {teres) is one that is of a cy- 
lindrical form, or (haped like a pillar except

A piped leaf {tubulofum) is one that is hol-

A fleftiy leaf {carnofum) is one that is full 
of pulp, or flefhy fubftance between the mem- 
branes, which form the upper and lower fur-^ 
i%c^^ ^ the Aloe vulgaris. 
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A membranaceous leaf {membranaceum) is 
one that the membranes do not inclofe any 
pulp. 

A depreffed leaf {deprejfum) is one that ap- 
pears as if it was pr?fled on the fide which re- 
gards the ftalk. 

A compreffed leaf . {compnjfwn) is one that 
is; impreflied on the two oppofite fides which 
do not regard the ftalk. 

A flat or plain leaf {planum) is when both

A convex leaf {convexum) is a depreffed leaf 
raifed in the middle above the fiide§,

Of Compound Leaves, Plate IIL 

Compound leaves are divided into fimple 
and decompound. 

A compound leaf is compofed of fevcral 
fmall leaves united together upon the fame 
common footflalk, which is but one com- 
pound leaf: 

A leaf is called {folium) but when it is 
compofed of many fmall leaves, thefe fmall 
leaves are called {Jbliolum) whicli form a com- 
pound leaf.

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A compound leaf, when properly under* 
ftood, is one which is produced from a fingk 
compolition. 

A fingered or handed leaf [digitatum) is 
one comppfed of feveral fmall leaves fitting on 
the top of a common footftalk^ but in a ftrift 
fenfe it fhould be compofed of more than four 
fmall leaves, as the -^Agnus Cq/iuSy or Chafie^ 
tree^ fee fig. i. 

A trifoliate leaf {ternatum) id one compofed 
of three fmall leaves (landing upon one com- 
mon footftalk, as the Alpine Ladies Smock, fee 
fig. 2. when thefe have no proper footftalk, 
it is termed {foliolis fejilibus) but when each 
has a proper footftalk (Joliolis petiolatis.) 

When a leaf is compofed of two lobes {bi^ 
natum) thele fit upon a common footftalk, as 
in the Paffijlora bilohis, fee fig* 3* 

When it has many fmall leaves branching 
upon a common footftalk, it is called a branch* 
ing leaf {ramojum) fee fig. 4. 

A winged leaf [pinnaturn) is compofed of 
many fmall leaves, ranged along on each fide 
the common footftalk like wings, as the Water^ 
€refs ; but as thefe are ranged in different man-* 
fiers, fo they have different appellations, 'mz. 

When it is terminated by a fingle lobe of

When the footftalks have a jointed mem- 
brane between the fmall leaves, as in fig. io« 
they are termed membranaceous footftalks. 

When the leaf is compofed of one pair of 
little leaves placed oppofite, as in fig. 11. it is 
called a conjugated leaf.

A decompofite leaf {decompofita) is that whpfe 
coitimon footftalk divides twice before it is 
garniihed with leaves, as in fig. 23, 24. 
this is alfo called a double-winged leaf, as the 
Rue \duplicdto-pifimtum.) 

A fupradecompofite leaf is one whofe cotn- 
inon footftalk divides feveral times before it is 
garniihed with fmall leaves, as in the Achillea^ 
i^fig. 19 and'^2. 

A double trifoliate leaf {duplicato-ternatum) 
I? oflc which is compofed of two orders of 
trefoil leaves ; and when the common footftalk 
is divided into three, leach fuftaining three 
leaves, it is called a triplicate trefoil leaf 
{friplicat^^ternatum^ as the Barrenwort, fee 

Of the determination of leaves. 

The determination of leaves confifts in this 
difFerencQ, viz. that a leaf is diftinguiflied with* 
oat any regard to its ftrufture or form ; this 

is 
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i$ divided into four orders, which confift ia 
the dire^ion, the place, the inreition, and tho 
iituation. 

I. The dire^ion, fee fig. 16. is the cxpan- 
fion which the leaf requires from the bottom 
to the top. If it is arched (injiixum,) that is, 
when it returns toward tlie footftalk, as at a, a} 
when it is upright {erecfum^) that is, if it 
makes an acute angle with the footdalk, fee 
hy b. If it fpreads open, or ftands almofl in a 
right angle with the perpendicular r, c, it is 
called (paunsj) when it is horizontal, that isj 
when it makes a right angle with the perpen- 
dicular, as at </, d, {borizontale ;) when the leaf 
is reclinated, or the fummit is turned fo that it 
is lower than the bafe {recHnatum,) as at ^, e^ 
when it is turned back, or rolled, as at^i ft 
{revolutum,) or a revolved leaf. 

When a leaf puts out a radicle from its top, 
as fome of the ferns do, it is called radicans ; 
if it puts out roots from its under furface, 
radicatum ; and if they float on the water, 
natam. 

II. The place, fee fig. 17. tliis is determined 
by the place where it is faftened to the plant ; 
the feed leaf {feminale.) a, a, is that which is 
firft put out from the feed, and is often called 
Cotykdorij or Seed-leaf.

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A perfoliate leaf {perfoliatim) is one whofc 
difk furrounds the (talk, the branch, or the 
footftalk, without any of the borders adhering 
to it, like the Hares Ear^ conunonly called 
Perfoliatumy as aty. 

A coherent leaf {folia connata) is where the 
bafe of two o^poftte leaves unite, and appear 
to be but one leaf, as the Eajlern Myojotis^' 
iee //; when the bafe of the leaf is like a cy- 
linder, and furrounds the (lalk or branch like 
a fheath, as at h^ it is termed (vaginans.) 

IV. The fituation of the leaves (Jkus) de- 
pends upon the pofition of each with regard to 
the others, fee fig. 2 1 . 

A jointed leaf (Jhlia articuhta) is one whofe 
fummits are joined to each other, fee fig, 20. 
' Starry leaves {folia Jlellata) are fuch as have 
fix or more fmall leaves furrounding the ftalk 
which are pointed like ftars, as at a^ as the 
Goofegrafsy or Clivers. 

When there are but three of thefe leaves, 
they are termed ternata^ as the Trefoils ; whea 
four, as at ^, quaterna ; when five, quina. 

When two leaves are placed oppofite on the 
Iftalk, as at c^ c, it is termed {foUa oppofta) and 
when they are ranged one above the other, as 
at dy dy (folia nlternatay alternate leaves. 
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When the leaves are lituated loofely without 
order upon the branches, as at f, they are 
termed (Jhlia fparfa) fcattered leaves. 

When there are many leaves fet upon a 
common footftalk, which are fo clofely placed 
as that their fituation cannot be eafily difco- 
vered, they are termed {conferta) cluftered, as 
at letter/ 

When they are ranged Uke the tiles of a 
houfe, or icales of fifli, imbricata, as at g. 

But when the leaves are placed in clufters, 
proceeding from the fame point, as at h^ jaf- 
ciculatQi cluftered or bundled leaves. 

Of the parts of fruflification. 
Tbefc parts are either general or particulay ; 
the general are two, '■ciz. the flower and the 
fruit. The particular are fubdivided into the 
eight following parts, 'viz. the empalement or 
cup [calyce^ the flower-leaves, or petals {coroU 
la,) the ftamina (Jilamenta,) the fummits, 
{anibera,) the pointal or ftyle {Jlylm,) the 
pericarpiura or flefliy fubftance which fur- 
rounds the fteds, as in Apple and Pear j the 
feed Ifemhia,) and the receptacle or placenta 
to which the feeds are faftened. The five fiift 
belong to the flower, and the three lafl to the 
fruit. *

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The parts of the flower, plate IV. 

I. The cup of the flojver {calyx y) is that 
which inclofes or fuflains the other parts ; thefe 
are divided into the feven following forts, the 
perianthiumy the involucruniy thtjpatba^ glumdy 
amentum oxjulus^ calyptray arid ^volva. 

TY\c peri ant bium is the mod common fort of 
flower-cup ; it is often compofed of many parts, 
or when it is of one part or piece, it is divided 
or cut half way into more or lefs parts ; this 
always furrounds the flower. 

The involucrum or outer cover embraces 
many flowers, which are collefted together, and 
have each their proper periantbium. They arc 
difpofed in form of rays, and are femetimes 
coloured, fee fig. i. a, a^ a. This is often met 
with in the fecond order of Linnausz fifth 
cla(s, which includes the plants with umbeU 
lated flowers. 

The Jpatba or Iheath is a particular fort of 
cover to one or feveral flowers, which feldom 
are provided with any particular periantbium ; 
it confifl:s of a membrane fafl:ened to the ftalk, 
and is of different figures and confifl:ence, as 
the Arum J fee fig. 2. by by b. 

It is fometimes compofed of two pieces, as 
at Gg. 2. Cy c, this often occurs in liinnaus^ 
J, HI, VI, and XXth claflcs. 

q J Glum4f 
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Giuma or chafF, is a fort of cover only be« 
longing to the corns and grafl[ps ; thefe are com^ 
pofed of two or three membranaceous valves, 
9s at fig. 3. ^, ^, which are often tranfparent 
pn their borders. 

A Julus or katkin [amentum) is a mafs of 
male or female flowers faftened to an axis in 
form of a rope, being covered with fmallfcales 
which ferve for calyces, fee fig. 4. thefe occur 
frequently in Linnauss twenty-firft clafs. 

The coif {calyptra) is a thin membranace- 
ous, cover of a conic form, which covers the 
parts of fr unification, and is often met with ii^ 
many kinds of mofs on the top of the flowers. 

The purfe {yolva) is a thick fort of cover- 
ing, which inclofes feveral of the mufliroom 
tribe, and opens lengthways to let them out. 
. .II. The petal or flower-leaf {corolla) is that 
which immediately furrounds the parts of ge- 
neration 5 there are two forts of thefe, the 
petal and the neflarium. When it is of one 
piece, it is called {monopetalous) and when it is 
pf many pieces {polypetaloifs .) 

The flower-leaf J or petal, is generally diC- 
tinguifhed by the beauty of its colour, fee 
fig. 5. Cy e, e. When this is of one piece, it 
is difl:inguiflied by the tube {tubus) h^ and the 
Um{) or border {Umbus) g, when the flow?r is 
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of tnany petals, each are diflinguifhed by their 
tail {unguis) ly and the blade {lamina) i. 

The ne^larium is that part of the corolla,* 
which is deftined to contain the honey or fweet 
juice of the flower, and is of different figures, 
as a tube, a icale, a pimple, or tubercle, fee^ 

A floret {corollula tubulata) confifts of one 
piece formed in a kind of tube or bcll-fhape,. 
cut at the top into four or five parts which open 
and turn backward, fee fig. 9. 

A half floret [corollula ligulata) confifts oC 
a flat narrow limb or tail turning outward^ 
whole fummit is either entire, .or indented in 
three or five points, fee fig. 10. 

III. The ftamen is the male part of genera- 
tion in flowers^ and is compofcd of two parts, 
the filafnent and the fummit. 

The filament {flamenfum) ferves to fuftain 
the fummit or apex -, this is fometimes in fornj 
of a thread, and at others it is awl-fhaped.. . 
- The fummit {anthera^ or apex, is the ef- 
fential part of the ftamina, or the male orgaa 
of generation 5 it confifts of a little bag of one 
4>r more cavities, which is commonly fattened 
to the point of the filament, and contains thp 
male farina.

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iV. The pointal [pijiillum) includes the fe- 
pale parts of generation in flowers, which is 
compofed of the germ {germen, ) the ftyle 
(Jiylus,) and the ftigma. 

The germ inclofes and defends the embryr 
ons of the feeds, and is properly the matrix 
of the plant. 

The ftyle fits upon the germ, and fnftains 
the ftigma j but there are fome flowers which 
have no ftyle. 

The ftigma is the female organ of genera- 
tion, and is of different figures; it is generally 
fituated upon the extremity of the ftyle ; and 
\vhen there is no ftyle, it fits upon the germ. 

The Parts of Fruit. 

The {pericarpium) Js formed of the germ, 
which enlarges and inclofes the feeds ; fee m; 
n, fig. 6. it is divided into eight fpecies j the 
papfule, the ftiell, the pod, the hulk, the nut, 
the apple, the berry, and the cone. 

The capfule is compofed of many dry elaftic 
cells, which,* when the feeds are ripe, gene- 
rally open at the top ; when it has but one 
cell, it is called unikcularh ; if two, bikcularh-^ 
pr if feveral, imihilocularu. 

The Ihell {concepiaculam) is different from 
^ capfule of one cell, in the cover being fofter, 

and 
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flhd not fo rough ; opening lengthways on one 
fide, and the feeds are not faftened to it. 

The pod {fiUqua) fig. 7. is comirofed of 
two lids, 0, 0, which open from the bafe to- 
ward the point, feparated by a diaphragm or' 
megibranaccous partition, to which the feeds 
are faftened by an umbilical cord. 

A leguminous pod {kgumen) fig. 8. is an 
oblong cover of two fhells, joined above and 
below by a longitudinal future j the feeds, y, ^, 
arc faftened alternately to the upper border of 
each fliell. Moft of the pulfe are of this kind. 

Aplum((/rz///7) is a fruit compofed of afleftiy 
foft pulp, inclofing a nut or ftone in the middle. 

A berry {baccd) inclofes many naked feeds 
in the middle of a fucculent pulp. 

An apple {pomum) is a fruit compofed of 
a folid fieftiy pulp, in the middle of which 
are little cells with membranaceous covers, in 
which the kernels or feeds are inclofed. 

A cone [Jlrobilus) is a hard dry fruit, ge- 
nerally of a conical form, compofed of many 
fcales lying over each other like the tiles pf an 
houfe, or the fcales of fifli. 

VI. Seeds are alfo diftinguiftied into two 
forts, viz, nuts, and grains or feeds. 

The nut is a fruit with a hard ftiell, inclofrnj 
f:he true feed,

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The feed {femen) is of all forts of figure8>> 
and is that part which vegetates and produces; 
a plant of the fame kind with that from which 
it was taken 5 the feeds are fometimes adorned? 
with a crown. 

The crown {corona) is either fimple, as at 
fig. II. ty or tufted, as at fig. 10 and 11. x^. 
2J, u. When the down or tuft fits clofe upon 
the feed, without any footftalk or fupport, as at^ 
Uy it is termed {Jejpiis*,) but if it has fupports, 
as at r, x^ s, Zy i^ipite injidens {) each of thefe 
tufts are again divided into fimple and branch-, 
ing, the fimple, u^ Xy is compofed of fingle 
rays J and the branching, «, a:, fig. .10 and ii, 
of bearded or feathered plumes. 

The receptacle {receptaculum) is the placenta 
upon which is placed the flower, or fruit, or 
both together, and is of different figures 

An Explanation of the Classes,, 
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Plants have flowers vifible or almoft invifible^ 
the vifible flowers are either hermaphrodite, 
that is to fay, they are each furniflied with 
Aamina and pointals 5 or of one fex, either all 
tnale, when they have only ftapina and np 

pointalSj, 
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pointals, or all female, when they have {Voiiuals 
without Aamina. 

The ftamina are either detached from each 
pther, or united together by one of their partSi 
9s aifo fometimes with th^ pointal.

jnina, which in thofe of this fecond clafs have 
but two, and the other have four, two long and 
tAVO ftiort : however, in Salvia there are general- 
ly four ftamina, two of which are of ftidft dura- 
tion, feldom lafting o»e day after the flower is 

open. 
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open, before Ihey (brink up : but in that time 
they may have difcharged their farina, fo an- 
fwered the intended purpofe, therefore (hould by 
no means be feparated from their congeners. 
The learned Dr. Van Royen^ late prcfeflbr 
of Botany at Leyden, has joined all thefe plants 
in the fame clafs, titling it Ringenles Gymnofper- 
mia i he alfo has ranged feveral other genera of 
Dr. Linnaus's fecond clafs, under the firft 
order of his twelfth clafs, called Ringentes An- 
giofperma.

In the third cla(s Dr. Linnaus brings all 
the liliaceous plants, whofe flowers have three 
ftarnina in each, by which they are feparated 
from their congeners, which are ranged in his 
fixth clafs ; therefore it would have approached 
nearer to a natural method, if thofe plants 
whofe flowers have but three ftamina in each, 
were ranged immediately before thofe whofe 
flowers have fix, in the fame clafs : and if all 
the grafles were joined in one clafs, ranging 
thofe whofe flowers have but two fl:amina 
firft, and thofe with three following them, and 
then thofe with fix, Gfc. it would ftilt be neai er 
nature, than dividing them into fo many dif- 
ferent clalTes.

In the ninth clafs is ranged Laurus, where- 
as all the different plants ranged under that 
generical title, have male flowers upon different 
plants, from, thofe which produce fruit, lb 
with more propriety ftiould be placed in the 
twenty-fecond clafs, titled Diacta ; but as the 
learned author may not have had opportuni- 
ties of feeing the frefti flowers of many of thcfe 
plants, io he has been obliged to take his cha- 
rafters either from dried famples, or from ira- 
perfeft defcriptions, fo may have been eafdy 
led into thefe miftakes. 

There are alfo in fome of hi$ other clafles the 
like miftakes with thofe before mentioned, which 
may have happened from the fame caufes -, how- 
ever, upon the whole, there is certainly great 
merit due to this author for his difcoveries.

female flowers in the fame covers, and do all 
produce 
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prcxttice good feeds ; but being generally with- 
in the Ikin or covers, are feldom feen, unlefa 
they arc opened. 

An Explanation of the Orders.

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JANUARY. 

Work to be done in the Kitchen- 
Garden. 

?F the weather in this month is 
I mild, you fhould continue to dig 
j your ground, laying it in trenches 
, to fweeten, that it may be foon 
made ready for fowing or planting the follow- 
ing months : for by exjwfing of the earth 
thus in ridges to the frolt, it will be greatly 
mellowed, and rendered fertile ; and a great 
quantity of land may be foon levelled for ibw- 
ing, which would require much time to dig 
in a proper manner ; whereby there will be no 
OCcafion to flight this work, as is too often the 
6 cjlTq 
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cafe when the ground is to be dug at the tin 
\ when the crops are to be put in. On warm 
I borders and banks, near walls, pales, or hedges, 
■you may now fow Radifh, Carrot, and Let- 
f tuce feeds ; and in warm fituations fow feme 
Peas, and plant Beans to fucceed thofe which 
were planted in the former months. You may 
now plant the firflcrop of Windfor and Sand- 
wich Beans, about the middle of this month, 
which will come in to fucceed the Mazagan and 
other early Beans to fupply the table when 
they are going off. The Sandwich Beans may 
be fiift planted, being hardier than the Wind- 
for J therefore are preferred by the market gar- 
deners, who have more regard to the quantity, 
than the quality of their crops ; but the Wind- 
for Beans are by much the beft fort for the 
table. Where the Mazagan, or other early 
kinds of Beans are come up above ground, it 
will be a good method to train them as clofe as 
pofiible to the wall, pales, or hedges, near 
which they were planted ; and in fevere froft 
to cover them with the tops of Reeds, Fern, 
Heath, or any fuch light covering to protect 
them i by this care, if properly performed, 
they may be prefeiTcd in fuch winters, asthol'e 
Beans which are v/holly expofed will be de- 
ftroyed. 
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If the /roft fliould prove very ks^vt^ it will 
be proper to cover the ridges over the roots of 
Artichokes, either with old tanners bark, horie 
dung, litter, or Fern, which ever can be moft 
eafdy procured, to prevent the froft fiom pe- 
netrating fo far into the ground, as to deftroy 
the Artichokes; the negle£ling of this, has 
very often proved fatal to thefe in very Iharp 
winters. 

When this month proves feverely cold, and 
the ground is frozen lb hard as not to be dug 
(as it often happens,) then you may carry dung 
and fpread it upon the ground, repair hedges, 
rub out and clean your feeds, and prepare (hreds 
and nails for thofe trees which are to be pruned 
in the next month : and get all the garden- 
tools ready for ufe, that -when the weather is 
mild, you may not be hindered with thefe things 
when every other part of the bufinefs is in great 
hafte ; for if, in this and the next month, you 
'omit putting in your crops, whenever the 
'weather will permit, you will find a gieat lof$ 
attending it the following fpring and fummer, 
tfpecially in dry land. 

Make a hot-bed for lowing early (^cum- 
bers; and as there is fome hazard of the plants 
fucceeding at this feafon, efpecially in bad years, 
or where there is not due care taken in their 
B a attcn- 
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attendance, fo there fhould be feme feeds put 
into the bed ^t three or foqr different times thii 
month, that if fome fhould fail, the others 
may fupply their lofs : there (hould alfo be on? 
pi: two hot-beds n^ade at aboi^t three weeks dit 
tance from each other to force Afparagusi, 
to Succeed thofe beds which were made the laft 
inonth, that there may be no, want of it in the 
kitchen, where it is required during the winter 
feafon. 

Sow Creffes, Muftard, Rape, Radifh, Turr 

pep, and other forts of linall Sallet-fherbs, upo^ 

'moderate hot-beds to bring them forward, 

for thofe feeds which are fown in the full 

ground at this feafon feldom fucceed : thofe 

^perfons who have no frames to fpare, may arch 

the beds with hoops, apd cover them with 

mats, which will be fufficiept covering in any 

-.moderate feafon ; or if, in fevere winters, the 

,mats are covered with llravv to keep put the 

froft, the fmall Sallet«herb§ will come up in 

thefe beds, though the plants will nqt thrive fq 

well as thofe covered with glafles. 

Earth up Celery to blanch it, when th^ 
weather is open and the ground not too wet, 
for the plants cannot be too much guarded 
fcom froft, by earthing them up at this time. 

i^fldji in very.jurd froft, fon^e of the Cplery, 

a^ 
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as alfo the ridges of Endive which were put 
into the ground to blanch, Ihould be covered 
with long litter, or tanners bark, to keep the 
froft out of the ground, otherwife when the 
ground is frozen, they cannot be taken up for 
ufe when they are wanted. You muft alfo in 
open weather draw up the earth to your early 
Peas and Beans, which will greatly proteft 
their ftems from froft j but this Ihould be done 
when the furface of the ground is dry, left the 
moifture of the earth fliould rot their tender 
ftalks. But in doing of this, great care fliouUl 
be had not to bury the tops of the plants with 
earth. 

The Mufhroom-beds muft now be carefully 
covered either with frames or with long frefh 
ftraw, and the old covering removed, for at 
this feafon the ftraw foon becomes rotten with 
moifture, fo there can't be too great care taken 
of thefe beds to preferve them from the froft, 
and alfo keep off the wet, both which arc de- 
ftrudlive to them at this feafon ; for which rea- 
fon fome perfons cover the beds with frames, 
which is a very fecure method where frames 
can be fpared. 

In mild weather, you may tranfplant fome 
of your beft kinds of Eadive plants on a warm 
border for fecd^ in doing of which, you 

B 3 fhould

fhould be careful to lay the border a little 
Aoping, that the wet may not lodge about the 
plants : and be very careful to make choice of 
the ftrongeft plants, which have the greateft 
number of leaves, and if it be the curled En- 
dive, thofe plants muftbe chofen whofe leaves 
are moft curled j otherwife you will degenerate 
the fort in two or three years, fo as to become 
almoft plain. 

Look carefully to your Cauliflower plants 
which are under frames, pulling of all decay- 
ed leaves from them, which, if permitted to 
remain upon them, would endanger the plants, 
efpecially if the weather ftiould prove fo bad, 
as that the glaffes could not be opened for 
three or four days together to give them air, 
which fometimes happens at this time of the 
year ; when thefe rotten leaves will caufe the 
, inclofed air in the beds to turn rancid, to the 
great prejudice of the plants, therefore you 
fliould always pick them off as foon as they 
turn yellow ; and be fure to give the plants as 
much air as poflible when the weather will 
permit, otherwife they will draw up weak, fo 
will not be able to refill the cold of the open 
air the next month, toward the end of which, 
if the feafon is mild, they fliould be planted out 
where they are to remain j and where there are 
Cauli- 
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Cauliflower plants under bell or hand-glafles» 
which are defigned to come early^ the giaflb 
fhould be conftantly railed on one fide with 
props in mild weather, to admit air to the plants, 
for the fame reafon. But in firofly weather 
the glaffes mufl be fhut down as dofe as pofliblc 
to prevent the fharp wmds from getting under 
the glaflesi which may kill or greatly injure 
the plants. 

Thofe who have Cucumber and Melon 
plants already up, muft be very careful of 
them at this feafbn, otherwife a fmall negle£t 
will deflroy them all. Therefore the beds mufl 
be conflantly kept to an equal temperature of 
heat, and air mufl be given to them at every 
opportunity, that the fleam of the bed may 
pafi off; but this mufl be done with great 
caution, for if too much cold air be admitted^ 
it will be equally deflru£live to the plants ; fb 
that the great art in raifing thefe plants early, 
depends upon the careful obferving all the 
changes and alterations of the weather, and 
the temperature of the beds : for as the out« 
ward air is frequently very cold at this time; 
of the year, fo the hafly admifTion if it to ten- 
der plants may fbon deftroy them 3 therefore it 
will be proper to place a coarfe cloth before 
the front of thofe glaffes, which are raiied to 

B 4 give 
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give air, to prevent its too freely entering the 
bed, which may give a fudden check to the 
plants. 

When it fo happens, as that by fevere froft, 
or any other accident, your Cauliflower plants 
are deftroycd which were raifed in the au- 
tumn, which, in very fevere winters feme- 
times has been the cafe, as was the lafl year 
1767-8, and was formerly fo more often than 
of late years, then you fhould (fo foon as the 
weather will permit) make a gentle hot-bed, 
and fow fbme feeds thereon, to raife a new 
fupply of plants ; which, if carefully raifed, 
will produce very good heads in about a montii 
after thofe which were raifed in autumn, pro- 
vided the young plants are planted upon a 
frefh hot-bed as foon as they are fit to remove, 
to bring them forward. In like manner you 
fhould alfo raife fome Cabbage plants, when 
your firflcrop has been deftroyed. For want 
of this care to ifow feeds of thefe after very 
fevere winters, many times people have loft all 
the forward feafon, fo have not had a fupply 
of thefe things for the table till very late in the 
fiimmer. 

The Afparagus-beds which were made the 
laft month, will now begin to have fome buds 
appear, when you nnift earth them the full 

thick- 
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thicknefe over the crown of the roots, which 
fhould be five or fix inches at leafl and the 
frames fhould now be put over them : but if 
you find the heat of the bed begin to decline, 
it will be neceflary to add fome hot dung round 
the fides (which, in the gardeners phrafe, is 
called lining the bedsj) this will renew the 
heat of the bed, and bring the Afparagus for- 
ward \ you fhould obferve alfo to cover the 
glafies put over the beds with mats and ftraw 
every night, and in bad weather, and when 
there is no appearance of fun, the covering 
may remain on all the day, till the Afparagus 
appears again through the earth with which it 
was laft covered ; but after the buds are come 
through the earth, the covering of mats and 
flraw fhould be taken off every day if the wea- 
ther will permit, otherwife the Afparagus will 
be white, which renders it lefs efteemed by the 
Englifh. 

Towards the end of this month you may 
tranfplant Carrots, Parfneps, Leeks, and Cab- 
bages, for feed, if the feafon proves mild ; ob- 
ferving to hang up the Cabbages by their 
ftalks under cover in a dry place, three or four 
days before they are planted, and to take 
off the outer leaves, that the water may drain 
out from between their inner leaves to prevent 

their 
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their rotting. Thefe (hould be planted near a 
hedge, pale, or wall, where they may be 
iheltered from ftiong winds, which often 
break down their branches of feed in fummer, 
when they are too much expofed thereto ; but 
in the doing of this, you muft never plant more 
than one fort in the fame place : for where red 
and white Cabbages, or Savoys, are fufFered to 
produce feeds near each other, the farina of 
their flowers wiU intermix, and thereby the 
forts will be degenerated ; and it is by the not 
obferving this method, the Englifla gardeners 
feldom preferve the red Cabbages good and 
right in their kind long, and fuppofe it is owing 
to the foil and climate ; therefore this feed is 
fiequently bought of the Dutck, who are 
very careful in iaving this particular fort of 
feed, never fuffering any other fort of Cabbages 
to ftand near them for feeds : for the fame va- 
riation frequently happens, where Savoys are 
planted near Cabbages for feed ; thejefore to 
preferve thefe right, each fort fliould be planted 
by itfelf, at a diftance from each other, for 
feed, to preferve them from varying. 

Make fome gentle hot-beds the beginning ofi 
this month, for to plant fomeTanfey and Mint, 
which, if carefully managed, will be fit for 
ufe ail February and Moj'ch j afte^ which time 

the 
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the beds in the open air will fupply the 
kitchen. 

If the former month, or the beginning of 
this, has proved fb fevere as to deftroy the etrly 
Radifhes and Carrots which were fown on 
warm borders, you muft make fome gentle 
hot-beds to fow fome Radifhes upon to come 
early, fo foon as the weather will permit to do 
this work, to fupply the table in the fpring, 
before thoie can come which are now to be 
ibwn in the open air : but thefe hot*beds muft 
be earthed eight or nine inches deep, otherwiie 
there will not be depth enough for the Radifh 
or Carrot roots to run down before they reach 
the dung, which will flop the roots from go* 
ing farther. There fhovdd alfo be fome feeds 
of each fort fbwn on warm borders in the open 
air as fbon as the weather will permit, to fuc-« 
ceed thofe fbwn on the hot-beds. 

Tranfplant Endive into trenches to blanch, 
when the weather is open and dry j in doing 
of which, you mufl obferve to lay the trenches 
floping, th^t the wet may pafs off; and put 
the Endive on the fide of the ridge, towards 
the fun, and at about fix inches from the top 
of the ridge, thrufling the plants into the earth 
almofl to the extremity gf their leaves ; wher? 
there is the conveniency of a covered fhed, the 

plants 
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plants (hould bfe hung up by their roots for 
one night, that the wet may drain from be- 
tweeti their leaves before they are put into the 
trenches ; this will be a good method to pre- 
vent the Endive from rotting. But in very 
fcvere winters, the Endive is frequently killed, 
which is not put into the trenches to blanch 
before the froft fets in, unlefs the borders where 
it grows are well protefted from cold by a 
covering of mats or ftrawj therefore thofe 
perfons who defire to have Endive all the 
fpring, (hould be at the expence of covering 
the plants in hard winters. 

You may now deftroy fnails, and other ver- 
min, which at this ieafon are clofely laid up 
in the holes of walls, and under Reed-hedges, 
and fuch other places of fhelter, but efpecially 
behind the ftems of wall-trees and in empty 
pots, where they may be eafily taken before 
they get abroad. 

Towards the end of the month, if th^ 
weather is open, there muft be fome more 
Peas and Beans put into the ground to fucceed 
thofe before planted, that there may be a con- 
ftaftt fupply for the table or market from the 
beginning to the end of the feafon. There 
ihould alfo be fome Spinach, Carrots, and Let^ 
tucc of the common or biown Dutch fort^, 

fown 
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fown on warm borders.^ Thcfe fowings fhould 
be repeated every fortnight or three weeks, 
provided the weather will permit^ that if the 
forward fowings are deftroyed by froft, there 
jnay not be wanting any of thefe crops in the 
kitchen-garden in the early feafon. 

Toward the end of this month you may 
fow fome Parfley in drills, and alfo fome Cher- 
vil ; for as thefe feeds lie a long time in the 
ground, fo th?re will be little or no danger of 
thjBjr being injured by the cold. 

ProduSls of the Kitchen-Garden, 

You have now Cabbages, Savoys, Parfneps, 
Turn?ps, Carrots, Potatoes, Leeks, Onions* 
Garlic, Shallots, Rocambole, Beets, Borecole, 
&c. in plenty; ^s alfo Celery, Endive, and 
Rampion roots, and on hot-beds Lettuce, and 
aU forts of young Sallet-Herbs, as Crefles, Tur- 
ncp, Radifh, Rape, Muftard, Coriander, Cher- 
vil, Tarragon, and Mint ; and Afparagus on 
hot-beds made the latter end of November: 
you have alfo Skirrets, white, red, and purple 
Broccoli, Salfafy, Scorzonera, and large Parfley 
roots. Muftirooms, Sorrel, Burnet, Parfley, 
$age, Rofemary, Thyme, Hyflbp, Winter- 
g^vpry, Coleworts, and Sprouts from the Cab- 
bage 
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bagc and Savoy-ftalke, whidi were cut m 
Oftober and November, Spinach and Car- 
doons, leaves of the white and card Beets, 
with fome other Soup herbs. And under 
frames you may have brown Dutch Lettuce 
well cabbaged, with proper care. 
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Cover the roots of all new-planted trees 
with mulch to guard them from the froft, pro- 
vided it be not already done, or that it may 
have wafted ; and the Fig-trees which are 
againft walls, pales, or efpaliers, fhould be co- 
vered either with mats or Reeds ; which will 
preferve their tender (hoots from being injured 
by froft, and caufc the fruit to come out much 
earlier in the fpring, and in greater quantity -, 
but before this is done, you Ihould diveft the 
branches of all the autumnal Figs, if there are 
any remaining on ; otherwife thefe will decay, 
and infe£t the tender (hoots, which fhould 
produce fruit the fpring following. Wherever 
this method is praftifed, there fliould be great 
care taken not to expofe the trees too fud- 
denly to the open air, but remove the cover- 
ings gradually when the weather becomes 
warm. And where there are Fig-trees planted 
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in efpaliers, it will be a good method to loolen 
the branches from the trellifs, and either lay 
them down, or tie their branches together, 
covering them with dry litter or Peas haulm, 
which will preferve their branches from being 
killed by the froft, and hereby a good crop 
of Figs may be generally obtained. 

You may now cut out all the dead or can- 
kered branches from your flandard fruit-trees $ 
as alio fuch as crofs each other, and are ill 
placed ; but be careful in d(nng this, to make 
the wounded part as fmooth as poffible, and 
iloping, that the wet may not enter and be de- 
tained there, to the great prejudice of the trees. 

If the ieaibn is mild, you may prune dwarf 
trees of any hardy forts of fruits, as Pears, 
Apples, Vines, Goofeberries, Currants, and 
Ra^berries ; but flone fruit (which was not 
pruned in autumn) fhould be deferred until 
the end of the next month, or the beginning 
of March ; becaufe if hard froft fhould follow 
foon after they are pmned, it will penetrate the 
wound of the tender (hoots and injure them. 

In moifl weather you may clear your fruit- 
trees from mols, wherever they are infefted 
with it ; which may now be eafily icraped <^ 
with iron inftruments, made hollow in fuch a 
manner as to fit tBe fizes of the branches of 

trees; 
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trees; but thefe inftruments muft not be made 
too (harp, left, by being incautioufly ufed, they 
fhould wound the bark of the trees. 
; \ t Cut grafts from all the forts of early fruits 
in mild weather, toward the end of this month, 
or the beginning of next, according as the fea- 
ibn is more or lefs forward, laying them in 
.the earth clofe to a dry wall or pale ; and, if 
the weather (hould be fevere, they fliould be 
covered with litter or ftraw to proteft them 
from injury. The reafon for cutting them fo 
early, is to prevent their buds from fwelling top 
.much ; therefore, as the winter proves the more 
or lefs fevere, fo you muft be directed to cut 
• the grafts fooner or lat^r, according as the trees 
are difpofed for budding. In the choice of 
ithefe, you ftiould prefer fuch as grow upon the 
•fruitful branches of healthy tre?s, and that 
[have good buds to them. 

In mild weather you muft prepare fuch bor- 
ders as are defigned for planting with fruits 
trees the fucceeding month, laying a good 
quantity of frefli ea^th thereon, making it level, 
.that it may have fome time to fettle before the 
Itrees are planted. You may alfo repair the 
|x)rders about old fruit-trees which want 
amendment, by laying fome frefti earth and 
^eU-Tott?d, dung iipon them \ if the foil \^ cold 

an4 
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fiirid tm^9 thw the. rotten dung from the old 
Melpn and CucgiDber-beds >yill j be the moft 
proper; but ^here the foil is hot, neats dung 
is by far the beft 1 or where that cannot be had, 
rotten hQg5 dXwig is very good manure for fruit- 
trees ;,t]>eie..bewg naturally colder than any 
other; fort pf djung, will . keep the earth cool 
abpvit thek rop.ts in the fummer feafpn. Where- 
ever any. of thefe dungs are applied to fruit- 
trees, . they : ihpuld: be thoroughly rotted bcfprc 
they, are . laid, pjn the borders, other wife they 
will do more harm . than good. . But if the 
trees, are old, it will be of little fervice to add 
this near their, jjems \ for the roots which fup- 
ply them with nourifbment, are extended to a 
confiderable diftance : therefore the vyhole bor- 
der ihould be manured to the diftance of four- 
teen feet from the ftems, where riie borders are 
wide enough to admit of it, that the young 
roots, may receive nourifhment therefrom, 

• Mend and repair all your decayed efpaliers 
iy^th..new pples where they want them, and 
faften fuch places where the poles or rails are 
. lopfe, with wire,. which is the ftrongeft faften- 
ing. You muft. alfo train and tie the branches 
of your fruit-trees thereto with fmall Ofier twigs> 
but obferve to place their branches regularly 
at proper diftances, never to crpfs each other, 

C and 
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and not to fatten them fo clofe with the twigs 
as to pinch the fhoots, when they fhall have 
grown larger the following fummer. 

You may yet plant Strawberries and Rafp- 
berries, if the weather is mild and the ground 
in proper order, tho' it would have been better 
if done in autumn, efpecially where the foil 
is dry, Thofe who are curious to have early 
Strawberries, fhould now plant them in pots 
filled with good earth, and place them in a 
llieltered fituation till they are rooted ; after 
which the pots fhould be plunged into a mo- 
derate hot-bed, which will bring them forward 
in a fhort time ; though it would have been 
much better if thefe had been planted into the 
pots in 06tober, that they might be well rooted 
before they are put on the hot-bed, whereby 
they would be capable of bearing a much 
larger quantity of fruit than thofe which are 
newly tranfplanted ; or if they were planted 
into pots at this fcafon, and kept in a fhady 
fituation all the following fummer, keeping 
the plants always clear from runners, and not 
fuffer them to bear fruit, they will be in good 
order to force the next feafon. But where 
there has not been a provifion made of thefe 
plants in tirtie, the plants fhould be tranf- 
planted with good balls of earth to their roots, 

and 
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and put upon the hot-bed, and in this cafe 
there will be no occafion for planting them in 
pots \ but it muft be obferved, that the plants 
fhould have been kept clear from runners, 
and to (ingle heads the foregoing fummer; 
isx if they were permitted to fend out fuckers 
from their fides, the principal roots will have 
been fo much weakened, as not to be in a 
condition to produce much fruit when they 
are forced. The earth of the hot-beds where- 
in the Strawberries are planted, fliould be 
loamy and ftrong, but not enriched much 
with dung, which will only add to the luxu- 
riance of .the plants, and prevent their fruiting 
in plenty. Thefe hot-beds muft not be kept 
covered too clofely ; but whenever the weather 
will permit, the plants (hould have' a large 
ihare of air, efpecially when they are in flower, 
otherwife the bloflbms will fall away ; the plants 
muft alfo be frequently refrefhed with water, 
otherwife the bloflbms will fall off' and not 
produce much fruit ; but the waterings muft 
be performed with difcretion. 

Thofe peribns who are very curious to have 
early fruit in forcing-frames, muft now begin 
to add their heat, whether it be dung or fire 
which they ufe; but, for the earlier fruits, 
fire is better than dung, becaufe the heat of 

C 2 that 
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that may be kept ttiore equal j for the dung at 
thi'sfeafon, efpedally where it is expofed to the 
weather, being often damped by great fnows 
or too'much wet, is ^ery fUbjeft to lofe its heat ; 
'and when the trees have been forced, there 
muft be great dare taken to keep up the heat; 
for if, after the trees hailre been forced out into 
bloflbm, they arc heglefted, and the air within 
fhe glafles is hot kept nearly to the fame tem- 
perature of heat, the bloflbms will fall off, 
and no fruit wiirfuccefc'd them. There fhould 
alfo be the fartie care taken to let in frefh air 
whenever there are opportunities, for if they 
are kept too clofe, they feldom fucceed well ; 
therefore it is not proper to apply the heat too 
early tq the trees, becaufe this month is often 
unfavourable to tender bloflbms, when the ex- 
ternal air is generally too cold to be admitted 
to them ; fo that if the heat be not applied 
before the beginning of this month, the hjof- 
foms will not appear till the beginning of the 
next, when the weather is generally lefs fevere 
than in this; fo that there will be lefs danger 
of mifcarrying, and the fruit will be ripe al- 
moft as early as thofe which were forced all 
December.

Medlars, and Grapes, where they have been 
carefully preferved ; by cutting the bunches 
with a knot or joint of the vine, and hanging 
them in rows, in a dry warm room, at fuch

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diftance as not to touch each other, and that 
the air may pafs freely between them, other- 
wife they will foon grow mouldy and rot. Py 
this method Grapes have heen preferved good 
until the end of February, but it muft be the 
Frontiniac, and other late forts, which fhould 
be thus treated. 

Work to be done in the P l e a s u r e-G a r d e h 

and Wilderness. 

In frofty weather you fliould cover the beds 
pf Ranunculufes, Anemonies, Hyacinths, and 
other choice flowers : fuch of them as are not 
come up above-ground may be covered with 
tanners bark. Peas haulm, or fome other 
light covering; but fuch of the beds of flowers 
as are come up, muft be arched over with 
hoops, and covered with mats or cloths ; 
for if they are not protefted from the froft at 
this feafon their leaves will be killed, where- 
by the roots are many times deftroyed, or at 
leaft greatly weakened ; but in mild weather 
they ftiould be uncovered, and expofed to the 
air as much as poflible : for if they are too 
clofely covered, they are apt to take damp 
and mould, which frequently caufes them to 

(lecay : wherever this covering is pra6Hfed, 

• 

It 
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it fhould be continued until the weather is 
become warm, otherwife it is better not to ufc 
it ; for by being covered the plants will become 
tender, and fo will be lefs able to refift the 
cold, than thofe which have been conftantly 
expofed to the open air. - 

The Hyacinths, NarcifTufes, and other bul- 
bous and tuberous-rooted flowers, whofe leaves 
do not yet appear above ground, may be covered 
over with tanners bark, which will prevent the 
froft from penetrating the earth, which in feverc 
winters, where there is no covering, frequent- 
ly deftroys the roots. And in wet land, where 
tlie beds are raifed much above the paths» ^ 
there fhould be tan, litter, or dung, laid in 
the paths to raife them, otherwife the frofl will 
enter through the fides of the beds to the 
roots, and greatly weaken or kill thofe on the 
outfidc of the beds. This method is con- 
flantly pra6lifed by the florifts in Holland, 
who preferve their flower-roots much better 
than the Englifh gardeners generally do, tho' 
the winters there are comn^only more fevere 
than in England. 

Cover all pots and tubs of feedling flowers- 
in hard frofls> and alfo from great fnows, which 
ai*e very injurious to them, efpecially to the 
ff ?dling Hyacinths, Perfian kifes,, Spring Cy-. 

C 4 claraeii. 
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clanlen, Ranunculiifes, Anemonies, Niarciffufes, 
and fome other bulbous and tuberous-rooted 
flowers, which, though hardy enough to refift 
the cold €>f our climate, when thfeir roots are 
fqlly grown, yet, while yoiing, are in daqger 
pf being deftroyed by fevere froft. And where 
thefe pots or tubs are . hot plunged into the 
earth, there Ihould be tan, litter, or dung, laid 
about them, to prevent the froft from entering 
Jthrough their fides. 

In mild weather you may plant fuch roots 
pf Ranunculufes, Anemonies, and Tulips, as 
Were kept out of the ground to retard them, 
that they may fucceed thofe which were plantecj 
in autumn : but this fhould not be done when 
the earth is over wet, which virould endanger 
the rotting of their roots ; and if there fhould 
happen to fall much rain after they are planted, 
0r hard froft ftiould fpon after follow, the beds 
inuft be covered with mats, ftraw, or Peas 
^aulm, other wife the roots will be in great 
danger of perifhing. 

Turn over your heaps of compoft, that the 
froft may mellow them, and break the clods : 
the oftener thefe are turned, the fooner they 
will be fit for ufe. You fhould alfb, at this 
feafon, make new heaps of compoft in mild 
weather, when there is more leifure for doinsr 

it 
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it than* when thfc feafbn i& lafther adv^iced, 
and many other neceflkry works require atten- 
tioh y therefore at fuch times when the kbour* 
m have nbt full employment \vi the garden, 
the prepari]^ of compofts f^r the pots and 
borders fhouid not be negle£)fed^ as thefe (hould 
have time to lie and i^teten before they arc 
\ifed : for withotrt this, thiere can'be fmaU hopes 
of having cboite flowers hi any toterable degree 
df perfection, 

Ybur choice Carnations and Aui'iculas fhouid 
be guarded from hiedvy rains, fhow, and ie« 
vcrc frofl, which are often Very deflru£tive to 
them ; btit they fhouid have as much free air 
as poflible in nrild weather, otherwife they will 
draw up weak, and will not How flrong. At 
this feaibn you mufl ahb be careful to prote6): 
them from vermin, which, for want of other 
food, will dcflroy them; particularly rats 
and mice often make great havock with them ; 
and where hares or rabbets can come to Car- 
nations, they generally make clear work, fel- 
dom leaving any in their reach. The fparrows 
alfb at this feafon, often peck out the heart 
or inner feaves of thefe plants, if they are not 
prevented. 

At the latter end of this month you muft 
prpvjde fome new dung, which fhouid be 

thrown 



thrown on an heap to warm for about ten or 
twelve days, and turned over two or three 
times, to mix the parts well together, {in the 
fame way as is pradtifed for Cucumbej--beds,) 
to make fome hot-beds to fow the choiceft 
forts of annual flowers upon, as the Amaran- 
thus Tricolor, Cockfcomb, Globe Amaran- 
thus, Diamond Ficoides, double Stramonium, 
forae of the forts of the annual Kctmia, Me- 
longena, and other tender kinds of annual 
plants, that they may be brought forward to 
flower ; for the plants which are raifed early, 
will be flronger than thofe which are fown 
later in the feafon ; and by this method you 
may expeiSt to obtain good feeds from all the 
forts, whereas many of them will not produce 
any in this climate, when they are not brought 
forward in the fpriiig. 

Prune up wildernefs trees and flowering 
flirubs where they grow too much out of fhape, 
but their Ihoots muft not be ihortened, for 
that will prevent their flowering ; and dig up 
the ground in wildernefs quarters if it is not 
frozen, obferving to clear it from the roots of 
all hurtful weeds. This digging will be of 
great fervice to the trees, and add a neatnefs 
to the wildernefs. But in doing of this, you 
muft be careful not to dilturh tlie roots of thofe 
wood 
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wood plants which are intermixed under tho 
trees for the fake of their flowers. 

You may yet fow the feeds of Auriculas and 
Polyanthufes, in mild weather, if it was ne- 
glected in Oflober and November ; and where 
the pots or tubs in which the feeds are fown, 
are guarded fiom too much wet, the plants 
will often come up in good time. But if they 
fhould not come up the firft fpring, the earth 
fiiould not be difturbed, for fometimes the 
plants will come up in autumn or the follow- 
ing fpring, provided the feeds are not buiied 
too deep in the ground.

*Work to be done in the 1^ursi:k y. 

' If this month ihould prove ta be hard froft, 
you muft carry on dung upon the ground where 
you intend to tranfplant young trees or flocks 
in the fpring j you may alfo lay • fome dung 
between the rows of young trees where it is 
wanted, that it may be ready to be dug into 
the ground when the froft is gone out of it. 
You may now trim and plafh hedges, but it 
is better to delay it until the froft is over, be- 
caufe where trees are greatly wounded, the froft 
often penetrates and much injures them ; ajrtd 
when the fhoots are frozen, they will not bend^ 
but are apt to crack. 

When the weather is mild, you fhould con- 
tinue trenching the ground where you interid 
to plant young tjrees in the two following 

months ^ 
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months 5 and prepare fome beds for fowing 
kernels of fruit-trees, or maft and berries of 
foreft- trees, or flowering (hrubs, fome of which 
muft be fown the latter end of this month, or 
the beginning of the next. You (hould alfo 
continue digging the ground between the rows 
of trees in the nurfery when the weather is 
favourable, being careful not to injure their 
roots \ but you ftiould fliorten all futh roots as 
extend too far from the trees, which will caufe 
them to put out new fibres near the ftems, and 
thereby render them much fafer to tranfplant : 
this (hould be particularly pra6lifed to all the 
forts of evergreen trees, otherwife they will be 
unfafe to remove in a few years. 

In frofty weather you flioiild carefully look 
to your young trees in the nurfery to prevent 
their being eaten by hares, rabbets, or other 
animals, which, in fevere feafons, often eat 
down young trees, and alfo difbark large trees 
and fhrubs. 

In open weather you may trim up your 

hardy foreft-trees in the nurfery, but be care- 

• ful to leave fome fmall flioots on the flems of 

all young trees, to detain the fap for the 

» augmentation of their ftems, otherwife they 

, will be too weak to fupport their heads \ but 

thefe (hould not be left in too great quantity, 

left 
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left they prevent the upright growth of Ac 
trees. 

You may, towards the latter end of this 
month (if the weather is mild), tranfplant 
ftocks for fruit-trees ; as alfo young forcft- 
trees, where it was negle£led to be done in 
the autumn ; for the fooner it is done it will 
be the better, provided the foil be dry ; for 
when it is done late in the fpring, if it ihould 
prove dry weather, they will be in danger of 
being deftroyed, efpecially if there is not con- 
venience to water them. 

Work to be done in tbe Gkez n-Ho u s e and 

Stove. 

If this month proves very fevere (as it often 
happens), you muft be careful to keep the 
froft out of the green-houfe -, for if it reaches 
the earth of your Orange-trees fo as to freeze 
it, it will caufe all the fruit to drop off, and 
many times a great part of the leaves alfo ; 
therefore it is veiy ufeful to have a flue con- 
trived under the pavement, in the front of the 
green-houfe, which may be ufed in very hard 
winters, when it will be very difficult to keep 
the froft out of the houfe where this is want- 
ing ', but where there is no fuch contrivance, 

the 
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the . glades in .'f rpnt . ihould be clqie^y covered 
with mats. Reeds, or ftraw ^ and you ihould 
light fix or eight large candles to bum in the 
green-^houfe* every . night, or place fpme pans 
oi coal?, well lighted, toward the front glaflibs ; 
•which are muchi better than' burning. of chai- 
coal, as is* by fome praflifed, which is equally 
permciouS' to. plants as animals, where. the. air 
is confined, as in green^houfes . it mufl be^ 
when • they are clofely ; fhut. Befides, \w 
great thaws, when: the air is filled with moi- 
fture, which occafions a great damp in. green- 
houfes, it will be of great ufe to make two or 
three gentle fires where there are flues to rarefy 
and warm the air, which otherwife often oc- 
cafions the leaves of the trees to grow mouldy 
and drop off. 

YoU' mufl alfb obferve to pick off all dead 

leaves, on fuch as are mouldy, which, if fuf- 

' fered to remain on, would infeft thofe which 

' grow near them, and alfo corrupt the air of 

the houfe, to the prejudice of your plants ; 

befides,' this adds a neatnefs to the houfe, and 

renders the plants more beautiful, as alfo more 

' healthful. In mild weather you muft let air 

. into the houfe, without. which the. plants will 

• alter their colour, and fometimes cafl their 

leaves } but this mufl be done cautioufly at 

this 
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tills feafbn. You muft alfo refrefh them with 
water as often as you find it neccflary, but give 
it to them fparingly j for it is better to give it 
them often, and in fmall quantities, than to 
over water them at this time of the year j bc- 
caufe it may prove very hurtful to them, efpc- 
cially if bad weather (houid fct in foon after, 
and no fun appear in the day time to dry the 
damp, as is often the cafe at this feafon, when 
there are hard frofts ; at which times there 
may be a neceffity to keep the houfc clofcly 
fhut up for feveral days, fo that the moiflure 
of the earth in the tubs and pots, will greatly 
add to the damp of the air. 

The hardy fucculcnt plants muft have as 
much air as pofliblc in mild weather ; for if 
they are too clofcly Ihut up, they often caft 
their leaves and appear unfightly, efpccially 
the Scdums, Cotyleclons, Cacalias, and Me- 
fcmbryanthemi, which, when drawn too much, 
will not appear handfome, nor produce near fo 
many flowers as thofe which are kept more 
hardy ; but theft: muft be caicfully guarded 
trcm froft, which generally kills the plants 
if expofed thcieto. 

The Ananas, or Pine-apples, fomc of which 
will begin now to flicw their fruit, muft be 
carefully looked after, obferving to refrcftithcm 

D when 
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when they are dry with water j for want of 
which they are often ftarved, and the fruit 
is rendered fmall : but this water fhould be 
placed in the ftove at leaft twelve hours before 
it is ufed, that it may acquire an equal warmth 
with the air of the houfe, otherwife it will be 
too cold for them. You muft alfo keep up 
the warmth of the houfe, and not fuffer the 
heat to decline at this feafon, left thereby the 
fruit be ftinted : the tan muft alfo be kept of 
a proper warmth, by ftirring of it up, if ne- 
ceffary, and frefli tan put into the beds 
where it is wanting ; for if the plants have not 
a proper heat to their roots, they will not pro- 
duce large fruit : but, at the fame time, I muft 
caution againft the keeping the ftove too hot, 
which will force the fruit too much, and ren-^ 
der it very fmall ; this alfo occafions the young 
plants to fhew fruit a year before their time, 
fo that their fruit will be exceeding fmall and 
of little value. 

The CofFee-trees, and other woody plants 
which are placed in the bark-bed in the ftove> 
muft alio be often refrefhed with water, and 
their dead or mouldy leaves conftantly taken 
c^; and where any of the leaves have con- 
tra6led filth, it fliould be carefully waflicd off ; 
as ihould infects,, wherever the plants are in- 

fefted 
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fef^ with tfa^m, otherwife they will increaft 
an4 fpread over all the plants in the houfe i 
this ihould be performed with a wet fpbnge. 

If the bark in the bed of the tan-ftove has 
&tded unequally (as it often happens) fo that 
the pots do not keep their pofition, it will be 
jproper to take them out of the tan-bed in a fine 
day, and ftir the bark, adding a little frefh tan 
thereto^ (which fhould have been in ihelter a 
Week or ten days before it is put into the bed 
to drsdn off the moifhire) and then plunge the 
pots down again : this will renew the heat of 
the bed, and be very ufeful to the plants, but the 
plants muft not be expofed to the open air 
while this is doing, at this feafon of the year. 

The tender forts of Aloes, Cercufes^ Eu- 
phorbia, atid Melon Thiftles, (hould now have 
very little water given to them ; for moifture 
at this feafon is very injurious to them, fefpe-» 
tially where the air of the houfe is not kept in 
a due temperature of heat.

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Work to be done in the Kitchen- 
Garden. 

|F the weather proves mild in this 
1 month, there is a great deal of 
I bufinefs to be done in the kitchen- 

J garden, which, if omitted, will be 

of bad confequence, moft of the principal 
crops being now to be fown or planted ; which, 
if deferred later in the year, feldom fucceed fo 
well, efpecially upon dry land. 

You muft now prepare your ground for 
Carrots, Parfneps, Radiflies, Spinach, Beets, 
Beans, Peas, Patfley, and Cabbage Lettuce, 
which ftiould now be fown ; and where it is 
only for the fupply of a family, there fhould 
rot be too much of each fort fown at one time; 
for it is a much better way to fow three or 
four times of each, (except the Parflcy, Beet, 
and Parfneps) at about a fortnight or three 
D 3 weeks 
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weeks diJlance from each other, that there 
jnay be a continuation of them for the kitchen, 
than to truft to one fowing, which will ]aft 
but a fliort time ; efpecially the Radifhes, 
Beans, Peas, and I^ettucpj but if the other 
forts do fucceed, one fowing of each will be 
fufficient, unlefs where fmall young Carrots 
are wanted as long in the feafon as they cari 
be procured ; and if Spinach is defired great 
part of the year, then the feeds ihould be 
fown at different times, allowing a fortnight 
pr three weeks interval between each fowing, 
according to the tirne of year, for in hot 
weather it will not continue long fit for ufe : 
but in moderate weather, and where there is 
proper allowance of room for growing, it will 
laft three weeks good. 

Sow young Salleting upon moderate hot- 
beds, but in mild weather the feeds may be 
fown on warm borders near wails, pales, or 
hedges, to fucceed that which was the laft 
fown ; for at this feafon there ftiould be a fup- 
ply fown every week, which is as long as each 
lowing will continue fit for ufe before it will 
be too large. 

This is alfo the feafon for fowing Scor- 

nozera, Salfafy, and Skirrets, for the firft 

crop, but the general crop miift be ibwn 

much 
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much later ^ for if tbde are (own too early^ 
they are very ^t to run up to feed ; but as in 
fbme families thefe roots are required as long 
as they can be procured, they mud be fown at 
different ieaibns, that there may be fbme roots 
for ufe early before the general crop comes in. 
You may now fbw Comfallet, large-rooted 
Parfley, Winter Savory, Marygolds, and Sor- 
rel, with mofl other hardy plants ; thefe are 
befl fbwn in feparate fpots or beds, and after-* 
wards thinned to the proper difhince which 
each requires j for where they are fown with 
other crops, they do not thrive {o well j nor 
fhould they be left too dofe, for then the 
plants will draw each other up weak, and be- 
come fmalL But this is not to be underflood 
of the common or curled Parfley, which is 
frequently fown in drills, for the more ready 
cutting of it, and keeping it clear from weeds; 
the curled fort is what I would recommend 
rather thvi the common Parfley, becaufe it is 
much eafier to be diflinguifhed from the le&r 
Hemlock, which is a poifonous herb ; the larg^ 
rooted Hamburgh Parfley fhould he fown thin 
as Carrots, and hoed out in the fame manner 
as is pra6lifed for them» that the roots may 
have room to grow to a good &K^ in which 
their ^Qodoefs confifb. 

P 4 M9i« 
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Make moderate hot-beds for fowing fome 
Cauliflower feeds, for fummer plants to fup- 
ply the kitchen, after thofe which were fowri 
in Auguil are gone ; but the plants raifed at 
this feafon feldom fucceed well but in a moift 
foil, for in dry ground they rarely produce 
large heads. However, it is neceffary to have 
them for a family, where the continuance of 
Cauliflowers are required, though they feldom. 
pay the market gardener. 

Plant Garlick, Shallots, Rocambole, and 
Cives ; as alfo Onions which have fprouted in 
winter to draw up fpr Scallions in April, when 
the dry Onions will be almoft gone, and the 
Michaelnias Onions will be too fmall for many 
kitchen ufes. 

If the laft month was fo fevere, that little 
work could be done in the garden, then there 
will be a neceflity for forwarding bufinefs in 
this, provided the feafon is favourable : there- 
fore now Ihould be planted out fome of the 
fqgar-loaf and long-fided Cabbages, to fucceed 
thofe which were planted in November. You 
mufl: alfo tranfplant your Cauliflower plants out 
pf the winter-beds, to the places where they 
^re to grow, towaids the end of the month. 
If the ftafoii is forward, you may flip fome of 
your old Artichoke flocks, if the llioots arq 

forward 
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forward enough, and plant out fome of the 
cleareft and moft promifing plants for a new 
plantation \ for on dry foils thefe flips fhould 
be planted early in the feafon, otherwife the 
heads will be fioiall, and when the plants are 
late planted on dry ground, they frequently 
mifs bearing the fa.me year. Thefe young 
plants will produce fruit in autumn, after thofe 
on the old ftocks are gone. The particular 
d\it6kion^ for doing this are exhibited in the 
Gardeners Dictionary. 

Continue to plant Beans, and fow Peas 
every fortnight or three weeks, that there may 
be no want of thefe things in the kitchen during 
the {t^Son : the Windfor Bean is by much the 
beft fort for planting at this feafon, being 
much preferable for the table to all the forts 
for eating, except the fmall Mazagan Bean, 
which fome perfons prefer to all the other 
kinds ; therefore thofe perfons continue plant- 
ing that fort, at three weeks diftance, during 
the whole feafon of Beans. Some of the larger 
forts of Peas fhould now be fown, particularly 
the Spanifh Morrotto, which is a plentiful 
bearing fort, and a tolerable good Pea for eat- 
ing, and the Marrow-fat s . thefe are for the 
pommon ufe of the family % but fome of the 
Charlton Hotfpur Peas fliould be fown for the 

principal

principal tabic, becaufe they are by much the 
beft Pea to eat green. 

This is a proper feafon for planting of Li^ 
quorice. The ground where this is to be 
planted, fhould be trenched three or four fpits 
deep, that the roots may more eafily run down ; 
for the goodnefs of Liquorice depends on the 
length of the roots, The gardeners who cuU 
tivate this plant, commonly fow a crop of 
Onions on the ground the fame fpring when 
they plant the fets ; and the keeping of the 
ground dean from weeds is done by hoeing the 
Onions, tvhich are of little or no prejudice to 
the Liquorice the ftrft year of its planting, be- 
caufe the Onions will be drawn off before the 
Liquorice fhoots are much advanced. 

Make new hot-beds for Afparagus to fuc-> 
ceed thofe which were made the laft month, 
for otherwife there will be a want in the 
kitchen, one of thefe beds feldom continuing 
much longer than a fortnight to produce good 
buds s fo that in this month there fliould be 
two beds made about eighteen or twenty dayt 
diftance, that they may fuccecd each other 
regularly. 

The Cucumber and Melon plants which 
were raifed the laft month, will now be fit to 
tranfplant j, therefore there niuft be qcw bed> 

made 
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made for them, which fliould be well wrought^ 
^nd the dung well mixed to continue its 
waraith : but the plants muft not be planted 
therein, until the violent heat of the bed is 
over, which feldom lafts above a week, efpe- 
daily if the dung had been two or three times 
turned over before it was ufed. At this feafon 
you muft attend very clofely to your hot-beds, 
to admit frefh air to the plants asr often as the 
weather will permit 1 but this muft be ma<- 
naged with great caution if you would have 
them fucceed, for a fmall negleft at this fea<- 
fon will deftroy all your plants, and put you 
greatly backward. There muft alfb be fome 
feeds of Cucumbers now fown, to fucceed 
thofe which are firft planted, efpecially if the 
beds have not a fufficient depth of earth upon 
the dung ; the want of this often occafions the 
plants to decay very foon : but when the earth 
is laid a foot or more deep, the plants will 
continue long healthy and fruitful \ by this 
method, a fmall number of plants will be fuf<- 
ficient to fupply a family ; but as the very early 
plants feldom continue long in bearing, where 
a proper depth of earth is wanting, it is 
peceffary to have a fucceflion of hot-beds to 
fnj)ply the table. This month is full early to 
(ow Melons for the firft crop, though by many 

gardeners 
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gardeners they are fown in the former 3 but 
thofe frequently mifcarry, or produce fuch 
fruit as are unfit for the table. 

The Mufhroom-beds muft now be carefully 
guarded from great rains and fnow, which, if 
they are not well defended from, will chill the 
beds and deftroy all the fpawn, fo that they 
will never recover it \ therefore it is the fureft 
method to have one or two beds covered with 
frames, or made under a fhed thatched over 
with ftraw, which will proteft them from bad 
weather ; fb that a good ^^uantity of Mufti- 
rooms may be obtained in the wprft feafons 
by this method. 

Plant fome Kidney-beans upon a moderate 
hot-bed for an early crop, obferving when the 
plants are come up to give them air, when- 
ever the weather will perrnit, other\vife they 
will draw up weak, and not produce fruit. 
The beft fort for thi^ purpofe are the Dwarf 
White, or the Batterfea Bean, which never run 
much to haulm, and are plentiful bearers ; but 
it is now generally pra6T:ifed in fuch places 
where there are hot-beds for the Ananas, to 
have a row of pots placed on the walks behind 
the tan-bed in which Kidney-beans are plant- 
ed y and when care is taken in their culture, a 
good crop may be procured through the win- 
ter ;

ter \ but the beft forts for this purpofe are the 
Scarlet FJowering, and large Dutch White 
Beans, which are by much the fweeteft for the 
tabic, and the plants will continue bearing a 
long time, provided they have room to grow 
tall. But many people plant for this pur- 
pofe the upright, or, as fome call them, the 
Tree Kidney-bean, whofe feeds are blaclf and 
white ; this fort is indeed a plentiful bearer j 
but is by no means fo good for th« table as 
the other, the pods being foft, and of a rank 
tafte. 

If the weather be favourable toward the 
€nd of this month, you muft plant your Cos^ 
Cilicia, and the other beft forts of Lettuces, 
from the beds or borders where they grew in 
the winter 5 in doing of this fome of thofe 
plants in the borders fliould be left to remain 
for cabbaging, becaufe they will come earlier 
than thofe which are removed. You ihould 
alfo fow fome feeds of thefe forts upon a fpot 
of good ground, in a warm fituation, or on 
a moderate hot-bed, to come after the winter 
plants are gone. 

The latter end of this month you may fow 
fome Cabbages and Savoys for winter ufe ; but 
thefe are not defigned for the main crop, but 
only for a few to come early in the autumn ; 

and 
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ftnd upon hot-beds, or warm borders, muft be 
fi)wn fome fmail Sallet herbs, as Lettuce^ 
Creflb, Muftard, Rape, Radifli, Turnep, &c. 
that there may be a conftant fupply of thefe 
young Saliet herbs for the table. 

Sow (bme Celery feeds either upon a mode- 
irate hot-bed, or on a border of rich earth, in 
a warm fituation, to come up early ; but ther^ 
ihould be little fown at this feafon, becauie it! 
will foon pipe, and become fticky, when fit 
for ufe ; fo that no more fhould be planted out 
of this (owing than can be ufed in a month or 
five weeks, which is as long as this early crop 
of Celery will continue fit for ufe > and you 
ihould now fow Afparagus ieed in a bed of 
good earth, to raife plants againft the next 
year to make fre(h plantations. 

Tranfplant Cabbages, Savoys, Leeks, Parf- 
neps. Carrots, and Beets, for feed, if it was 
not done the former month, obferving (as was 
there directed) to hang up the Cabbages and 
Savoys in a dry place for five or fix days, that 
the wet may drain out from between theii^ 
leaves, which if left in would rot them. You 
may alfo plant fome Endive for feed, if it was 
omitted before, and fome of the ftrongeft plants 
of Celery ihould alfo be left for feed. 

Plant 
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Plant Potatoes and Jenifalem Artichokes 
[ toward the end of the month, if the weather 
is inclinable to be good, and the ground dry, 
otherwife it will be better to defer this work a 
month longer, efpecially for the Potatoe, ob- 
ferving to plough or trench the ground deep, 
that the roots may be placed at leaft fix or 
eight inches below the furface, otherwife they 
will not fucceed fo well : thefe /hould have a 
ioamy foil, and when the roots are placed in 
the trenches there fhould be fome dung laid 
over them, efpecially in poor ground, other- 
wife the roots will not be large. This muft 
be understood for the Potatoe, for the Jeru- 
falem Artichoke is fo very hardy, as to mul- 
tiply too faft in any foil or fituation. 

Dung and trench the ground well where 
you intend to plant Afparagus, letting it remain 
in ridges until the fealbn for planting, which 
will be the latter end of next month ; but in 
doing of this, you fhould be careful to make 
the bottom of each trench level before you put 
in the dung, which muft alfo be laid level, 
otherwife when you come to make the drills for 

ying in the plants, the dung will be turned 

p in thofe places where it lies JbaUow. 
The Cauliflower plants, which were placed 

ider bell or hand-glaffes in Oftober laft, 
ihould. 
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Ihould, toward the end of this month, be 
parted, leaving only one of the ftrongeft plants 
under each glafs^ if you intend to have large 
beadsi but many people who are covetous leave 
two plants remaining to flower ; but where 
this is pra6lifed, they cannot be fo long covered 
with the glaflesu as where one plant is left ; fb 
that they cannot be prdtefted from the frofts 
which often happen in March, when, if the 
glafles are not over the plants every night, they 
will be in danger of fufFering ; nor will the 
flowers com* fo early, nor their heads be fo 
large \ therefore it is bad management to leave 
two plants, when it is certain one early larg^ 
Cauliflower will be worth more than three 
fmall ones. But in parting of thefe plants 
there mufl: be great care taken not to diflnrb 
the roots of thofe plants which are left, and 
the holes made in taking out of the plants 
Ihould be filled up level, that the roots of the 
plants left may not fufFer from the drying 
winds which ufually blow the next month. But 
when the plants which are left are grown fo 
large as to prefs againfl the glafles, you fliould 
raife the earth up into a border about the ftems 
of the plants two feet and a half broad, and 
five or fix inches high, that the glafles may be 
advanced fo as not to crufli the leaves of the 

plants : 
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plants : by doing of this, the glades may be 
kept over the plants in bad weather until the 
middle or end of March, which is often of 
great ufe to them when the feafon is bad, and 
hereby they will be brought earlier to flower. 
When this is done, great care mufl be had 
that the earth doth not get into the heart of 
the plants, which will greatly injure, if not 
deftroy them. 

The Peas and Beans which were fown in 
autumn, and have ftood through the winter, 
will now begin to advance ; therefore the 
ground about them fhould be hoed, and the 
earth drawn up to their ftems, which will 
flrengthen them and guard their ftems from 
the injury of frofts 3 but this ftiould be done in 
dry weather when the furface of the ground is 
dry, for when that is ^et, it very often injures 
the tender ftems of the plants. 

Toward the end of this month you may 
fow fome Purflane feeds upon a moderate hot- 
bed, which will be fit for ufe in April ; tho* 
that is earlier than the generality of people care 
to eat it, however in fome families it is re- 
quired fo foon. 

Look well to fhails and other vermin, which 
may be deftroyed in the holes of walls, and be- 
hind the ftems of wall fruit-trees, &c. for if

they efcape till the next month they will get 
abroad, and make great havock in the kitchen- 
garden. If your early fruit-trees againft the 
walls begin to open their flowers, they muft 
l?e carefully covered with mats. Reeds, or fome 
other coverings \ otherwife ^ they will be in 
danger of fufFering by frofts or cold winds, 
which frequently happen at this feafon. But 
where any of thefe coverings are ufed, it muft 
be done with great care, fo as not to bruife or 
rub off the buds or bloflbms 5 therefore Reeds 
are the beft covers, efpecially when they are 
made up like mats to roll together, becaufe 
they are not fo liable to beat againft the trees as 
mats and other loofe coverings, and they are 
alio much eafier to remove at all times in mild 
weather, whereby the bloflbms will not be 
made too tender, nor the flioots of the trees 
drawn weak, for this will be attended with 
worfe confequences than if they were expofed 
to the inclemency of the feafon. 

You may now plant Hops, dig the ground 
and prune the roots of the old Hop grounds, 
being careful not to injure the buds of the 
plants which now begin to fwelL

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FrodiiSls of the K i t c h e n-G a r d e n. 

Cabbages, Savoys, Borecole, Broccoli, Car- 
rots, Parfneps, Turneps, Red Beets, Skirrets, 
Scorzonera, Salfafy, Cardoons, Coleworts, Spi- 
nach, Potatoes, Jerufalem Artichokes, Onions, 
Leeks, Garlick, Rocambole, Shallots, Sage, Par- 
fley, Sorrel, Sprouts from the ftems of Cabbages 
and Savoys 5 and on the hot-beds, Mint, Tan- 
fey, and Tarragon, where they were planted 
early in January ; and in fome warm borders, 
there are Radifties which werefownin autumn : 
upon hot-beds, all forts of fmall Sallet herbs, 
as Lettuce, Crefles, Coriander, Turnep, Rape, 
aftd Muftard ; Muflirooms on the beds which 
have been carefully defended from the wet and 
froft ; you have alfo Endive and Celery for 
foups, as alfo Chervil, which is by many per- 
fons greatly eftcemed : and on the hot-beds 
made in December, you have Afparagus, 
which, towards the middle of this month, 
when there begins to be more funfhine to co- 
lour it, will be very good ; you have alfo many 
forts of pot-herbs and aromatic plants, as 
Winter Savory, Hyflbp, Thyme, Laveqder, 
Rofemary, Pot-marjoram, and Burnet; alfo 
the leaves of the Chard-beet.

Work to be ckne in tbe Frvi t-G a r d e n. 

You may now continue to prune fuch of 
your fruit-trees as were not before pruned, ei- 
ther againfl walls, efpalkrs, or ftandards, ob- 
ferving to prune the more hardy forts firft, and 
let the tender kinds alone till laft, when there 
will be lefs danger of their fufFering by cold. 
And where any trees are too luxuriant, they 
ihould be the laft pruned ; but thoie which 
are now pruned (hould not be nailed to the 
wall till the beginning of next month, for the 
branches (landing from the wall will keep their 
flower-buds from opening too foon. 

The Fig-trees which were covered in frofty 
weather to proteft their tender branches from 
injury, fhould be opened in warm weather 
to admit frefli air, otherwife the fhoots of 
the former year will be apt to grow mouldy, 
which would decay them, whereby the trees 
will be deprived of fruit the following feafon ; 
but if the frort returns they muft be covered 
again, otherwife they will be in more danger 
of having their tender branches and the fruit 
deftroyed, than thofe which were never co- 
vered » 

When- 
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Whenever the frames of your efpalicrs arc 
decayed, and have not been repaired the for- 
mer months, it fhould be no longer deferred, 
becaufe the flower-buds of the fruit-trees will 
now begin to fwell, and thereby be in danger of 
being rubbed off ; therefore thefe frames fhould 
always be repaired when the trees are pruned, 
that their branches may be faftened thereto, to 
prevent their breaking by ftrong wind^. And 
fiich trees as have been trained to the ei^?*- 
liers already, muft now be pruned, if it is not 
before done, and fattened thereto regularly at 
proper diftances, that when their (hoots come 
out with their leaves, they may be at equal 
diftances, fo as not to crofs each other, or oc» 
cafion confufion. 

Tranfplant all forts of fmit-trees where they 
are wanting, this being the moft proper feafon 
for moift land (in which it is not fo well to 
plant in autumn;) but you muft obferve to 
work the ground well, and break the clods be- 
fore planting, that the earth may the better join 
in between every part of the roots. The headsof 
thefe trees ftiould alfo be left on until they begin 
to pufti, when thofe which require heading 
muft be carefully cut down after the manner di- 
refted in the Gardeners Dictionary, un- 
der the article Planting,

You may now fow the kernels and ftones of 
hardy fruits for flocks, to bud and graft the 
more generous kinds upon, obferving to cover 
them equally with earth, that none may ap- 
pear above ground to entice the mice or other 
vermin to them, which often deftroy whole 
beds of feeds if they are not prevented. It will 
alfo be proper to have fome traps for mice 
placed on the beds, that if thefe vermin fliould 
approach, they may be taken before they at- 
tack the feeds. 

In moift weather clear your fruit-trees from 
mofs (where they are infefted with it) which 
at this feafon may be cafily done, with iron 
inftruments fhaped like an hoe, and hollowed 
in the middle to the fize of the branches which 
are to be fcraped ; fo that there (hould be three 
lizes of thefe inftruments, which will be fuffi- 
ent for all the different branches ; and the * 
mofs being tender at this time, may be eafily 
rubbed off. 

Look carefully after bullfinches to deftroy 
them ; for at this feafon they do great mifchief 
to all forts of fruit-trees, by pecking off their 
bloflbm buds ; fo that where they are not mo- 
lefted, they often deftroy all the fruit of a gar- 
den in two or three days. 

The 
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The early fruit-frame, or forcing-frame, muft 
now be duly attended, to give air to the trees in 
fuch proportion as the warmth of the feafon 
may require ; as alfo to keep up the heat, with- 
out which the bloflbms or tender fruit will 
drop off and come to nothing. 

You muft now look carefully to the Straw- 
berries which are in hot-beds, obferving to 
let them have a large fliare of air, as alfo to 
refrefli them with water ; otherwife the blof- 
foms will drop off, and there will be very little 
fruit produced. You may alfo in this month 
make new plantations of Strawberries, Rafp- 
berrieSj Goofeberries, and Currants, if it was 
omitted in autumn, which is by far the beft 
feafon for this work, efpecially on dry foils ; 
for thofe plants which are removed in autumn 
will have their roots fo well eftablifhed in the 
ground, as to be in little danger of fufFering 
by drought in the fpring ; whereas thofe which 
are now planted, will require conftant water- 
ings if the fpring proves dry, otherwife they 
will fail, nor will thefe produce fruit the fum- 
nier following.

Apples; Aromatic Pippin, Golden Ruflet, 
Nonpareil, Golden Pippin, Holland Pippin, 
French Pippin, Kentifh Pippin, Stone Pippin, 
John Apple, Harvey Apple, Pile's Ruflet, 
Wheeler's Ruflet, Winter Permain, Pomme 
d'Api, Haute Bonne, with fome others of lefs 
note. 

Work to be done in the Pleasure-Garden. 

•If the weather is mild, toward the end of 
the month you may plant out your choice Car- 
nations into the pots where they are to remain 
to flower ; in doing of which, you fliould not 
take too much of the earth from their roots ; 
and wlicn they are planted, it will be proper to 
place the pots in a warm fituation (but not 
too near walls and pales, which will draw them 

up 
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up weak,) and arch them over with hoops, 
that in bad weather they may be covered with 
mats ; for unlefs they acquire ftrength in the 
Ipring before the heat comes on, they will not 
produce large flowers. 

You may yet fow Auricula and Polyanthus 
feeds in tubs or pots of light rich earth, placing 
them where they may have the morning fun 
only until April, when they muft be removed 
into a more fhady fituation, there to remain 
during the fummer feafon. Thefe feeds (hould 
be very flightly covered with light earth, for 
if they are buried too deep, they often lie a 
year before they come up, and frequently mif- 
carry j therefore fome perfons never cover the 
feeds, but leave them to be wafhed into the 
ground by the rain. 

If your Auriculas in pots were not frefh 
earthed the laft month, that fhould be no 
longer deferred, the manner of doing this is 
direfted in January ; for now their flower- 
buds will begin to fhew apace, fo that if it be 
not dorife in a fliort time, their flowers will 
not be improved by it ; and in frofty 
weather thefe flowers muft be covered with 
mats, efpecially every night, to prevent their 
tender flower-buds from being injured, 
ctherwife many of the flower-buds will be 

killed. 
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killed, fo that the trufles will bje thin of 
flowers. 

Toward the end of the month, if the feafon 
proves favourable, ftir the furface of the ground 
of your flower-beds, and clear them from wieeds, 
mofs, and whatever filth may appear thereon ; 
which will be very ferviceable to the flowers, 
and add a neatnefs to the garden. 

Dig and prepare your ground in the flowcr- 
nurfery for fowing of feeds, and to receive 
plants the next month, vvhen you will have 
much bufinefs of different kinds to do ; fo that 
if you do not get things in forwardnefs this 
month, you will be fo much hurried in the 
next, that many things muft be omitted, or but 
flightly performed. Therefore it is a good me- 
thod to dig the ground at all leifure times, 
laying it in trenches, which will be of great 
fei-viceinfweeteningand mellowing the ground, 
and then it will be always ready for fowing 
and planting. 

The end of this month if the feafon proves 
favourable, you may tranfplant C^pterbury 
Bells, French Honey fuckles, Daifies, Rofe 
Campions, Foxgloves, Pinks, Sweet- Williams, 
Perennial Catchfly, Double Ragged Robins, 
Bachelors-buttons, Gentianellas, Hepaticas, 
Campanulas, Thrift, Scarlet Lychnis, Colum- 
bines, 
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bines, Starworts, Golden-rods, with many 
other fibrous-rooted plants, into the borders of 
your pleafure-garden, where they are defigned 
to flower J but this is better if performed in 
Oftober, efpecially where the ground is dry, 
becaufe the plants will have taken root, and ob- 
tained ftrength, before the dry weather of the 
fpring comes on, fo will produce a greater 
quantity of flowers, and will not require wa- 
tering in dry weather. 

In dry frofty nights you mufl: cover your 
beds of choice Ranunculufes, Anemonies, and 
Tulips, with mats, to protedl them from the 
injury of the weather, other wife they will be 
in danger of fpoiling, at leafl: their flowers will 
not be fo fair nor numerous ; and many times 
the roots are defl:royed by froft at this feafon^ 
Where this is not praftifed, the frofl: often 
pinches the buds of the former Anemonies, fo 
as to deftroy the middle of the flowers, which 
the gardeners call the thrum, whereby the 
fineft double flowers are rendered Angle, which 
is a very great difappointment ; and if the roots 
were pur chafed, the perfons who fold them are 
often blamed for having cheated the purchafer, 
when it is entirely owing to the negleft of co- 
vering them. This often occafions the roots 

to 
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to run barren, fo as not to have any more 
flowers. 

You may yet, where there is neceflity for it, 
tranfplant all forts of hardy flowering-trees 
and flirubs, as Lilacs, Laburnums, Bladder 
Senas, Scorpion Senas, Rofes, Honeyfuckles, 
Jafmihes, &c. and moft forts of foreft-trees, 
which may be tranfplanted with fafety, efpeci- 
ally on moift land, or where there is conve- 
niency to water them ; but many of the ever- 
greens defigned for the fpring planting, ftiould 
not be removed till the beginning of April, 
when they are juft ready to pufh out their 
buds, which is the fafcft feafon for tranlplant- 
ing them. 

Plant Dutch Box for edgings to borders: 
but it is a better feafon in Oftober, efpecially 
for dry ground, becaufe it will be firmly root- 
ed before the draught of the fpring, which is 
often very deftruftive to fuch edgings as are 
late planted, efpecially if they are not duly 
watered. 

Break up your gravel-walks, and turn them 
where they begin to be mofly, and require 
turning to make them clean ; but do not rake 
them until the middle of next month, where 
they are not wanted for ufe, by which time 
. they will be well fettled. 

The 
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The latter end of this month you fhould 
rake and clean the quarters of your wilder- 
nefs, becaufe the flowers which are under the 
trees will now begin to blow ; fo that there 
is a neceflity of making the place clean, that 
it may appear fightly? The edges of the 
Grafs-walks and lawns fhould be cut by a 
line, that they may be even ; and the water- 
tables on the fides of the walks fhould be dug 
and raked^ that they may be clear from weeds 
and mofs. 

Your Grafs-walks, lawns, &c. mufl now be 
duly rolled when the ground is foft ; for un- 
lefs this is conflantly performed, the Grafs will 
' not be fine. Make hot-beds for your tender 
annual flowers, which require to be brought 
forward early in the fpring, which otherwife 
are in danger of not ripening their feeds ; as 
the Amaranthufes, Gomphrena, Double-flow- 
ering Stramonium, Double-flriped Balfamine, 
Zinnia, Annual Mefembryanthemum, Mo- 
mordica, tender kinds of Hibifcus, Ricinus, 
with fome others. You mufl alfo plant fome 
Tuberofes on a hot-bed, to come early in the 
fummcr, provided you did not do it the lafl: 
month. You may now fow the double Lark- 
fpur on warm dry borders, and thefe early- 
fown flowers will be flronger and more double 

(if 
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(if they fucceed) than thofe which are Town 
later. The feeds of China Starworts muft be 
now fown in a warm border of light earth, or 
upon a very moderate hot-bed, juft to bring 
up the plants \ then they (hould have a large 
fliare of air every day, that they may not be 
drawn up weak.

Lauruftinus two or three forts, Mezereoii 
both Red and White, Spurge -laurel, Spanifh 
and Siberian Traveller's-joy, Cherry Plum, 
White flowered Almond, Cornelian Cherry, 
Hamamelis, Manna Afh, Filberts, Hazel-nuts, 
Glaftenbury Thorn, Coriara Myrtifolia, Blue- 
berried upright Honeyfuckle, Box-tree, Ala- 
ternus, Phillyrea, and fome others. 

Medicinal Plants ichich may now be 

gathered for life. 

Silver Fir, Black, White, and Golden Maid- 
en-hair, Chickweed, Arbor Vitse, AlFarabacca, 
Ground Ivy, Spurge-laurel, Cyprefs cones, 
Afh-coloured Ground 1/n ci wort. Tree Mofs, 
Cup Mofs, Rue-leaved Whitlow-grafs, Pine- 
tree cones. And if the fcalbn proves late, 
moft of the trees which are mentioned in the 
former month may yet be taken up for ufe. 
If the feafon is forward, you have often Violet 
flowers, Colts-foot flowers, Water-crefles ; and 
the Birch-tree will be fit to tap for the juice. 

Work 
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Work to be done in the l^u rser y. 

You may now tranfplant moft forts of hardy 
foreft-Uees and flowering fhrubs, provided the 
feafon be favourable, otherwife it will be bet- 
ter to defer it a little later. If you did not 
take off the layers of Elms, Limes, and other 
hardy foreft-trees or fhrubs in. the autumn, it 
fliould now be done, planting them into the 
nurfery in rows three feet afunder, and eighteen 
inches diflance in the rows ; where many of 
the forefl-trees may fland four or five years to 
obtain ftrength, in order for tranfplanting 
where they are to remain : but the flowering 
flirubs fliould not ftand longer in the nurfery 
than two or three, for the younger thefe are 
when they are planted where they are to re- 
main, they will more certainly grow, and will 
make greater progrefs. 

The ground where you intend to plant a 
nurfery of evergreens^ fliould now be care- 
fully trenched, obfervingto cleanfeit from the 
roots of all noxious weeds, particularly Couch- 
grafs, which, if left in the ground, will mix 
with the roots of the new-planted trees, and 
prove very injurious to them, and will be very 
difficult to get out again. 

Where 
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Where the ground between the trees in the 
nurfery was not dug the former month, either 
occafioned by weather, or want of leifure, it 
fhould now be done, obferving (as was before 
direfled) not to injure the roots, but fliorten 
fuch as were extended far from their ftems, in 
order to force out young roots nearer, that 
they may be fitted for tranfplanting ; this 
fhould be particularly obferved in Hollies, and 
many other forts of evergreens, which fliould 
be conftantly dug round every year, cutting 
off all downright roots, and fuch as extend 
themfelves far from the plants, which will oc- 
cafion a great quantity of ftrong fibres to be 
fent forth near their ftems, and render them 
much fafer to remove, becaufe thefe will main- 
tain a ball of eaith to their roots when they are 
carefully taken up ; the want of which ren- 
ders it almoft impradicablc to tranfplant fuch 
trees as have remained many years, without 
having been dug round and their roots cut. 

You muft now plant Cheftnuts, and fow 
the feeds, maft, or berries, of other hardy trees 
and (hrubs, being careful to cover them with 
earth ; for if any of them are left expofed, it 
will entice mice, and other vermin, whereby 
your feeds may be eaten up, and your whole 
feminary deftroyed. 

F Towards 
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Toward the latter end of this month, if the 
fpring proves forward and the weather is mild, 
you (hould cut off the heads of your flocks, 
which were budded with fruit the preceding 
fummer, at about four or five inches above the 
buds, always obferving to cut the flock floping 
from the bud, that when the buds fhoot they 
may not be injured by the Howing of the fap 
from the wounded part of the flock, the part 
of the flocks which are left above the bud will 
ferve for fupport of the buds when they fhoot. 

If this month proves mild, toward the end 
of it you mufl graft Cherries, Plums, Pears, 
Apples, and other hardy fruits ; but if there are 
frofls and drying winds, it will be better Xo 
defer it a little later, for fuch weather is often 
very definitive to grafts. 

You may yet plant cuttings of Currants, 
Goofeberries, and other fhrubs or trees which 
will grow from cuttings in fhady borders, ob- 
ferving to clofe the earth well about them ; 
and if the ground between them is covered 
with mofs or fhort litter, it will prevent the 
drying winds of March from penetrating the 
ground, which frequently kill thefe late plant- 
ed cuttings, where this precaution is wanting. 
The autumn is however the befl feafon for this 
work, efpecially in dry land. 

Make 
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Make layers of all your hardy exotic trees, 
which you want to increafe in this month, 
after aU hard frofts are over ; for fome of thefc 
are too tender to be laid in autumn, the wet 
of the winter, fucceeded by froft, being very 
deftruftive to many of thefe tender plants 
when laid. 

You may now increafe fome of the exotic 
trees and fhrubs which do not eafily propagate 
by layers and cuttings, or by cutting off fome 
of their young ftrong roots, dividing them into 
lengths of about four or five inches, planting 
them into pots filled with light loamy earth, 
plunging the pots into a moderate hot-bed, 
covering them clofe with glafles, which will 
<:aufe them to put out roots below and (hoots 
above, fo that in one year they will make good 
plants ; by this method many plants have been 
increafed, which are very difficult to propagate 
in the ufual ways. 

Work to be done in the G re e n-H o u s e and 

Stove. 

If the weather proves mild and the air foft, 
you (hould begin to admit air into your green- 
houfe, by drawing the upper fafhes down a lit- 
tle i but this muft be done with caution at firft, 

F 2 never 
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never opening the glades when the wind is 
fharp, or if it blows againft the frpnt of the 
green-houfe, for a fharp air at this feafon will 
do great damage to your plants, as they have 
been rendered tender by ftanding in the green- 
houfe all the winter. Myrtles, Oranges, Ge- 
raniums, and other hardy plants, muft now 
be frequently refreflied with water, but let 
them have it moderately and often ; for if it 
be given to them in large quantities at this fea- 
fon, it will be very injurious to them. 

Pick off all dead and decayed leaves from 
your plants, and ftir the furface of the earth 
in the pots or tubs, clearing them from weeds \ 
and if you add a little very rotten neats cfung 
upon the tops of the tubs or pots of Orange- 
trees, it will be ferviceable to the plants. You 
fliould at the fame time brufh down all cob- 
webs, and make the houfc clean in every part, 
neatnefs being as neceflary to the health of 
plants as of animals.' 

Make hot-beds to fow tender exotic feeds 
upon which are brought from very hot coun- 
tries, obferving to work the dung well, turn- 
ing it over two or three times while it remains 
Jn the heap, and when removed to the beds it 
iliould be well mixed, that the beds may retain 
their heat, and fettle equally; for when the 

dung 
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dung is not equally flirred and beat down with 
a fork, it will fettle in holes, which is a great 
fault in thcfe beds, becaufe when the beds are 
watered the water will run into the holes, and 
caufe thofe places to be over wet, when the 
other parts of the bed will receive little or no 
benefit from it ; but the feeds of trees and 
fhrubs will fucceed much better if they are 
fown in pots of earth, and plunged into a 
hot-bed of tanners bark^ becaufe as thefe feeds 
often remain a long time before they vegetate, 
and frequently lie in the ground a whole year, 
fo if the heat of the bed fliould decline too 
much, it may be increafed again by ftirring it 
up, and adding fome new tan to it. 

If any of the Orange-trees have fufFcred by 
ill management, fo much that their heads are 
decayed, you fliould now prune them clofe, 
and fliift them into frefli earth, and then pre- 
pare a moderate hot-bed in a glafs-carc, into 
which they muft be placed to force them out 
early in the fpring, that their flioots may have 
time, before they are placed abroad, to haiflen 
before winter. But when they are taken out of 
the pots or tubs, you fliould be careful to cut off 
all mouldy and decayed roots, and to clcanfe 
both roots and ftems from any filth they may 
have contrafted \ and when planted again twift 

F 3 fome 
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fome hay-bands round the ftems, from the fur- 
face of the ground up to their heads, which 
will prevent the fun from drying of their bark ; 
when the pots or tubs are placed into the hot- 
bed, you mull be careful that the heat be not 
too great, as alfo to frequently refrefh them with 
water, not only giving it to their roots, but 
over every part of their ftems, which will fup^ 
pie their bark, and caufe them to pufh out vi- 
goroufly. But when the fun begins to Ihine 
with great force, the glaflcs of the houfe fhould 
be (haded with mats or cloths during the heat 
of the day, otherwife it will fcorch their tender 
leaves, and alfo dry the bark of the fhoots, 
fo that they will greatly fuffer if too much ex- 
pofed thereto ; but this heading and forcing 
of Orange-trees fhould not be too often prac- 
tifed on them, for it will weaken the trees 
when repeated too frequently ;' therefore where 
they are not in a veiy bad condition, it will be 
the better way to fhift them, if there be occa- 
fion, and their ftems muft be well rubbed with 
a ftrong hair-brufti, with fcouring-fand and 
water, and cut off all decayed branches, and 
place them into a gentle hot-bed in a glafs-cafb 
for two or three months, after which they 
fhould have a fhady fituation when they are 
brought out of the forcing frame \ by this me- 
thod

thod they will break out again very ftrong and 
well. The Orange ftems alfo which are an- 
nually imported fjom Italy, flioukl be treated 
in this way, to force out new (hoots from 
them ; but the roots of thefe ihould be foaked 
in water two days before they are planted, and 
all the decayed and bruifed roots (hould be 
entirely cut off, their ftems carefully waihed 
and cleanfed from filth, and the bed into which 
they are plunged muft be of a moderate tem- 
perature for heat : thefe trees (hould be planted 
in bafkets, becaufe the heat of the tan, toge- 
ther with tlic moifture, would rot the tubs 
if plunged into the tan. 

The tan in the beds of the ftoves will now 
require to be ftirred up, and fome frefti bark 
added to them to renew their heat, which will 
now begin to decline, and if not timely re- 
newed the plants will fufFcr greatly ; but this 
muft be done in a warm day, when the air is 
foft, for in very cold weather the glafles muft 
not be opened, fo that the bark could not be 
then put in without injuring tlie plants. At the 
fame time, fuch of the plants as are rooted thro' 
the pots fhould be ftiifted into pots a fiie larger ; 
but in doing of this, great care muft be had 
not to injure their roots, becaufe at this feafon 
they will not foon recover fuch a check. 

F 4 Wafh 
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Wafh and clean the leaves of the CofFee- 
trees, and other woody plants in the bark- 
ftove, to cleanfe them from infefts and filth ; 
and pick off all decayed leaves, which if left 
on would infe6l the air of the houfe. 'The 
furface of the earth in the pots (hould alfo be 
frequently ftirred to prevent its binding, and 
fhould always be kept free from weeds. 

The Anana plants will now flicw their fruit 
apace, fo that they Ihould be frequently wa- 
tered, giving them but little each time to bring 
them forward and keep the fruit fwelling ; 
and the tan mull: be kept in a moderate tem- 
perature of warmth, for if that is fufFered to 
decline at this feafon, the plants will change 
their colour, and the fruit will be rendered 
fmall and worth little. Toward the end of 
this month you muft prepare fome frefh bark 
to make the fummer beds for the Ananas, in- 
to which they Ihould be plunged fome time 
the next month. But this is to be only under- 
flood of thofc plants which are for a fucceflion, 
and the fuckers of the laft feafon \ nor fhould 
thefe be removed too early into the beds, unlefs 
there is a fire-place to warm the air in bad wea- 
ther, for the warmth of the bark alone will 
not be fufficient for thefe plants before the 
l)eginning of April, when the fun will have 

pow^V 
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power to raifc a warmth in the beds, which 
the tan alone would not do ; the beds in which 
the fruiting plants are placed, muft be refrelhed 
with fome new tan the latter end of this month, 
efpecially thofe beds whofc heat declines ; for 
if the tan is not kept to a proj^r degree of 
warmth at this feafon, the growth of the fruit 
will be greatly retarded. 

The Aloes, Euphorbias, Torch-thiftlcs, Me- 
lon-thiftles, and other tender fucculent plants, 
fliould have very little water given them at 
this feafon ; but the Mefembryanthcmi, Sc- 
dums, Cotyledons, and other hardier kinds, 
muft be frequently refrcflicd ; tho' they fhould 
not have it in too large quantities, becaufe 
much wet at this feafon often rots them. You 
muft now make frefli hot-beds of tan to fow 
the feeds of fuch tender exotic plants as are 
annual, or that you may have received from 
abroad ; uito which you fliould j)lunge fmall 
pots, filled with light frefh earth, that the 
earth may be waim before the I'ccds are fown. 
This method of fowing the feeds in pots is 
preferable to any other, becaufe the plants may 
be fliaken out of the j)ots, when they are fit to 
tranfplant, with the earth about their roots, 
whereby they will he in little danger of fufter- 
jng, becaufe theh: rootg will be preferved en- 
tire. 
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tire. And fuch of the feeds as remain long in 
the ground may be removed into a frefti hot- 
bed when the heat of the firft declines, which 
will forward their vegetation. 

Toward the end of this month tbcre fhould 
be fome hot dung prepared, to make a bed 
for to tranfplant fome of the tender forts of 
annual flowers, in order to bring them for- 
ward, that they may flower and perfeft their 
feed before winter.

Work to be done in the Kitchen- 
Garden. 

^HE weather in this month is ge- 
I nerally more unfettled than in any 
^^ other month of the year ; Ibme- 
) times it proves dry and frofty, at 
other times cold and wet, with ftorms of hail 
and ftrong winds, which makes a diligent at- 
tendance upon the hot-beds of Cucumbers and 
Melons abfohately neceflary, otherwife they 
often mifcarry, or at leaft lofc all their firft 
crop of fruit j to avoid which, if your beds 
have very much declined their heat, you fliould 
add a lining of new horfe-dung round the fides, 
which will renew the heat of the beds, and 
alfo obferve to cover the glaffes clofe with mats 
every night j but in the day time they muft 
have frefh air, in proportion to the heat of 
the beds, whenever the weather will permit, 
efpecially 
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efpecially after the new dung is laid round the 
fides, which will often occadon a great fteam in 
the beds for Ibme days, which if pent in the 
frames will be very injurious to the plants, and 
frequently caufe the fruit to drop off. 

Sow the feeds of Cabbages, Savoys, and 
Red Cabbages, for next winter's ufe, on a bed 
of light earth in the open air, and plant oitt 
all your Cauliflower plants which are remain- 
ing in the winter beds into the quarters of the 
kitchen-garden for the general crop ; and thofe 
Cauliflower plants which were raifed the lafl: 
month, to fucceed thofe raifed in autumn, 
fhould now be pricked out upon frefti hot-beds 
to bring them forward ; but they fliould not 
be too clofely covered, becaufc it will draw 
them up weak, and greatly injure them ; there- 
fore at ail times, when the weather is mild, the 
covers fhould be taken off to let them enjoy 
the open air, and only covered in the night or 
bad weather. 
• Continue to put in Beans and Peas every 
fortnight or three weeks, that there may be a 
fucceflion of them through the feafon ; and fow 
Radiflies, Spinach, and young Sallet herbs every 
week to fucceed thofe before fown ; and fow fome 
Celery-feed towards the end of this month, to 
fucceed that which was fown in February. 

You 
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You may now fow Parfncps, Carrots, Oni- 
ons, Leeks, Beets, Borage, Buglofs, Burnet, 
Dill, Fennel, Chervil, Smallage, Alifandcrs, 
^c. but thcfc ftiould be fown early in the 
month, efpecially if the foil is dry, otherwifc 
they feldom grow large ; but upoti a moift foil, 
the middle or latter end of the month is time 
enough. But as the feeds of Dill, Fennel, 
Smallage, and Alifanders, do often mifcarry 
when they are fown at this feafon, fo in dry 
land they will fucceed much better when they 
are fown in autumn. 

The beginning of this month you fhould 
earth up Alexanders to blanch them, which 
will render them tender, fo that in three weeks 
time they will be fit for ufe, for when they 
begin to fhoot their ftems for flowering thay 
are good for nothing. This is alfo the time 
for blanching Dandelion, which fome people 
are very fond to cat as a Sallet herbs the 
plants may be procured from the fields, and 
planted deep into the ground, in the fame 
manner as is praftifed for Endive, which will 
blanch it in three weeks fit for ufe. 

You may yet fow Parfley, Sorrel, Chervil, 
Orach, Marygolds, and Spinach, efpecially if 
the ground is moift, for in fuch land this fea- 
fon is better than to fow them earlier. 

SUp 
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Slip and plant Tanfey, Pennyroyal, Chamo- 
mile, Baum, Savory, Sage, Rofcmary , 1 1 yflbp. 
Lavender Cotton, Spike-lavender, Southern- 
wood, Thyme, and nK>ft other aromatic plants, 
which are now beginning to (hoot, and will 
take root better than at any other time of the 
year. And divide the roots of Mint, ^Tarra- 
gon, Wormwood, and other plants which 
annually die to their roots, and plant them in 
frefh beds, that the old beds may be dcftroyed 
in the fammer when thefe are fit for ufe. 

You may now flip the ofF-fets from the old 
roots of Skirrets, and plant them in rows ten 
inches afunder, and fix inches diflance in the 
rows, obferving in dry weather to water them 
until they have taken root ; but thefe feldom 
make fo good roots as thofe raifcd from feed. 

Your Lettuce plants which have ftood the 
winter in warm borders, or upon old hot*beds, 
muft now be planted out into a more open 
expofure, otherwife they will draw up weak 
and come to little, cfpecially if they are near 
to walls, pales, or hedges, or where they are 
planted but a fmall diftance from each other ; 
in which cafes a good part of the plants may 
be tranfplanted, and if a few be left remaining 
at a proper diftance, thefe will furnifli the 
table early in the feafon. You muft alfo fow 

fome 
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fomc feeds of the Cilicia, Cos, Imperial, and 
other Lettuces, in an open rich fpot of ground, 
to fuccecd thofe of the laft month's fowing. 

About the middle of this montli you muft 
fork the Afparagus beds in the full ground, 
being very careful not to hurt the crown of the 
roots with the fork j but you may defer raking 
them fmooth till the beginning of next month, 
whereby you will letard the growth of weeds \ 
and that will be early enough, provided it be 
done before the buds appear above-ground/ 
for the only danger attending this late drefling 
is the deftroying of the buds. 

About the beginning of this month is a good 
feafon for fowing of the large-rooted Dutch 
Parflcy, which may be fown either in open beds 
or in drills about a foot afunder j and when the 
plants are come up they ihould be thinned, fo 
as to leave them three or four inches apart in 
the rows, in order to obtain good roots j or they 
jmay be fown thin on a fpot of liglit earth, in 
the fame manner as Carrots, and hoed out, 
and managed as is ufually pradifcd for them, 
which is the fureft way to obtain large roots. 

Toward the latter end of this month you 
may plant new Afparagus beds if the ground 
be dry, but if it be wxl it will be better to 
defer it till the beginning of next month, for 

thefe 
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thefe plants always take bed when they are 
traniplanted juft as they begin to (hoot. But 
in this you muft be determined by the feafon, 
either early or late, as it may happen. 

Your Radifhes and Spinach which were Town 
in January, and the beginning of February, 
fhould now be hoed, leaving them four or five 
inches afunder ; and obferve to ftir all the 
ground between them, wliich will deftroy all 
the young weeds and greatly promote the growth 
of the plants \ but this work fhoukl be done in 
dry weather, that the weeds may be killed. 

Continue to make hot-beds for Cucumbers, 
Melons, Puiilane, &c. to fucceed thofe which 
were made the former month ; and at the end 
of the month or the beginning of the next, fow 
Cucumber and Melon feeds to ridge out under 
bell or hand-glafles, for the principal crop. 
And now the feeds of Capficum for pickling 
(hould be fown, as alfo the Tomatos for foups, 
upon a hot-bed \ and toward the end of the 
month, a few feeds of Indian Crefs (hould be 
fown upon a very moderate hot-bed to bring a 
few plants forward, where their flowers are 
wanted earlier than thofe ufually come which 
are fown in the open air. 

Drefs your Artichokes, obferving to leave only 
two or three at moft of the cleareft and bcil fitu- 

G ated 
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ated plants upon each root to bear, eipeci^y 
thofe which grow from the under part of the 
ftocks, and flip the reft: clean off, the heft of 
which may be now planted to make a ne\y 
plantation ; for thefe will produce heads in au- 
tumn, after thofe upon the old roots are gone ^ 
in chufing of thefe, take fuch whpfe roots ajf^ 
tender, and rejedt fuch as are woody. 

Sow Cardoons upon a bed of rich light earth, 
pretty thin, obferving to keep them clear from, 
weeds, and in dry weather they muft be wa- 
tered until they are big enough to tranfplant. 

Toward the latter end of this month you 
may put in fome Kidney-beans in very warm 
borders, where they may be defended from, 
cold ; but this muft not be done in wet wea.- 
ther, becaufe too much moifture at this feafon. 
will rot them in the ground. 

You fliould alfo fow Sweet-marjoram, 
Thyme, Hyflbp, and other tender aromatiq 
plants upon a dry warm foil, for they will not 
do well on a wet ground. 

Continue to fow all forts of young Sallet herbs 
twice a week, as CrefTes, Muftard, Rape, Ra- 
difti, &c. upon warm borders, until the latt?r 
end of the month, when they will do better ij| 
a more open expofure. 

Part 
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Part the roots of Gives and Efchalions, and 
plant them in a fhady fituation to increafe them, 
this being the right fcafon for this work. Plant 
Rocambole and Shallots, and the beginninr 
of the month tranfplant Leeks for feed ; thete 
(hould be planted near a Reed hedge to a good 
cxpofure, becaufe the feeds do not ripen till late 
in the autumn, which in a bad feafon feldom 
ripen well tvhen they are in an open and cold 
fituation. 

At the end of this month you may fow 
Purflane upon warm borders in the common 
ground, where it wiU Jit that time do well 
without any artificial heat, provided the feafon 
proves warm and dry. You may alfo at this 
timefowTurneps upon an open fpot of ground, 
Xo come early. 

You muft now fow the feeds of Finnochia 
in drills made about a foot afunder, into which 
the feeds fhould be thinly fcattered, and covered 
over about half an inch thick with light earth. 
This (hould have a rich light foil, otherwife it 
will not fucceed well. 

Toward the end of this month you may fow 
Hemp, Flax, White Dutch iand Red Clover, 
Saintfoin, and Lucern, provided the feafon 
proves favourable, otherwife it is better to de- 
fer it a little longer. This is the feafon for 

G 2 f©wing 
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fowing of Barley and March Rye. In dry wea- 
ther you may now hoc and roll Wheat. 

Sow all the forts of Rouncival and Grey Peas 
for the full crop, in the open fields ; and thofe 
Peas which were fown in the former months, 
and are come up, fhould be gently earthed, 
and the ground hoed between them in dry 
weather. 

This month is the proper feafon for fowing 
of Carrots in the open fields, the roots of which 
are defigned for feeding of fheep, deer, &c. 
which is now much praftifed by fome of the 
moft knowing farmers for fheep 5 for one acre 
of Carrots, will fatten more fheep than three 
acres of Turneps s and by fkilful gentlemen 
thefe are much efleemed as a winter pabulum 
for deer and horfes, for as the Carrots are fown 
in the fpring, fo they are not liable to the acci- 
dent of being deflroyed by the fly, as is the 
cafe of Turneps, which renders them a more 
certain crop. 

Produdls of the Kitchen-Garden. 

'Winter Spinach in great plenty, fome Cab- 
bages and Savoys are yet remaining ; Sprouts 
from the IJalks of Cabbages and Savoys in great 
plenty, and very good ; Broccoli, Coleworts, 

Borecole, 
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Borecole, Red Beets, Chard Beets, Cardoons, 
Carrots, Par(heps,Turneps,Potatoes, Jcrufalem 
Artichokes, Celery, Endive, and all foits of 
young Sallet herbs 3 and \x^x\ the hot- beds. 
Cucumbers, Afparagus, Peas, Kidney -beans, 
Purflane, &c. You have alfo on warm bor- 
ders. Mint, Tarragon, Tanfey, and Clary, 
with Sage, Parfley, Marigolds, Burnet, Sorrel, 
Hyflbp, Winter Savor}s Rofemary, Baum, and 
other kinds of pot-herbs. 

Work to be done in /Zr F R u 1 t - G a R d e n. 

The beginning of this monthiyou muft finifh 
pruning all the tender forts of fruit-trees, as 
Peaches, Apricots, Neftarines, &c. for their 
buds by this time (if the fpring has been mild) 
will be very turgid, and in danger of being 
rubbed off in nailing the branches. When 
you have finifhed the pruning and nailing of 
the trees, the ground fhould be dug about 
their roots to loofen it, and deftrov the weeds. 
And when the trees are in bloirom, if the 
weather fhould prove very fharp and the 
nights frofty, it will be proper to cover them 
with mats, canvas, or Reeds, to guard them 
from the inclemency of the weather j but thefe 
coverings fhould be taken off at all times when 

G 3 the 
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the weather is mild, othervvife they will force 
out the flioots too foon, and render the blof- 
foms fo weak that the leaft inclement weather 
will deftroy them ; it will alfo be proper in ve- 
ry dry feafons, to fprinkle fome water gently 
over the branches of fruit-trees, efpecially in 
mild weather, which will ftrengthen the blof- 
foms, forward the fruit, and alfo be of great 
fervice to the trees, but this muft be performed 
with great caution. 

You may yet tranfplant fruit-trees upon a 
moid foil ; but if your ground be not ready 
before the middle of the month to receive 
them, it will be proper to take them up and 
prune their roots, and then lay them in the 
ground, covering their roots and ftems with 
litter to prevent their being dried by the fun 
and wind : this will retard their fliooting, and 
thleir roots will be prepared for pufhing, by 
which method there will be little danger of 
their fucceeding, provided they are duly water- 
ed in dry weather, and the furface of the 
ground about their roots covered with mulch 
to prevent the fun and air from penetrating tQ 
the roots of the trees. 

This is the principal month for grafting 
moft forts of fruit-trees, beginning with the 
early kinds, that is, fuch as come firfl: out in 

bloflbm^ 
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Wofibm, and ending with Apples, which are 
fome of the lateft in coming out j but this muft 
be performed earlier or later, according to the 

feafon. 

Cut off the heads of thofe (locks which 
were inoculated the laft fummer, leaving about 
four inches above the bud to attra6t the fap, 
and, if heed be, to faften the flioot to, to pre- 
vent their being blown out of the ftock after 
they have made fhoots and are covered with 
leaves ; after this is done, the ground between 
the trees fhoukl be dug to bury the weeds, an4 
loofen it, for the roots of the plants to fin4 
ndurifhment 

Dnefs and frelh earth your beds of Straw- 
berries, pulling off their ftrings and clearing 
them from weeds, which will caufe thfem te 
produce a great quantity of fruit 5 and dig be- 
tween the rows of Rafpbcrries (where it was 
not before done) to make the ground clean, 
and loofen it, that the roots of the plants may 
penetrate the better into it. 

Your fruit-trees which were planted the laft 
autumn with their heads entire, fliould now 
be headed down to three or four eyes, if it was 
not done before ; in doing of which, you muft 
be very careful not to difturb their roots ; to 
prevent which, you ftiould place your foot 

G 4 clofe 
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clofe to the ftem of the tree, and hold the 
lower part of the ftock faft with your, left-hand, 
while, with a fliarp knife in your right-hand 
you cut off the head. You fliould alfo ccfver 
the ground about the roots of new planted 
trees carefully with mulch, or rather with fome 
green fwards taken from a common or pafture, 
turning the Grafs downward, which will pre- 
vent the fun and wind from penetrating the 
ground to the roots of the trees, and is better 
than rotten dung, as it detains the moifturc 
longer, the negleft of which has deftroyed ma- 
ny new-planted trees, 

Thofe trees which were grafted the fornjer 
Ipring, and are yet remaining in the nurfery, 
ihould be fliortened to four or five eyes, that 
they may be furniflied with lateral branches 
near the ground, otherwife they will run up 
tall and become naked at bottom ; but this is 
chiefly to be underftood of dwarf-trees. 

Dig and clear the ground between your 
Goofeberries and Currants, which will ftrength- 
en their bloflbms, encourage the trees, and 
add a neatnefs to the pl^c?.

Work to be done in the FloweR'-Garden* 

In this month you may tranfplant mod forts 
of fibrous-rooted plants, as Carnations, Pinks, 
Sweet Williams, Rofe Campions, Lychnifes, 
Thrift, Afters, Golden-rods, Perennial Sun- 
flowers, Canterbury BeUs, Peach-leaved Bell- 
flower, French Honeyfuckles, Daifies, Buph- 
thalmum^, Leucanthemums, ClTryfanthemums, 
the hardy forts of Geranium, Speedwell, Co- 
lumbines, Hieraciums, Hepaticas, Fraxinellas, 
Ragged Robin, Wholefome Wolfsbane, with 
many other forts ; though if the foil be dry, it 
4 wouk} 
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would have been better if done in the autumn, 
becaufe they would have taken root in the 
ground, and fo be better enabled to refift the 
drought, and alfo to f>roduce a greater quan- 
tity of flowers. 

Stir the earth of your borders and beds of 
flowers which wert planted in the autumn 
with a narrow trowel, being very careful in 
doing of this, not to injure the roots nor the 
flower-buds which now begin to appear j this 
will prevent the growth of weeds, and when 
raked over fmooth, will render the beds mort 
agreeable to the eye. 

Your choice Hyacinths, Anemonies, Ranun- 
culufes, and Tulips, will now begin to fhew 
their flower-buds, when they fhould be care- 
fully covered with mats or canvas in bad wea- 
ther ; for at this feafon the nights are often 
frofty, and if thefe flowers are cxpofed to the 
cold their buds are frequently pinched, fo that 
they will not open fo fair as thofe which are 
protedted. At this time there fliould be fmall 
fticks put down by the roots of the fine Hya- 
cinths, to which their ftems ftiould be faftened 
to fupport them, othcrwife thofe with double 
flowers, being very heavy, will bear down the 
fl:alks and (poil their beauty. 

■ 

Plant 
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Plant fome roots of common double Ane- 
monies to flower late, after thofe which were 
planted in autumn are paft ; and if the feafon 
fhould prove dry, refrefli them now and theiij 
with water, other wife they will not fucceccf 
well. 

The boxes and pots with feedling Auriculas 
fliould now be placed in a fliady fituation, for 
the plants will begin to appear, and if they are 
expofed to the full fun but one day while they 
are young, it will deftroy moft of them ; you 
muft alfo refrefh them with water in dry wea- 
ther, but give it them very gently, left you 
wafh them out of the ground. 

Your pots of choice Auriculas muft now be 
taken care of to proteft them from blighting 
winds and frofty nights, which will otherwife 
pinch their flower-buds and fpoil their blowing: 
you muft alfo refrefli them now and then with 
water in dry weather, but do not let the wet get 
into the center of the plants, left it injure the 
flower-ftems. 

Dig up the ground in your wildcrnefs quar- 
ters and between flowering ftirubs, if it hath 
not been done the former month : this will 
loofen the ground and encourage the flirubs to 
flower ftrongly, and render the place free from 
weeds, for neatnefs is always to be defired in 

every 
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every part of a garden : but in doing of this, 
there fhould be great care taken not to cut or 
injure the roots of fuch flowers as are planted 
-between the trees and fhrubs. 

Give frefti earth to the Carnations which 
were planted out for good in the autumn, 
which muft be done by taking part of the earth 
out of the pots, being careful not to difturb 
their roots, and then full up the pots with frefli 
earth, and pick off decayed leaves ; this will 
greatly ftrengthen them for flowering. 

Your pots of double Rofe Campions, Cam- 
panulas. Scarlet Lychnifes, &c. which were 
alfo planted in the autumn, fliould have all dead 
leaves and filth carefully taken from therji, and 
the earth on the top of the pots taken out, the 
pots refilled with frefti rich earth, in which care 
muft be taken not to let the earth in between the 
leaves fo as to bury any part of them ; where 
this is properly donp, it will ftrengthen the 
plants greatly for flowering. 

Clean the flower-beds and borders of weeds, 
and gently ftir the furface of the ground to 
clear oflf Mofs, '&c. This will add a neatnefs, 
and be of great fervice to the flowers. 

Towards the latter end of this month, you 
may fow the feeds of all hardy annual flowers 
in the borders of the pleafure-garden 5 fuch as 

Flos 
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Flos Adonis, Venus Lo^king-glais, Venus Na- 
velwort, Sweet-fcented Peas, Tangier Peas, 
Lobel's Catchfly, large Double Poppy, Dwarf 
Lychnis, Dwarf Annual Stock, Candy Tuft> 
Lavateras, Hibifcus Tr ion urn of four forts. 
Convolvulus Minor, Convolvulus Major, Sweet 
Sultans, Annual Sunflower, Nafl:urtium Indi- 
cum. Dwarf Poppy, Dracocephalum of feveral 
forts, Hicraciums, Nigella,S weet Scabious, Cat- 
terpillar plant. Snail plant, with many others. 
The beft method is to fow the feeds thin in 
little patches, where they are to remain ; and 
where the plants come up too thick they Ihould 
be thinned, leaving but few in each patch, ac- 
cording to the fize of their growth, for thefc 
forts do not fucceed fo well when they arc 
tranfplanted. 

You may now fow the feeds of many kinds 
of biennial and perennial plants in your flower- 
nurfery, to fupply the borders of the flower- 
garden the following year ; as Columbines, 
Canterbury Bells, French Honeyfuckles, Stock- 
gilliflowers. Wall-flowers, Sweet Williams, 
Pinks, Tree Primrofe, Greek Valerian, Pyra- 
midal Campanula, Single Scarlet Lychnis, Sin- 
gle Rofe Campion, Single Catchfly, Veronicas, 
Catananche with blue flowers, perennial Lark- 
Ipur, Gaura, Scrophularia, Garden Valerian, 

with 
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with fome others. Upon a moderate hot-bed 
you may now fow the feeds of Marvel of Peru, 
French Marigold, Female Balfamine, African 
Marigold, Convolvulus Major, Capficums, 
Stramoniums, Indian Pink, Sweet Sultan, Po- 
mum Amoris, or Love Apple, Tree Amaran- 
thus. Purple Amaranthus, or Love-lies«a- 
bleeding, and many other forts which are in- 
different hardy, but require warmth to bring 
them foVward in the fpring \ yet if fown too 
early, are apt to grow too large before the fea- 
fon will be favourable enough to tranfplant 
them abroad. 

Make frefti hot-beds for your choice forts of 
annual plants which were fown the former 
month, and let the earth upon thefe beds be 
very good, for otherwife your plants will not 
thrive well. When the heat of the bed is mo- 
derate, the plants fhould be placed into them, 
allowing them proper diflances to grow ; and 
obferve to fhade them in the day time from the 
fun until they have taken new root, and to re- 
frcfh them with water as they fhall require ; 
by which method your Amaranthufes and other 
ibrts of curious annuals, may be brought to a 
large fize. 

Toward the end of the month, if the feafbn 
be mild and inclinable to wet, you may tranf- 
plant 
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plant moft forts of evergreens, as Hollies, 
Yews, Phillyreas jAlatemufes, Bays, Magna* 
lias, Cyprels, Cedar of Libanus, Evergreen 
Cailine, Ciftufes of all forts, Moon Treefoil, 
American Junipers, Evergreen Oak, Cork-tree, 
&c. with many other kinds of exotic trees, 
obferving to cover the furface of the ground 
with mulch after they are planted, to prevent 
the fun and wind from penetrating the ground 
and drying their roots ; but if this month be 
cold, and north or eaft winds reign, with dry 
weather, it will be better to wait till the begin- 
ning of next month, when the feafon may be 
more favourable. 

In this month the feeds of the Arbutus or 
Strawberry-tree may be fown on a moderate 
hot-bed, which will greatly forward its growth, 
provided the bed is duly watered and (haded 
from the fun in the heat of the day. 

You may now fow the feeds of Firs, Pines, 
Bays, Cedars, Alaternufes, Phillyreas, and 
other evergreen or hardy exotic trees, in fuch 
places where they may be expofed only to the 
morning fun, obferving if the place is wet, to 
raife the borders fo much above the level of 
the ground, as not to have any water remain 
near the furface, as alfo to cover the feeds with 
light earth ; but if the feeds of moft of thefe 

forts 
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forts of trees are fown upon a very moderate 
hot-bed, it will be a more fore method of rait- 
ing the plants, and it will greatly forward their 
growth. But there muft be great care taken 
when the plants appear, to admit the free air 
to them at all times in favourable weather, 
otherwife they will draw up weak and come to 
little.

Almond-trees, Cherry Plum, Mezereoos, 
Spurge-laurel, Lauruftinus, Spanifli Travel- 
ler's-joy, Siberian Clematis, Cornelian Cherry, 
Benjamin-tree, Willow-leaved Sea Buckthorn, 
Upright Honeyfuckle, Scarlet flowering Ma- 
ple, Norway Maple, Laurel or Cherry Bay, 
Larch-tree, Manna Afh, Siberian Cytifus, with 
fome others.

Brooklime, Elder-buds, Nettle-tops, Colts- 
foot flowers. Noble Liverwort, Primrofe, Vio- 
let, Rue-leaved Whitlow-grafs, Water-crefs, 
and, toward the end of the month, the Pop- 
lar-buds. 

Work to be done in the ISiv rser y. 

In this month you fliould fow the feeds of 
Evergreens, fuch as Firs, Pines, Evergreen 
Oaks, Cedar of Libanus, Cyprefs, Juniper, Bays, 
and fome other forts ; as alfo of feveral other 
hardy exotic trees, as the Three-thorned Acacia 

H from 
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from Virginia, Perfimon, Liquid Amber, Vir- 
ginia Walnuts, Hickery Nuts, Occidental and 
Oriental Plane-trees, SafTafras, Virginia Dog- 
wood, Larch-tree, Arbor Judae, American 
Cyprefs, Black Haw, all the forts of Medlar, 
LazaroleS, Chinquapin, Tulip-tree, Baftard 
Acacia, Piftachia Nuts, and fome other forts, 
the method of fo wing each fort is fully inferted 
in the Gardeners Dictionary. 

You may now tranfplant moft forts of Ever- 
greens and exotic trees, provided the feafbn 
proves favourable, otherwife you had better 
defer it until the beginning of the next month, 
always obferving to do it when the wind is 
fouthwardly, as alfo when there is a profpe6t 
of fome rain in a fhort time ; for if it (hould 
prove dry weather, and the wind eaftwardly, 
it would not be fafe to tranfplant them. This 
work fliould be deferred till toward the end of 
the month, for fear the fliarp eaftwardly winds, 
with frofty nights, fliould return after this is 
performed, which would endanger the plants. 

This is the feafon for planting cuttings of 
feveraf forts of exotic trees and fhrubs, which 
generally fucceed beft, when they are planted 
juft before they begin to fhoot; but if the fea- 
fon fhould prove dry, ihey muft be frequently 
watered, and the furface of the ground cover- 
ed 
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ed with mofs or mulch, to prevent the fun and 
air from penetrating deep into the ground, 
which is apt to deftroy fuch plants as are not 
well rooted. 

Graft all forts of fruit-trees in this month, 
and toward the latter end you may graft Hol- 
lies, and inarch any of the hardy exotic trees 
and fhrubs ; in the doing of which, you fliould 
be careful to clay them well, for if the air or 
wet gets into the cleft part of the flocks, it will 
prevent the grafts from uniting with them. 

Continue to dig between your young trees, 
where it was not done in the former months, 
that your ground may be ftirred and made 
clean before the trees begin to flioot, which 
will not only render the nurfeiy neat, but be 
of great fervice to the growth of the trees. 

The end of this month you (hould plant 
cuttings of Vines, obferving to lay them in the 
ground to the uppermoft eye, fo that no part 
of the cutting may appear above ground. If 
this be duly obferved, and fuch cuttings only 
chofen which have a knot of the former year's 
wood at their bottom, there will be no danger 
of their rooting. 

Stake and tie up fuch plants as you are de- 
firous to have with ftratt ftems ; for if you ne- 
gle6l this when the plants are young, it cannot 

H 2 be 
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be fo well performed after their ftems are 
grown large and woody. 

At this feafon many of the trees and (hrubs, 
whofe feeds were fown in aotumn, or the for- 
mer fpring, will begin to appear, therefore they 
fhould be carefully weeded ; and if the feafon 
fhould prove very dry, they fhould have a lit- 
tle water once a week, and be guarded agatnft 
birds, mice, moles, hares, rabbets, and other 
vermin, to which, if they are expofed, may in 
a fhort time be entirely deftroyed. And if the 
nights fhould prove frofly, all the beds in 
which the young feedling plants are come up 
fhould be carefully covered, otherwife the froft 
will nip off the plants which are jufl peeping 
out of the ground, or by loofening the earth 
their roots will be turnpd out of the ground : 
at this time the Common and Swedifh Juniper, 
Holly, Yew, Virginia, and Carolina Cedars, 
American Dogwood, SafTafras, and other hard- 
feeded plants which were fown the lafl year, 
will begin to appear ; therefore they fhould be 
diligently looked after, to prevent their being 
injured by frofts, or fharp eaflwardly winds. 
Such of thefe as were fown in pots, may be 
now placed on a moderate hot-bed, which will 
forward their coming up, and by being pufhed 
a little in the fpring, the plants will get flrong 

by 
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by the autumn, fo will be better able to ftand 
through the following winter. And fuch of 
thefe plants as were come up the laft year, and 
require to be tranfplanted, fhould at this feafon 
be feparated, and each planted in a fmall pot, 
placing them on a moderate hot-bed, which, 
if it is arched over with hoops and covered 
with mats, will be fufficient for thofe hardier 
forts of plants, as the fpring will foon advance^ 
and by this method they will be greatly for- 
warded in their growth. 

Work to be done in the G r e e n-H o u s e and 

Stove. 

Water your Orange-trees, Myrtles, Bays, 
Amomum Plinii, and other lefs tender exotic 
trees, frequently, but do not give it to them 
too plentifully, and begin to inure them to the 
air by degrees, opening the glafles whenever 
the air is foft and mild ; but in cold days, or 
when the air is (harp, it fhould not be too 
plentifully admitted to them ; for by being 
m^de tender in the houfe, a little fliarp air will 
be prejudicial to them, until they are become 
fomewhat hardier. 

Wafti and cleanfe the leaves and ftems of 
Orange-trees from the filth which they may have

contrafted, during their confinement in the 
houfe ; and thofe which do not require to be 
fhifted, fhould have the earth taken out from 
the upper part of the tubs or pots, filling them 
again with frcfh rich earth, which will ftreng- 
then them greatly, and prepare them for 
flowering. 

Toward the end of this month (if the wea- 
ther is favourable) you may take out your tubs 
of Bays, Lauruftinufes, Tree Wormwood, Cif- 
tus, and other hardy kinds, placing them near 
an hedge, or under trees, in a fituation where 
they may be well defended from cold winds \ 
and this will thin the houfe of plants, and 
give room to thofe that remain to have a 
greater (hare of free air; but this muft be 
underftood if the feafon is very mild, other- 
wife it muft be deferred till next month. 

If any of your Orange-trees have decayed 
heads, they fhould now be fhifted, and their 
heads pruned clofe, and the plants placed into 
a hot-bed of tanners bark to force them out 
again, treating them in the manner diredled 
in the former month. 

You may alfo head down fuch Myrtles, 
Bays, and other of the hardy kinds of exotics, 
as have ragged or decayed heads, obferving to 
place them on a very moderate hot-bed, juft to 

make 
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make them pufli again ; but after tlicy have made 
fhoots, they fliouUl have as much free air as 
poflible in warm weather, to harden the young 
branches. By this methotl you may renew 
their heads, which, with Ikiltul pruning, may 
be reduced into good order again, and the trees 
be rendered beautiful. 

The beginning of this month fow the ker- 
nels of Oranges, Lemons, and Citrons, for 
flocks to bud the feveral kinds of thofe fruits 
upon ; if thefe are taken from rotten fruits 
wliich had been fully ripe, they are better than 
thofe from found ones, provided the kernels 
are not decayed ; thefe fliould be fown in pots, 
and plunged into moderate hot-beds of tanners 
bark, refrefhing them often with water, which 
will bring them on prodigioufly ; but in very 
hot weather the glaffes fliould be covered with 
mats during the heat of the day. 

The feeds of Amomum Plinii, or Winter 
Cherry, may now be fown in pots, and plunged 
into a moderate hot-bed ; and when the plants 
are come up three or four inches high, they 
may be tranfplanted into feparate pots, and put 
into another hot-bed : thefe plants may be 
brought fo forward, as to have plenty of fruit 
by the next winter, if they are fown the be- 
ginning of this month. 

H 4 Make 
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Make fome hot-beds of tanners bark, in 
order to tranfplant fuch tender exotic plants as 
are come up from the feeds fown the two for- 
mer months ; and when the beds are in due 
order, fome fmall pots fhould be filled with 
frefh rich earth, and plunged into the bed, 
that the earth may warm before the plants are 
placed therein, which fhould be done in a day 
or two after the pots are plunged, otherwife 
the earth will become too dry when the plants 
are planted ; thefe mull be gently watered after 
they are planted, and the glaffes fhaded until 
they have taken root ; after which they fhould 
be frequently refrefhed with water, and the air 
mufl be let into the beds proportionably to the 
warmth of the feafon. 

The fires in the floves fhould now be abated ; 
but this mufl be done with difcretion, accord'* 
ing as the weather increafes in warmth. 

Thofe Ananas or Pine-apples which have 
been in a dry flove during the winter feafon, 
fhould now be removed intp bark-beds ; there- 
fore if the beds were not prepared to receive 
them, it fhould be no longer delayed than the 
beginning of this month, for the bloflbms of 
the fruit will now begin to appear ^ and if the 
plants are checked at this time, their fruit is 
feldom fo fair, nor fo early ripe j and thof? 

plants 
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plants which have been in tan all the wfhter, 
fhould now have their beds refrefhed with 
fome new tan to renew their heat. 

Stir up the bark-beds in the ftovc which arc 
filled with tender exotic plants, adding fome 
frefh tan to renew their heat ; and clean the 
leaves of the CofFee-trees, and other woody 
plants, from the filth they may have contra6t- 
ed, picking off all decayed leaves, which, if 
fuffered to remain on, injure the plants, and 
occafion an unfightly appearance.

Garden. 

|N the beginning of this month, 
I you muft pre(5aie your dung by 
I throwing it up in lieaps to mix and 
_ , warni, fo as to be fit for ufe by 

the middle of the month, to make ridges for 
Melons and Cucumbers, which are to be co- 
vered with bell or hand-glafles ; and as this 
bufinefs may be continued to the end of the 
momh, where large quantities are required, fo 
a fortnight after fome more dung Ihould be 
mixed in heaps for this purpofe ; but thofe 
beds which are made late in the month, need 
not liave fo much dung in them as the early 
ones. The middle of this month is a proper 
time to plant out the Melons whicli are to be 
raifed under paper. In making of thcfe ridges, 
if the ground is dry, the dung fliould lie but 

half 
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half a foot higher than the furface of the 
ground, and the earth fliould be laid at leaft a 
foot and half t/ilck upon the dung, that the 
Melon plants may Ijave depth enough to root. 
Where this is pra6lifed, the plants will require 
no water after they are well rooted, and here- 
by a good crop of the choicer forts of Melons 
may be generally obtained, which in the com*- 
mon method frequently mifcarry, or produce 
but few fruit ^ but in wet land the ridges fliould 
be raifed above the level of the ground, that the 
dung may not have fo much wet as to chill it, 
whereby the plants are often deftroyed when 
this care is not taken. But the alleys between 
thefe beds fhould be afterward raifed with dung 
and earth to the level of the beds, that the 
roots may have room to extend on each fide, 
for the roots of thefe plants fpread as far in 
the ground as their branches extend on the 
furface. 

You may flill fow Sweet Marjoram, Thyme, 
Summer Savory, and other aromatic plants \ 
the firfV of which does not fucceed if it is fown 
too early, el|)ecially if the fpring is cold and 
wet. 

Plant Kidney-beans the beginning of the 
month in a warm fituation and in dry wea- 
ther, for much wet will deflroy the feeds in 
6 the 
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th« ground ; you may now fow Purflane upon 
warm borders, to come after that on the hot- 
bed is gone. 

Continue to hoe your crops of Radiflies, 
Carrots, Parlheps, Onions, Leeks, Gfr, thinning 
them out to proper dillances, and cut down 
all the weeds among them : this ihould always 
be done in dry weather, that the weeds may 
be deftroyed. This ftirring of the ground 
between the plants will be of great fervice to 
promote their growth, and the ground will 
be hereby preferved clean from weeds, and by 
repeating it three times may be kept fo till the 
crops are fit for ufe. 

In moift weather plant flips or cuttings of 
Sage, Rofcmary, Rue, Savory, Maftich, Thyme, 
Lavender, Stcxxhas, Lavender Cotton, and 
other aromatic plants, for at this fcafon they 
take root very freely, cfpccially if they are 
fhaded from the fun and duly watered. 

Plant Garden-beans for a latter crop, and 
continue fowing the Marrow-fat and other 
large kinds of Peas, to fucceed thofe which 
were fown in the former month ; and alfo fome 
of the Hotfpur Peas fliould now be fown, at 
three different times in this month, to have a 
fucccfRon of them for the beft table. 

You 
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You may yet flip Artichokes, and plant fuch 
of them as are good for a late crop upon a moift 
foil ; but if the foil is dry they will not produce 
fo large heads, nor fo furely bear fruit the firft 
feafon as thofe which were planted the laft 
month. In the middle of this month plant out 
thofe Cauliflower plants which were raifed in 
February for a latter crop. Thefe fliould have 
a moift: foil, for in dry land if the feaibn does 
not prove wet they feldom produce good heads. 

Continue to fow all forts of young Sallet- 
herbs, as Radifli, Rape, Turnep, Mufl:ard, Gfr. 
at leafl: twice every week, for at this feafon they 
will foon be too large for ufe \ but as the heat 
of the feafon increafes, thefe feeds fliould be 
fown in a more fliady fituation, for in fummer 
they thrive befl: on a north border. 

Sow fome Cos, Cilicia, and other kinds of 
large Lettuces, to fucceed thofe which were 
fown the former month \ but thefe alfo fliould 
be planted out on a moift foil, otherwife (if the 
fummer fliould prove dry) they will flioot up 
for feed and not cabbage. 

Tranfplant your young Celery plants into 
beds of rich earth at about three inches dis- 
tance each way, obferving to water them duly 
until they have taken root; but in doing of this, 
you fliould not draw up all the plants clean out 

of 
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of the feed-bed, but only thin them, taking out 
the large ones, and leaving the fmaller plants 
to get ftrcngth. 

Hoe the ground between your rows of Beans 
and Peas, and draw the earth up to their Hems, 
which will ftrengthen them, for by clearing 
the ground from weeds the plants will thriw 
better. 

After a fhower of rain draw the earth up to 
the ftems of your Cabbage and Cauliflower 
plants, which were planted either in autumn 
or early in the fpring. This is abfolutely ne- 
ccflary to guard their flems from the fun and 
wind, which dry and harden them ; but in 
doing of this there fhould be great care taken 
not to draw the earth up into their hearts, 
which will deftroy them. 

Be careful to deftroy fnails andflugs, which 
at this feafon are invited abroad by gentle 
fhowers of rain, when they may be eafily 
taken; for if they are fufFered to remain, they 
will loon increafe greatly, and become very 
troublefome and deftru6live to many of your 
crops.' 

If the nights prove cold, you muft be care- 
ful to cover the glafles over your early Cucum- 
bers and Melons 5 for the young fruit is very 

fubjedt 
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fubjedl to drop off where the beds are grown 
cool, or proper coverings are wanting. 

Sow Tumeps on a moift fpot of ground, to 
fucceed thofe which were fown the lafl: month ; 
thofe which were then fowed fhould now be 
hoed out to a proper diftance, cutting up all 
the weeds between them. 

Your beds of Mint, Tarragon, Parfley, Gff. 
fhould now be carefully weeded ; for if the 
weeds are permitted to get above the plants at 
this fcafon, they will draw them up weak and 
fpoil them : and if the feafon fliould prove dry 
the beds fhould be watered, which will greatly 
promote the growth of the plants. 

You may now plant cuttings or flips of Mint, 
Tarragon, Gfr. to make new beds where they 
are wanted, for the old plants are apt to decay 
after they have flood two or three years. 

Tranfplant fome of your Cilicia, Cofs, and 
other large kinds of Lettuces which were fown 
on a moderate hot-bed in February, obferving 
to water them if the weather proves dry, until 
they have taken new root. 

The Cabbages and Savoys which were fown 
the laft month, fliould now be thinned and 
pricked out into beds, that they may acquire 
ftrength before they are tranfplanted out for 
gopd 3 and the feed-beds muft be weedeH to 

prevent 
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prevent thofe plants \yhich are left remaining 
from being drawn up tall and weak, by the 
weeds growing among them. You fhould now 
fow fome Savoy and Cabbage-feed for the 
lateft crop, to fuccecd thofe which were fown 
the former month. 

Sow Hemp and Flax, and pole Hops ; at 
the fame time you fhould clear your Hop- 
ground from weeds, and make up the hills : 
you may alfo fow fome late Rouncival and 
large Grey Peas in the open fields for winter 
provifion, if the ground is cool and moid. 

The latter end of this month you fhould look 
over your Artichokes, and draw out all the 
young plants which have been produced fince 
the flocks were flipt ; for if thefe are permitted 
to remain on the old roots they will rob the 
plants, which are left for fruit, of their nou- 
rifhment, and caufe the fruit to be fmall. 
Some of the befl of thefe plants may be trim- 
med and planted, where there are any wanted 
to repair a young plantation ; but as thefe lat^ 
plants rarely produce fruit tlie firfl year, they 
are feldom planted, except there be great want 
of them. 

Sow fome more Celery-feed about the • mid- 
dle of this month, to fucceed that which was 
fown the former month ; but this fhould be 

I foivn 
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fown on a moift fpot of ground, and in dry 
weather carefully watered and Ihaded from the 
fun, otherwife it will not coftie up. 

You muft alfo fow fomc Finnochia feed, to 
fucceed that which was before fown ; for when 
it 18 fit for ufe, it will not continue more than 
eighteen or twenty d§ys before it will run to 
feed, fo that there is an abfolute neceflity of 
having a fucceffion where this herb is required/ 

Keep all young crops clean from weeds > 
for if at this ieafon that work is neglefled, it 
will require much more labour afterwards ; be- 
fide, if weeds are permitted to grow among the 
young plants, the crops will be greatly injured 
by them. 

ProduSls of the Kitchen-Garden. 

Sprouts of Broccoli, Cabbages, and Savoys, 
are now very good if they are gathered before 
they run up to feed. The yoiing (hoots of 
Turneps and Hop-tops, are often eaten when 
there is a fcarcity of other greens, all forts of 
young Sallet-hcrbs, Spinach, Radifties, Afpa- 
ragus, Coleworts, Parfley, Alifandcrs, Chard 
Beet, fome late Celery and Lndivc in moift 
ground; Sorrel, Burnet, Thyme, Hyflbp, 
Winter Savory, Pot-Marjoram, Brown Dutch, 

and 
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and Cabbage Lettutes^ in frames or under 
glafles on warm borders ; alfo fome Cos Let- 
tuce, where they have efcaped the fioft, will 
be fit for ufe toward the end of the month j 
Chervil, young Onions, Leeks, Cives, Seal- 
lions, Rocambole^ Borage^ Sage, Rofemary, 
and fome Parfneps and Carrots, where they 
have been preferved in fand • for where they 
have reihained in the ground, thofe which are 
found will have fprouted, after which their 
roots will become fticky and tough, fo unfif 
for eating. Young Carrots which were fown 
in autumn are now in prime ; and the young 
fhoots of Salfafy or Tragopogon, which is by 
fome perfons preferred to Afparagiis when ga- 
thered young. Upon the hot-beds, Cucum- 
bers, Peas, Kidney-beans, and Purflane ; and 
toward the end of the month, you have often 
Peas on warm borders where they have efcaped 
the froft, and fome early Cabbages^ 

Work to be done In the Fruit-Garden. 

In the beginning of this month you may 
graft fome late kinds of fruit, provided the 
fcafon be backward ; but if the fpt ing is for- 
ward it will be too late for this work, for if 

I % th« 
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the cions have puflied out leaves, they feldom 
unite with the flocks. 

Look carefully to your young fruit-trees 
which were planted in the fpring, obferving 
to water them in dry weather j and if you ob« 
ferve their leaves beginning to curl up, you 
ftiould water them gently all over their 
branches : this may alfo be praftifed to great 
advantage on old trees, when you find their 
leaves are curling ^ but it muft not be done in 
the heat of the day, left the fun fhould fcorch 
their leaves ; nor too late in the evening, efpe- 
cially if the nights are cold. Where you ob- 
ferve the fruit-trees to be greatly infefted with 
infe6ls, you fhould fteep a good quantity of 
Tobacco-ftalks in water, with which the trees 
fliould be waflied j which, if carefully done, 
will defl;roy the infe6ls, and not do any injury 
to the trees ; or if the leaves which are much 
curled are taken off, and fome Tobacco-duft . 
thrown on the branches, it will deftroy the in- 
fc6ls, and may in a day or two after be waflied 
off aijain. 

Thofe fruit-trees which were inoculated the 
laft fummer and have fucceeded, fliould have 
the flocks cut down to three or four inches 
above the bud the beginning of the month (if 
it was not done the former mojith^) for now 

the 
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the buds will begin to fhoot if the flocks are 
cut down in time, other wife the buds often 
mifcarry ; or if they do break out, they are 
fo much weakened by the growth of the 
flocks, as to render the fhoots of the buds 
very weak. 

Toward the end of this month you mud be- 
gin to look over your walls and efpaliers of 
fruit-trees, training in the regular kindly flioots 
in their proper fituation, and difplacing all 
fore-right and luxurious ones where they are 
produced. This is alfo the time of thinning of 
Apricots where they are too thick ; for the 
fooner this is done, the better thofe will thrive 
which are left on. 

Plant cuttings of Vines in the places where 
they are to remain, obferving always to have 
a knot of the old wood to the bottom of each, 
and bury them fo deep in the ground as that 
the uppermoft eye may be even with the fur- 
face of the ground ; if this be rightly obferved, 
there will be little danger of their fucceeding. 

Look over you Vines againft the walls, 
rubbing off all fmall dangling fhoots which 
are now beginning to pufh out ^ and where 
two flioots are produced from the fame eye, the 
weakefl, which is generally the under one, 
Should now be rubbed off, in order to encou- 

I 3 rage 
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rage thofe (hoots, and ^Ifo the fruit on the re.- 
maining branches : at this feafon a great quanr 
tity of Vines may be looked ciyer and dif- 
branched in a very (hort time, and much labour 
faved, which would be occadoned fliould thefe 
(hoots be permitted to remain on a month lon- 
ger. By this early rubbing off the young fhoo^s 
the fruit branches will be greatly ftrengthened, 
and the fruit forwarded by the branches being 
laid clofe to the wall, and the ufelefs ihoots 
taken away. 

Your beds of Strawberries muft now be care- 
fully weeded, and their runners muft be takeri 
off: and if the feafon proves very diy, it will 
be proper to water them, for when this is ne-r 
glc6led they will produce but little fruit. 

Keep the borders near fruit-trees clean from 
weeds and large growing plants, for thefe rob 
the trees pf their nourifhment. In fuch foils 
as are apt to bind very hard, the ground 
(hould be loofened with a dung-fork ; and if 
(bme mulch be laid afterward on the furface 
pf the ground, and in very dry feafons watered 
over once or twice a week, it will be of great 
fervice to both the fruit and trees. You 
(hould alfo keep the ground clear between the 
fows of Vines in the vineyard ; and in the ber 
ginning of tlie month the ftakes ihould be fixed 

\9 
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to them, that the branches may be fattened 
thereto 3 which is better than to let the flakes 
remain to them all the winter, becaufe they 
would decay more in one winter than in two 
fummers ; for the Vines need not be flaked i% 
that feafon, if the lafl year's flioots of them are 
tied together to prevent their being broken by 
ftrong winds. 

In the middle of the month uncover thofe 
Fig-trees which were fcreened from the frofl in 
winter ; but this ftiould be done with caution, 
for the young ffuit which now begin to appear 
will be in danger if they are too fuddenly ex- 
pofed to the open air. 

The fruit in the forcing-frame mufl now 
have a large ftiare of frefti air, in proportion to 
the heat of the weather \ their branches fliould 
alfo be frequently fprinkled over with water, 
which will be very ferviceable to the trees, and 
caufe the fruit to be fairer ; and their roots mufl 
be frequently watered, which will be of equal 
advantage to the trees and fruit. 

Fruits in Prime ^ or yet lofting. 

Pears ; Franc-real, Bergamot Bugi, Saint 
Martial, Winter Boncretie^n, Lord Cheyne'a 
Winter Green, Befly de Chaumontelle from 
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an efpalier on cold land ; Carmelite, and fop 
baking, the Cadillac, and Parkinfon's Warden. 

Apples; Golden Ruffet, Pile's Ruflet, 
Wheeler's Ruffet, Nonpareil, John Apple, 
otone Pippin, with fqme others. 

In the forcing-frame, Cherries, Mafculinc 
Apricot, fome Plums ; and on the hot-bed^ 
Strawberries, 

IVork to be done in the Nursery. 

The beginning of this month may fafely be 
removed many forts of Evergreens, as Hollies, 
Yews, Pyracanthas, Alaternufes, Phillyrea, 
Ciftufes, Evergreen Oaks, Firs, Pines, Cedars;, 
Cypreffes, Medicago frutefcens, Hairy Cytifus, 
Cfr. obferving, if poffible, to do it in a cloudy 
day, or when there are fhowers of rain ; be- 
caufe the fun and wind are apt to dry the fibres 
of their roots while they are above-ground, 
which is very injurious to them. Thefe new 
planted trees fhould be well watered to fettle 
the earth to their roots, and the furface of the 
ground fhould be covered with mulch to pre- 
vent the fun and wind from penetrating to the 
roots of the plants. 

At this feafon you may plant out the two 
forts pf Laurel-leaved Tulip-trees, the Caroling 
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Bay, Candle-berry Myrtle, Carolina Spindle-* 
tree, Evergreen Cafline, Tupelo, and fuch 
other exotics as are intended to be naturalized 
to this climate ; for as thefe are to be turned 
out of the pots, the outfide of the balls of 
earth only fhould be taken off, to give room 
for the new fibres to flioot out. 

You may now fow Evergreen Oak Acorns, 
and the feeds of Firs, Pines, Cedars, Cyprefs, 
Magnolias, Tulip-tree ; as alfo feeds of moft 
exotic trees, which are brought from Caro- 
lina, Virginia, and the more northern parts 
of America. The particular dire6lions for do- 
ing this are exhibited in the Gardeners 
Dictionary^ 

The beginning of this month you may graft 
Hollies, and about the middle you may inarch 
Firs, Pines, Junipers, ^c. by which method fome 
of the fcarce forts of Evergreen-trees may be 
propagated ; but the trees thus raifed will never 
grow fo large as thofe raifed from feeds, the 
flocks feldom keeping pace in their growth 
with the trees inarched, fo that they are in 
danger of being blown out ; for which reafon, 
whenever this is praftifed, the inarchment 
ihould be as near the ground as poffible. 

You ftiould now look over your grafts, and 

pbfprve, where the loam is much cracked, to 
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renew it, left the drying winds penetrate to the 
grafts and deftroy them. Like wife the buds 
of fuch trees which are now (hooting, fhould 
be carefully looked over, and where you ob- 
ferve their tops infefted with infefts, and their 
leaves curled, you fhould pull them off before 
the infe6ls fpread too far. 

Keep the ground clean between the rows 
of trees in the nurfery, for if weeds are per- 
mitted to grow this month, they will foon 
over-top young trees, and greatly weaken 
them : for there is nothing more prejudicial to 
trees, than fuffering the weeds to grow amongft 
them, efpecially in the fpring feafbn. 

If this month fhould prove dry, you muft 
diligently water your feed-beds of Evergreens, 
foreft-trees, and fhrubs, which fhould alfo be 
Ihaded from the fun in the heat of the day ; 
the young plantations of thofe which were 
drawn out of the feed-bed, and the flocks for 
fruit-trees which have been lately planted, 
muft be watered in very dry weather ; for thefe 
being fmall, the fun and wind will foon pene- 
trate to their roots, and dry. them up. This 
is to be underftood of fmall plantations, for in 
large nurferies it would be a great work to 
Walter 4II the flocks. 

The 
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The beds wherein you fowed feeds either 
jn autumn or the laft month, fhould now be 
carefully weeded, for the young trees will 
many of them begin to appear j fo that if the 
weed3 are permitted to grow, their roots will 
J>e fo much entangled with the plants, as to 
render it very difficult to pull them up with- 
out drawing the plants up with them j and as 
jthe weeds are of a quicker growth than the 
plants, fo they will foon over-top them and 
fetarjd their growth. The tubs or pots of Ce- 
jdars which are beginning to come up, mufl: 
pow he removed tp a (hady fituation, for too 
much fun will foon deftroy thefe young plants* 
You mufl now be careful to guard your feed- 
beds of Pines and Firs, which toward the end 
pf the month will begin to appear, from the 
birds, which are very apt to peck off the tops 
pf the young plants as they thruft out of the 
ground with the hu(k of the feeds upon them, 
which are always brought up upon the head 
pf the plants, 

Work to be done in the Pleasure-Garden. 

The gravel- walks which were broken up 
and turned the lafl month, fhould in the be- 
ginning of this be raked level and rolled, that 

they 
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they may be ready for ufe ; and the Grafs-walks 
and lawns in view from the houfc muft now be 
duly mowed, for this is a feafon when mod 
people delight to walk out ; fo that the walks 
of the garden ought to be well kept. Befide, 
where this is neglected in the fpring, the 
Grafs will foon become rank and coarfe, fo as 
to be fome time before it can be gotten fine 
again, where the greateft care is afterward 
taken of it. 

Clean the borders of the pleafure-garden from 
weeds, and tic up all tall growing plants to 
fticks to prevent their being broken or blown 
down by wind, 

Y(Ai may now fow fuch annual flowers in 
the borders, as do not require any artificial heat 
to bring ihcm forward ; fuch as Candy Tuft, 
Venus I .ooking-glafs, Lupines of fcveral Ibrts, 
Sweet Peas, Tangier Peas, Dwarf Lychnis, 
Lobel's Catchfly, Venus Navelwort, Convol- 
vulus Minor, Nafl:urtium Indicum, Flos Ado- 
nis, though the autumn is by much the heft 
feafon for the lufl-j Lavatera, Oriental Mal- 
low, Carthamus, or Baftard Saffron, Micraci- 
ums of fcveral forts, Centaurcas, Lotus of fc- 
veral kinds. Snails, Caterpillars, Linarias, Se- 
curidaca, Aftragalus, Moldavicas, with fcve- 
ral other hardy kinds of annual and peii(;nnial 

flowers. 
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flowers, which thrive better, if fown where 
they arc to remain, than if they are tranf- 
plantcd ; therefore they (hould be fown thin 
in patches upon the borders of the pleafurc- 
garden, and when they are come up they 
fhould be thinned, leaving but few plants in 
each patch to flower, that they may be the 
ftronger. 

In this month you fliould fow moft forts of 
hardy perennial and biennial plants in the flow- 
er-nurfery which were not fown the former 
month, as Canterbury Bells, Sweet Williams, 
Pinks, Carnations, Hollyhocks, French Honey- 
fucklcs. Stock Gilliflowcrs, Wall-flowcrs, Cen- 
taurcas, Everlafting Pea, with many other forts» 
which are raifed in the flower-nurfcry to fupply 
the borders of the pleafurc-garden. 

The beginning of this month you may make 
fomeflcnder hot-beds, to fow fuch of the an- 
nuals as require a little warmth to bring them . 
forward, but will do better if raifed under a co- 
vering of mats than under glaflcs^ which gene- 
rally draw them too much : and tho' they are 
fomcwhat later with this management, yel; 
there is no inconvenience in that, becaufe they 
are defigncd to come in autumn when there is 
a fcarcity of other flowers, which renders them 
the more acceptable : of thefc are the African 

and 
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French Marigold, Convolvulus Major, fiaUk^ 
mines, Marvel of Peru, Sweet Sultan^ Indian 
Pink, with fomc others. 

You muft now make frefh hot-beds fot 
tranfplanting your tender annuals, as Amaran- 
thufes, Gomphrena, Hibifcufes, Double-ftriped 
Balfamines, Sec. which muft be brought for- 
ward at this feafon, otherwife they will not ar- 
rive to any degree of beauty, which chiefly 
confifts in their ftrength. Nor will they per- 
feft their feeds, efpecially if the autumn ieafbn 
fhould prove cold. 

You ftiould now tranfplant the young plants 
of the China Star wort, either upon a moderate 
hot-bed, or on a warm border to acquire! 
ftrength, obferving to water and fhade thenl 
until they have taken root. 

Put fome more roots of Tuberofes into a mo- 
derate hot-bed,* to fucceed thofe which were 
planted the former month, that there may be i 
continuance of their flowers thro' the feafon. 

The feeds of choice Carnations and Pinks 
muft now be fown either in pots, tubs, or 
borders ; but there muft be care taken not ta 
bury the feeds too deep, by which they are 
often deftroyed. Thefe muft be gently wa- 
tered in dry weather, otherwife the plants will 
not come up« 

. Th* 
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The pots or tubs of feedling Auriculas and 
Polyanthufes muft be carefully fcrecned from 
the fun ; for if they are expofed to its full heat 
but one day, it will deftroy them while they 
are young ; they mufl alfo be frequently re- 
frefhed with water. 

Set dicks to the Carnations which now begin 
to (hoot up their fpindles for flowering, and 
faften the items thereto with bafs matting, to 
prevent their being broken by the vsjind ; and 
care fhould be taken to guard them from fpar- 
rows, otherwife thefe birds will peck off the 
inner or heart leaves to the flumps. 

The fine Auriculas will now begin to fhew 
their beautiful flowers, therefore the pots fhould 
be removed under fome covert to preferve 
them from wet, which would wafh the mea- 
lineis from off their flowers, in which great 
part of their beauty confifls : they fhould alfo 
be defended from the heat of the fun, which 
would haflen their decay ; but they mufl have 
as much free air as poffible, otherwife the 
flower- flalks will draw up very weak. Thefe 
pots are ufually placed on fhelves which are 
framed fo as to rife above each other, which 15 
very proper for fuch flowers, as they are of 
humble growth, otherwife the pots muft be 
taken up to view the flowers \ but as thefe ftands 

arc 
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are always covered ovqr to keep off the rain 
and fun, fo the front fhould be kept open at 
all times when the weather will permit ; and 
thofe of them from which feeds are propofed 
to be faved to obtain new flowers, fhould be 
removed into'the open air as foon as they are 
fully blown, and placed where they may have 
the morning fun and a free air, without which 
they rarely produce good feeds. 

This is alfo a good feafon for taking off the 
flips of choice Auriculas to make an increafe of 
them. Thefe flips fliould be put into fmall 
pots and placed in the fliade, obferving to wa- 
ter them in dry weather gently until they have 
taken root ; but if any of the flips taken off 
fliould be defl:itute of fibres, they fliould be 
clofely covered with fmall glaffes to forward 
their putting out of roots. 

The beds of fine Ranunculufes,, Ancmonies, 
Tulips, and Hyacinths, which are now in 
flower, fliould be covered either with mats or 
cloths to defend them from wet and the heat 
of the fun ; by which method they may be pre- 
ferved a much longer time in beauty than they 
naturally remain when expofed to the open air, 
but the covers fliould be taken off every morn- 
ing and evening when the weather will permit, 
that they may enjoy as much of the free air as 

poffible. 
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poflible, without which the flowers will not 
continue long in beauty, and their roots wiH: 
be greatly weakened. 

Toward the latter end of this month take up' 
the roots of Saffron, Colchicums, Yellow Au- 
tumnal Amaryllis, and fuch other bulbous- 
rooted flowers as blow in the autumn, whofe 
leaves are decayed. Thefe may be kept out 
of the ground until the beginning of Augufl:, 
when they muft be planted again. 

Tranfplant fuch forts of Evergreen-trees and. 
fhrubs which have not biegun to ftioot -, thefe 
may be fafely removed, provided the air i^ 
clouded, and there is a profpeft of rain in a 
fhort time ; but if the ground is very dry where 
they are to be planted, large holes fhould be' 
opened in proportion to the fize of the trees where" 
they are to be placed, and a large quantity of water 
poured into each, fo as to render the grotind 
like pap or mud ; then place the trees therein, 
and after the earth is filled in about' the roots, 
raife it up, fo as to make the furface hoUoNV 
like a bafon to contain water, and cover it 
with mulch to prevmit the fun and air frorii 
penetrating the ground to dry their roots, and 
repeat watering the trees once a week, pro- 
vided the weather fliould prove dry. 

r 
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Where Phillyreas, Alaternufes, Laurels, 
Lauruftinufes, or other hardy Evergreen -trees> 
are grown rude, they may now be reduced to 
the figure you intend, by cutting their branches 
in clofe to the ftems, and when they flioot 
they may be trained to the order defired.

Work to be done in the Green-Hous^e and 

Stove. 

The Indian Ray, broad fhining-leaved Lau- 
ruftinufes. Myrtles, Ciftufes, Teucriums, Phlo- 
mifes, Olives, Carobs, MelianthufeSj* Tree 
Wormwood, Oleanders, and other lefs tender 
plants, may be taken out of the green-houfe 
toward the middle or latter end of the month, 
according as thefcafon proves favoura We, that 
the Orange-trees, and other more tender plants, 
may be placed thinner, that they may have 
a greater fliare of air 5 but thofe jJants^ which 
f ' * are 
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arc taken out, fhould be placed where they 
may be defended from cold winds and frofly 
mornings, otherwife they will fuffer, being 
made fomewhat tender by {landing in the 
houfe. 

Such Orange-trees, or other exotic plants, 
as want (hifting, fliould now be removed, 
and thofe which require larger po'ts or tubs 
muft be placed therein, obfcrving when they 
are taken out of the tubs or pots to pare off 
all mouldy or decayed roots, and walh their 
ftems and heads, to cleanfe t-hem from the filth 
they have contrafted by remaining in the 
houfe ; and when they are new planted, they 
fhould be duly watered ; fuch of them as are 
expofed to the open air fhould be placed where 
they may be fcreened from the winds, and 
fhaded in the heat of the day from the violence 
of the fun. By removing the Orange-trees 
early in this month, they will have time to 
make new roots before they ' are fet abroad, 
and will have flrength to produce their flowers 
in plenty. 

Thofe Orange-trees which are not removed 
at this feafon, fhould have the earth taken out 
of the tops and fides of the tubs or pots, and 
filled up again v^ith frefh rich earth, and their 
ftems and heads cleaned as before : this win 
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ftrengthen them greatly for flowtring ; but you 
fliould never apply any hot kinds of dung to 
the furface of the earth, as is by fome unflcil- 
fuUy praftifed, to the deftruflion of their trees. 
If therefore you would lay any dung upon the 
furface of the earth in the tubs, it fhould be 
rotten neats dung \ but this fhoald not be done 
in too great quantities, and it fhould be tho- 
roughly rotted. 

Open the windows of the green-houfe moft 
part of the day when the air is mild, for at 
this feafon the plants require a large (hare of 
frefh air, othcrwife their (hoots will draw up 
weak, and produce but few flowers, and will 
be lefs able to bear the open air when they 
are removed out of the houfe. 

You may now graft Oranges, Jafmines, and 
* other tender plants, by approach, but fuch as 
will take buds are better if propagated that 
way J for trees inarched feldom unite fo well 
with the graft, and never grow to fb large a 
fize as thofe which are budded ; fb that this 
method of inarching trees is feldom praftifed, 
cjccept on thofe forts which cannot be propa- 
gated fb eafy any other way, or for the fake 
pf having fiiiit upon the trees foon ; for by 
inarching a branch with young fruit on it, 
th^ graft may be fepv^ted from the old tree 

wben 
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when It is well united with the flock, and fp 
a bearing tree may be procured the fame fea- 
Ion; but thefe feldom laft long, or make 
much progrefs. 

The bark-beds in the ftove which have^ 
declined their heat, and were not renew'ed the 
former month, fhould now be ftirred up with 
a fork to the bottom, and fome frefh barlt 
added thereto, which will renew their heatf at 
the fame time fuch plants as have rooted thfo* 
the pots fhould be fhifted, fome of which 
fhould be put into larger pots, giving them 
frefh earth. However it will not be prudent 
to enlarge the pots too often, for if thefe plant? 
are over potted they will not thrive, therefoi-c 
it will be much better to pare off their roots on 
the outfide of the balls of earth, and put them 
into pots nearly of the former fize, and then 
plunge them down into the bark again imme- 
diately ; but this work mufl be done when the 
aic is warm, becaufe there will be a neceflity 
to open the glafles pretty often, and if the ^ir 
be fharp it will injure the plants. 

The Ananas or Pine-apples muft now be 
carefully tended, obferving to refrefh them of- 
ten with water, as alfo to preferve a kindly 
heat ;n the beds 3 and fuch plants as are re*- 
moved into frames fhould be well covered 
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with mats every night to keep them warm ; 
but in the middle of the day, when the weather 
is hot, they (hould have air admitted by raif- 
ing the glades in proportion to the warmth of 
jhe feafon, otherwife they will be in danger of 
icorching; and the young plants which are 
for the next year's fruit, Ihould be now fhifted 
into thofe \yois they are defigned to remain in 
jmtil the beginning of Auguft, when they muft 
be planted into thofe pots in which they are 
te) remain for fruiting. 

Shift fuch of the feedling exotic plants as 
require it into larger pots, and ftir up the 
bark of the beds to renew their heat, adding 
Ibme frefh tan to the beds, and then plunge 
the pots down again, obferving to water and 
ihade them until they have taken root. 

The CofFee-trees will now begin to flower, 
therefore their leaves and ftems muft be cleaned 
from filth, by wafliing it off whenever it ap- 
pears ; and refrefh the trees with water two or 
three times a week, accord'mg to the warmth 
of the feafon, which will caufe them to flower 
ilrong.

Work to be done in the Kitchen- 
Garden. 

|F the weather in this month proves 
I hot and dry, it greatly retards the 
j growth of moft efculent plants, 
, and particularly the Beans and 
Peas which are in flower (efpeeially thofe on 
dry lands) which frequently fufFer gready, 
mofl: of their bloiroms falling off before their 
maturity, fo that they are not fucceeded by 
pods. But when this month happens to be 
wet, the markets are plentifully ftocked witK 
moft forts of garden plants. But this docs 
not only increafe the quantity of plants, but 
alfo a great plenty of weeds, wherAy the la- 
bour of a kitchen-garden is more than double 
of what is required in a dry feafon ; for if the 
young crops are neglefled but a very fliort 
titne in moift weather, the weeds will get the 
6 better 
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better of them, and weaken them fo much, 
as they will hardly recover their full ftrcngth 
again, nor will the plants (with .all poflible 
care afterward) ever arrive to the fizc they 
would have grown tOj provided they had not 
been ftintcd by the weeds. Befidcs, many 
forts of weeds will j^erfeA their feeds in a Ihort 
time, which being ihed upon the ground, will 
•occafion a great deal of labour for feveral years 
to extirpate them again.' Among thefe arc 
Shepherd's-pouch, Groundfel, Dandelion, Fu- 
-initory. Pimpernel, Ghickwtfed, and fomfe 
others. And thofe of them which do not feed 
fo early, wiH (if let fVand) eftablifli thcmfelvcs 
fo firmly, as to occafion much labour to get 
them out of the ground ; fo that it is certainly 
the beft way to clear, all forts of crops from 
weeds as foon as polTiblc in the fpring, and 
keep them conftantly fo. 

The fame caution is necellafy in regard to 
•your dunghills, for at this feafonr there will 
be great quantities of weeds produced thereon ; 
-as alfo upon the heaps of comix)ft, which, if 
jiOt deftroyed :in time, will fhed their feeds, 
aivhertby the garden and pots will be plcnti- 
:ffiUy (locked, from the manure or compofl 
:Vrhich 18 jcajrried into it. 
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In the begiimrng of this month yoir (houM 
fow Porflanc m th« ot)en ground-, and a littte 
Endive for blanching early m the (calbn; but* 
thi« which is fown fb early is apt to ran up 
for feed very icon, To nroft not be dependfecf 
upon to fupply the table long r continue to few^ 
all the fi>rts of fmall Sallet-herbs every three* 
or four days, othetwifi there will not be a 
fupply of thefe fit for ufe, for at this fealbn* 
they fobn grow too large ; but thefe fhould be 
fown in a north border, where they may haye 
little fun, or be well Ihaded m the heat of 
the day. 

Sow Peas and plant Btarw for latter crops { 
but* this ftiould be done on a moift foil, otfter^

wife they feldom fucceed weH, unlefS the fcaft>» 
is uncommonly wet and colA 

Plant Kidney-beans for a* Ifecond cropj' 
the large Dutdh fort and the fcarifet Woffonn 
Beans are the befV for this feafon, bccaufe thej| 
will continue bearing rrrach longer than any 
other, and are alfo far better for the table? 
about the twenty-third' day of this month yotr 
fhould fow Cauliflowers for winter ufe, ob^-' 
ferving to (hade the bed with mats every day, 
and keep the ground moift, otherwife the fceds^ 
will dry, and the plants wrill come up very 
fparingly 3 the plants which are- raifed at tYAa^ 

feafon 
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feafon will produce their heads in Odober and 
November, and in mild &aSm$ fbmc will con-" 
tinue till near Chriftmas. 
' In moift weather plant out to the placet 
wlkre they are to rem^, the red and white 
Cabbages and Savoys for winter ufe, and tranf- 
plant the firft ibwn Celery into drills for blanch- 
ing, which will come early if planted in this 
month. 

The early crops of Spinach and Radifbes be- 
ing by this time taken off the ground, the 
weeds (hould be cleared from the Cauliflower 
and Cabbage plants. Beans, or any other crops^ 
which were planted on the fame ground, and 
in moift weather draw tome earth about the 
fltms of the plants, which will keep the roots 
moift, and prevent the fun and wind from 
drying their ftems, to which if they are ex- 
pplfed it will greatly retard the growth of the 
plants ; but in doing of this, great care ftiould 
be taken not to raife the earth (b high about 
them, but efpecially the Cauliflowers, fo as to 
£all into the center of the leaves, which will 
entirely deftroy thefe plants. 

Tranfplant Radiflies for feed, planting them 
in rows three feet diftance, and two feet afun- 
der in the rows, obferving to make choice of 
luch only as have long, ftxait, well-coloured 

roots 
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roots and fmall tops, rejefting all fuch as are 
forked or Ihort rooted ; for which reaibn it is, 
that the mod: curious gardeners never iavo 
feeds from fuch as remain where they were 
fown, becaufe they cannot judge of the length 
or goodnefs of their roots, 

The Cucumbers which are under frames, 
and have not a fufficient depth of earth upon 
the dung, muft be carefully ftiaded with mats 
in the heat of the day, for the fun is often too 
violent at this feafon for thefe plants through 
glafles ; but the Melon plants fliould be gradu- 
ally hardened to bear the open air in the day 
time in warm weather, for the greater fiiare of 
air they enjoy at this feafon the better will the 
fruit fet upon the vines ; and where the earth 
is laid of a proper thicknefs upon the dung, 
the vines will not hang down or droop their 
leaves, but bear the fim well ; for it is from the 
ihallownefs of the earth on the beds that the 
vines of Cucumbers and Melons are fo fre- 
quently obferved to (brink in hot weather, and 
this alfo occafions their decay much fooner 
than they would do, if their roots enjoyed a 
proper depth and width of foil ; for the roots of 
thefe plants fpread as far in the ground, where 
it is laid on the fide of the beds, as their vines 
extend on the furfaccj fo that where the beds 

are 
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ire but fllallow or niatrow in earth, the vines 
i^iir rfeqaif e (hading in the great heat of the 
day "; but the coverlfig fhouM not remain on* 
too long,, which is as great a fault on the other 
llde, for it is only the mid-day furt which can 
be top violent for the plants, apd that only in 
c?xtreme hot days, which fometimes happen in 
tfiis month. Btit fuch plants as have been 
bailed under hand-glaffes for the fecond crop, 
AouM have full fibeffy ta grow, hy raifing th6 
glstffes lipon three bricks or forked fficks, and the 
ends of the ptatits laid out from under the 
g^alTcs;, but this n;iufl not be done too foon, 
efpeciaHy if th» nights are cold, which, if it 
fbould fo happcfh.after the plants are laid Out, 
tney muft be covered With mats every night, 
to prevent their being nipped by the froft. 
** When the Melon plants are flifFered to run 
ouf from under the ^lafles, the paths between 
the ridges ftiould be filled up level with the 
ground on the ridges^ and the whole trodden 
down very hard, which is a fure method to 
caufe the fruit to fet, provided the plants have 
no water, and they, are expofed to the open air 
at all times in the day when the weatlier wjU 
permit. 

The early Cauliflowers will now begin to 
appear in the center of the plants s therefore 

they 
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they (hould be carefully looked over every day, 
breaking down (bme of the inner leaves of fuch 
as appear in flower (as is it ufually termed) to 
preferve them white j for if they are expofed 
to the fun and air they will change yellow m 
a ftiort time. 

Hoe winter crops of Onions, Carrots, Leeks, 
Parfiieps, and Beets to clear them from weeds j 
for this method of hoeing between crops is far 
preferable to hand weeding, becaufe the whole 
ibrface of the ground being ftirred, the fmall 
leedling weeds will be defVroyed, and the plants 
are thereby greatly forwarded in their growth ; 
and the keeping your crops clear from weeds in 
this month will be of great fervice to them, 
and fave much labour the fucceeding months. 

Tranfplant Cilicia, Cos, Imperial, and 
Brown Dutch Lettuces into north borders, to 
fucceed thofe planted the laft month : and to- 
ward the end of the month you may fow fomc 
Cos, Cilicia, Brown Dutch, and common Cab- 
bage Lettuces, to fupply the table in Auguft j 
but thefe feeds muft be (own in an open fitua- 
tion, for walls, pales, or hedges, will draw the 
plants up weak. 

Sow Finnochia in drills about eighteen 
inches or two feet afunder, to fucceed that 
which was fown the laft month ^ and draw the

earth up to the plants which are almoft fuU 
grown, to blanch them. 

N. B. This ftiould have a light, rich, moift 
foil, when fown at this feafon, other wife it is 
apt to run to feed, efpecially if the feafon proves 
dry. 

You may yet plant flips of Sage, Rofemary, 
IlyfTop, Lavender, Marum, Maftich, andmoft 
other aromatic plants, obferving to ihade and 
water them until they have taken root > but it 
is much better to plant thefe flips juft before 
they flioot, becaufe the flioots which have been 
proiluced the fame feafon are tender, fo droop 
and frequently decay, whereby the flips do not 
take fo well. 

The early Cabbages now begin to turn their 
inner leaves for cabbaging, which may be for- 
warded by tying their leaves together, either 
with a withy or bafs mat, as is praftifed by the 
gardeners near London; which caufesthem to 
whiten within much fooner than they otherwife 
wouki, whereby they have them fit for ufe or 
the market a fortnight or three weeks earlier in 
the feafon. 

Look over your Artichokes again in this 
month, and pull up all the plants from the 
roots, which have been produced fincc the old 
ilocks were llii)pcd ; for thcfc will draw the 

nouriih- 
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nourifhment from the plants which were left 
for to Sear fixiit, and fo will caufe the heads 
to be fmall. You fhould alfo cut or pull off 
all the fmall Artichokes which are produced 
from the fides of the ftems clofe to the leaves ; 
for if thefe fuckers as they are commonly 
termed are permitted to grow, they will alfo 
render the principal Artichokes on the top very 
fmall. Thefe are by the kitchen gardeners 
tied up in bunches and carried to market, and 
are frequently eaten raw with vinegar, fait, and 
pepper, and are by fome foreigners much 
eftcemed. 

You may now fow Skirrets, Salfafy, and 
Scorzonera, for the laft crop > for that which 
was ibwn early will foon run up to feed, elpe- 
cially the Skirret, which when fown too early 
is feldom good. 

Sow Turneps when there is a profpedl of 
rain in a fhoit time, which will bring up the 
plants very foon \ and hoe thofe Turneps which 
were fown the laft month, leaving them about 
eight or ten inches afunder, which will be a 
fufficient diftance for thofe which are intended 
to be drawn up very young. 

Toward the latter end of this month Ihould 
be fown fome Broccoli for fpring ufe ; and a 
latter crop of Savoys ftiould be fown to fucceed 

L 2 thofe 
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thofe which were fown the former month ; for 
thefe will be fit for ufe after Chriftmas, when 
the others are gone. 

Sow Cucumbers in the open ground toward 
the end of the month, to produce fruit for pick- 
ling J and plant out Gourds and Pompions up- 
on dunghills, ^c. where they (hould be allow- 
ed a large compafs to fpread, otherwife their 
vines will interfere and fpoil each other. 

The ftalks of your Onions which were plant- 
ed for feed, will now be grown to their full 
height ; therefoi:e you ftiould provide a parcel 
of flakes, which (hould be driven into the 
ground at about fix or eight feet diftance from 
each other in the rows, and fome rope yarn or 
other lines ftiould be faftened from flake to 
flake on each fide, to fupport the flems of the 
Onions, otherwife they will be broken down 
by the wind, whereby a great part of them will 
Ije fpoiled. 

Vhe fame care fhould be taken of your - 
Cabbages, Carrots, Parfneps, Savoys, Broccoli, 
and Leeks, which were planted for feeds, and 
are now run up to flower y for when the feeds 
arc formed it will render their heads too heavy 
to be fupported by their flems without help, 
for as they grow pretty tall they are frequently 
broken by the wind, fo that they fhould al- 
ways 
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ways be fupported by lines and flakes as foon as 
they begin to flower. 

The Tomatos for foups, and the Capficums 
for pickling which have been raifed upon hot- 
beds, Ihould be tranfplanted to the places where 
they are defigned to rernain : toward the end 
of the month if the weather proves favourable, 
the Tomatos (hould be planted near a wall, 
pale, hedge, or efpalier, to which the plants, 
when grown, muft be be faftened to fupport 
them, otherwife they will fall on the ground, 
which will prevent the fruit from ripening, and 
caufe it to rot in the autumn, efpecially in moift 
weather : the Capficums (hould be planted in 
a rich foil and a warm fituation, and in dry 
weather they muft be frequently watered to 
have plenty of pods. 

ProduSls of the Kitchen-Garden. - 

Radifhes, Spinach, feveral forts of Cabbage 
Lettuce, Sorrel, Mint, Balm, Winter Savory, 
Borage, Buglofs, Spring Coleworts, Tragopo- 
gon, the young fhoots of which are by fome 
preferred to Afparagus, young Onions, Cives, 
Afparagus, Peas, Beans, fome early Artichokes, 
Cauliflowers, early Cabbages, young Carrots 
from under walls and hedges, Cucumbers, 

L 3 Melons, 
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Melons, Purflane, and Kidney-beans on hot- 
beds, Mufhrooms, Parfley, Coriander, Cher- 
vil, CrefTes, Mudard, and all forts of fmall 
falleting, early Turneps, Burnet, Tarragon, 
with many other forts of fpring herbs for 
foups. 

Wi^k to be done in theFRVi t-G a r d e n. 

In the beginning of this month you muft 
look over your wall and efpalier trees, and 
carefully take off all foreright (hoots and fuch 
as are luxuriant and ill placed, and train fuch 
kindly branches as you would prefervc, regu- 
larly to the wall or efpalier, which will pre- 
vent your trees from growing into confufion -, 
and (Irengthen the fruit branches, as alfo admit 
the fun and air to the branches and fruit, which 
are often obftrufted by the luxuriant growth 
of thofe fhoots to the great prejudice of them 
both. The negledt of doing this work early 
will occafion much more trouble, and greatly 
injure your ticcs. For where this work is ne- 
gle£led in this month, the trees cannot be 
brought into fo good order, by any after-ma- 
nagement the fame year. 

Where Apricots and Peaches have been left 
too thick when firfl looked over, they fhould be 

thinned 
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thinned the beginning of this month, obferving 
never to leave two or more fruit together (as is 
too often pra^lifed by covetous pcrfons) tho* 
there be but a fmall crop on the trees, for the 
leaving of the fruit fingk will make thofe 
which are left on much larger and better fla- 
voured, and render the trees ftronger for fuc- 
cceding years : whereas, when they are over- 
charged with fruit, they are ofteit fo much 
weakened as not to be recoverable in lefs than 
three or four years, notwithftanding they may 
be under the moft Ikilful management ; be- 
fides, one dozen of fair well-flavoured fruit is 
preferable to five or fix dozen of thofe which 
are fmall and ill-nourifhed, and will fell for 
more money in the markets. The difl:ance 
which ftiould be allowed to all forts of fruits 
mufl: be proportionable to their ufual fizes ; for 
infl:ance, the middling or fmall Peaches and 
Neftarines, five or fix inches afunder is fuffi- 
cient, but for the large forts eight inches is 
full near enough. This mufl: alfo be propor- 
tioned to the ftrength of the trees, and alfo of 
the branches on which they grow : for weak 
trees fliould have a lefs number of fruit left on 
them than thofe which are ftrong, becaufe they 
are lefs capable of nourifliing them j and fuch 
blanches as are weak mufli not have much 

L 4 fruit 
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fruit left on them for the fame reafon, becaufe 
when branches are overcharged with fruit, 
they are often rendered fo weak as to be liable 
to fufFer by the leaft inclemency of the feafon. 
Peaches, and Neftarines, whofe fruits are only 
produced on the Ihoots of the former year, 
fhould not have more than two or three fruit 
left upon a branch where it is ftrong, and but 
one on thofe which are very weak. 

You muft now look carefully over your 
Vines, and flop fuch fhoots as have fruit on 
them at the fecond or third joint beyond the 
fruit, and train the branches clofe to the wall 
in a regular order \ but fuch fhoots as are de- 
figncd iox bearing the fucceeding year, fhould 
not be flopped until the latter end of the next 
month, or the beginning of July ; for when 
thefe are flopped too foon, the lower buds often 
piiiji out weak fhoots, which is a great preju- 
dice to them. At the fame time you mufl rub 
off all weak trailing branches clofe to the 
places where they are produced, for if thefe 
are fufFered to remain, they will occafion a 
great confufion of branches, whereby the fruit 
will be greatly retarded in their growth, and 
the flioots for bearing the following year will 
be greatly weakened. If this be duly obfervcd, 
there will never 1^ a neceffity for divefling the 

fhoots 
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ftioots of their leaves to fct the air and fun to 
the fruit, as is by fome unfkiiful pcrfons too 
often praftifed, to the injury both of the fruit 
and branches. For the fruit always require to 
be fcreened by fome leaves, otherwife the fun 
and air will harden, and inftcad of accelerat- 
ing, will retard their ripening ; and the (hoots 
require their leaves to infpire and perfpire, 
whereby they difcharge the fuperfluous mois- 
ture. 

In moift weather you mud: look carefully 
after fnails, efpecially in the evenings and 
mornings, or after warm ftiowers, when they 
will come from behind wall-trees, and out of 
their places of flielter, fo may be eafily taken : 
for thefc are great enemies to choice fruit, 
but efpecially to Peaches, Neflarines, and 
Apricots. 

If the feafon (hould prove dry, you muft not 
forget to refrefh all fuch trees as have been 
lately planted with water \ in doing of which 
it will be proper to fprinkle the water over all 
their branches, which will be of great fervice 
to them in wafhing off dufl and filth which 
their leaves may have contrafted ; and open 
the pores of the (hoots, which in very dry 
weather are many times almoft clofed, where- 
by the trees fuffer greatly ^ nor is the water, 

when 




when poured to the root only, capable of r 
lieving them when in this condition j this is 
one reafon, why rain is much more efFeflual 
than artificial watering : but thefe waterings 
Ihould be ahvays performed in the evening after 
the heat of the day is over, that the water may 
have time to foak down to the roots, and the 
moifture may be dried off from the leaves by 
the morning fun ; for when this is done in the 
morning, the heat of the fun coming upon the 
trees foon after, the leaves are frequently fcaM- 
ed thereby, the fpherical drops of water which 
remain on their furface, caufing the rays of the 
fun to converge to a focus meeting in a point. 

Keep the borders about your fruit-trees clear 
from weeds, and alio from all ftrong-growing 
plants, which will exhauft the goodneis of the 
foil, to the great prejudice of your trees ; and 
this fhould alfo be carefully obferved in the 
nurfery for the fame reafon. 

About the middle of this month you muft 
look over your vineyard Grapes, taking off all 
dangling fiioots, and ftop thofe which have 
fruit upon them, which muft now be faftened 
to the flakes to prevent their being broken by 
winds ; but the ihoots for the next year's bear- 
ing muft be trained upright to the flakes, and 
not flopped until the end of the nest month or 

the 
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the beginning of July, for the reafons before 
given for the wall Vines. 

You muft alfo obferve to keep the ground in 
the vineyard very clear from weeds, and fufFer 
no forts of plants whatever to grow between 
the rows of Vines, for nothing can be . more 
prejudicial than permitting weeds or plants to 
grow in vineyards. 

The Vines and other fruit-trees which arc 
againfthot walls, fhould now have a large (hare 
of air whenever the weather will permit, other* 
wife their (hoots will be drawn too weak, and 
the trees thereby rendered (hort in their dura- 
tion : the Apricots, Peaches, and other ftone 
fruit-trees againft thefe walls, (hould be fre- 
quently watered ; for as the rain will be ex- 
cluded from both the trees and borders by the 
covers, fo this muft be fupplied with water, 
which (hould be fprinkled all over the branches 
carefully in the evening, for the reafons before 
given. 

Toward the latter end of this month you 
(hould break off the clay from thofe trees 
which were grafted in the fpring, and loofen 
their bandages, otherwife they will be fubjedt 
to break o(F where they are pinched with the 
ba fs in windy weather. 

Fruits 
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Fruits in PrimCy or yet lofting. 

Pears; L'Amozelle, or Lord Cheyne's 
Green, Parkinfon's Warden, and the Cadillac, 
for baking. 

Apples ; Golden Ruflet, Stone Pippin, John 
Apple, Winter Ruflet, Pomme d'Api, Oaken 
Pin, Pile's Ruflet, and fometimes the Non- 
pareil, when they have been carefully prc- 
fcrved. 

Cherries ; the May and May Duke ; and in 
a warm foil fome fcarlet Strawberries ; toward 
the end of the month in very warm fituations, 
Goofeberries, and green Currants for tarts ; 
and in the forcing-frame, Mafculinfe Apricots, 
Nutmeg Peaches, Cherries, Strawberries, with 
fome other early fruits. 

Work to be done in the Nv rsek y. 

In this month you muft carefully keep the 
ground hoed between your young trees, for 
nothing is more injurious to them than to fufFer 
weeds or any other plants to grow amongft 
them, for thefe rob the trees of their nourilh- 
ment3 and if weeds are permitted to get ftrength 
in this month, it will be much greater trouble 

to 
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to root them out afterwards. Nor fhould you 
plant any kitchen herbs between your rows of 
trees (as is by fome unlkilful and covetous per- 
fons praftifedj) for thefe will draw all the 
nourifhment from the trees, and render them 
weak and unhealthy. 

The middle of this month you mufl: look 
over your grafts and take off the loam from 
them, and thofe which were fattened with 
bandages fhould now be untied, otherwife 
the graft will be pinched at the flock, and be 
in danger of breaking off with the wind ; and 
where there are any fhoots put out from the 
flocks below the graft, they fhould be rubbed 
off, otherwife they will rob the grafts of their 
nourifhment. You fhould alfo look over your 
trees which were budded the lafl feafon, and 
where you obferve the leaves to curl up by 
being infefled with infe6ls, you fhould pull off 
the curled leaves, otherwife they will fpoil the 
upright fhoot ; and if there are any fhoots pro- 
duced from the flocks under the bud. thefe 
fhould alfo be entirely rubbed off for the reafon 
before given. 

Where your buds or grafts have made vigo- 
rous fhoots, it will be proper to fupport them 
with fhort flakes, otherwife they will be in 
danger of being broken out of the flocks by 

flrohg

ftrong winds, efpecially thofe which are m ex-« 
pofed fitiiations. 

Your feed-beds of young plants muft now 
be carefully weeded, and in dry weather fre- 
quently refreflied with water, otherwife they 
will be fo ftinted as not to make any progrefs 
the fame feafon. Your young plants of Ce- ^h 
dars, Firs, Pines, Cyprefs, Bay, Arbutus, Ju--W^ 
niper. Holly, ^c. muft now be often refreihed 
with water ; this fhould not be given to them 
in large quantities, but rather often and mode- _ 
rate. You mull alfo obferve to Ihade them ^H 
from the fun in the middle of the day, to which ^^ 
if they are too much expofed while young, it 
is often very deftruftive to them ; as are alfo 
the drying winds which frequently reign in 
the fpring, and are very often the dcftruflion 
of numbers of thcfe plants by drying their ten- 
der ftems. 

You may now make layers of the DouW 
and Single Virgins Bower, and of other climb-^ 
ing plants ; for many of thefe will not put out 
roots from the old woody flioots, but the ten- 
der branches of the fame year's growth laid 
down in this month or the beginning of the 
next will take root very well. You may alfo lay 
down Abtcrnufes, Phillyreas, and fome other 
ever- 
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evergreen trees, which alio take root better from 
young flioots than from old branches. 

If this month fliould prove very dry, you 
muft continue to water fuch Evergreens and 
other young trees as were removed the iaft 
month, otherwife they will fuffer greatly. But 
you fliould do this with caution, for many 
people deftroy their trees by over-watering 
them. You fliould alfo renew the mulch round 
the trees, to prevent the fun and wind from 
drying the ground. Where the roots of new- 
planted trees are carefully mulched, if they 
have water once a week in dry weather it will 
be fuificient. 

Work to he done m the F-Lower-Garden. 

The beginning of this month you fliould take 
up your choice Hyacinth roots which arepaft: 
flowering, and lay them horizontally in a bed 
of earth to ripen, leaving their leaves and ftems 
out of the ground to decay, in the manner di- 
re6led in the Gardeners Dictionary, 
under the article Hyacinth. 

Shade your choice Tulips, Ranunculufes, 

Anemonies, and other curious flowers now 

blowing from the fun, during the heat of the 

day, which will continue them in beauty much 

longer 
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longer than if they were i'ully expofed to the 
weather. 

Take up the roots of the Saffron and the 
other forts of autumnal Crocus, as alfo Colchi- 
cums, autumnal Amaryllis, Haemanthus, Per- 
fian Cyclamen, and Pancratium, whofe leaves 
are hy this time decaying, and fpread them on 
mats in the ftiade to dry ; after which fome of 
die forts may be kept in bags until July, when 
It will be a proper feafon for planting them 
again. But the Perfian Cyclamen (hould not 
be kept long out of the ground, and thofe other 
^oots (hould be guarded from rats and mice, 
otherwife they will deftroy them. 

This is alfo a good feafon to tranfplant 
foch of the bulbous and tub€r<rfe-rpoted flow- 
ers as blow in autumn, which ftiould be done 
when their leaves are decayed j as the autumnal 
Cyclamen or Sow-bread, Starry Autumnal 
Hyacinth, ^c. provided their leaves are decay- 
ed, otherwife this fliould be deferred a little 
longer, but thefe roots Ihould not be kept long 
out of the ground. 

. Clean thfe borders of your flower-garden 
from weeds, which, if permitted to grow at 
this feafon, will be more difficult to deftroy, and 
caufe a deal of trouble to extirpate afterwards. 

About 



» 
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About the middle of this month, if the fea- 
fon proves favourable, you may plant out your 
hardy annuals, fuch as Marvel of Peru, Sweet 
Sultan, China Starwort, Sweet Refeda, called 
Mignonette d'Egypte, French and African Ma- 
rigolds, common Female Balfamine, Capfi- 
cum, Brown Jolly or Egg Plant, Zinnia, 
Foreign Thorn Apple, double China Pink, 
fpiked Amaranths, and feveral other forts, 
which, if artfully difpofed, will afford an agree- 
able pleafure, after the beauty of the fpring is 
paft ; but thefe plants fliould be thoroughly 
inured to the open air before they are trans- 
planted out of the hot-bed. 

Sow dwarf annual flower-feeds in patches 
upon the borders of the flower-garden, where 
they are intended to remain, as Candy Tuft, 
Venus Looking- glafs, Venus Navelwort, Dwarf 
Annual Stocks, Dwarf Lychnis, Lobel's Catch- 
fly, Convolvulus Minor, Snails and Caterpillars, 
with many other kinds; thefe will fucceed 
thofe which were fown the former month, and 
hereby the borders may be kept in beauty 
through the feafon; and alfo plant the feveral 
kinds of Lupine, Sweet-fcented Peas, Tangier 
Peas, feeds of the Indian Nafturtium, Large 
Convolvulus, and other climbing annual plants, 
where they may have room to fpread, and have 
M fome 
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fome fupport ; in which places they will flower, 
and make a beautiful appearance late in the 
autumn. 

Tranfplant fuch biennial and perennial flow- 
ers as were fown in the flower-nurfery in 
March, if they are grown large enough for 
the purpofe, into beds of frefli earth in the 
fame nurfery, where they may remain till the 
latter end of September, or the beginning of 
Oflober, when they muft be removed into the 
borders of the flower-garden : of thefe forts are 
Canterbury Bells, French Honeyfuckles, Sweet- 
Williams, Pinks, Columbines, Fox-gloves, 
Greek Valerian, Hollyhocks, with many others. 

Tie up the fpindles of Carnations, divefting 
them of all tide pods, which, if permitted to 
remain on, would weaken the principal flow- 
er, and alfo put down flicks to faften the 
ftems of all flowers which are rifing up to 
blow, otherwife they will be in danger of- be- 
ing broken by the winds. 

In this month, if the young flowcr-ftalks of 
the feveral forts of Lychnidea, the late flower- 
ing Aflrr of Starwort with narrow leaves, and 
the Double Scarlet Lychnis, are cut off" and 
planted in a ftiady border, they will take root 
very well 5 and this is the beft method of pro- 
pagating fevei-al of thefe perennial flowers. 

The 
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The cuttings of the Starwort will make good 
plants, and produce flowers the following 
autumn. 

Make a frefli hot-bed for your Amaran- 
thufes, Douple-ftriped Balfaminc, and other' 
tender exotic annuals, and put them into larger 
pots of good earth, placing them upon the 
hot-bed, and fill up the interflices between the 
pots with earth j if care be taken of them at 
this time, they will be very ftrong and beauti- 
ful, and from thefe plants good feeds may be 
obtained. 

Your Auriculas which are now paft flower* 
ing, fhould be removed into a Ihady fituatioii 
(but not under the droppings of trees, which 
will rot them j) but rather in the fliade of 
buildings, where they are expofed to the open 
air ; in which place they muft remain, until 
the heat of fummer is over. 

Tranfplant Stock-Gilliflowers, Wall-flowerr, 
Seedling Pinks, Carnations, and other peren- 
nial, feedling, fibrous-rooted flowers in moift 
weather, and fow fome feeds of annual, fear- 
let, and purple Stock-gilliflowers, which will 
produce fliorter plants, and many times will 
endure the cold of the next winter better than 
thofe which were fown earlier, and are become 
larger plants. 

M 2 . Toward 
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Toward the latter end of the month you 
may take up fuch of the early blowing TuKp 
roots, whofe leaves are decayed ; alio Spring 
Crocus, Snow-drops, and fbme of the forward 
Anemonies, if their leaves are decayed ; after 
which, thofe roots which are intended to be 
taken up, fhould not be permitted to remain 
long in the ground, left . they fend out new 
fibres. 

Plant fome Tuberofe roots upon a moderate 
hot-bed, to fucceed thofe planted in March and 
April ; by which method you may continue a 
JiicccfTion of this fragrant flower until the end 
of Oftober in beauty. 

Your pots or tubs of feedling Irifes, Nar- 
cifTufcs, Tulips, and other bulbous-rooted flow- 
ers, fhould be removed into a ftiady fituation 
the beginning of this month (if it was not done . 
in April,) where they muft remain until au- 
tumn ; nothing being more injurious to thefe 
young roots than to be expofed to the violence 
of the fun in fummer, efpecially thofe which 
are in tubs or pots ; thofe which are in beds, 
fhould be alfo fliaded with mats in the heat of 
the day. 

Toward the end of this month the leaves of 
the Guernfey Lilies will decay, at which time 
their roots fliould be tranfplanted ; and at this 

2 feafon 
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ieafon the roots may be fafely tranfported, bc- 
cauie they may be kept two months out of the 
ground without mjury. 

The young plants of Scabioufes, Sweet Sul- 
tan, Indian Pink, Chryfanthemum, Buphthal- 
mum. Sweet Refeda or Mignonette, and Ori- 
ental Perficaria, may now be planted into the 
beds or borders of the flower-garden, where 
they will make a beautiful appearance, and 
add a fragrance when they flower. But this 
work fliould be done in moifl: weather, and 
the plants fliould be fliaded until they have 
taken new root. 

Place your pots of choice Carnations upon 
the ftage where they are to flower, to proteft 
them from vermin, which will otherwife infefl: 
them, and will harbour about the pots, fo as 
not to be eafily deftroyed. 

The Grafs-walks and lawns in the pleafure- 
garden fliould now be duly mowed and rolled, 
otherwife the Grafs will foon grow rank and 
unfightly; and where Daifies, Plantain, or 
other weeds are mixed with the Grafs, they 
fliould be weeded out, otherwife many of their 
feeds will ripen and fcatter, and thereby mul-» 
tiply their fpecies, which will overpower the 
Grafs, and render the verdure lefs agreeable.

Work to be done in the Green-House and 

Stove. 

About the middle or latter end of this 
month, if the weather be fettled and the 
nights warm, you fliould bring forth your 
Orange-trees, and (if pofllble) take the advan«- 
tage of a fliower of rain for this work, which 
will wafli the duft from the furfaces of their 
leaves, and greatly refrefli them : you (hould at 
this time (if you have not before done it) take 
out the earth from the top of the pots or tubs, 
and fill them up with frefh rich earth, which 
will greatly encourage their flowering, and 
caufe them to make vigorous (hoots j and if 
their ftems have not been cleaned the preceding 
month, it fhould now be done ; this is only 
meant for fuch trees as are not removed out of 
the tubs or pots the fame year. 

You 
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You may now inarch Oranges, Jafmines, 
Pomegranates, and other tender exotic trees, 
obferving to place them where they may be 
fheltered from ftrong winds, which would dif- 
place the inarched Ihoots, if they were too 
much expofed thereto. 

Make layers of Myrtles, Pomegranates, Jaf- 
mines, PafTion flowers, Capers, and other tender 
fhrubs, obferving to lay fome mulch over them 
and fupply them frequently with water, which 
will greatly facilitate their rooting 5 but it muft 
not be given them in too great quantities. 

In the middle of the day if the weather prove 
hot, you fhould Ihake the glafles of the ftove 
and the hot^beds where your choice exotic plants 
are placed, and let them have free air in pro- 
portion to the warmth of the feafon ; and fuch 
of your exotic plants as want fhifting fhould 
now be removed, and fome of them placed in* 
larger pots, giving them frefh earth, and then 
plunge them into the hot-bed again, obferving 
to &ade the glafles until they have taken frefli 
root. 

Toward the latter end of the month plant 
cuttings of Mefembryanthemi, Sedums, Coty- 
ledons, Cereufes, Euphorbiums, and other fuc- 
culent plants, laying them, in a dry (hady place 
a week or fortnight, according as they arc more 

or 
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or lefs fucculcnt before they are planted, that 
the wounded part may be healed over, other- 
wijfe they are fubjeft to rot ; and when they are 
planted they ftiould be placed (fuchof them as 
are hardy) in a fhady fituation for a fortnight 
or more ; but thofe which are tender muft be 
planted in pots, and plunged into a moderate 
hot-bed of tanners bark, obferving to ihade 
the glafles in the heat of the day, and refrefh 
tbem with water as they may require : the 
hardy forts may alfo be planted in a bed of light 
earth, where, if they are fcreened with mats, 
they will freely take root. 

Cleanfe the leaves of Aloes and other tender 
exotic plants from duft and filth, which they 
have contra6ted in the houfe during the winter, 
and cut off all decayed leaves of thofe plants, 
for now the wounds given to them will foon 
heal : this is alfo a proper time to cut off the 
heads of thofe forts of Aloes which grow with 
large ftems, and feldom afford ofF-fets j fo that 
there is no other method to propagate tb&hi, 
than by taking off their heads for planting, and 
thereby caufing their ftems to fend forth a frefh 
ftioot or two 5 but you muft obferve to leave 
three or four good leaves upon the ftem to draw 
the fap, otherwife the ftem will decay without 
producing any new head j you muft alfo keep 

then^ 
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them in the houfe, and not expofe them abroad 
to the wet, until the wounds arc perfectly heal- 
ed ; and if you plunge them into a moderate 
hot-bed, it will facilitate cheir Ihooting. 

Turn over your heaps of compoft to prevent 
weeds growing on tliem ; and the oftener tliis 
is done, the better will they be mixed, and 
fwcetened for ufe. 

Bring out all your hardy exotic plants, fuch 
as Ciftules, Geraniums, Phylica, Cclallrus, Sor- 
rel-tree, Amber-tree, Aiciotifes, Hermannias, 
Yellow Indian and Spanilh Jafmines, Polygala 
frutefcens, Hypericum from Minorca, Fabagos, 
Rhus, Oleanders, African Scabioufes, Phlorais. 
Spring Cyclamen, Lentifcufes, with feveral 
other forts which will now bear the open air, 
but you fliould obferve to place them in a flia- 
dy fituation for a fortnight ; for if they arc 
immediately expofed to the full fun, it will 
change their leaves to a brown colour, and 
caufe the plants to appear very unfightly. 

Thofe exotic plants which are to be conti- 
nued longer in the houfe, mull now be brought 
forward to the windows, that they may have a 
great (hare of frefli air (efpecially if the feafon 
be warm ;) otherwife they will draw very weak 
and change to a pale languid colour ; and 
where the plants have been drawn too weak to 
bear 
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bear the fun, if the giafles are fliaded in the 
heat of the day, it will be better than to ex- 
pofe tliem too much to the fun until they are 
more hardened. You fhould alfo obferve to 
cleanfe their leaves and fhoots from infects, 
which are very apt to infefl: them in the houfe, 
efpecially where the plants are much crouded j 
and if they are not wafhed off in time they wiH 
greatly injure the plants, efpecially the Coffee- 
tree, which is now flowering, and is frequently 
infefted with thefc fmall vermin, which at firft 
appear like duft upon the leaves, which fliould 
be immediately waihed off, otherwife they will 
fpread in a Ihort time over moft of the plants. 
If thefeafon fliould prove cool, and the bark- 
bed in which your Ananas are placed ihould 
abate of its heat, you muft ftir it up again, 
and mix a little new bark with it, which will 
renew the heat, and be of great fervice in for- 
warding the fruit : it will alfo be of great fer^ 
vice to the young Anana plants, which are dc' 
figned for fruiting the next year ; forif thetan-, 
beds are kept in a kindly heat all the fummer, 
and a fufficient fliare of air admitted to the 
plants, they will become ftrong and healthy, 
fb capable of producing large fruit. And at 
this time you fliould ftiift thofe plants which 
are to produce fruit the fucceedlng year, if it 

was 
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was not done the laft month into larger pots, 
that their roots may have room to fpread. But 
you muft be careful not to put them in pots too 
large, for this will prevent their growths

Work, to he done in the Kitchen- 
Ga k d e n. 




HE beginning of this month yoa 
muil tranfplant Cabbage and Sa- 
voy plants, which are to fuppl^ 
the kitchen in winter, either on 
an open fpot of ground, or between rows of 
Beans, Cauliflowers, Q?^-. which will be taken 
off the ground in a ihort time, and then the 
new-planted plants will have room to grow ; 
and being ihaded by the pther crops at firft 
{^anting, they will take root fooner than if they 
were quite expofed to the fun j and by thus 
obferving to put one crop to fucceed another, a 
ikilful perfon will produce more vegetable^ 
from one acre of land, than fome others caft 
from two or three, which is what every perfon 
who is acquainted with the London gardeners 
practice muft b^x>nvinced of. 

N The 
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The Cauliflower plants which were ibwn the 
laft month for winter ufe» will be fit to tranf- 
]4ant towards the end of this month s when 
they ihould be pricked out into beds of rich 
earthy obferving to (hade them until they have 
taken root^ and be fure to water them duly in 
dryweather, otherwiie they are apt to ftint and 
be infefted with infecb. 

Hoe and clean Carrots, ParfiiepSy Onions^ 
Leeks, Beets, and all other late crops; for if 
the weeds are permitted to grow at this iea* 
Ion, many of them will fhed thdr feeds in a 
ihort time, and become troubleibme hereafter^ 
and the larger forts will overbear the crops, 
and draw them up weak to their great pre- 
judice* 

You may yet make flips or cuttings of Sage, 
Rofemary, Stoechas, Lavender, Hyffop, Win- 
ter Savory, and other aromatic plants i tho' 
it had been better if done earlier in the year, 
becaufe this month often proves hot and dry, 
and the plants^ having long and tender ihoots, 
ate in greater danger of mifcarrying. Thefe 
cuttings ihould have a fmall part of the former 
year's (boot to them, which is the fureft me- 
thod to have them fucceed. 

Plant out young plants of all forts of fweet 
herb3 which were Ibwn in March ; as Thyme, 

Hyflbp, 
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Hyflbp, Sweet-marjoram, Gsfr. and alfb Clary, 
Bumet, Sorrel, Marigolds, and many other 
Ibrts, obferving to allow them room enough 
to Iprcad, which will render them much 
ftronger than thofe which remain in the feed- 
beds ; but thefe muft be duly watered, and the 
fweet herbs which are planted in beds ihould 
be fcreened from the fun until they have taken 
root. 

Clear and hoe the ground whereon your ear- 
lied Cauliflowers grew, which will be all gone 
by the middle or latter end of this month. 
And if you have ridges of Cucumbers or Me- 
lons made between the rows of Cauliflowers, 
(as is the pra6lice of the London gardeners,) 
you (hould dig all the ground between the 
ridges of Cucumbers, and lay out the vines in 
regular order 3 this will not only loofen the 
ground for the roots of the plants, but alfb de- 
flroy the weeds and render the furface of the 
ground wholfomer for the vines to lie upon : 
but in doing of this, you fhould be very care- 
ful not to bruife or break the vines, which 
would be very injurious to them ; and (if pof&« 
ble) let it be done in moifl weather. 

Now you fhould fill up the alleys between 
your lafl ridges of Melons : if this is done 
with loam and very rotten cow dung mixed, 

N 2 4r 
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or with rotten tan, and the whole trodden down 
very clofe, the plants will not require any water 
afterwards ; for if their roots have depth enough 
of ftrong land or tan, they will produce a much 
greater crop of fruit than thofe planted on 
fliallow beds, which mufl: be watered^ and tl 
fruit will be much better flavoured. 

Sow Turneps upon a moift fpot of ground; 
when there is a profpeft of rain in a little 
time, for moIAure will bring up the plants in 
a few days, but in dry, weather the feeds wiJJ 
remain in the ground and not vegetate ; be-j 
fides if tlje plants come up, and the weath< 
continues very hot and dry, the fly will talo; 
them and deftroy them in a fliort time. T9, 
prevent this, fome farmers fleep their feeds 
water ftrongly impregnated with nitre ai 
fulphur. 

In the beginning of the month you may fol 
fome Broccoli teed for the fecond crop, am 
Fiimochia to fucceCd that which was fown in 
the middle of the former month ; for in very 
hot weather this plant will not remain good 
above a foitiiight before it will run to feed, ib 
that if it be not often fown there will be a want 
to fupply the kitchen. 

Tranfplant Celery into fliallow trenches for 
Uanchin^, allowing about four or five inches 
• fpace 
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fpace between each plant in the rows; and 
make the trenches three feet afundpr, that there 
may be room enough between them to earth 
lip the plants when they are full grown. 

Plant the laft crop of Kidney-beans to fuc- 
ceed thofe which were planted in May ; and 
fow brown Dutch, and common Cabbage 
Lettuces for a late crop ; tranfplant fuch Let- 
tuces as were fown the beginning of May, ob- 
fcrving to place them in a (hady fituation, but 
riot under trees, nor too near walls or other 
buildings, which will draw them up weak and 
prevent their cabbaging, 

Tranfplant Endive in an open moift fpot of 
ground for blanching, allowing the plants a foot 
diftance each way, that they may have room 
to fpread -, and the latter end of this month 
fow fome Endive feed for the full crop. 

Continue to fow fmall fallet herbs every three 
or four days ; fuch as Creffes, Muftard, Tur- 
nep, Rape, Radifli, &c. for at this feafon they 
will foon grow too large for ufe. 

You muft now thin the Finnochia plants 
which were fown the former mc*:ith, obferving 
to allow them room enough to grow, other- 
wife they will draw up weak, and never fwell 
at bottom ; but the plants which are taken out 
ihoulJ not betranfplanted, for they rarely arc 

N 3 good 
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good for any thing, being very fubjeft to run 
to feed before they arrive to any fize. 

The Broccoli which vv*as foWn in May fliould 
be now pricked out into beds at about three 
inches afunder, where they will grow ftrong, 
in order for planting out the next month ; for 
where they are fuftered to grow in the feed-bed 
too long they draw up weak, and never pro- 
duce fo good heads as thofe which are fhort and 
ftrong in the ftems. 

Weed and thin the plants in your Cucum- 
ber holes which were fown for pickling, ob- 
ferving to leave but four of the ftrongeft and 
beft fituated plants in each hole ; and at the 
fame time earth up their fhanks, which will 
greatly ftrengthen them, and give them fomc 
water to fettle the earth about them. 

Plant out Cardoons for good, allowing each 
plant four feet of room, otherwife they cannot 
be earthed up fo high as they will require when 
they are fully grown. 

In dry weather gather feeds of all thofe fort$ 
that are ripe, fpreading them upon mats or 
cloths to dry, before they are rubbed or beaten 
but of their hufks or pods. 

Gather herbs for drying of fuch forts as are 
now in flower, viz. Carduus Benediftus, Mint, 
Lavender, Clary, Sage, Marigold flowers, ^c. 

and 
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and hang them up or fpread them on cloths in 
a dry fhady place, where they may dry Icifure- 
ly, which will render them better for any pur- 
pofe, than if they were dried in the fun 5 and 
this is the heft feaibn for diftilling moft forts of 
herbs, which being now in flower, are much 
better than when they are fuflered to fland 
longer* 

Your Melon plants that are growing upon 
beds which are not deeply earthed, and are 
now fetting of their fruit, fhould be fhaded in 
the heat of the day with mats if the weather 
fhould prove very warm, otherwife their fruit 
will drop ; and you fhould be careful not to 
give them too much water, which is often in- 
jurioiis to them. The beft method is to water 
the alleys between the beds, which will foak 
through to the roots of tKe plants, and there- 
by fupply them with moifture ; and there will 
be no danger of the plants rotting by thjs me- 
thod, as the water will not. come near their 
flems. 

Gather up fnails in the morning and even- 
ing, and after fhowers of rain, at which times 
they will come abroad from their holes and 
places of harbour, fo that they arc eafily dc» 
ftroyed. 

N4 The 
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The weeds which now come up in moft gar- 
dens are, Wild Orach, Nightftiadc, Thoin-ap- 
ple, Groundfel, Sow-thiftles, Shepherd's-purie, 
Dandelion, Pimpernel, &c. which if permitted 
to grow, will many of them foon ihed their 
{beds, whereby the ground will be plentifully 
ftocked with them, and by their growth among 
crops will foon get the better of them, and fpoil 
whatever plants are near them. 

You may now tranfplant Leeks out of the 
feed-beds into the places where they are to re- 
main, obferving to water them until they have 
taken root : this is often pra£tifed in finall gar- 
dens where any early crop of Beans or Cauli- 
flowers has been produced on the fame ground, 
before the Leeks are planted on it. 

The young Afpargigus-beds which were 
planted in March, fhould be kept very clean 
from weeds, which if permitted to grow, will 
foon weaken the roots, and fometimes deflroy 
them. For wherever a large weed happens 
to ftand near any of the Afparagus plants, their 
roots will infmuate themfelves between thofe 
of the Afparagus ; fq that in pulling up the 
weeds^ the roots of Afparagus are many times 
drawn out of the ground with them. 
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ProduSts ef the Kitchen-Garden. 

Cauliflowers in plenty. Cabbages, young 
Carrots, Beans, Peas, Artichokes, Afparagus, 
Tumeps, Cucumbers, Melons, Kidney-beans, 
Cabbage Lettuces of various kinds ; all forts of 
young fallet herbs ; as Chervil, Creffes, Muftard, 
Rape, Radifh, Com-fallet, Purflane, fuckers 
of Artichokjcs, and fome heads of early Arti- 
chokes from the did flocks, Tanfey, Mint, 
Baum, and other aromatic pot-herb^, fome 
late Radifhes, &c. fome early Finnochia, 
large-rooted Parfley, fome Celery and Endive 
where they were fown very early, with other 
kinds. 

All forts of fweet herbs, as Lavender, 
Thyme, Winter Savory, Hyflbp, Marum, Maf- 
tich, Stoechas, &c. as alfo Sage, Rofemary, 
Origanum, Pennyroyal, Parfley, Sorrel, Burnet, 
Buglofs, Borage for cool tankards, with many 
kinds of medicinal or culinary plants. 

Werk to be done in tbeFRvir-GAKryE}^. 

Begin to inoculate {lone fruits toward the 
end of the month, d<nng it in an evening or in 
cloudy weather : the firft fort which is fit to" 

budJ^ 
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bud, is the Mafculine Apricot, afterward all 
the other forts of Apricots, then the Peaches 
and Nectarines, Cheiries, Plums, Gfr. obferv- 
ing to take of each fort according to their 
times of ripening their fruits. 

You muft now look over your wall and ef- 

Lpalier trees again, and rub off all foreright, ill- 

p placed, or luxuriant branches, and train the 

\ others regularly at equal diftances to the wall 

I or efpalier j but be not too officious with the 

knife at this feafon, neither fuffer any of the 

leaves to be pulled from the branches, unlefs 

they are diftempered ; for the pulling off the 

leaves will expofe the fruit too much to the fun 

in the day and cold in the night, and thereby 

I check their growth ; befides, by taking off the 

; leaves too foon, the buds which are formed at 

I the foot-ftalks of thofe leaves will be greatly 

injured thereby. 

Where Peaches and Neftarines have been 
left too clofe together when they were thinned, 
[ they fhould now be taken off, being careful not 
to fuffer two or more fruits to grow nearer 
than five or fix inches apart, which will greatly 
improve the fruit and ftrengthen the tree for 
the fucceeding year. 

Look carefully after fnails and other vermin 

wliich infefit your choice fruit, and if not 

timely 
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timely prevented, will fpoil it in a fliort time 
at this ieafon. 

In dry weather water fuch trees as were 
tranfplanted the former feafon, obfervingto 
preferve mulch upon the furface of the ground 
about their roots, to prevent their being dried 
by the fun and wind ; and faflen thofe (hoots 
which have been produced, either to the wall 
or efpalier, in the order they (hould grow ; for 
if they are permitted to grow loofe, they will 
i)e in danger of being broken by winds, Gfr. 

Obferve to keep the ground about your trees 
clear from weeds, and all other plants ; for if 
they are fufFered to grow, they will exhauft 
the nouriihment of the ground, to the great 
injury of the trees, and alfo to the fruits which 
fuch trees produce ; which will not be near {0 
large nor well tafted, as thofe which are pro- 
duced upon thofe trees where no plants are fuf- 
fered to grow about them : you (hould al(b 
gently ftir up the earth of the borders about 
your fruit-trees with a dung-fork, to loofen it 
where it has been trodden down, by looking 
over and nailing of the trees : or if the foil is 
very ftrong and fubjeft to be bound, or grow 
hard, this will prepare the ground to receive 
every fhower of rain, and admit it to the roots 
of the trees j but this (hould be very carefully 

• performed, 
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jjerformed, fo as not to fork too deep, to dif- 
turb the roots of the trees, or to expofc them 
to the fun and air. 

The Vines fhould now be looked over 
again, and the branches which are loofe muft 
be faftened to the wall ; and all fide fhoots 
or weak trailing branches, muft be entirely 
tftken off, that the fruit may enjoy the bene- 
fit of the fun and air, which is abfolutely ne- 
ccflary to promote their growth ; but this is 
often negle6ted in many gardens, and the 
branches permitted to hang from the wall, 
atid entangle with each other ; fo that when 
they are put in their proper pofition to the 
wall, their leaves will be often difplaced fo 
as to have their back parts upward, whereby 
the fruit will be retarded in its growth, un^ 
til they have turned their furface upward 
again ; and it is this negleft which occafions 
the late ripening or ill tafte of the fruit, and 
alfo renders the wood foft and pithy, fo that 
it produces a much lefs quantity of fruit the 
foHqwing year. 

The vineyard fliould alfo be thus managed 
at this fcafon, faftening the fhoots to the ftakes 
in regular order, fo that each may equally hgve 
the advantage of fun and air; and keep the 
gt-ound perfeftly clear from all other plants or 

weed^. 
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weeds, which if permitted to grow among tli^ 
Vipps, would greatly prejudice them the folr 
lowing y^ar. •

You muft obferve in this montK (as wa^ 
direfted in the former) to keep the ground 
between your rows of trees in the nurfery, 
entirely clear frpm weeds > for thefe arc very

nqorious to the trees, and nothing can have 
a woife appearance than a nuriery over-grown 
widi weeds^ therefore this camion cannot b^ 
too often repeated : obferve aUb to keep the 
fied-beds in which the feeds of trees and fhrubs 
were fown, entirely clear from weeds ; for thefe 
plants being young are fooh greatly injured^ if 
not totally deftroyed by large weeds. 

Toward the latter end of this month you muft 
bc^ to bud Apricots, and fome early Peaches 
and Ne£tarines, but in this you muft be guided 
by the condition of the trees from whence the 
cuttings are taken ; for if the feafbn has proved 
very dry, the buds will not eafily pait from the 
fhoot, in which cafe it will be proper to defer 
diis work a little longer. 

Gbferve to renew the mulch about your new- 
planted trees where it is decayed, for at 
this feafon, if the weather proves dry, the 
moifture of the earth will be exhaled, and the 
young fibres will foon be dried up, where this 
work is not carefully performed. 

You may yet lay down the tender flioots of 
Virgin Bower, Paffion- flowers, and many other 
climbing plants, whofe (hoots of the fame year 
put out roots readily when laid at this feafon ; 
whereas if the laying of them is deferred till 
autumn they frequently mifcarry, or will hot 

have 
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have roots fit to take off from the ftocks un- 
der two years ; after thefe are layed you fliould 
obferve to water them in dry weather, which 
will greatly promote their taking root. But 
thefe waterings fhould not be too often repeat- 
ed, nor too much water given at each time, for 
that will rot the tender fibres as they are pufli- 
ed out ; therefore the beft method is to lay 
fome mulch on the furface of the ground after 
the layers are put down, to prevent the fun 
from drying it too faft, and then a little water 
will be fufficient, and the layers will more cer- 
tainly take root. You may alfo make layers 
of feveral hardy exotic trees, which, if laid 
in the young wood, will many of them take 
root before winter : whereas when the older 
branches are laid down, they frequently fail; 
and when they do fucceed, they will be much 
longer before they put out roots : fo that what- 
ever fcarce plants you have a mind to increafe, 
may be tried this way, fince we are not af- 
fured what plants will take root with this ma- 
nagement. 

Trim up youi* Evergreens according to the 
ufes for which they are defigned, for if you 
fuffer them to grow rude in fummer, they can- 
not b;: fo eafily reduced aftei wards j befides, 

the 
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^ ruder they grow^ the mm-e naked they 
will be near the (temt • 

Toward the latter end of this month you 
may prick out into beds the feedling plants of 
all forts of Pines, which if caii^lly (haded 
and watered, wiH foontidie root at tins feafon^ 
and thefe plants will be (Irongrr, and much 
better prepared to live through the followmg 
winter, than thoife which' are: left in the ibed>* 
beds, as their roots will be better fixed in die 
ground, and their ftema will ^ be fhcartec. 
All the young feedling.exotic. tiiees and fhnibs. 
mud now be taken great care of to fhade many 
of them from the fun in the middle of the day 
in very hot weather, c^erwife they will be in 
danger by the earth being dried- too faft about 
tludr roots : for as they, are near the furfacei, 
the heat in very warm ieafbns will be too great 
for them where they, are expofed to the full 
fouth fun ; for when the ground is too foon 
dried, tliat willoccafion often watering, where^ 
by the tender fibres of the plants are frequently 
rotted ; fo that by fhading them, much labouc 
in watering 'vk faved^ and* the pkmts will thrive 
better. 
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Work to be done in the Pleasure or Flower^ 

Garden. 

Tranfplant annual flowers out of the hot- 
bed, or where they were raifed, into the bor- 
ders of the flower-garden 3 fuch as Capficums^ 
Balfamines, Convolvulufes> Love Apple, Afri- 
cans, French Marigolds, Amaranthufes, Indian 
PinkSi China Starwort^ Marvel of Peru, Chry- 
fanthemums^ Tobacco, Palma Chrifli, Alke- 
kengi, Sweet Refeda or Mignonette d'iEgypt, 
Stramoniums, Yellow Sultan, Cardifpermum^ 
Zinnia of two forts, Martynias, fmall-leaved 
Bafil, Canary Lavender, Hibifcus of feveral 
kinds, (Sc. obierving to do it in a cloudy day» 
or in an evening, and give them fome water 
to fettle the earth to their roots. 

You may now lay down your Carnations^ 
Pinks, double Sweet Williams, and fuch other 
fibrous-rooted plants as are propagated by lay- 
ers, being careful to water them as foon as it is 
done ; but it muft be given to them very gently^ 
otherwife it will endanger the waftiing them 
out of the ground, or breaking them j and this? 
watering fhould be frequently repeated^ which 
will greatly facilitate their rooting. 

O this 
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This is a proper feafon for taking up and 
tranfplanting the roots of Cyclamens, Fritilla- 
rias. Dens Canis, Saffron, Perfian Iris, Snow- 
drops, Winter Aconite, Spring Crocufes, and 
fuch other bulbous-rooted flowers, whofe leaves 
are decayed, fome of which do not fucceed well 
if their roots are kept any long time out of the 
ground as the Dens Canis and Cyclamen j and 
the Guernfey and Belladonna Lilies may now 
be taken up, and either tranfplanted again im- 
mediately, or if they are to be fent to any dif- 
ance, the roots may be wrapped up in wool, 
and this w'dl prefei^ve them for two months or 
longer. 

Cut off the ftalks of fuch flowers as have 
done blowing, and are decaying ; and tie up 
fuch flowers to flicks as are yet to blow, efpe- 
cially your tall autumnal plants, which are 
often broken down by the wind, if they are 
not timely fupported with flrohg flakes. 

Take up your Hyacinth roots out of the 
beds wherein they were laid the former month 
to ripen, and clear them from earth and filth, 
laying them upon a mat in a fhady place to 
dry, after which they may be put into drawers 
or boxes, where they may enjoy the free air, 
without which they often grow mouldy and 
decay. 

It 
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It is now time to take up the roots of Tulipsf 
Anemonies, Ranunculufes, Naiciirus, Fritil- 
iarias. Crown Imperials, Tulips, and other 
bulbous and tuberofe-rooted flowers whofe 
leaves are decayed, and fpread them upon 
mats in a fhady place to dry ; then clean them 
from filth, and put them up in boxes or bags 
until the feafbn for planting them, being care- 
ful to put them out of the reach of rats and 
mice, otherwife they will eat them up, but cf- 
pecially the Tulip roots. 

Your Carnations which begin to break their 
pods, fhould be opened in two or three difierent 
parts at equal diltances, that their flowers may 
expand equally on ei'ery fide, otherwife they 
will throw their petals out only on one fide 
of the pods, whereby the flowers will appear 
very irregular : you muft alio obl'erve to cover 
them with glafies foon after their pods are open, 
to fcreen them from moifl:ure ; and in the heat 
of the day the glalies muft be covered with pa- 
per or Cabbage leaves, to fcreen the flowers 
from the heat of the fun, both which aie very 
injurious to them ; but fomc very curious per- 
fons make their covers for their flowers with 
oiled paper, which is much better than glafs, 
becaule the heat is not fo great through them, 
fo the fl jwers will not be in danger of fcorch- 

O 2 ing 
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ing with fuch covers as with glafs ; look care- 
fully after earwigs and ants, for if thefe can 
come at the flowers, they will deftroy them in 
a (hort time, by eating the fweet ends of the 
petals next the neftarium, whereby the leaves 
will fall out of the pods. t 

Tranfplant fuch forts of perennial or bien- 
nial fibrous-rooted plants as were fown the two 
former months into nurfery-beds, where they 
iliould be allowed room enough to grow till 
autumn, which is the proper feafon for planting 
them in the borders of the flower-garden to re- 
main: of thefe kinds are French Honey- 
fuckles. Seedling Pinks, Sweet Williams, Stock- 
gilliflowers, Columbines, Dames -gilliflowers, 
Canterbury Bells, Hollyhocks, Scabioufes, 
Wall-flowers, Carnations, Fox-gloves, Cam- 
panulas, ^c. all of which muft be raifcd in the 
flower-nurfery the firft feafon, and in the au- 
tumn tranfplanted into the flower-garden, to 
flower the following fummer* 

You may now inoculate fome of the more 
curious forts of Rofes, which do not fend forth 
fuckers fo as to be increafed thereby : the befl: 
fl:ocks for budding them upon are, the Franc- 
fort and Damafk Rofes, which are the freefl: 
(liootcrs. You Ihould now inoculate Jafmines, 
of aJl tlic kinds you want to increafc j and you 

may 
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may yet alfo inarch Jafmines of all thofe kinds 
which are rare: you may yet alfo inarch 
Oranges, Lemons, Citrons, Pomegranates, &c. 
Plant cuttings of Phlox's of the feveral forts. 
Double Sweet Williams, Double Scarlet Lych- 
nifes. Pinks, late flowering Afters, and fuch 
fibrous-rooted plants as you want to increafe j 
which, if planted in a bed of light rich earth, 
and (haded from the fun, and duly watered, 
will take root very well.

Biooklime. t 

Work to he done in the Green-House, 
Garden, and Stove. 

Your Orange-trees being now in flower, 
fbould be conftantly fupplied with water in dry 
weather, to encourage them to fet their fruit ; 
and the earth on the furface of their tubs and 
pots fliould be flirred, and fomc rotten neats 
dung laid thercon, raifing it round the outfide 
of the tubs or pots, fo as to make an hollow to 
contain the water ; but you fliould never lay any 
new dung upon the pots, nor put any fliecp or 
deer dung into the water to enrich it, as is by 
too many perfons praftifed, to the great preju- 
dice of their trees 5 for thefe ftrongly impreg- 
nated waters, inftead of affording nourifliment 
to the trees, caufe their leaves to change to a 
pale yellow colour, and the trees are apt to flower 

out 
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of the proper feafon, which renders them weak, 
and many times deftroys them in two or three 
years time^ The heft water for thefe trees is 
fuch as is taken from rivers or ponds, where it 
is fully expofed to the fun and air ; fo that if 
you have ho other than fpring or well water,, 
it fhould always be expofed to the fun and air 
two or three days before it is ufed. You muft 
alfo gather off the flowers as they blow, leaving 
but few upon each tree for fruit \ and thofe only 
upon the ftrongeft bianches, and where they 
are beft fituated to ftand. 

Plant cuttings of Myrtles in a bed of light 
rich earth, obferving to water and fhade them 
until they have taken root j and now you may 
plant cuttings of Geraniums, Cytifufes, Leo- 
nurufes, Dorias, Eiichryfums, Hermannias, 
African Sages, Othonna, African Marigolds, 
Lantanas, Halleria, African Starwort, Ciftufes, 
Fabagos, Lotufes, Arftotis, Conyzas, African 
Sumachs, and many other exotic plants which 
are (hrubby ; but in chufmg of the cuttings, 
take fuch as have no flowers on them, and 
thofe which have flrcngth, and not foch as 
have been drawn weak by fl:anding too long in 
the green-houfe, treating them in the man- 
ner diredted under their feveral heads in the 
Gardeners Dictionary. 

You 
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You may now (hift fuch of your green-houfe 
plants, putting thofe as require it into larger 
pots, obferving to pare ofF all the mouldy and 
decayed roots, which generally grow round 
next the fides of the pots s and take out as much 
of the old earth from the ball as you can con- 
veniently, without leaving their roots too bare. 
When they are new planted, they fhould be 
placed in a fhady fituation, where they may be 
defended from ftrong winds'; it will alfo be 
proper to fupport them by driving flakes into 
the ground at proper diflances, to which a rail 
fhould be faflened at a convenient height from 
the ground, and the flems of the plants faflened 
to the rail, to prevent the wind from difplacing 
them until they have taken new root, after 
which they may be removed to the places where 
they are to remain during the fummer feafon, 
which fhould be in a fheltered fituation : but 
it will be proper to faflen their flems when re- 
moved to a rail, to prevent their being blown 
down by the wind. 

Take off cuttings from the feveral kinds of 
Cereufes, Sedums, Euphorbias, Mefembryan- 
themi. Cotyledons, Indian Fig, Craflulas, Kle- 
nias, and other fucculent plants as are wanted 
for an increafe, laying them in a fhady part of 
the flove for about a fortnight, that their 

wounded 
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wounded parts may heal over before they are 
planted, otherwife they will be in danger of 
rotting. 

Stir up the bark in thofe hot-beds which have 
been long made, and where it is wanted add 
fome new bark to them, which will renew their 
heat, and plunge the pots down again immedi* 
ately ; this fhould be done in foft warm weather 
when there is little wind, left by exposing the 
plants in cold weather to the open air, they 
ihould fufFer \ or if the weather is bad, the 
plants fhould be carried into the ftove while 
this is doing, for tender plants will not bear the 
open air, when the wind is ftrong or cold. 

In hot weather you fhould give air freely to 
your moft tender exotic plants 5 and in fmall 
ftoves where the plants are near the gkfies, it 
will be of great fer^ice to the plants to ihade 
the glaffes with mats in the great heat of the 
day ; but in large ftoves where the plants have 
room, they will not require to be fhaded, un- 
lefs at fuch times when they are new pottedi 
till they have taken frefh root. 

Tranfplant fuch feedling exotic plants as were 
raifed in the fpring into feparate pots, and fuch 
of them as are very tender fhould be plunged in- 
to a frefh hot-bed to promote their growth j but 
thofe which are hardy will only require to be 

fheltered 
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iheltered until they have taken root, after which 
time they may be removed to the places where 
they are to remain the fummer feafon. 

You may now take up the roots of the Ca- 
nary Campanula, and moft of the bulbous and 
tuberous-rooted plants which come from the 
Cape of Good Hope ; as the Haemanthus, Afri- 
can Comflag, Blue tuberous-rooted Crinum, 
Sifyrinchiums, Squills, Perfian Cyclamen, Cu- 
nonia, Watfonia, Antholyza, Ixia, Ornithoga- 
lums, and feveral other forts whofe kaves are 
decayed : at this time their roots may be fafely 
^ranfplanted, or will bear to be carried to a dif- 
tant place if they are carefully wrapped up in 
mofs; but there are fome which will require to 
'be planted into pots of frcfti earth immediately, 
* placing them where they may have the morning 
fun till eleven o'clock, and give them now and 
then a little water in very dry weather, but do 
it fparingly until tiiey pu(h forth new leaves ; 
for much water at this fea(bn, when the roots 
are almoft ina^ive, will rot them. 

This is alfo a proper feafon fcrtranfplanting 
tfee roots <rf the Guernfey and Belladonna Li- 
lies, their leavies being -entirely decayed, and at 
this time fre(h roots fhould be procured from 
abroad ; for thoie which are taken up after- 
wards, when they have put out new roots, fel- 

dom 
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dom fucceed fo well. The roots of the former 
(hould be planted in pots filled with the follow- 
ing compoft, or in a warm border where they 
can be fcreened with mats in hard froftstopre- 
ferve their leaves ; viz. one third part of frelh 
earth from a pafture, a third part of fea faud, 
and a third part of lime cubbilli. Thefe fliould 
be well mixed, and the bottoms of the pots or 
the borders covered with ftones, to make all 
open paflage for the water to drain off; then fill 
the pots with the compoft and place the roots 
therein, and fet the pots in a fituation where 
they may enjoy the morning fun, but give them 
but little water until they begin to pufti out their 
leaves, and afterwards they fhould have it fpa- 
ringly . The fecond fort which is pretty hardy will 
thrive beft if the roots are planted in warm bor- 
ders ; but if the ground is moift, the borders 
fhould be raifed fo high as that the wet may not 
come near the bulbs, and fome rubbifli fhould 
be laid at the bottom to drain off the moifture. 

The Tuberofes which were planted early 
will now begin to flower, when thole which 
were planted upon the hot-bed may be remov- 
ed into pots (preferving as much earth as pofli- 
ble to their roots) and placeci where they ai*e 
deligned to remain for flowering, obferving to 
refrefh them often with water ; and tliofe which 

were

Coral-tree, Bean-caper, 
Hefmannias four or five forts, Lentifcus, Eu- 
phorbiasj African Pancratium, Abutiloiis, 
Papaws, Cereufes, Lantatias, Crotolarias, 
Anonis*Si Dotibre Thorn Apple with purple

ums, Celaftms, Martynk of three kinds, Ca- 
nary Lavender, Crinuril, Pipet two forts, Ta-

with fome others* 
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15 H E beginning of this month few 
the laft crop of Kidney-beans, 
in a fituation where they may be 
defended from morning frofts in 
autumn ; for this crop will continue bearing 
till Michaelmas, provided they are not injured 
by froft. If the ground is very dry when 
thefe are planted, it will be proper to foak the 
Beans fix or eight hours in water before they 
are planted, which will greatly facilitate their 
growth : the beft fort for this planting is the 
Scarlet-flowering Kidney-bean, which will con- 
tinue bearing until the froft deftroys the plants. 
Cleanfc the ground where the firft crop rf 
Cauliflowers grew, from the leaves of the Cau- 
liflowers which have fcattered, and any other 
rubhilh or weeds which may be there j and if 

you 
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you have Cucumbers for picklcrs between the 
wide rows (as is the common pradlice of the 
London gardeners,) you muft draw up the 
earth round the holes, in which the plants 
grow with a hoc, forming it in a hollow like 
a bafon, to contain the water given them j and 
if there are Cabbages for winter ufe, in the 
narrow rows (which is alfo by the fame gar- 
deners pra6lifed,) they Ihould have earth drawn 
to their ftems, and the whole ground entirely 
cleared from weeds. 

About the end of this month you flx>uld 
fow Spinach for winter ufe, as alio Coleworts, 
Carrots, and Onions, to ftand the winter for 
fpring ufej and Turneps for the laft crop 
fhould now be fown in the open field for to 
come in the fpring, Tranfplant Savoys, Broc- 
coli, and Cabbages for fpring ufe, and plant 
out Cauliflowers for the autumn crop. 

Plant Celery into drills for blanching (if it 
be of the Italian fort ^ but if it he the I'urnep- 
rooted fort, it is better to plant it on level 
ground) drawing up a fmall ridge of earth on 
each fide to prevent the water from efcaping ; 
and plant out Endive for blanching. Continue 
fowing all forts of fmall Sallet-herbs, vvhich at 
this feafon foon grow too large for ufe. 

P 3 la 
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In dry weather, obferve to water all fuch 
plants as have been lately tranfplanted, and be 
fore always to do this in an evening, for one 
watering at that time is of more fervice than 
three at any other time of the day, the moifture 
having time to penetrate the ground (and 
reach to the extreme fibres of the root, by 
which they receive their nourifhment,) before 
the fun appears to exh^e it \ whereas when it 
is given in the morning, the fun coming on 
foon after, the moifture is drawn up before it 
reaches the root ; and where there is conve- 
nience to lay mulch upon the furface of the 
ground about the roots of plants, that will pre- 
vent the fun from exhaling the moifture, fo that 
one watering will be of more fervice than three 
or four where that is wanting. 

You muft now diligently deftroy the weeds 
in every part of the garden, which, if fufFered 
to remain, will foon perfeft their feeds; and 
v/hen thefe are permitted to fcatter upon the 
ground, they will fill it with weeds for ftveral 
years, to the no fmall trouble of the gardener, 
as alfo to the great injury of the crops. Ob- 
serve alfo to clear dunghills from weeds, for 
thefe are too often neglected ; and if the weeds 
are permitted to feed there, they will be 
brought into the garden, and l)e as troublefome 

35 
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as if they had fcattered in It, which is what feyf 
people regard, though it is a thing of great 
moment ; as is alfo the keeping the borders 
round the outfide of the garden free from 
weeds, efpecially thofe weeds which have 
downy feeds, for thefe will be wafted by the 
winds into the garden, and produce a plentiful 
iupply. 

Gather feeds of Spinach, Corn-fallet, Wellh 
Onion, Crefs, and all other forts that are ripe, 
cutting ofFtheir ftalks, and fpreading them upon 
mats or cloths in a dry airy place that tliey 
may harden, and then rub or beat them out 
of their hulks or pods, and put them up in a 
place where vermin cannot come to them to 
deftroy them. 

Pull up Onions, Garlick, Rocamboles, Ef- 
chalots, ^c. when their leaves begin to wither, 
and fpread them thin in a dry airy place, that 
they may be perfectly dry before they are laid 
up for winter ufe. 

Continue to earth up your Celery, which 
was planted in the drills the former months, 
as it advances in height ; but be careful not to 
draw the earth up into the heart or middl-c of 
the plants, for that will flop their growth 
and rot them. Tie up the Endive which is 
full grown, to blanch it, obferving always to 
P 4 do 
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do this work in dry weather ; for if the leaves 
arc moift when they are tied, they will rot in 
the middle. 

Pull up the ftalks of Beans, Cabbages, (Sc. 
and the haulm of Peas, and other leguminous 
plants which have done bearing, that the 
•ground may be clear ^ for if thefe are permitted 
to remain, they will harbour vermin, to the 
prejudice of your adjoining crops. 

Your Melons, which now begin to ripen, 
fhoUld have no water given them, becaufe that 
will render them watery and ill-tafted; though 
fuch pcrfons who arc fond of very large fruit, 
find their account in fupplying their plants 
oonftantly with water in great plenty, efpeci- 
ally in hot weather ; but thefe perfons do not 
regard the quality of their fruit, fo much as the 
fize of them ; for which reafon the market- 
gardeners always prefer the hardy forts of Me- 
lons, which produce the largeft fruit, though 
they are not better flavoured than Pumkins. 

In this month you may repair your young 
Xfparagus-beds which were planted the laft 
fpring, by planting frelh plants where any of 
them have failed ; but this fhould be done in 
moid weather. The young plants which are 
planted at this feafon will be well rooted before 
winter, and put out fome fhoots in the autumn.

The Cucumbers which were brought up 
under hand-glafles, being now in full bearing, 
mufl be duly watered in dry weather, other- 
wife they will be exhaufted in a fhort time, 
and decay. 

Tranfplant the Celery into beds which was 
fown in May, that the plants may acquire 
ftrength before they are planted into drills j 
and tranfplant fome Endive, to fucceed that 
which was planted the former month. 

Now you may fow the Turnep-rooted Ra- 
difh, which will be in great perfedlion for the 
table in Oftober, and continue good until the 
liard froft deftroys them j and where the com- 
mon fort of Radilh is requLed for the table in 
autumn, if fome feeds are fown on moift ground 
the latter end of this month, they will be fit to 
draw in a month or five weeks after, and will 
continue good a month longer. 

Clear the Artichokes, which were planted 
the lafl fpring, from weeds, and all other 
crops which were fown between them, that 
they may have full liberty to fpread ; for if they 
are crouded with any other plants at this feafon, 
they will produce fmall fruit; and thofe Arti- 
chokes which are now fit for ufe upon the old 
ftocks, when gathered, fiiould have their ftems 
broken down clofe to the furface of the ground, 

that 
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that the roots may not be injured by leaving the 
^tom of the ftems upon them, as is too citcn 
pra6tiied by unfkilful gardeners, who only cut 
off the tops of the ftalks of their Artichokes, 
leaving the main flem (landing, to the great 
prciudxc of their roots. 

Vou may now fow fome BroccoliHCeod for 
the lad crop, which will be £t for ufe in April, 
aru'i the beads of all the former crops are gone, 
when there aie only the fidt flioots of them 
rc*a I fining \ and thefe late ibwn plants will pro* 
dace much more tender heads than any of the 
ivit (hoots of the foroier (bwings, though they 
are not fo Urge as the beads. 

Sow fome Endive for lihe lad crop about 
the middle of this month, to (ucceed that which 
jwai^ (own the former month, which will not 
contimie fit for ufe much longer than 0£lober; 
whereas the plants of this fowing will continue 
until April, if they are not deftcoyed by fevere 
^oft. 

Where fmall Satiet-herbs are nequired, th^ 
ihould now be (own on north borders, and 
thefe (bwings repeftted every three or four days, 
for at this feafon they will foon grow too large 
lor u(e. 

The Co(s, Cilicia, and other forts of Let- 
t43ce, which were fown the laft month, mufl: 

now 
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now be tranplanted out : thefe, if the autumn 
proves favourable, will be fit for ufe in Sep- 
tember. 

ProduBs of the K i t c h e n-G a r d e n. 

Cauliflowers, Artldiokes, Cabbages, Carrots, 
Beans, Peas, Kidney-beans, Turneps, Lettuce 
of all forts, Cucumbers, Melons, and all the 
forts of fmall Sallet, as Radiih, Rape, Muftard, 
CrefTcs, Purflane ; and from the early fowing. 
Celery and Endive; Finochia, Onions, Gar- 
lick, Rocambole, Parfley, Sorrel, Chervil, 
Scorzoncra, and Salfafy of the firft fowing, 
Beets, Horfe-radifti, fome early planted Pota- 
toes ; on moifl ground Radiihes and Spinach* 
Marigolds, Tomatos for foups, where they 
have been raifed early, and are growing in 
warm fituations, Burnet, Borage, Bugtofs, 
Mint, Baum, Sage, Thyme, Sweet-marjo- 
ram, Bafil, with fome other aromatic plants 
and herbs for foups. 

IVbrk to he done in /if Fr u it-Garden Ofid 
Vineyard. 



The beginning of this month you muft 
iook carefully over your wall and efpalier-trccs, 
rubbing 
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rubbing off all foreright fhoots that are pro- 
duced, and train all fuch regul^ fhcx)ts as 
are defigned to remain clofe to the wall or 
efpalier, in their due pofition, whereby the 
fruit will have the advantage of fun and air 
to ripen them, and give them their proper 
flavour. If this be rightly executed, there 
will be no occafion to diveft the branches of 
their leaves, as is by fome unfkilful perfons 
praftifed, to the great prejudice both of their 
fruit and trees : nor can I here fturbear repeat- 
ing, what I have elfewhere often taken notice 
of, i^iz. not to fiifFer fruit-trees to remain ne- 
gle£led till this feafon (as is too often pra6lifed) 
and then to fummer-prune them (as it is com- 
monly called,) in the doing of which the 
gardeners cut off all the luxuriant branches, 
and fhorten thofe defigned to remain, and then 
n^l them clofe to the wall, fo that from being 
(before this dreffing) in a very rude diforderly 
way, they are reduced into an exaft order at 
once ; but hereby the frait, which was greatly 
fhaded by the luxuriant growth of the branches, 
is fuddenly expofed to the fun and air, which 
hardens their outward fkins, and retards their 
growth; whereas, if their Ihoots had been 
conftantly trained to the wall or efpalier, as 
they were produced, the fruit would have con- 
tinually 
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tinually been under an equal coverture of leaves, 
and fo confequently lefs liable to fuffer from 
any extremes of weather, whereby they would 
alfo be coniiderably forwarded in their growth, 
than when they are managed in the other way ; 
fo that as this praftice is too generally follow- 
ed, I think it cannot be too much cxpofed, 
and the proper direftions cannot be too offcn 
inculcated. 

In the beginning of this month you muft 
bud all forts of fruits, which were not done 
the preceding month, obferving always to do 
it in an evening, or in cloudy weather. 

Hoe and clean your ground about your elpa- 
lier-trees from weeds, as alfo the borders near 
wall-fruit-trees, for jf they are permitted to 
grow at this feafon, they will rob the trees of 
their nourifhment ; and cut off all fuckers which 
arife from the roots of the trees as they are 
produced, for thefe injure them much, if they 
are fuffered to remain. 

Look carefully after fnails in the mornings 
and evenings, but efpecially after a fliower of 
rain, when they will be tempted to come 
abroad, and may be at that time tafily taken; 
for thefe vermin do great mifchief, but partis 
cularly to ftone fruit.

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Place giafs phials filled with honey-water «»■ 
different partB of the walls, to deltroy wafps 
ind ptfmires, which would int'efl the choice 
frtiit, but are by the fwectnefs of the water 
tempted into the phials, and frequently drown- 
ed ; but thefe fhould be hung before the frait 
begins to ripen, for then they will be much 
fooner tempted to the water than after they 
have tailed the fruit : where there are a fuffi- 
«iciit number of thofe glafles placed againft the 
walls in time, the fruit may be prcferved from 
thefe vermin. 

The vineyard mufl: now be carefully looked 
over, and all dangling fhoots and wild wood 
muft be difplaced, that the fruit may not be 
too much covered with leaves, but by no 
means diveft any of the fruit branches of their 
leaves (as fome unfkilful perfons too often 
pra^ife,) for thefe are abfolutely neceflary to 
the growth of the fruit ; nor will there be any 
occafion for this practice where the flioots are 
duly placed, and the luxuriant fhoots con- 
ftantly rubbed off as they are produced. Where 
this method is begun early in the feafon and 
conftantly purfued, as there may be occafion, 
the fruit'will be forwarded above three weeks 
(as I have experienced,) and will be much 
fairer and better tafted than in the contrary 
6 ipanag»^

management ; for when the fhoots of the Vines 
are permitted to hang toofe from the walb 
or ftakes, their leaves will take a contrary di- 
)-c£tioH, which, upon having their (hoots af- 
terwards faftened ujj iu their right pofition, will 
have their back-ftdc upward \ and until thcfe 
leaves are turned into their proper jwtition, the 
frmt will be at a rtand, and make no progrcft 
in their growth, which is commonly eight or 
ten days in cft'et^ling \ fo that the fruit lofcS 
eight or ten days in the principal fcafon of its 
growth, which, together with being too mod* 
fliadcd in the former months, is fcarccly ever 
to be retrieved in this climate. 

You muft alfo keep the ground conftantly 
cleared from weetis and other plants between 
the rows of Vines, which is alfo of great con- 
fequence in this country -, for where there ape 
other plants fuffered to grow, they not only rbb 
the roots of th<i Vines of their nourilliment, 
but alfo, by perfpiring, caufe a damp in the 
air about the Vines, and prevent the fun and 
wind drying the furface of the ground, 
whereby the fruit is filled with crude nourilh- 
mtnt, and rendered Icfs delicate^ 

Look carcfally over your fruit-trees, which 

have been budded or grafted the former fea- 

$brt, »|d obferve that no ^oots h-om the (locks 

' Wlf ■■ remain, 
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remain, for thefe will rob the buds or grafts 
of their nouriftimcnt. 

Where any of your fiiiit-trccs againft the walls 
or efpaliers aie not of the forts which you defirc, 
they (hould now have buds of thofe kinds which 
are defired put into their tender flioots : if there 
arc feveral buds put into different parts of each 
tree, when they fucceed, the walls or efpaliers will 
be foon covered by them again, with the dcfircd 
kinds, fo that by this method the trees will be 
in full bearing in three years ; whereas when 
the trees are deftroyed, and new trees planted 
in their places, they will be fcvcn or eight years 
before they arrive to that perfection. ^m

Work to be done in the N u R s e R y . 

Continue to bud Apricots, Peaches, Nec- 
tarines, Cherries, Plums, Pears, Gfc. This' 
Ihould, if poflible, be performed in a cloudy 
day, or in a morning or evening when the fun 
is riot violent, becaufe the cuttings are yery apt' 
to fhrink in very hot fun-fhine, which caufes 
the bud to adhere too clofely to the wood, uri- 
leis they are put in water, which is what many 

Qw PC^P^« 
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people |>ra£^iie > but this is not io proper^ for 
thofe buds which are covered with water will 
be io much faturated with moiflure, as to pre- 
vent their uniting with the (lock, fo that they 
often mifcarry ^ therefore, when it is neceflary 
to put them into water, there (hould be only 
the lower part of the cuttings immerfed about an 
inch, for the upper part will attraft the water 
better than if the cuttings are entirely covered. 

In about three weeks after the flocks are 
budded, you fhould look over them to loofen the- 
bandage, otherwife the buds will be pinched, 
and greatly injured, if not dcftroyed. 

Obfcrve to keep your nurfery clean from 
weeds at this fcafon, for now the weeds will 
ibon ripen their feeds, if they are permitted to 
remain, which will fill the ground fo as not to 
be cleared again for feveral years. 

You muft continue to train your evergreen- 
trees for the purjx>fes they are defigned y and 
where any of your forefl- trees fhoot too vigo- 
roufly near their roots, thofe branches may be 
pruned off to encourage their heads. 

Keep your beds, wherein your young flocks 
and trees were fown in the fpring, clear from 
weeds, and in very dry weather fupply them 
with water, which will greatly promote their 
growth. 

About 
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About the middle of this month, if the fca- 
fon proves moift, you may fafely tranfplant 
many forts of evergreen-trees, as you may alfo 
tranfplant young fcedling Pines and Firs from 
the pots or cafes in which they were fown j but 
the beds where they arc planted, (hould be 
fliadcd wi'^h mats every day until they have 
taken root : where this is obferved, the plants 
will foon be rooted, and make a great progrefs, 
fo that it is by much the fureft feafon for this 
work ; but this is chiefly to be underftood of 
young fcedling plants, and where they arc not 
to be removed to any great diftance, for their 
roots are foon dried, when they are taken out 
of the ground at this feafon ; therefore they 
fhould be planted again immediately, other-' 
wife the fibres of their roots will dry, whereby 
they will fufFer greatly : therefore, when thefe 
plants arc carried to any little diftant place, 
their roots (hould be placed in (hallow pans of 
water, or covered with wet mofs during the 
time they are out of the ground. 

IVork to be done inthe Fleas VR e-G a R den 

and Wilderness. 

Take up the bulbs of fuch late flowers as 
were not fit the laft month, fuch as Ornitho- 

(\j, galums, 
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galums, ^e4 lilies, M^rtagon^, and fome 
other forts ; and tranfplant the roots of Pqr- 
^an and of the Bulbous Irifes, if their leaves 
are decayed ; as al£> Fritiilaries, Hyacioth of 
Peril, Dens Canis, Narciffufes, and fuch other 
bulbous and tuberofe-rooted flowers which will 
not endure to be kept long above ground ; 
and this being the iea^n when they arc not in 
a£lion, is the mpft proper time for tranfplant- 
ing them, before they put forth new fibres, after 
which time it will not be proper to remove thenx 

Continue to make layers of Pinks^ Carna- 
tions, Sweet Willisnfxs, Qc. where it was not 
done the former month ; but the ibojper this is 
done the better, provided the fhoots are flrong^ 
enough to lay down. 

Tranfpla;it fych biennial or perennial fi* 
brous-rooted flowers as were fown late in the 
fpring J fuch as Pinks, Carnations, Stock-giHi*« 
flowers. Wall-flowers, Hollyhocks, Frcuch 
Honeyfu(;kles, Canterbury Bells, Scabioufes, 
Pyramidal Bell-flower, Scarlet Lychnis, Rofe 
Campion, Fox-gloves, Tree Primrofe, Greek 
Valerian, Columbines, Polyanthufts, and fomc 
others, which, fiiould ' be plaqted in nurfery- 
beds, where they may have room to grow until 
Michaelniias, when they fhould be tranfplajited 
into the borders of tlie flo.wer-gsirden, 

Cleaa 
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Clean your borders diligently from weeds, 
but eipecially fuch forts as foon fhed their feeds, 
for if they are permitted to ftand until theit 
feeds are fcattered, it will be a conftant trbubl6 
for feveral years to extirpate them. 

Gather the feeds of all forts of flowers as thejr 
ripen, drying them in the /hade, and prefcrve 
them in their hulks or pods unjil. the feafoa 
for fowing them ; but you fhould let them bfc 
well dried before they are put up, othcrwiffc 
they will grow mouldy and decay. 

Cut down the {lalks of fuch flowers a§ begiti 
to wither and decay, and tie up all tall-growiti^ 
plants which are yet to flower, Icfl: the wincfe 
blow them down and break them. 

Inoculate Rofes, Jafmines, and other forts of 
curious flowering ftirubs and trees, this month 
being the principal feafon for this work. 

Cut and trim hedges, clip Box-edgings, mow 
Grafs-plats, and keep the walks confliantly 
rolled, and the weeds fliould be carefully taken 
out of them, for if they are fuftered to remaiii 
at this feafon they will feed in a little time, and 
fi:ll the walks with weeds. 

Your choi<ie Carnations being now in flowed, 
fliould be carefully attended, to open the pods 
when they begin to burft on the contrary fid^, 
that they may blow equally ; for if this is not 

Q 3 done 
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done in time, the petals or flower leaves will 
come all out on one fide of the pod, and ren- 
der them ill (haped. You muft alfo guard 
them from infefts, efpecially ants and earwigs, 
which will deftroy them in a fhort time if 
they can come to them ; the flowers fliould 
alfo be covered wkh glafTes, bafons, or oiled 
paper, to keep off the wet and the fcorching 
i^pat of the fun. But in all this, there muft 
be great diligence in managing them according 
to the temperature of the feafon, where per-r 
fops would excel in the largenefs and beauty 
of their flowers > therefore the large Carnations 
arc not fo proper for pcrfons who have much 
other bufmefs on their hands, but rather for 
|:hofe who want fopje fuch e^fy employment to 
divprt themfelveg. 

You m^y now increafe the Double Scarlet 
Jl.ychnis, by planting cuttings of the flower- 
ftems, each of which fhould have three or four 
joints, two or three of which fhpuld be put into 
the ground, and the other left above ground ? 
thefe muft be put in a fhady border of light 
frefti earth, obferving to refrefti them with wa- 
ter according to the drought of the feafon \ and 
if thefe cuttings are clofely covered withhand- 
glafles^ they will more certainly take root. 

Towarcl 
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Toward the latter end of this month you 
may take off the layers of Pinks, Carnations, 
Sweet Williams, Gfr. which have taken root, 
and plant them either into pots or borders of 
good frefh earth, where they may continue 
until you have conveniency of planting them 
where they are to remain for flowering ; for it 
is not proper to let them continue too long 
Upon the old roots, becaufe if thofe fhould not 
be found the layers would be infe6led by them 5 
but when you plant thefe out, they muft be 
carefully watered and fhaded until they have 
taken loot. When thefe layers are cut off 
from the old roots, that part of the ftalk 
which came from the old root fhould be cut 
off clofe to the place where it was flit when 
they were laid down, and their leaves fliould 
be trimmed. 

The latter end of this month you fliould fbw 
fome feeds of annual flowers in -warm borders, 
to fl:and through the winter, that they may 
flower early the next fummer ; by which me- 
thod you may obtain good feeds of many forts 
of plants, which if fown in the fpring, do 
not conft:antly ripen their feeds in this climate 5 
fuch as the Sweet-fcented Peas, Sweet Sultan, 
Anaft:atica, fome forts of Orobus, Doublf 
JLarkfpur,. Annual Stock, Venus Navclv^^rt,

Xeranthemums, Jaceas, with fome others, 
if thefe plants live thieugh the winter they will 
not only come earlier to flower, hut will alfo 
grow much larger, and produce their flowers 
in much greater plenty ; and thofe which have 
double flowers, will be much fuller than tliofe 
which are fown in the fpring ; for which rea- 
fon when the winters prove fevere, it will 
very proper to fcreen ibme of the tenderefl: foi 
from froft. 

Your choice Auriculas (hould now be kep^ 
clear from weeds, and all decayed leaves, which, 
iffufteredto remain upon them, would rot 
and fpoil them ; they fhould alfo be placed in 
a fliady fitualion, but not under the droppings 
of trees. 

The feedling Auriculas which came up tl 
lafl: fpring, mufl now be planted out into tubs 
or pots filled with rich earth, and placed in a 
fhady fuuation ; and as they are fmall, fothey 
muft be treated tenderly, giving them water 
gently ; and be careful that they are not drawn 
out of the ground by worms, nor eaten by 
fnalls or flugs, both which vermin are great 
enemies to them. 

Keep the walks and quarters of your wi] 
dernefs free from weed and litter, and fuel 
trees as grow too much out of order may be 
pruned. 
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pruned, fo as to render them beautiful, for 
this is a feafon when wUdernefles and fhady 
walks are chiefly frequented; ib that they 
fhould be well kept, otherwife they will be 
difagreeable. 

In the beginning of this month you may 
bring your moil tender annual plants out c^ 
the hot-beds ; fuch as Amaranthufes, Gom* 
phrena's. Datura with double flowers. Mar* 
tynia, Mefembryanthemi, Double BalfaminCi 
and fome others ; which fhould now be placed 
in the parterre-garden, to fupply the borders 
where the fpring flowers did grow, and are 
now paft i fo that by this fucceflion, the bor^ 
ders may be kept in beauty through the 
fummer.

Work to be done in the G r e e n - H o u s e, J 
Garden, and Stove. ■ 

Gather the flowers of your Orange-trees, 
where they are produced too clofe to each 
other i and where there was a fufficient num- 
ber of fruit fet upon the trees the former 
monti^ it will be propCif to divert them of all 
the flowers which are now produced, for thefe 
being too late in the feafon, the fruits which 
fucceed them will not have time to grow to 
any confiderable fize before winter, fo will 
be in danger of falling off" before fpring. You 
fhould alfo obferve, where you may have over- 
looked fome bloflbms the lafl: month, which 
now are become fruit, to pull them off^, leaving 
but few upon each tree, and thofe well fituated, 
and upon ftrong flioots, for where there arc 
too many fruit left upon the trees, it renders 
them weak ; and the fruit, not having nourilh- 
6 mentj 
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mcnt, fddom grow to any confiderable fize, 
cfpccially it' the trees are in pots or tubs ; and 
where they arc upon weak ilioots, they rarely 
come to any thing. 

Continue to make cuttings of fuch exotic 
plants which arc wanted for increafe, provided 
it was not <K>in; the preceding months. The 
beft method of planting cuttings at this ftafon 
Is, to prepare a bed of light rich earth, into 
which the cuttings fhould be planted pretty 
dole together, and then arch the bed over with 
hoops, covering the bed dole with oiled paper 
to Ihadc them in hot weather, and obfcrve to 
water them duly when they require it ; but let 
them be expoled every njght to receive the 
dew, which will be of great ufe to them ; 
but this is to be pradVifed only upon fuch forts 
of plants as are not very tender, bccaufe the 
tender ftove-plants will require a moderate hot- 
bed to make them put out roots, efpedally the 
fucculcnt plants ; fuch as Cereus, Euphor ■ 
bias, Caftus's, ibme forts of Cotyledon, ^c. 
but all the forts of Geraniums, Myrtles, Sc- 
Iiecio's, Arftotus's, Hardy Apocynums, Meli- 
anthus, Sorrcl-trec, Leonurus, African Sage- 
trees, Phlomifcs, Hermannias, Amber-tree, 
and other flirubs from the Cape of Good Hope, 

wiU 
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will take root moch better in a bed of rich 
earth, than if planted in a hot-bed. 

Shift fuch exotic fdants as have been raifed 
from feeds in the fpring, putting them into 
fbparate pots > and fuch as were feparated the 
latter end of May, or the beginning of the laft 
month, which reqinre larger pots than thef 
were firfl planted into, (hould now be fhifted 
again i but^ unlefs they are fuch as grow fail, it^ 
vnll be beft to confine their roots, and not over 
pot them, for that wiU prevent their growth ; 
liien plrnige fuch of thraa a» are tender into the 
kot-bed of tanners bark, obferving to water 
ditm and fhade thcr gk^les until they hare 
taken new root y after which they muil have 
air aiKl water in proportion to the heat of the 
weather. 

Waflii and clean the leaves and tender 
fhoots of the choice exotic plants from filth 
and in&£b> both which commonly infeft them 
at tkis feafon (efpeciaBy thofe in the bark- 
ftove,) whicls if J^* cleaned in time, the in- 
fedts will fpread themfelves over moft* of the 
odker pliamts^ in ^'e fame ftove, fb as not ta be 
eafily dfeftroyed, and will not only render 
the plants unfightly, but greatly retard their 
growth. 



In 
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In hot v«^eather give the tender exotics as much 
free air as poflible, elpecially when there is not 
much wind ftirring ; and in the middle of the 
day it will be proper to (hade the glafles of the 
hot-beds where the glafles are near the plants^ 
when the fun is violently hot, otherwifc the 
earth in the pots will dry too fafl : this fhould 
alfo be praftifed in fuch fmall ftoves where the 
glafl[es are near the plants ; for in large airy 
floves where the glafles are 4t a diflance, they 
will not require fliading, provided the glafles 
arc drawn down to admit a fuflicient portion 
of air to the plaats. 

Stir up the tan of fuch beds whofe heat be- 
gins to decline, and add a little new bark to 
them, which will renew the heat and caufc 
it to continue a confiderable time longer : at 
the fame time fuch plants as require it fliould 
now be fhifted, giving them larger pots, if 
their roots have been confined in their former 
pots. 

The Ananas will now ripen very faflt if the 
feafon is warm : therefore when the fruit is cut 
from the plants, the pots with the old plants 
Ihould be plunged into a warm bed, to force 
out the fuckers early enough to take off before 
winter 5 in order to which, they ftiould have 
their large leaves ibortencd, and all the under 

R kavw 
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leaves fhould be ftripped off, which will caufe 
the fuckers to pufh out very foon. 

Where the Anana plants, which are to fruit 
the next feafon, have filled the pots with their 
roots, they may be , now fhifted into the pots 
they are to ftand in to bear fruit : by doing this 
fo early in the year, they will have time to 
make good roots before winter : for if they do 
not fill the pots with their roots before fpring, 
khey feldom produce very large fruit. The 
tan-beds in which the Anana plants are placed 
for the next year, fhould be kept in a good 
temperature of heat, but a large fhare of free 
air ftiould be admitted to the plants at all times 
when the weather is favourable. 

Make layers of the Spanifti, Arabian, and Azo- 
rian Jafmines ; as alfo of all the tender forts of 
Paffion-flowers, which will eafier take root at 
the tender joints of the new (hoots, than from 
the (hoots of the former year : but you muft 
obferve to plunge the pots into which they are 
laid into a hot-bed, efpecially of thofe forts which 
are tender, other wife they will not fucceed. 

Gather all forts of exotic feeds as they ripen, 
and fpread them upon papers in a dry place to 
harden and dry ; after which they (hould be 
carefully preferved in their pods or hulks until 
the proper feafon for fowing them. 

Such 
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Such of the tender annuals as will endure 
the open air, fliould be now fet out of the hot- 
beds in fome well-fhehered fituation, where 
feveral forts will produce feeds better than if 
kept conftantly in the beds. 

Where any of the tender ftove plants are 
very much infefted with infe6ts, or have con- 
trafted much filth upon their leaves, they 
fhould be waftied clean and expofed to the open 
air in a warm fituation, where they may be 
fheltered frorh ftrong winds, which will be of 
great fervice to the plants ; but when the plants 
are much infefted with infefts, it will be proper 
to wafli them with water in which there has 
been a good quantity of Tobacco ftalks fteep- 
ed, which will efFeftually deftroy the infefts, 
where it is carefully applied, efpecially if the 
plants are in health. Some of the top glafles 
of the ;^ove ihould alfo be conftantly drawn 
down every day in warm weather, for at this 
feafon moft plants perfpire freely ; which, if 
jpent up too clofe, will caufe them to look fick- 
ly, and occafion their leaves to change their 
colour, fo that infe6ls will foon attack them.

ff^ork to be done in the Kitchen- 
Garden. 




H E beginning of this month you 
muft fow Onions, to fupply the 
table early in the fpring for fal- 
lets, Gfc. dnd, left the winter 
ftiould prove fevere, it will be proper to fow a 
few Welfti Onions at the fame time, for thefc 
will endure the greateft cold when the com- 
mon forts are frequently deftroyed ; bat thefe 
have a ftronger flavour than the common fort, 
which is the only realbn they are not fo much 
eftecmed. 

You muft alfo fow Spinach to fupply the 
kitchen in winter and fpring. The beft fort 
to endure cold, is the prickly-feeded kind, 
which iswhatmoft people fow at this feafon, 
it being much hardier than the round-leaved 
kind } of this there are two or three forts, which 
R 4 differ 
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differ in the fize of their leaves ; but the largcft 
and mofl: profitable fort is, what gardeners call 
the Burdock Spinach. 

About the tenth or twelfth day of this month, 
you fhould fow your early Batterfea and York- 
fhire Cabbage feed ; for that which is fown 
earlier, will in mild winters frequently run to 
feed in the fpring : and if it is fown later than 
thb time, the plants will not have ftrength to 
refift the cold, nor will they come fo early, pro- 
vided they ftand through the winter, as thofe 
which are fown at this time. 

The twenty-firft or twenty-third day of this 
month you fhould fow fome Cauliflower-feed 
for the early crop, to be planted under bell or 
hand-glades, or clofe to fouth afpe£led walls 
where they are defigned to fland open \ there 
ihould alfo be fome more feeds fown about the 
twenty-fixth day for a fecond crop, to plant 
under frames to abide the winter 5 for it often 
happens in mild feafons, that many of thofe 
plants which were firft fown run to feed in the 
^ring, for four or five days difference in fow- 
ing of thefe feeds occafions great alterations in 
thcfe plants : therefore where there is not a fet- 
cond fupply, there will be a great difappoint'- 
jnent when the firft mifcarry \ befides, thefe 
wiU com? to ]flow:er after the firjft fowipg is gope, 

f9 
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ib that the table will be fupplied much longer 
with the fccond fowing, efpecially if the feeds 
which are lall: fown are of a late kind of Cau- 
liflower. 

About the middle, or towaid tlie end of 
this month, you ihould fow fome common 
Cabbage Lettuce, and fome Brown Dutch 
Lettuce, to be planted under frames to come 
early in the fpring ; and part of the plants may 
be planted on warm borders without covering, 
which will live through the winter, provided 
it be not very fevere : you may alfo toward 
the end of the month fow fome Cos and Cili- 
cia Lettuce, to plant on wann borders near 
walls, pales, or hedges, where, if the winter 
doth not prove fevere, they will Hve without 
any covering, though it will be proper to have 
fome plants in frames, for thofe near waUs are 
often killed in fevere frofts; and fome of thefe 
fhould be left in the fpring upon the fame 
borders, which will be fit for ufe very early the 
following feafon, before thofe which are tranf- 
planted out from thefe borders, or from under 
frames : but where they are left, they fliould 
not be too clofe together, nor too near the wall, 
becaufe they are apt to draw up weak near 
Wftlls, pales, or hedges. 

Jn 
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In moift weather tranfplant Endive and Ce- 
lery for blanching, which fhould be well wa- 
tered to fettle the earth to their roots ; and if 
the weather fhould alter to drought, they muft 
be duly watered until they have taken good 
foot. 

You may now tranfplant fome of the Let- 
tuces which were fown the former month, to 
fupply the kitchen in autumn : thefe fhould be 
planted in a warm fituation, left the froffe, 
which often happen early in Oflober, fhould 
injure them : they muft alfo be duly watered 
until they have taken root. 

Toward the latter end of the month you 
fhould fow feveral forts of feeds, which remain 
a long time in the ground, which, if fown in 
the fpring, will often mifcarry 5 as Chervil, 
Angelica, Lovage, Mafterwort, Scurvy-grafs, 
Fennel, Alexanders, Sweet Sefeli, Corn Sallet, 
and fome others, which always fucceed better 
when fown at this feafbn, than when they are 
fown in the fpring. 

Your beds of Cdeworts, Gfr. which were 
fown the laft month, fhould be carefully weed- 
ed ; and if the plants are very thick, fome of 
them fhould be drawn out, and tranfplanted 
into another fpot of ground, that thofe which 
remain may have more room to grow.

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. Cut off the flowering branches of moft forts 
of aromatic plants which are paft flowering, 
as Lavender, Rofemary, Savory, Hyflbp, G?r, 
that they may make new flioots before winter ; 
but do not perform this woric in very dry wea- 
ther, for many times the plants are deftroyed 
by it, efpecially if they are cut too clofe, when 
tiiere happens to be a long drought after. 

Pull up Onions, Garlick, Rocambole, and 
Efchalots, when their leaves begin to wither 
and fall, and fpread them thin in an airy place 
to dry, before they are put up where they are 
to remain for winter ufe. 

In dry weather you muft earth up your Ce- 
lery which is large enough, obferving not to 
|)ury the hearts of the plants, for that will rot 
them. You mufl alfo tie up your Endive which 
is full grown, or cover them with boards or 
tiles, to blanch ; this muft alfo be performed 
when the leaves are very dry, otherwife the 
plants will rot. 

Your Artichokes which were planted the laft* 
Ipring, will now begin to (hew their fiuit, there- 
fore all fmall fuckers which come out on the 
fides of the ftalks (hould be cut off, for if they 
are permitted to remain on, they will weaken 
and ftarve the top fruit ^ you fhoiild alfo clear 

them 
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them from weeds, or any other large growing 
plants which ftand near them. 

Tranfplant Broccoli (which was not planted 
out the former month) into the place where it 
is to remain for flowering, obferving to water 
it duly until it has taken root. Thefe plants 
fhould be planted in rows about two feet and a 
lialf afunder, and a foot and a half diflance 
from each other in the rows. 

You may tranfplant fome Savoys to come 
late in the fpring ; but if the winter fhould 
prove fevere they will not grow to be large, 
jior will they cabbage fo well \ but in mild win- 
ters they often fucceed, and come late in the 
fpring. 

Obferve to keep the Melons from too much 
wet, which many times caufes the plants to 
decay before the fruit is ripe, efpecially the 
Cantaleupe, and other curious forts which are 
very impatient of wet; fo that where they are 
treated in the common method, the plants ge- 
nerally decay before their fruit is ripe, fo are 
of no value. 

The Cucumbers for pickling are now in 
feafon, therefore they fhould be looked over 
twice^ or three times a week to gather fuch as 
arc fit i for in a fhort time, they will grow 
too laige for that purpofe^ .thefe mufl alfo be 

frccjuently 
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frequently watered in dry weather, which will 
caufc them to produce a greater quantity of 
fruit. 

The Afparagus which was planted the laft 
fpring, (hould be carefully cleared from weeds ; 
for at this feafon it will make new fhoots, 
which will be much ftronger, where they are 
not injured by weeds or other plants, than on 
the contrary. 

All the winter crops, fuch as Parfneps, 
Leeks, Beets, Cabbages, tSc. ihould be con- 
ftantly kept clear from weeds, which if fuifered 
to grow, will greatly injure them, and tlie weeds 
will foon fcatter their feeds at this feafon ; 
whereby the ground will be plentifully ftocked 
with them, which cannot be rooted out in ma- 
ny years. 

The dunghills fliould alfo be cleared from 
weeds, particularly Chenopodii and Nightfliade, 
which at this feafon are very common upon al- 
moft every dunghill; and if the feeds are per- 
mitted to icatter upon the dunghills, when the 
dung is carried into the garden, the feeds will 
be mixed therewith, and thereby fill the ground 
with weeds j therefore they fhould be pulled 
up and caft into a heap, to rot at fome diftance 
from the garden or dunghill, or dried and 
burned ; for if they are only hoed down, and 
permitted 
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permitted to lie upon the dunghill (as is by 
fome praftifed,) the feeds will ripen as they lie> 
and be almoft as bad as if they had been fufFcred 
to grow to maturity. 

You may in this month plant flips of Sage, 
Rofemary, Stoechas, Lavender, Maflich, and 
other aromatic plants, where it was omitted in 
the fpring ; but thefe will be not near fo ftrong, 
nor fo capable of refifling the cold of the next 
winter fo well as thofe planted in the fpring ; 
therefore will require to be ftieltered, if the 
winter fliould prove fevere. 

Cut fuch herbs as are now in flower to diftil, 
or to dry for winter ufe, always obferving to do 
it when they are dry, and hang them up in a 
dry fliady place j for if they are dried in the 
fun, they will flirink up, turn black, and be of 
little worth- 

Continue to fow the feeds of Crefles, Rape, 
Turnip, Radifli, Mufl:ard, and other kinds of 
Sallet-herbs every week, that the table may not 
be unfurniflied, for thefe forts foon grow too 
large for ufe at this feafon- 

Gather all forts of kitchen-garden feeds, 
which are now ripe, fpreading them upon mats 
to dry y and then beat or rub them out of their 
hufks or pods, and put them up till the feafons 
for fowing them. 

The 
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The Radifli feed which is now in pod mull: 
be guarded, to prevent the birds from devour- 
ing it, which they will do in a fliort time, if 
they are not continually watched. 

Sow Turneps for a latter crop, which may 
be done any time before the twentieth day of 
this month ; but thofe which are fown later 
feldom apple vvell, efpecially if the autumn 
proves cold. 

Earth up Finnochia which is full grown, to 
blanch it, that it may be fit for ufe i and con- 
tinue to tranfplant Celery into drills, that there 
may be a fucceffion to fupply the table thro', 
the feafon. 

The Spinach which was fown the end of the 
laft month for winter ufe, will now be fit to 
hoe, which fhould be performed in dry wea- 
ther, that the weeds which are cut may be foon 
killed i for in moift weather they will take root 
again, fo will require another cleaning. At this 
time the Spinach fhould be cut down where it 
grows too clofe, for the plants fliould not be 
left clofcr to each other than three inches, that 
they may have room to fpread, and produce 
large leaves, in which the goodnefs. of winter 
Spinach confifts.

Work to be done in tbeFRViT-^GAKDEN and 

§ 

Vineyard. 

Look carefully over the wall-fruit-trees, to 
deftroy fnails and other vermin, which will 
gnaw the choice fruits and fpoil them. You 
Ihould alfo deftroy fparrows and tomtits, which 
will peck your choice Pears, Figs, and Grapes, 

as 
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as faft as they ripen, where they are not de-» 
fended j and where it was not done the former 
month, you fhould fix fome phiak with hotiey-* 
water on different parts of your trees to deftroy 
the wafps, which will drown themfelves by 
attempting to drink of the water. Thefe 
phials fhould be fixed before the fruit begins td 
ripen, when the wafps and flies will be much 
fooner inticed to the water than they will after 
thtey have tailed the fruit ; fo that by the timely 
ufe of this method, the fruit may be prefervcd. 

Where any branches of the trees projeft 
from the wall, or have been difplaced by winds, 
Gfr. they fhould be carefully faflened to the 
wall in their due pofition, that the fruit may 
receive the benefit of the fun to ripen it j but 
do not pull off the leaves of the trees (as is by 
fome perfons pradlifed,) for this expofes the 
fruit too much, whereby it becomes hard, and 
feldom ripens kindly, efpecially when it is done 
long before the fruit is ripe. 

The Vines in the vineyard, and thofe againft 
the walls, fhould now be gone over for the laft 
time, pulling off all trailing branches which have 
been lately produced, and faflen thofe branches 
which are loofe in their proper places, that the 
fruit (which ia now full grown) may receive the 
benefit of the fun and air to ripen it. You

fhould alfo obferve to keep the ground clear 
from weeds between the rows of Vines, that 
the fun may dry up the moifture of the ground 
every day, fo that the refle£lion of heat may 
be greater to ripen the fruit. 

Untie the buds of fruit-trees which were 
inoculated the laft month, otherwife their 
bandage will pinch the bark of the ftocks, 
and prevent their growing equally in the part 
where the bud is put in : you fhould alfo ob- 
ferve to clear the lower part of your ftocks 
from flioots where any are produced, and keep 
the ground clear from weeds near the roots of 
your fruit-trees.

Work to be done in the Nursery. 

The beginning of this month you (hould 
look carefully over the flecks which were 
budded the laft month, and loofenthe bandage, 
left the buds {hould be pinched thereby ; and 
where there are any fhoots produced below the 
buds, they fhould be cut off. You fliould alfo 
look over your trees which were budded the 
former year, or grafted in the fpring, cutting off 
all fuch (hoots as are produced below the place 
where they were budded or grafted, for if thefe 
are permitted to grow they will ftarve the buds 
or grafts. 

Keep your ground clear from weeds between 
your trees, and train up the feveral forts of 
Evergreens, foreft-trees, and flirubs| for the 
feveral purpofes they are deligned, but do not 
trim the ftems of ftandard trees too clofe j for 
if they have not fome fmall ihoots left on the 
fides of their ftems, to detain the fap to ftrengthen 

the 
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the ftems, they will not be able to fupport their 
heads. 

You (hould, toward the end of this month, 
begin to clear and trench the ground, where 
you^ intend to plant out (locks, or young foreft- 
trees in autumrn, that the rain may foak and 
mellow the ground before the fcafon of plant- 
ing \ and if your land is ftiff, the laying of it 
a month or fix weeks in ridges before it is 
planted, will mellow the clods, and render 
them much eaficr to be broken than if it was 
newly dug. 

Look carefully to your young feedling-trees, 
to obferve that they do not fufFer by drought, 
X\ox that they are over-borne by weeds, which 
at this feafon do foon get up to a condderable 
height. 

Work to be done in the Fleas v R e-G a r d e n. 

Tranfplant the layers of Carnations, Pinks, 
and double Sweet Williams, which by this time 
will have taken root, if timely laid. Thofe 
choice forts of Carnations which are defigned 
for pots, may be planted at this time, each in ^ 
fmall halfpenny pot, filled with frefh light earth, 
and placed in a ihady fituation until they have 
taken root ; after which they may be removed 

S 3 into 
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into a more open fituation, where they may re- 
main until the end of Oftober, when they 
fhould be placed under a hot-bed frame, or 
plunged into an old bark-bed without heat, 
and arched over with hoops, that they may be 
covered in winter, to prote6l them from hard 
rains, fnow, and fevere froft \ but they fhould 
be always opened in mild weather, otherwife 
they will draw up weak. In this manner they 
may be much better preferved than if they 
were planted out at firft into the pots where 
they are to remain for blowing, becaufe they 
will (land in a fixth part of the compafs ; and 
in the fpring they may be turned out of the 
fmall pots with the earth to their roots, where- 
by they will not receive any check, and placed 
into larger pots to flower. But thofe Carna- 
tions, Pinks, and Sweet Williams, which are 
defigned for the borders of the pleafure-garden, 
fliould be now planted in beds in the flower- 
nurfery, to remain till the middle of 06lober, 
when you mufl: dig the borders of the pleafure- 
garden, and new plant them 5 at which time 
thefe may be taken up with a ball of earth to 
their roots, and planted in the borders with 
other flowers. 

You may now fliift your choice Auriculas 
into fr?ih rich earth, obferving to clear them 

from 
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from dead leaves, and place them in a fhady 
lituation until they have taken root j this frefh 
eaith will ftrengthen the plants greatly, and 
improve their flowers the following fpring. 

You may yet remove the roots of bulbous 
Irifes, Fritillarias, and Hyacinths of Peru ; and 
alfo the roots of Lilies, Martagons, Crown Im- 
perials, Paeonias, and Flag Irifes, whofe leaves 
are now decayed ; but if fuffered to remain 
much longer in the ground unremoved, many 
of the forts will pu(h out frefli fibres, when it 
will be too late to remove them, but efpecially 
w^hite Lilies, becaufe they foon put out new 
leaves } after which time, if they are removed, 
they rarely flower the following feafon. 

Gather all forts of flower-feeds as they ripen, 
and fpread them to dry in the fun ; after which 
they fliould be preferved in their pods or hufks, 
until the feafons for fowing them, for the feeds 
of mod plants may be kept longer good in 
their pods than when they are rubbed out. 

Tranfplant Polyanthufes, Primrofes, and 
feedling Auriculas, obferving to fliade and 
water them until they have taken root, as alfo 
to clofe the earth to their roots, otherwife the 
. worms will draw them out of the ground ; to 
prevent which, fome perfons make a bed of 
cold dung, beating it down very clofe, then lay 

S 4 good 
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good earth thereon, three or four inches thick, 
and plant their feedling Auriculas into it : this 
dung keeps down the worms, and preferves 
the plants from being turned out of the ground, 
and in the fpring the plants will root into the 
dung, whereby they will be improved. 

Cut down the ftalks of fuch plants as have 
done flowering, and are decayed \ and faften 
all tall-growing plants to fticks, to fupport them 
from being broken or blown down by ftrong 
winds, which often reign at this feafon. 

The pots of annual plants muft now be duly 
watered in dry weather, other wife they will 
foon lofe their beauty j and fuch of them as are 
tender ftiould be removed into (helter when the 
nights begin to be cold, that they may perfeft 
their feeds, which in bad feafons feldom ripen 
well, if they are not protefted from the incle- 
mency of the weather ; particularly the Double 
Stramonium, Double Balfamine, Quaiiioclit, 
Deep blue Convolvulus, with fbme other ten'* 
der forts. 

Toward the latter end of this month you 
ihould begin to prepare your beds to receive 
your choice Hyacinths, Tulips, and Ranuncu- 
jufes, that the earth may fettle before the roots 
are planted, otherwife when the earth fmks 
unequally there will be holes on the tops of 

tht 
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the beds, which will detain the water, where- 
by the roots in thofe places will be rotted. If 
thefe beds are made three feet deep, and feme 
very rotten neats dung, or rotten tanners bark, 
laid in the bottom, the fibres of thefe roots 
will ftrike down into it in the fpring, and re- 
ceiving great nourifliment from the dung it 
will caufe them to flower very flrong ; but the 
earth of thefe beds fhould not be fcreened very 
fine, but only the larger ftones ihould be raked 
out, and all the clods well broken, for when 
the earth is fcreened fine it is very apt to bind 
in winter. 

Clean all the parts of your flower-garden 
from weeds, which if permitted to ftand will 
fhed their feeds in a fiiort time, whereby your 
garden will be fo ftocked with weeds as not to 
be rooted out in feveral years. 

You may now fow the feeds of Anemonies, 
Pulfatillas, Ranunculufes, Crocufes, Fritilla- 
rias, Hyacinths, Tulips, NarcilTufes, Cycla- 
men, Irifes, Auriculas, Lilies, Martagons, 
Polyanthufes, Gfc in pots or boxes filled with 
light rich earth, obferving not to cover thofe 
feeds which are thin and light too deqi, for 
thefe will rot in the ground when buried deep, 
efpeciaUy the Ranunculufes, Pulfatillas, Ane- 
monies, Auriculas, Polyaathufes, and Fritil- 
larias j 
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larias ; but the larger feeds may be covered 
thicker. Thefe pots or boxes Ihould be placed 
where they may have the morning fun till ten 
or eleven o'clock, for if they are to6 much 
expofed to the heat of the fun at this feafon, 
the feeds will not fucceed fo well -, they muft 
alfo be frequently refreftied with water, but it 
fhould be given very gently, other wife the 
feeds will be in danger of being waflied out of 
the ground. 

The feeds of feveral kinds of annual flowers 
may now be fown on warm borders to ftand 
the winter, that they may flower early the fol- 
lowing fummer, whereby they will be much 
ftronger, and produce a greater quantity of 
flowers than thofe which arc fown in the 
fpring, and their feeds will conftantly ripen 
better. Of thefe are the Sweet Pea, Venus 
Navelwort, Dwarf Annual Stock, Lobel's 
Catchfly, Xeranthemums, Sweet Sultan, Ce- 
rinthe of three or four forts, Myofotis^^ Chry- 
fanthemum, Adonis, Meadia, Cape Horn 
Pea, Indian Scabious, and mod forts of um- 
belliferous plants. 

You may now propagate the Double Scarlet 
Lychnis, Double Rofe Campion, Double Rock- 
et, Gentianella, Double Ragged Robin, Batches 
lors Button Red. and White, Double Catchfly, 

and

and Canada Leonurus, by flipping and parting 
of their roots ; but thefe flips fliould be planted 
in ftiady borders, or otherwife they muft be 
duly ftiaded every day in dry hot weather with 
mats, and conftantly fupplied with water, un- 
til they have taken root : thefe flips will make 
very good plants ^provided they are carefully 
planted and duly watered) by the beginning 
or middle of Oftober, when they may be either 
planted into pots, or the borders of the flower- 
gardon, where they will flower ftrong the fol- 
lowing fcafon. 

The pleafu re-garden muft now be duly 
looked after to keep it neat, for in moift 
weather the grafs muft be frequently mowed, 
rolled, and polled, to have it fine \ the gravel- 
walks muft alfb be kept clean from weeds, and 
conftantly rolled j and as the leaves of trees will 
often begin to fall at this time, fo they fliould 
be daily fwept up to have the whole garden 
decent.

Work to be done in the Green-House, 
Garden, and Stove. 

About the beginning of this month you 
may inoculate Orange-trees, obferving to 
turn that fide of the flock where the bud 
is put in, from the fun. Cut off Oranges, 
Jafmines, and other exotics, which were in- 
arched the former fpring, from their mother- 
trees, being careful in the operation not to 
loofcn the graft from the flock, nor fhould

the clay or wax be rubbed off until the follow-* 
ingfpring. 

The beginning of this month is a proper 
ieafon for fhifting Aloes, Sedums, Mefembry * 
anthemi, Cereuies, Euphorbias, and other 
orotic fucculent plants, which now are 'm fiill 
growth, fo will take root again iboner than 
at any other time of the year : you fhould at 
the fame time take off the offsets of youif 
Aloes, and plant them into fmall pots filled 
with frefli fandy earth, placing them where 
they may have the moming fun, obferving to 
refrefti them now-and-then with a little water 
in dry weather, which, if duly obferved, there 
will be no occafion to give them any artifiqal 
heat to encourage them to take root, for af 
this feafon they are greatly difpofed to fend 
forth roots. 

The feveral kinds of tender exotic plants, 
which are conftantly preferved in the bark* 
ftoves, fliould now be ihifted, that they may 
make ftrong roots before winter ; for if they 
are fhifted too late in the feafon, they do not 
recover it before the cold comes on, which 
checks their growth, fo that they will not ap- 
pear fo vigorous, nor will they be fo ftrong to 
maintain themfelves in winter ; but if they arc 
not ihdfted at this feafon, their roots will be fo 

3 matted 
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matted in the pots that they will grow mould/ 
in winter and decay ; which has often been de- 
ftruftive to many choice plants. ,' 

The beds in which the Ananas are placed 
ibould be now refreftied with fome new tanners 
bark, (provided it was not done the former 
month,) for the evenings toward the end of 
this month often begin to grow cold j and if 
the heat of the beds alfo decline, the plants 
will receive a check ; and this being the prin- 
cipal feafon of their growth, it will prevent 
their ftrengthcning themfelves for fruit the fol- 
lowing year j nor will the heads or oftsets 
which have been newly planted, be fufiiciently 
furnifhed with roots before winter, if the beds 
are not kept in a kindly temperature of warmth > 
and as the nights grow cold, the glaffes (hould 
be covered with mats to keep them warm : but 
thofe plants which are defigned to fruit the next 
year, (hould not be too much forced at this 
feafon, efpecially thofe which are forward, left 
it (hould drive them into fruit in the winter, 
which is often the cafe : and even the fuckers, 
taken off early the fame feafon, are fometimes 
forced into fruit a year too foon, when they 
are kept too hot, or by receiving a great check 
in their growth. Thofe plants which are to 
produce fruit the following year, (hould now 

T be 
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be (liifted into the pots where they are to re- 
main, if it was not done in July ; for if they^ 
a^e difturbed later in the feafon, they will not 
have time to make good roots before winter. 
This is to be underftood of fuch plants as are 
defigned to fruit in the pots : for thofe which 
are to be planted in the tan in autumn, fhould 
not be difturbed at this feafon ; for they muft 
never be tranfplanted after they (hew their fruit, 
as that will greatly retard them, and caufe their 
fruit to befmalL 

The feveral kinds of hardy green-houfe 
plants fhould now be fliifted, and thofe which 
require it muft have larger pots ; for if their 
roots are too much confined, and matted about 
the pots, they will grow mouldy and decay. 

When they are fhifted, they fhould be placed 
in a fliady fituation until they have taken frefh 
root ; after which they may be expofed again 
to the fun until the time of houfing them : but 
you fhould not expofe them too much to ftrong 
winds, which will blow them out of the pots 
again, when they have been lately removed, 
unlefs they are fupported by ftakes. 

You fhould now take fome of the earth out 
of the tubs or pots of Orange-trees, filling them 
up again with rich frefh earth, which will en- 
courage them to fupport their fruit in winter. 

3 Wafh 
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Wafh and cleanfe the leaves and ftems of yout^ 
CofFee-trees, and other exotic plants from filth, 
which they are very fubjecl to contra6t at this 
feafon \ and if it be not cleaned off will entice 
vermin, to the great injury of your plants. 

Toward the latter end of the month you may 
remove your Cereufes, Euphorbiums, and other 
very tender fucculent plants which have been 
placed abroad, into the ftove again, or into the 
green-houfe, to prote6t them from great rains or 
early froft \ for at this feafon the nights begin 
to grow cold, and there often happens much 
rain, which is very injurious to thefe plants^ 
when they are expofed thereto ; but if the fea- 
fon is warm, they may continue abroad a fort- 
night longer.

f^^3HE middle of this month you 
* ^ '*' "^ muft plant out your Cauliflower- 
I plants which were fown in the 
I laft month, placing them cither 
upon old Cucumber or Melon-beds ; for if 
they are put upon beds without any dung un- 
der them, the worms will draw them out of 
the ground j but if the feafon proves cold, and 
the plants are backward, it will be proper to 
make a flight bed with warm dung, which will 
bring them forward : the diftance which thefe 
plants ftiould be allowed in thefe beds is three 
inches from row to row, and about two inches 
afunder in the rows, which will be fufficicnt 
foom for them to grow till toward the end of 
0£lober, which is the time when they muft 
be tranfplanted again into their winter-beds, 

or 
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or in rows to be covered with bell or hand- 
glafles. 

Toward the middle of this month you muft 
fow fome feeds of Cos, Cilicia, and Brown 
Dutch Lettuces, to plant under frames or hand- 
glalTes, which may be covered in fevere froft ; 
io that if thofe on the warm borders are de- 
liroyed, thefe may be preferved : and if thofe 
fliould efcape, thefe will come after them, and 
the table may be better fupplied. 

The Cardoons which were planted out in 
June fhould now be earthed up ; in doing of 
which, you muft carefully tie up their leaves 
with an hay-band ; then lay the earth up to 
each plant about eighteen inches high, being 
careful not to bury their hearts. This work 
jfhould always be performed in dry weather. 

You may now make Mufhroom-beds ; in 
doing of which, you muft obferve to make 
choice of fuch dung as hath lain about three 
weeks or a month on an heap, whereby its 
great heat is loft ; nor fhould the dung in- 
tended for this purpofe be thrown on an heap 
to ferment, as is the pra(5lice for hot-beds ; be- 
caufe if it ever is violently hot, it will not take 
the fpawn of the Muftirooms near fo vi^ell, as 
thr^t dung which has not been much ferment-? 
<?d, which is the reafon why fome perfons pre- 

T 4 fer 
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fer the dung of ftone horfes to that of other 
animals ; and let your knobs of fpawn be laid to 
dry in a fhady place a fortnight before you put 
them into the bed. ' The particular dire6lions 
for making of thofe beds may be feen in the 
Gardeners Dictionary. 

Hoe and clean Turneps, and the Spinach 
which was fown the laft month, from weeds, 
cutting out the plants where they are too clofe, 
obferving, if poflible, to do this in dry wea-t 
ther, other wife the weeds will take root again, 
and be very troublefome. You fhould alfo 
weed the beds of Onions, Carrots, Cauliflower, 
Cabbage plants, and Coleworts, which were 
fown the laft month \ for if the weeds are per-^ 
mitted to grow, they will foon over-top the 
plants and fpoil them. 

Earth up your Celery as it advances in 
height, obferving always to do it in dry wea-. 
ther J and be careful not to earth it above the 
hearts of the plants, becaufe that would pre- 
vent its growing tall, and many times occafion 
its rotting. 

The middle of this month you may fafely 
tranfplant moft forts of perennial aromatic 
plants, as Rofe.mary, Lavender, Stcechas, ^c. 
which will take root again before the frpft 

Cpn^e^ 
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comes on to prevent them ; but this Ihould be 
done in nloift weather. 

Continue to Ibw fmall Sallet-herbs, fuch as 
Radifli, Turnep, Crefles, Muftard, Chervil, 
iBc. but as the cold increales they fliould have 
: a warmerfitLiation, otherwife the morning frofts 
I will loofcn the giound, and thereby turn their 
roots out to the air, whereby they will be de-r 
ftroyed. 

Gather all forts of feeds as they ripen, and 
fpread them to dry upon mats or cloths ; arvl 
tlicn beat them out of their hulks, and put 
them up in a dry place until the feafons for 
fowing them. 

In moift weather you may tranfplant your 
Colewort plants which were fown in July, into 
the places where they are to remain till fpring ; 
and you lliould alfo tranfplant your Cabbage 
plants which were fown the beginning of Au- 
guft, that they may acquire ftrength before they 
are planted out for good, 

Tranfplant fome of your late fown Endive 
on borders under warm walls, pales, or hedges, 
to ftand till February before it is blanched; and 
in dry weather tie up fuch Endive as is full 
grown to blanch it for ufe; or if the plants 
ire covered clofe with tiles or boards, they will 
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If the feafon (hould prove dry, you fiionld 
water your laft crop of Cauliflowers, which 
will be fit for ufe the next month j oilicrwife 
their heads will be very fmall, efpecially it the 
ground is dry. 

Continue to keep all your late crops clear 
from weeds ; for if they are not well cleaned 
before the great rains of autumn fall, it will be 
difficult to deftroy the weeds afterward ; for at 
this feafon the weeds are generally produced in 
plenty. 

Toward the latter end of this month you 
fhould tranfplant Lettuces of feveral forts upon 
warm borders, where they may remain to cab- 
bage early in the fpring ; but you may plant 
them pretty clofe together at this feafon, be- 
caufe if they live through the winter, part of 
them may be tranfplanted out in the fpring 
into an open fpot of ground, where they will 
grow larger than thofe left in the border, but 
will not be fit for ufe fo foon by a fortnight or 
three weeks ; which is an advantage in having 
them continue fo much longer to fupply the 
table. 

At the end of this month you may cut down 
the haulm of Afparagus which is beginning to 
wither, and clear the weeds off from the beds 
into the alleys where they fhoujd be buried, 

and 
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and the earth of the alleys (hould be laid upon 
the beds to new mould them -, and where the 
beds want dunging, there (hould be fome very 
rotten dung taken out of old Cucumber and 
Melon-beds, and laid upon the Afparagus-beds 
after the weeds are hoed off, and then the dung 
covered over with part of the earth from the 
alleys. 

If there (hould happen much rain at this fca- 
fori, your young Cauliflower plants muft be 
prote6led therefrom , otherwife it will caufe 
their ftems to turn back, and the outer (kin 
will decay in a (hort time. This is what gar- 
deners term black fhanked. 

Moft of your fummer crops being intirely 
cleared from off the ground, you (hould in 
dry weather hoe and clear the ground from 
weeds, which will preferve it neat and clean 
until you (hall prepare it for frefh crops, or 
till it is trenched up to lie till fpring s the 
fufFering of weeds to grow after the crops are 
taken off the ground, impoverifhes it, though 
the weeds are not fufFered to feed. 

At the end of this month you may plant 
fome Beans, ahd fow fome early Peas ; the beft 
fort of Beans for this purpofe are the Mazagan^ 
in warm borders 3 where, if they abide the 

winter. 
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winter, they will produce their crops early the 
fuccecding fpring. 

Tranfplant your latter crop of Celery into 
drills, which at this feafon (hould always be 
planted on drier ground than the former crops ; 
for as this is to remain till the fpring, fo it will 
be in danger of rotting on a very moid foil. 

You fhould now tranfplant the laft crop of 
Broccoli where it is to remain, that it may ac- 
quire ftrcngth before the froft comes on to 
check it } and you fhould draw earth up to the 
ftems of your former crops, which will greatly 
proteft them from the froft. 

There may now alfo be fome Carrot feeds 
fown upon warm borders, where, if they fur- 
vive the winter, they will come early in the 
fpring, whereby the table may be fupplied with 
young Carrots for a month or fix weeks, be- 
fore thofe which are fown in the fpring will be 
fit for ufe. 

The Carrots which were fown in the fields 
for feeding of fliecp, or deer, tSc. fhould, to- 
ward the end of this month, be drawn out of 
the ground and houfed, to preferve them; 
thefe fhould lie four or five days to dry, then 
they fhould be properly ftackcd up in a good 
dry barn, with dry fand laid between them to 
prevent their rotting, and when hard froft 
6 comes 
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comes on they fhould be covered with draw 
or dried Fern, to prevent their being frozen 5 
where this b pradifed, thefe roots will be an 
excellent winter and fpring pabulum for moft 
fort of cattle, but efpecially for fheep and 
horfes.

IVork to be done in the Fruit-Garden. 

Your fruits Ihould now be gathered as they 
ripen, for thofe which are in eatmg this month 

ieldoai 
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feldom continue long good ; but toward the 
end of the month fome forts of winter fruit 
will be fit to gather ; but you fhould always 
fufFer them to remain as long upon the trees as 
the weather will permit, for when they are ga- 
thered too early their fkins will fhrivel, fo the 
fruit will not keep well ; and there will be no 
danger of their fuffering upon the trees until 
the mornings begin to be frofty, when you muft 
not let the fruit hang longer, efpecially the . 
melting Pears ; becaufe if the froftfliould pinch 
their fkins, it will greatly injure them. You ^ 
mufl always obferve to gather your fruit when 
they and the leaves of the trees are perfc6Hy 
dry, otherwife it will not keep. 

The Grapes of the vineyard which are now 
almoft ripe, mufl be guarded from birds, 
otherwife they will make great havock of them 
where they are fufFered to feed upon them 
without moleflation ; and where the birds 
have pecked any of the Grapes, the flies and 
wafps will immediately attack them, and eat 
them up. 

Tranfplant Strawberries, Rafpberries, Goofe-* 
berries, and Currants, towards the end of this 
month, if the weather proves moift, otherwife 
it will be better to defer it until the beginning 
of the next month : and this is the befl feafon 

to 
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to plant cuttings of Goofeberries and Currants, 
which will take root and make better plants 
than thofe which are propagated by fuckers. 

Your fruit-trees againft the wall of your 
forcing-frame muft now be pruned and trained 
clofc to the wall or efpalier, that their buds 
may be preparing before the feafon for applying 
the heat. 

You ihould now prepare the ground where 
fruit-trees are defigned to be planted the next 
month, that it may lie to mellow and fweeten ; 
and where new borders arc made, the ground 
will have time to fettle before the trees arc 
planted j but if the borders were prepared in 
the former month, the ground fliould be now 
turned over again, which will prevent the 
growth of weeds, and be of great fervice in 
expofmg the earth to the air, and hereby the 
clods will be broken and rendered fit to receive 
the trees.

Work to be done in the N u r s e r y. 

The middle or latter end of this month, you 
hiay plant cuttings of Laurel in fhady borders^ 
obferving to water them frequently in dry wea- 
ther, which will promote their taking root \ 
for at this feafon there is Uttle danger of their 
growing, provided they are duly watered. 

You may alfo plant cuttings of Honeyfuckles^ 
Goofeberries, Currants, and feveral other hardy 
trees and fhrubs, which will grow from cut- 
tings, for at this feafon they generally fucceed 
better than in the fpring. 

The ground where you intend to plant out 
your young flocks for fruit-trees, and other 
hardy trees and fhrubs fhould now be well 
dug (if it was not done the former month,) 
that the rain may foak into it, and moiflen it 
before the trees are planted. 

Toward the end of the month you may be- ' 
gin to tranfplant fomc forts of fruit-trees, fo-^ 
refl-trees, hardy fhrubs, Gfr, obferving to re- 
move thofe firfl whofe leaves arc mofl decayed 5 
but if the feafon fhould prove dry, it will be 

U better . 
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better to defer it till rain falls ; but if there is 
a nece/fity to remove them, they rauft be now 
and then watered, otherwife their bark will 
fhrink ; and thofe trees which are thus early 
removed, will pufh out new fibres in a fort- 
night or three weeks time : but thefe trees 
ihould be well fuppoi:ted with flakes, otherwife 
the flrong winds will blow them out of the 
ground in winter, or difplace them (b much as 
to injure their young roots : there (hould alfo 
befome mulch laid upon the furface of the ground 
about their roots the beginning of November, 
before the cold weather fets in, to prevent the 
froft from penetrating the ground, which would 
greatly damage thefe new fibres. The trees thus 
managed will be fo well fettled and rooted before 
the fuccecding fummcr, that dry weather will 
not injure them near fo much as thofe planted 
in the fpring ; for which reafon moft fkilful 
nurfery-men chufe to plant out their quarters 
of flocks for fruit, forefl-trees, and flowering 
fhrubs, at this feafon ; becaufe, where there 
are large quantities, it would be very expenfive 
to water them ; but for very moift land it will 
be better to defer this planting till fpring, be- 
caufe the wet in winter will often rot the 
tender fibres of new-planted trees as fafl as 

they 
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they are put out, but eipecially in very moift 
feaibns. 

Where Firs, Pines, and other refinous trees 
are grown fo rude as to require fome of their 
branches to be cut off, this is the beft feafbn 
for fuch operations, for now they are not fo 
fubje£l to weep as in the (pring ; and there 
will be time for their wounds to heal over be- 
fore the great rains in winter comes on or hard 
frod, both which are hurtful to fre(h wounded 
trees. Walnut-trees and Maples (hould alfo be 
tr'unmed at this feafon, where it is neceflary, 
for the fame reafon. 

Work to be dene in the pLOWER-GAftDEK. 

Dig the borders of your flower-garden, and 
if they require it, add fome frefh earth or very 
rotten dung to them, and plant all forts of hardy 
^wers therein, obferving to mix them in fuch 
a manner that there may be a regular fucceflion 
of flowers throughout the feafon, in the diffe- 
rent parts of the borders in the garden. 

Now is the time for tranfptanting biennial 
and perennial flowers, which were fown.and 
raifed in the flower- nurfery, into the borders 
of the pleafure-garden, where they are defigned 
to flower. 

U 2 The 
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The layers of Pinks, Carnations, and Sweet- 
Williams, which have not been tranfplanted 
from the old roots the former month, fliould be 
no longer deferred ; becaufe if they are not 
planted early in September, they will not have 
time enough to take root before the frofty wea- 
ther comes on, fo that they will be in danger 
of fufFering thereby. 

Plant early Tulips in a warm fituation, 
where they may be defended from cold winds ^ 
in which places they will flower in March, or 
earUer, according as the feafon is more or lefs 
forward. 

The choice Hyacinth roots fhould now be 
planted ^ in doing of which, after having pre- 
pared the beds with good earth (mixed up ac- 
cording to the directions given in the Gar- 
deners Dictionary,) about three feet deep,^ 
you fhould take the earth out of the beds 
about fix or eight inches deep ; then make the 
bottom levd, and draw the lines lengthwife 
and acrofs the beds, at the diftance which the 
roots are to be placed, that they may fland 
equally in rows ; then place the roots upright 
exactly in the middle of each fquare, and lay 
the earth on them gently, being careful not ta 
difplace the roots : thefe beds muft be filled up 
about five inches thick with earth above the top 
6 ' . of 
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of the bulbs. This is a much better method 
of planting thefe roots, than that of making 
holes for each root with a dibble or other in- 
ftrument. 

The Box-edgings which are grown too thick 
{hould now be taken up and parted, planting 
it down again according to the diredtions given 
in the Gardeners Dictionary; and thofe 
edgings which were planted the laft feafon, 
and have not fucceeded well, may now be re- 
paired. 

Prepare the beds for the choice Anemo- 
nies, Ranunculufes, and Tulips, the beginning 
of this month, if it was not done the laft, 
for the earth fhould be allowed fome time to 
fettle before the roots are planted ; othcrwife 
it will fettle unequally afterwards, when there 
. will be danger of loling the roots in thofe 
places where the beds fettle in holes, becaufe 
the wet will be detained there, which will rot 
them. 

The beginning of the month you fhould 
plant fome of your ordinary double Anemonies ' 
in warm borders, where they may be fcreened 
from cold winds ; in which places they will 
flower early in the fpring, provided the feafou 
proves favourable. 

U 3 Slip 
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Slip and plant out Polyanthufes, Primrofcs, 
London Pride, Thrift, Double Catchfly, Pinks^ 
Peach-leaved Bell-flower, Scarlet Lychnis, Rofe 
Campion, Daifics, Double Camomile, Double 
Ragged Robin, Feverfew, and all forts of hardy 
fibrous-rooted plants which are propagated by 
parting their roots ; obferving to clofe the 
earth faft to their roots when you plant them, 
otherwife the wuims will draw them out of the 
ground. 

Cut down the ftalks of fuch flowers as arc 
decayed, and where they are not to be tranf- 
planted, dig the ground about them, and add 
fome rotten dung or frefh earth to the borders, 
which will greatly fl:rengthen their roots. 

You may yet fow the feeds of Irifes, Tulips, 
Crown Imperials, Hyacinths, Fritillarias, Col- 
chicums, Cyclamens, Ranunculufes, Anemo- 
nies, and moft other bulbous and tubcrofe- 
rooted flowers j though it were better if done 
the middle of the laft month, efpecially if the 
feafon was moifl:, otherwife it is as well this 
month, provided it be done early. Thefe 
feeds fliould be fown in pots or tubs filled 
with light frcfh earth, and the feeds fliould 
be fown pretty thick, obferving not to cover 
them too thick with earth, efpecially the Rq- 
nunculufes and Anempnies, whofe feeds are 

very 
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very thin and fubjeft to rot, if burled too 
deep. Thefe pots or tubs muft be placed to 
have only the morning fun until the beginning 
of the next month, when they rriuft be removed 
into a warmer fituation. But if the fcafon 
fhould prove dry, they fhould be refrelhcd 
gently with water. 

Sow the feeds of Auriculas and Polyanthufes 
in pots or boxes of light rich earth, being very 
careful not to bury the feeds too deep ; which 
often deftroys them, or at lead will caufe them 
to remain in the ground until the fecond fpring, 
before the plants will come up. 

Toward the latter end of the month you 
may plant your choice Anemonies, Ranuncu-» 
lufes, and Tulips, obferving always to do it in 
(howery weather when the earth is not over 
dry ; for if it fhould continue dry weather any 
confiderable time after the roots are planted, 
they will grow mouldy and decay. Thefe 
roots muft be planted about fix or eig'it inches 
afunder, and the Anemonies and Rununculufes 
fhould be covered about two or three inches 
with earth, according as it is light or heavy, 
over the top of their roots ; but the Tulips 
fhould havQ at leaft fix inches of earth above 
their roots, which will caufe them to flower 
very ftrong. 

U 4 If 
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If the feafon fhould prove very wet, you 
ihould fhelter your pots of choice Auriculas 
and Carnations therefrom; or lay the pots 
dow^n on one fide, that the wet may run ofF^f 
for great rains at this feafon will fill the mould 
in the pots fo full of moifturc, that it will not 
dry again before winter, whereby the roots of 
choice flowers will be rotted, or at leaft greatly 
prejudiced. 

Toward the end of the month you may 
tranfi)lant moft: forts of hardy flowering trees, 
and ihrubs, which will fucceed better when 
they are removed at this feafon, than in the 
fpring, efjKcially upon dry grounds, and will 
not require fo much watering the following 
fummer : for they will, at this feafon, take 
root in a Ihort time ; and fo being well rooted 
before the drought of the fpring comes on, 
there will be little dangef of their mifcarrying 
thereby. 

This is a proper feafon for parting anc^ 
tranfplanting all the forts of Flag-leaved Irifes, 
Peonies, Aconites, Gcntianellas, Tuberofc- 
footed Geraniums, Afphodel Lilies, Double 
Meadowfwcet, Lily of the Valley, Solomon's 
Seal, Acanthus, Flardy Apocynuips, Colum^ 
bines. Scarlet Lychnis, Campanulas, Peren- 
nial Lathyrus, feveral forts of Foxgloves, Pe- 
rennial 
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fcnnial Poppy, Gfc. that they may be well 
rooted before the fpring, othcrwife they will 
pot flower fo ftrong the following fummcr. 
You may alfo part the roots of the early flow- 
pring Afters and Golden-rods, whofc ftalks are 
beginning to wither ; apd plant them out into 
large borders, allowing them proper room, 
othcrwife their roots will fpread over whatever 
plants grow npar them, but the late flowering 
kinds fliould not be removed before the latter 
end of next month. 

This is the bcfl: feafon for tranfplanting all 
forts of hardy wood plants and flowers into 
wildernefs quarters, where they will make a 
^ne appearance the fpring following. 

It is alfo the beft feafon to tranfplant Laurela» 
Lauruftinufes, and Arbutus ; for the Laurels 
pow begin to prepare their buds for the next 
year's ftioots, and the other two begin now to 
produce their flowers : fo that the fooner they 
are planted when the rains begin to fall in the 
fiutumn, the better they will fucceed.

Work to be done in the Green-House 

and Stove. 

The very tender forts of fucculent plants 
v^rhich were removed out of the flove in fum- 
mer, muft now be carried into the green-houfe 
for a fortnight, efpecially if the feafon proves 
wet, or the nights cold -, for by the favourable- 
nels of the weather, thefe plants are fometimes 
permitted to remain abroad until the end of 
this month ; when at other times the weather 
is often fo bad, as to render it neceffary to carry 
them in at the beginning or middle of the 
month; for much wet is very prejudicial to 
them, and fmall morning frofts would deftroy 
or greatly damage many of them : therefore 
every one fhould be direfted by the feafon, 
vyhen to remove thefe plants into the houfe. 



If 
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If the bark-beds in which the Pine-apple* 
are plunged-have loft their heat, they fhould 
be refrefhed, by ftirring the bark up with a fork, 
and adding fome frelh tan thereto, which will 
renew the heat ; and if the nights prove cold, . 
the glaffes fhould be carefully covered, that the 
plants may be kept in a growing ftate ; io\ it 
is better to keep them in the frames until the 
middle or end of 06lober, if the feaipn be not 
too cold, than to place them in the ftove too 
early: becaufe, whenever you remove them? 
into the ftove, there muft be fires made every 
night, which will often dry the earth in the 
pots fo faft that they will require to be fre-* 
quently watered, which is not fo proper for 
thefe plants at this feafon : but this is to be un- 
derftood of fuch giants only as are placed in a 
dry ftove in winter ; for thofe plants which are 
defigned to be plunged into a bark-bed in the 
ftove, may be removed thither toward the end 
of the month ; at which time the tan muft 
be renewed with a fufficicnt quantity of that 
which is new, that it may retain a warmth 
through the winter ; and thofe plants which 
are to be planted into the tan for the next 
year's fruit, ftiould now be Ihaken out of the 
pots and planted as they are defigned to r6- 
main> that they may make good roots before 

winter. 
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winter, for upon this depends their producing 
large fruit. 

Toward the latter end of this month the 
Orange-trees (hould be removed into the green- 
houfe, obferving always to do it in a dry day, 
when the leaves have no moifture upon them, 
and place them thinly in the houfe, and as near 
the windows as poflible ; for there will be no 
occafion for placing them as they are to fland 
during the winter, until the Myrtles and other 
hardy plants are brought into the houfe, which 
need not be done until the middle or end of 
OfVober, unlefs the nights fhould prove very 
cold and frofty ; for the longer thefe plants can 
be kept abroad the better they will thrive, and 
be in lefs danger of fufFering in winter ; but 
if the Orange-trees are kept abroad too long, 
their leaves will change to a pale yellowifh co- 
lour ; and when this happens, they rarely reco- 
ver their verdure till the following fummer. 

The other kinds of exotic plants which arc 
to be placed in the ftove, or in glafs-cafcs where 
cbnftant fires are not neceflary, muft be re- 
moved into fhelter as the feafon grows cold, 
beginning with the tendered firft, and fo pro- 
ceed on to the more hardy kinds ; and never 
place them in exa6t order until they are all 
houfed. : 

3 The 
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The latter end of this month, or the begin- 
nhig of the next, the tan-beds in the ftovc 
fhould be prepared to receive the tendereft 
exotic plants^ which fhould be placed therein 
when the bark begins to warm \ but care muft 
be taken not to fuffer the bark to heat vio- 
lently, for that would injure the roots of the 
plants, and endanger their health; becaufe 
when they receive damage at this feafon, it is 
almoft impoflible to recover them in winter ; 
therefore if the bark fhould be found too hot, 
the pots muft not be plunged therein until the 
heat be abated. 

When the exotic plants are placed in the 
houfe, care fliould be taken to pick off all de- 
cayed leaves from them, and clear their leaves 
and branches from filth or infefts, which, if 
permitted to remain upon them, will greatly in- 
jure them ; and the earth in the pots fhould be 
loofened with a fmall trowel, being careful not 
to injure the roots of the plants \ and where 
the ftems or branches of the plants have con- 
tra6led filth, they fhould be well cleaned before 
they are placed in the itove.

Garden. 

jC^^^^^UCH Afparagus-beds as were not 
f^^'^ci'^ drefled in the former month, 
^I\J;§\j^ji fliould now be done by cutting 
^^^^:;^ down the withered haulm, and 
hoeing the weeds from off the beds into the 
alleys ; then dig the alleys, and call the earth 
over the beds, burying the weeds in the alleys; 
but where the beds want manuring, which 
they (hould have annually, there fliould be 
fome very rotten dung laid over them after the 
weeds are cleaned off, and then the earth of 
the alleys IhoLdd be fpread thereon. When 
this is finiflied, there may be one row of Cab- 
bage or Colewort plants planted in the middle 
of each alley, where in fevere winters thefe 
will often efcape, when thofe planted on the 
level ground are deftroyed ; and as thev will 
'be 
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be taken away in March, by the time the 
Afparagus-beds are dreffed in the fpring, they 
will not injure it in the leaft. 

In dry weather continue to earth up Celery 
and Cardoons to blanch them, and draw up 
fome. Endive, whidi is full grown, to plant 
down on the fides of .the ridges to whiten, 
becaufe the cold at this feafon increafmg, will 
injure it where it remains above ground tied up 
to blanch, as was direfled in the former 
month, efpecially if it prove frofty ; but in 
mild feafons the Endive which is tied up, will 
continue good till the middle of next month. 

Ti:anfplant brown Dutch, and common Cab- 
bage Lettuccfs, upon'warm borders, near walls, 
pales, or hedges, to abide the winter; as you 
may alfo fome Cos, Cilicia, and Imperial Let- 
tuces ; but it will be proper to plant fome of 
all thefe forts upon beds, to be covered with 
frames or mats in winter, becaufe if the froft 
ftiould be very fevere, it wilt deftroy the Cos 
and Cilicia Lettuces, where they are expofed 
to the open air. But thofe plants which are 
put under frames, fhould be fmaller than thofc 
planted in open borders, bqcaufe the large 
plants, when covered, will be apt to be too 
forward in mild winters. 

X 2 The 
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The Spinach, Carrots, Onions, &c. which 
were fown the end of July, or in Auguft, muft 
now be kept clean from weeds, for if the weeds 
are permitted to grow, they will over-run and 
fpoil the crops, efpecially the Spinach, which 
will rot oft' wherever the weeds fpread over it. 

Plant Beans and fow Peas upon dry grounds, 
and in warm fituations, which fhould be re- 
peated twice J the firft at the beginning, and 
the other at the end of this month; becaufe if 
the firft flwuld be too forward to ftand the win- 
ter, the other being put into the ground later, 
may fucceed. 

. Toward the end of this month, tran/plant 
the Cauliflower plants into the places where 
they are to abide the winter ; fome of which 
fhould be put under bell or hand-glafles, if 
you have any, obferving to plant two plants 
under each glafs, becaufe if one of them fhould 
fail, the other will be fufHcient> for in the 
fpring, if they both live through the winter, 
one plant muft be tranfplanted out. Thefe 
plants which are put under glafles, will come 
eailier than thofe which are wintered in beds, 
^and tranfplanted out in the fpring, by a fort- 
night, or more. You may alfo plant fome of 
thefe plants on warm borders, near walls, pales, 
or hedges, where, if the winter doth not prove 

very 
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v€ry fevere, they will {land veiy well. 




thofe plants which are for the general crop, 
fliould be planted under frames to fecure ihcm 
againft hard froft. 

The Cabbage plants which were fown in 
the beginning of Auguft, ftiould now be tranf- 
planted out for good {efpecially thofe of the 
early kind ;) but it will be proper to have Ibme 
plants in a warm fituation referved, left the 
frofl: fliould deftroy thofe which are planted 
out in the full ground ; or if any of thefe now 
planted out, run up to feed in the fpring, 
which is frequently the cafe in mild feafons, or 
when the feed Is fown too early, there may be 
a fiipply of plants to make them good. As to the 
Long-fided Cabbage, which is a later fort, that 
need not be planted out for good till February. 

Where any beds of Welfli or common Oni- 
ons were fown, they fliould be cleaned from 
weeds, for at this feafon the blades of the 
Welfli Onions will intirely decay, fo that be- 
fore the culture of them was fully known, 
many perfons have fuppofed the Onions were 
dead and dug up the beds ; but when they 
are fuffered to remain in fix weeks or two 
months after, they will come up again very 
ftrong, and refift tiie fevereft froft ; fo that 
when all the common fort of Onion is deftroyed 
X3 by 
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by the cold, thefe will remain, which was the 
pccafion of their being fo much cukivated in 
gardens near London fome years fince; but 
their ftrong flavour renders them Icfs eftpemcd 
than the other fort, fo that of late years they 
have not been fo generally propagated. 

You muft now fow all forts of Sallet-rherbs 
upon moderate hot-beds, cither under frames, 
pr arched over with hoops, where they may be 
covered with mats or frames, to protect them 
from frofl, otherwife they will bp in danger 
of being deftroyed thereby, as fopn as they ap- 
pear above ground j but where there are many 
bell or hand-glafles, the feeds may be fbwn un- 
der them, notwithftanding the two Cauliflower 
plants which are there planted \ for if the feeds 
are not fown too near the fl:ems of the plants, 
of the falletting be not fuffered to remain too 
long about them, it will not injure them, this 
being confl:antly pradlifed by the gardeners near 
London with good fuccefs. 

Some of the Coleworf plants, which were 
late fown, fhould now be planted out where 
they are to remain for fpring ufe, that they 
may fucceed tl\pfe which were planted out the 
former month. 

• The Cauliflowci?s which were fown in Mayi 

]/vjll now begin to fhew their heads ; therefore 

'6 / they 
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they muft be diligently looked over two or three 
times a week, to break down fome of the inner 
leaves upon them, which will proteft them 
from the froft or wet, both which, as alfo their 
being. expofed to the ibn, will change their co- 
lour, and caufe them to be unfightly. 

The ftems of Broccoli plants fliould be earth- 
ed up, to prote6l them from froft ; but you 
muft be careful that the earth be not drawn 
into tlie hearts of the plants, for that will fpoil 
their heads, if not deftroy them. 

Toward the end of this month fome of the 
leaves of the Artichokes fliould be <:ut clofe to 
the furface of the earth, and the ground be- 
tween them fhould be trenched, obferving.to 
lay a good ridge of earth over each row of 
plants, to proteft them from froft, but by np 
means lay any new dung about them, as is by 
fome unfkilful perlbns too often praftifed, 
which renders the plants hard and woody in 
the fpring, and caufcs them to produce fmall 
and ill-nourifhed heads ; but where the ground 
wants amendment, there fliould be fome very 
rotten dung buried between the rows, when 
thfe ground is trenched, which will greatly 
ftrengthen the plants. But if the feafon is Hkely 
to continue mild, this work had better be de- 
ferred a month later. 

X 4 You 
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You may now fow fome Radifhes upon 
warm borders, to come early in the fpring \ 
and if fome Carrot-feed is mixed with the Ra^ 
difli-feed, if the Radifhes fhould be deftroyed, 
the Carrots may ftand, and copie early in the 
Ipring. 

Make fome moderate hot-beds to plant Mint 
and Tanfey upon, that both forts maybe fit for 
ufe by Chriftmas, when they are often required 
at the table ; and thefe beds will continue to 
produce, until thofe in the open air come in, 
provided they ^re fecured from froft. 

Make hot-beds for Afparagus, when it is 
required to have it at table in December ; but 
where it is not wanted fo early, it is better 
to ftay until December or January, before the 
beds are made, for the Afparagus will not be 
pear fo large, nor well coloured, which is 
produced in the middle of winter, when there 
is little fun, as thofe which come in February, 
and after j but in fome families Afparagus is 
required all the winter, therefore there muft be 
one bed, at leaft, made in this month. 

The Mufhroom-beds muft be now carefully 
guarded from wet and froft, either with frames 
l^nd glaffes, or with thatch ; for if the wet foak? 
ipto the bqds, it will deftroy them. If this be 
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carefully obferved, a crop of Muflirooms may- 
be continued all the winter. 

At this time the dung of thofe Melon and 
Cucumber-beds which were made the laft: 
fpring, ftiould be laid on the quarters of the 
kitchen- garden, as Ihould alfo the dung of the 
lay-ftall, that it may be fpread on the furface, 
ready to be dug into the ground, when the 
quarters are trenched. 

Cut down the decayed ftalks of Mint, Tar^ 
ragon, Baum,andotherperennial rooted plants, 
whofe ftalks are annual : the beds Ihould alfb be 
cleaned from weeds, and if a little rotten dung 
is fpread over the beds, it will greatly amend 
tliem ; the alleys alfo Ihould now be dug, and 
the whole made clean. 

Where there are beds of feedling Afparagus 
plants, which are intended for tranfplanting the 
fucceeding fpring, there fhould be fome very 
rotten dung fpread over them, toward the end 
of the month, when the haulm is decayed j 
this will prevent the frofl from injuring the 
buds, if the winter fliould prove fevere, and be 
of great ufe to the plants. 

Where there are Reed-fences in the kitchen- 
garden, they fhould now be tied anew with 
pfiers, to prevent thei( being blown down by 

the 
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the ftrong winds which ufually happen at this 
feafon, or foon after. 

ProduSis of tJje Kitchen-Garden. 

Cabbages, Savoys, Cauliflowers, fomc Arti- 
chokes, Carrots, Parfneps, Turneps, Onions, 
Leeks, Potatoes, Rocambole, Shallots, Beets, 
Skirrets, Scorzonera, Salfafy, Turnep-rooted 
and Black Spanifh Radifhes, and fometimes 
the common fort in mild feafons are now plenty ; 
Celery, Endive, Cardoons, Finnochia, Cher- 
vil, Corn-fallet, Rape, Radifti, Muftard, 
CrefTes, Lettuce, Large Parfley roots, Chard 
Beet, Cauliflower Broccoli, and all forts of 
young Sallet-herbs ) and on warm borders 
fome Cabbage Lettuce, Spinach, Coleworts, 
Borecole, Turnep-rooted Cabbage, Sorrel, 
Marigolds, Mu(hrooms, Sprouts, with Sage, 
Rofemary, Thyme, Winter Savory, Pot Mar- 
joram, and many other aromatic plants. 

Work to be done in fbe Frvi t-G a r d e n. 

The middle or latter end of this month is a 
good time for to prune Peach-trees, Nedlarines, 
Apricots, and Vines, which is much better than 
to flay until the Ipring, as is the common 

pradlice j 
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pra6lice 3 for if this work be performed early 
in autumn, the wounds will heal over before 
any hard froft comes on to injure the (hoots, 
fo they will be in no danger of injury there- 
from J and by cutting off all the ufelefs branches 
at this feafon, and fhortening thofe which are 
defigned to be left, the trees will be the ftronger, 
and the bloflbm buds will be better nouriftied; 
for when the fhoots are left to their full length 
till fpring, the buds upon the upper part of 
the branches will be larger and more turgi4 
than thofe upon the lower part : the fap flow- 
ing more plentifully towardjs the ends of the 
fhoots, whereby the buds below upon thofe 
parts of the fhoots, which are defigned to he 
left for bearing, are thereby rendered weaker : 
befides by pruning at this feafon, the borders 
may be dug and made clean before winter, 
whereby there will be lefs bufinefs to do in the 
fpring, when the ground is to be croptj fo 
that the fooner this work is done, when the 
leaves begin to fall, the better. 

You may alfo prune Pears, Apples, and 
Plums, which work may be continued until 
the latter end of th? next month, according as 
the feafon proves favourable 5 but this work 
fhould never be performed in hard frofty wea- 
ther, bccaufe then the fhoots which are weak, 

are 
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arc fubjcft to perifti at thofe places where they 
are cut. 

This month the Grapes in the vineyard 
fhould be gathered, which fhould always be 
done in dry weather, when there is no moif- 
ture on the Vines j you fhould alfo be careful 
not to put any unripe or decayed Grapes 
among the good ones, for thofe will fpoil the 
wine. 

Thofe Grapes which are defigned to be pre- 
ferved for the table in winter, after thofe upon 
the Vines are gone, fhould now be cut, with a 
joint of the Vine to each bunch, and hung up 
in rows, fo as not to touch each other, in a 
warm room, where fires are pretty conftantly 
kept in winter, in which places they will keep 
till February. 

If the foil of the garden is dry, this is the 
befl feafon for tranfplanting all forts of fruit-' 
trees ; and if the trees are to be purchafcd from 
nurfery-gardens, you may have much greater 
choice of plants now than in the fpring, when 
the nurferies are generally cleared of the beft 
trees : in the choice of them, take fueh as are 
upon young flocks, which have not been headed 
down, and whofe grafts or buds are of one 
year's growth ; nor fhould thofe trees which 
are defigned for walls or efpaliers be cut down 

until 
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until the fpring, their roots only fiiould be 
pruned, and all the fmall fibres intirely cut off; 
for if thefe are left on, they foon grow mouldy 
and perifh, frequently injuring the new fibres 
which are fent out from the roots. After the 
tiees are planted, their branches fliould be 
faftened to the wall, pale, efpalier, or other- 
wife to flakes, to prevent their being loofened 
by the winds ; and fome mulch fliould be laid 
upon the furface of the ground about their 
roots before winter, to prevent the frofl: from 
, penetrating to them ; but this mulch need not 
be laid about the trees, until there is danger 
of hard froft, becaufe where the mulch is laid 
about them early, and pretty thick, it will 
keep out the autumnal rains, and thereby do 
more hurt than good. 

Plant Goofeberries, Currants, Rafpberries, 
and Strawberries, that they may take root be- 
fore winter ; for many of thofe which are 
planted at this feafon, will produce fruit the 
following fummer ; whereas, when they are 
planted in the fpring, they have feldom flrength 
enough to produce any (or at leaft very few) 
until the fecond year. 

You may now tranfplant ftocks of all kinds 
of fruit into the nurfery, to graft or bud the 
mofl generous kinds of fruit upon ; in doing 

of 
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of which, if you obferve to mulch the ground 
about their roots before winter to keep the 
froft out, it will be of great fervice to them. 

The old beds of Strawberries ftiould now be 
dreffed ; in doing of which, they fhould be 
cleaned from weeds, and the firings or runners 
taken off clofe to the ftems of the plants ; then 
the alleys fhould be dug, and after breaking 
the earth fine, it fhould be fpread over the 
beds between the plants, being careful not to 
bury them. The rows of Ralpberries fhould 
alfo be now planted, and thofe old ones which 
are intended to remain fhould be pruned, cut- 
ting out the old wood, and the ground be- 
tween the rows fhould be dug, which will 
make the place neat, and greatly encourage 
the plants. 

The Currant bufhfes may now be pruned, 
and their branches may be tied up with a 
withy, and the ground between them dug, 
which may be planted with Ccdeworts or Cab- 
bage plants, to remain till fpring, in which 
place they will fometimes abide the winter, 
when they are deflroyed in more open fitua- 
tions ; for the Currant bufhes will prevertt the 
froft from penetrating fo deep into the ground, 
ias it will where the ground is intirely clear : 
you may alfo prune Goofeberry bufhes, and dig 

up 
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up the ground between tliem ; and, where 
there is room, you may plant fome of thehke 
forts of plants, which will be taken off the 
ground in the fpring, before the bufhes put 
out their leaves, and by digging of the ground 
the fruit of both forts will be greatly im- 
proved. 

Preferve the ftones or kernels of fuch forts 
of fruit as you intend to fow to propagate 
for flocks in fand, until the feafon for fowing 
them ; but you muft place them out of the way 
of mice and rats, which will deftroy them if 
they get to them ; and, whenever you put any 
of them into the ground, the fame caution 
muft be obferved, for thcfe vermin will foon 
deftroy your kernels, where they can come to 
them, if they are not prevented. 

You ftiould now gather all forts of winter 
fruit ; but this fhould always be done when the 
trees are perfefHy dry, otherv;ife the fruit will 
not keep fo well. Your choice forts of winter 
Pears fhould be laid in an heap in a dry place^ 
for about a fortnight or three weeks, to fweat ; 
after which time they Ihould be carefully wiped 
dry, and each fort put up into a feparate balket, 
with paper put round the fide and the bottorti 
of each, as alfo over the fruit, to exclude the 
external air ; in which method they will keep 
much 
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much better than where they are fpread thin 
on fhelves, and expofed to the air, whereby 
their ikins will become flaccid ; and if fome 
of the moft choice forts are each wrapped in 
white pajjer, it will prevent their touching each 
other, and preferve them longer. 



Fruits in Prime

wall, with others of lefs note. 

Apples; Golden Rennet, Golden Pippin, 
Loan's Pcarmain, Quince Apple, Red Rennet, 
Autumn Pearmain, Red Calville, White Cal- 
ville, Rennet Grife, Royal Ruilet, Embroidered 
Apple, with fome others.

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Work to be done in the N u r s e r y* 

The beginning of this month continue to 
trench the ground for planting out young 
flocks, to ingraft and bud the fcveral forts of 
fruits upon; as alfo to plant out flowering 
Ihrubs, and other wiidernefs trees. And about 
the middle of the month you may begin tranP 
planting of them into quarters, placing them 
in rows, allowing them a proper diftance, ac-^ 
cording to their feveral growths. 

This month is the moft proper feafon for 
tranfplanting moft forts of hardy trees, efpeci-- 
ally in dry foils 5 for at this time they will foon 
pufh out new roots, whereby they will be efta- 
blifhed before the drought of the fucceeding 
fummer, fo will be in much lefs danger of fuf- 
fering than thofe tranfplanted in the fpring^ 
But you muft be careful to ftake all ftandard 
trees ; and thofe planted againft walls, pales, or 
efpaliers, fliould be fattened thereto, otherwife 
the wind will turn them afide and difplace 
them, by which the tender fibres, which are 
newly pufhed out from their roots, will fufFer 
much, to the great injury of the trees. 

In dry weather carry dung into fuch parts of 
the nurfery where it is wanted, and fpread it 

Y upon 
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upon the furface of the ground round the ftems 
of young trees ; this will keep the froft out of 
the ground, and the rains of winter will wafh 
in the falts to the roots of *the trees ; and in the 
fpring, when the ground is dug between the 
trees, the dung may be buried. 

You may now put into beds the ftones of 
Muflel Plums for flocks, obferving to cover 
them an inch thick with light earth ; and then 
lay fome light mulch over the furface of the 
bed, to keep out the froft, and prevent the 
mice from getting to them. 

This is the proper feafon to- fow Acorns, 
which will fprout if they are kept long out of 
the ground, and are thereby fpoiled. You may 
allb fow Beech-maft as foon as it is ripe, for 
this will not keep good long out of the ground. 
Hawthorns of all forts, Yewberries, and Hips 
of Rofes, fliould now be fown, obferving to 
cover the beds, as was direfted for the Muflel 
Plums : thefe feeds fown at this feafon, will 
often come up the fucceeding fpring, whereas 
thofe fown in the fpring, if they do grow, will 
not come up until the fpring following ; but 
many people dig a trench in the ground about 
a foot deep, and lay the Haws, Hips, and Holly- 
Ix.Tries therein,, covering them over with earth 
pretty thick, letting them remain one year > 

then 
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then they take them out, and fow them in beds 
the following Oftober, and the plants will 
come up the fpring after. 

This is alfo the beft feafon for fowing all x\\6 
forts of Maple-feed ; for thofe which are kept 
out of the ground till fpring rarfely grow, or 
at leaft not until the year after. 

Prune all forts of foreft-trces and flowering 
fhrubs ; in doing of which, all rude branches 
ftiould be cut off clofe to the ftems, and not 
leave fpurs, as is too often praftifed, which will 
render them very unfightly ; there fliould alfd 
be care taken to leave a fufficient quantity of 
branches on the ftems of young ftandard trees^ 
to detain the fap for the augmentation of their 
trunks, otherwife they will not be ftrong enough 
to fupport their heads. 

Now is the beft time to make layers of Elms^ 
Limes, and all other hardy trees and fhrubs 
^hich ftied their leaves in. winter ; the doing of 
which at this feafon, will greatly promote their 
taking root 3 for the moifture in winter will fet- 
tle the ground about them> and prepare them 
for puftiing out roots early in the fpring. 

Take off" the layers of Elms, Limes, and 
Other foreft- trees, or flowering flirubs, which 
were laid down the former year ; then prune 
their roots, and plant them in rows in the nur- 

Y a feryj 
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fery. You may now plant out fuckers of Li- 
lacs, Rofes, and fuch other flowering trees and 
flirubs, which are propagated this way, into the 
nurfery, where they may remain two years, to 
get (Irength before they are placed where they 
are to remain. 

Plant cuttings of the feveral forts of Honey- 
fuckles. Laurels, Portugal Laurel, and other 
hardy trees and fhrubs : thefe (hould be planted 
in a loamy foil, where they will fucceed much 
better than in a light, rich, or fandy ground. 

This month is a proper feafon for planting 
the cuttings of Plane-trees, Poplar-trees, and 
Alders: thefe (hould be planted in a moift 
ground, but not in very wet foils \ and, in 
making the cuttings, a knot of the former 
year's wood (hould be preferved at the bottom 
of each. When this is obferved, few of the(e 
cuttings will fail. 

The beft forts of Goofeberries and Currants 
may now be propagated from cuttings, which, 
if properly cho(cn, and carefully planted at this 
feafon, will make good plants in one year, and 
the plants (b raifed aie much preferable to 
fuckers. 

Lay down the (hoots of Lauruftinus and 
Phillyrea this month : the former of the(e 
will be rooted well in one year, but the latter 

fhould 
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fhould remain two years before they are 
difhirbed. 

Work to be done in the Flqwer-Garden. 

The middle or latter end of this month 
finifh planting all the forts of flower roots, 
which are defigned to be put into the ground 
before Chriflmas ; as Tulips, Anemonies, Ra- 
nunculufes, Crocufes, Jonquils, Hyacinths, 
Narcifiufes, Bulbous Irifes, Martagons, Orange 
Lily, and all fuch as have been kept above 
ground fincc their leaves decaypd in fummer ; 
for if any of thefe roots are fufFered to remain 
in the ground a few weeks after their leaves 
arc decayed, they will pufh out frefh fibres, 
when it will be too late to take them up. Nor 
fhould thefe roots remain long out of the 
ground, for if fome of the forts are kept long 
out of the ground, they will decay 5 fo that 
fuch bulbous-rooted flowers as were not taken 
up at the proper feafon, fliould not be now 
difturbed, left thereby they fhould be deftroyed ; 
or, if they do live, they will be fo much 
weakened, as to prevent their flowering the 
following fummer, and fometimes they are two 
or three years before they recover. 

J Tranfplanl 
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Tranfplant into the borders of the flower-^ 
garden moft forts of hardy tuberoie-rooted 
pr fibrous-rooted plants \ fuch as HoUyhacks, 
Canterbury-rbells, French Honeyfuckles, Co- 
lumbines, Monks-hoods, Daifies, Chryfan-; 
themums, Polyanthufes, Sweet Williams, Lon^ 
don Pride, Campanulas, the Early-flowering 
Afters, and Golden-rods, . Spiderwort, Afpho-? 
del or Kingfpear, Pionies, Wall-flowers, Tha- 
liftrums, Eryngiums, Thrift, Perennial Sun-e 
flowers, Great Bluebottle, Tuberpfe-rooted 
Jrifes, Centaureas, Double Fe\:erfew, Double 
Camomile, Doronicum, Cirfiums, Caflida ox 
Skullcap, tverlafting Pea, Perennial Aftra-^ 
galus, Hardy Apocynums, Perennial Poppy, 
Yellow and Tangier Fumitaries, Bean Caper, 
Foxgloves, Horned Poppy, Perennial Navel- 
wort, feveral forts of Phlox, Alyflum of Crete, 
Tree Primrofe, Rudbeckia or Dwarf Siin* 
flower, Perennial Geraniums, St. Peter's-wort, 
Violets, ^onefty or Satten-flower, Globe Ra- 
punculus, Lyfimachias, Dwarf Ciftufes, Dou- 
ble and fingle Rofe Campion, Ragged Robin, 
Monarda of three forts, Ruyfehiana, Double 
Pilewort, with many other forts, obferving to 
intermix them in fuch a manner, that there 
piay be a fucceffion of flowers preferved 
throughout the feafo^i, 
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Clean all the borders of the flower-garden 
from weeds, and thofe which were not dug the 
former month, fliould be no longer deferred, 
obferving to renew them with frefh earth, or 
fome very rotten dung, in the manner directed 
in the former month. You may alfo continue 
to plant Box-edgings to bordeis where they are 
wanted, and repair thofe which are decayed : 
this may be done any time before the froft fets 
in, fo as to freeze the ground. 

Thofe borders which w^re dug and planted 
the beginning of September, fliould now be 
raked over again, which, if properly done in 
dry weather, will deflroy all young weeds 
which may have come up fince, and make 
the borders clean and handfome all the winter 
fcafon. 

The beds of feedling Hyacinths, Tulips, 
Fritillaria, and other bulbous-rooted flowers, 
which have remained in the ground all the 
year, muft now be carefully cleared from 
weeds, and have frefli rich earth lifted over 
the beds half an inch thick, which will pre- 
ferve the roots from froft, and greatly ftrengd.en 
them. 

The pots and boxes of feedling flowers 
fliould now be removed out of their f hady fltu- 
ation, where they have remained during the 

Y 4 heat 
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heat of fummer and autumn, and placed in a 
warmer pofition, where they may enjoy as 
much of the benefit of the fun as poflible, and 
be fcreericd from cold winds : they Ihould alio 
be cleaned from weeds. In doing of this, there 
muft be great care taken not to draw the bulbs 
out of the ground j for as thefc roots are very 
fmall, fo they are eafily drawn out with the 
roots of the weeds, efpecially if the weeds are 
large, or have taken deep root j and after this 
is done, they ihould have a little freih earth 
iifted over them : but this muil not be laid too 
thick, leit the roots ihould be buried fo deep as 
to rot in the ground, but efpecially in ilifFland. 

The end of this month the pots of choice 
Carnations ihould be placed under cover, where 
they may be defended from violent rains, fnow, 
and fevere froft, all which are enemies to thefc 
flowers ; therefore, if they are planted in fmall 
halfpenny pots, as was dire6led in the raonth of 
Auguil, they may be placed very clofe toge- 
ther, in a garden frame, or upon a bed arched 
over with hoops, that they may be covered with 
mats in bad weather, but in mild dry weather 
they cannot have too much air ; or if thefe pots 
are plunged either into the ground, or in rotten 
tan up to their rims, to prevent the froil from 
penetrating quite through them to the ropts of 

the 
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the plants, it will alfo be a more fecure method 
than to let them ftand upon the fuiface of the 
ground. 

The pots of choice Auriculas fliould have 
their decayed leaves taken off, and the pots 
muft be laid on one fide, or placed under co- 
ver, to prevent their receiving too much wet, 
which will be apt to rot them, though they 
will endure cold very well 5 but the latter 
method is moft eligible. 

Tranfplant moft forts of flowering fhrubs 
and trees ; as Rofes, Honeyfuckles, Spanifli 
Broom, Cytifus, Laburnums, Althaea frutex, 
Spirasas, Gelder Rofe, Lilacs, Scorpion Sena, 
Bladder Sena, Virgins Bower, Double flower- 
ing Peach, Almonds, Double flowering Cher- 
ry, Bird Cherry, Robinia, Scarlet Horfe Cheft- 
nut, Scarlet flowering Maple, Syringa, Jaf- 
mines, Catalpa, Mezereons, Upright Honey- 
fuckle. Trumpet Honeyfuckle, Flowering 
Rafpberry, Double Bramble, Cockfpur Haw- 
thorn, Double Hawthorn, Shrub Cinquefoil, 
Cornelian Cherry, Quick-beam, Privet, Cherry 
Plum, Sumach, Coccygria, Sea Buckthorn, 
Bladder-nut, Arbutus, Lauruftinus, Glafton- 
bury-thorn, feveral forts of Sumach, Tama- 
riflcs, ^c. which, if planted at this feafon, will 
take root before winter, whereby they will be 
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in lefs danger of fuffering from drought the 
following fpring, and mod: of them will flower 
the next fummer; whereas thofe which are 
removed in the fpring, will require to be con- 
ftantly watered in dry weather, and rarely 
flower the fame year : but fuch of thefe flirut^ 
-which are not hardy and are planted at this fca- 
fon, muft have fome mulch laid upon the fur- 
face of the ground about their fl:ems in winter, 
to prevent the froft from penetrating the earth 
to their roots : but this fliould not be done till 
the froft: comes on; before which time the 
mulch will do more harm than good, by pre- 
venting the rain from entering the ground to 
their roots. 

Clean the walks and lawns near your wiln 
dernefles of the leaves which have fallen from 
the trees, for if they are fufFered to rot upon 
the grafs, they will greatly injure it; and if 
they remain upon gravel-walks to rot, they will 
difcolour the gravel, and render it unfightly : 
and where there are large gravel-walks, which 
are feldom ufed in winter, they may now be 
trenched up, and layed in ridges, which will 
prevent weeds and mofs from growing thereon 
during that feafon, and preferve the gravel frefh. 
But this is only to be praftifed where the walks 
?ire not ufed during the winter feafpn, or where 

there 
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there is not fufficient help allowed to roll them 
conftantly. 

Prune all forts of flowering (hrubs ; as Rofes, 
Jloneyfuckles, Spiraeas, efr. taking off all fuckera 
which come from their roots, which, if fuffercd 
to remain, will ftarve the old plants, and pre- 
vent their flowering ; the Lilac, in particular, 
which generally fends forth great numbers of 
fuckers from their roots, if they are not an- 
nually taken off, will fpread over the ground 
to a great diftance, and make a thicket \ but 
thofe trees will not flower near fo wellj as 
when the trees are kept clear and Angle. 
Thefe fuckers, if wanted, may be planted in 
the nurfery, where, in two or. three year's time, 
they will get flrrength enough to be tranf- 
planted where they are to remain. 

Where there is any ground which is de- 
figned to be laid out for pleafure, either in a 
flower-garden or wildemefs, which cannot be 
got ready for planting before the fpring, there 
ihould be no time loft at this feafon in pre- 
paring of it, ths^t it may be expofed to the frofl: 
in winter, which will mellow it j befides, if the 
froft fhould continue long, it may prevent 
working till the feafon is too far fpent for plant- 
ing in the fpring, whereby a whole feafon will 
teloft. 

The 
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The beginning of this month plant fome 
cuttings of the Double Chryfanthemums, both 
white and yellow, in pots filled with good earth, 
and place them in a fhady fituation, obferving 
to water them frequently, if the feafon proves 
dry. Thefe cuttings will foon take root, and 
if they are placed under a common frame where 
they may be proted:ed from froft in winter, and 
have as much free aJr as poffible in mild wea- 
ther, the plants will be ftrong enough by the 
fpring, to plant in the borders of the flower- 
garden ; and by this method they will all have 
double flowers, and no fingle ones amongthem; 
but the plants fo propagated will foon become 
barren, and produce no feeds. 

In this month you fhould put the bulbous 
roots of Tulips, Hyacinths, Jonquils, Narclf- 
fufes, tfc. upon glaiTes filled with water, for 
to flower in rooms early in the fpring : thefe 
glaiies fhould be placed where they may have 
as much free air as poiiible, while the weather 
continues mild ; for if they are kept in clofe 
rooms, their leaves and flalks will be drawn up 
fo weak, that tlielr ilower-flalks will not be able 
tojupport the flowers as they fhould do ; there- 
fore they Ihould not be fet into the rooms, 
until the flowers are almoft ready to open j 
jior Ihould they be expofed to bad weather 
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ter they begin to put out their leaves ; fo that 
if they are placed near the windows of a greeii- 
houfe, where they may have free air in mild 
weather, and be fcreened from cold, they will 
produce much ftronger flowers. The glailes 
for this purpofe are now well contrived, and 
fo generally known, as to render their defcrip- 
tion here unneceflary. 

Plants now in Flower in the Pleasure- 
Garden. 

Several forts of Starworts (and in open mild 
feafons there flill continues Africans, French

Work to be done in the Green-House 

and Stove. 

The beginning of this month, if it was not 
done in the former, you fhould remove your 
Orange-trees ihto the green-houfe, obfervkig, 
as hath been already direfted, to do it in a dry 
day ; as alfo to clean their heads and ftems be^ 

fw« 
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fore they are houfed, and ftir the earth on the 
top of the tubs or pots, adding a little very 
rotten neat's dung thereto, which will refrefh 
the trees, and prevent mofs from growing in 
the tubs or pots. 

You muft now alfo carry into the confer-^ 
yatory your tender Geraniums, Double Indian 
Nafturtium, Spanifli Jafmines, Azorian Jaf* 
mines, Yellow Indian Jafmines, Mefembryan- 
themi, Sedums, Cotyledons, Amber-tree, Sor* 
rel-tree, Malabar Nut, Leonurus, Hermanni- 
as, Diofma, Celaftrus Africanus, Phylica, Lotus 
San£ti Jacobi, ftriped and fpotted Aloes, Klei- 
nias, Ar6lotufes,Canary Campanula, Sifyrinchi- 
ums, Elichry fums, Clutia, Arbor MoUe, Chiro- 
nia, Lyciums, Watfonia, Ixia, African Wood 
SOrrel,Gladiolus Indicus,Indian flowering Reed^ 
Lentifcus, Solanums, Phyfalis frutefcens. Per* 
fian Cyclamen, African King's Spear, with ma- 
ny other forts, which are hardy enough to re- 
main abroad until morning frofts begin to 
come on, when they ftiould be removed into 
fhelter j but thefe muft have as much free air 
as poffible, when they are in the houfe, during 
the continuance of mild days \ for if they are 
too clofe ftiut up when they are firft houfed^ 
they will take damp, and their leaves will 
fometimes decay and fall ofFj they muft alfo 

be 
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be frequently refreflied with water, and the de- 
cayed leaves conftantly picked off. 

If the tan-beds in the ftove are not already 
renewed, it muft now be no longer deferred ; 
for the cold increafing, will check the tender 
exotics, if they are not placed into new beds ; 
in doing of which, there muft be care takeu 
not to plunge the pots into the bark until it 
begins to warm ; nor fhould they be put deep 
into the bark, if it be too hot, in which caff 
it will be fafer to plunge them but a fmall 
depth at firft, until the violent heat is abated ; 
for if the roots of the plants are fcorched with 
the heat, they rarely recover again. You muft 
alfo obferve to wafh the leaves and ftems of 
fuch plants as have contra6led any filth, or that 
are infefted with infedls ; otherwife the infers 
will fpread themfelves over all the plants which 
are placed near them, and be very injurious to 
them. 

Toward the latter end of the month it will 
be proper to take into fhelter the Myrtles, 
Oleanders, Cytifufes, Dorias, Gum Ciflus, 
Common Aloe, Candy Tuft-tree, Oftcofper- 
mum, Perennial Bupthalmum, Wormwood- 
tree, Royenias, Olives^ Tetragonias, Large 
Magnolia, Indian Bay, African Tanfey, He- 
liotropiums, ClifFortia, Wackendorfia, Shrub- 

Z by 
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by After, and other hardy exotic plants ; at 
which time all the plants in the green-houfe 
fhould be placed in the order they arc to 
remain during the winter, obferving where 
there is room to place them in fuch a manner 
that the branches of the plants may not inter- 
fere with each other, but that their heads 
may ftand fmgle, and the air freely pafs be- 
tween them. 

The Ananas or Pine Apples which are to 
fruit the next feafon, and have been kept dur- 
ing the laft fummer either under frames or in 
a nurfery-ftove, muft now be placed in the 
bark-bed in the ftove, where they are deiign- 
ed to remain to ripen their fruit, that they 
may enjoy a proper degree of heat ; and dur- 
ing the winter the plants ihould be refrelhed 
frequently with water, which in hard frofts 
Ihould be placed in thellove twenty-four hours' 
before it be ufed, but not too near the fire- 
place or flues, left it is made too warm, but 
only to acquire a proportionable warmth with 
the air of the houfe ; for if the roots of the 
plants (hould have their fibres much dried in 
winter, the plants will receive fo great injury 
as to render the fruit, fmall ; and by this ne- 
gledl alfo many times the young plants, raifed 
from the laft year's crowns and offsets are 

brought 
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brought to fruit, which were not defigned for 
fruiting until the following year 5 and fo confe-- 
quently their fruit will be very fmall, and of 
* little value : but on the other hand, there muft 
be great care taken not to give them too much 
water, nor to repeat it too often, forjliuch 
vvet at this feafon will be equally injurious to 
them. 

'fhe beginning of this month, if the feafon 
has proved fo favourable as to permit thofe 
plants which are tender to remain fo long 
abroad, fhould now be removed into the ftove 
the following forts ; American Viburnum of 
feveral forts, Acacias, Apocynums, Indian 
Flowering Reed, Coral-tree, Lotus Sandli Ja* 
cobi, African Aloes, Torch Thiftles, Mal- 
pighia, Tithymals, Hemanthus, Phillyrea Ca- 
penfis, Indian Figs, Volkhameria, Protea, 
Fiddle Wood, Turncra, Solanums, Hibifcus 
of feveral forts, Jufticia, Tree Phytolacca, 
Myrtus Zeylanica, Euphorbia of feveral forts, 
and fuch other plants as will bear to be expofed 
to the open air in fummer : thefe fhould be firft 
placed in the green-houfe for a fortnight or 
three weeks, where they may have free air ; 
but toward the middle of the month they muflt 
be placed in the ftove, where they arc to re- 
main during the winter. 

Z a Toward 
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Toward the end of the month, as the 
nights grow cold, you muft begin to make 
fires in the ftoves -, but this muft be done with 
caution : for if you make the heat too great, 
it will caufe the plants to fhoot, whereby they 
will be weakened ; and the fealbn being too 
far advanced to permit their fhoots to grow 
ftrong, their leaves will often decay and fall 
off. Obferve alfo to refrefli the plants with 
water pretty often s for when fires arc made 
in the ftoves, they will dry the air di the 
houfe, and occafion the plants to perfpire morfe 
freely than before, whereby they will require 
more water: but you muft not give it to 
them in large quantities, but rather frequent- 
ly, and no more than is fuffident to reach 
the fibres of the plants which are toward the 
bottom of the pots, at each time. When the 
leaves of any plants decay, they ftiould be 
picked off, and the ftove conflsntly kept dear 
from the fallen leaves, cobwebs, or any other 
filth ; which not only renders the houfe neat, 
but is very neceffaryto prefcrve the plants in 
health.

Garden. 

^i H E ground between the rows of 
I Artichokes muft now be trenched, 
[ and the earth between the roots 
I laid in ridges over them equally 
on the fides and tops, to prevent their being 
injured by froft; this will preferve them much 
better than long dang, which is by fome ig- • 
norant perfons ufed for that purpofe. But be-" 
fore this is done, the plants ihould be cut off 
quite clofe to the furface of the ground, unleis 
where there are fome very ftrong plants which 
are knit for fruit, which may be tied up with 
a fmall hay-band, and the earth laid up clofe 
to them to preferve them from froft ; but if 
afterwards the weather ftiould be very fcvere, 
it will be proper to cover the roots over with 
^ little dry litter, which fhould always be taken 
Z -f off

off again when the weather is mild. By this 
method feme Artichokes may be preferved all 
the winter ; but if the feafon continues mild, 
this work fhould be deferred to the end of this 
month or the beginning of the next : for when 
they are earthed too early, they are apt to 
fhoot thro' the ridges of earth before Chrift- 
mas, and are then in danger of being cut off 
by froft 3 fo that where there is but a fmall 
quantity, which may be earthed in a little time, 
it fhould be done as late in the feafon as the 
mild weather will permit ; but in thofe gardens 
where there are great quantities, they muft 
begin earlier, left the froft fhould fet in before 
they have finifhed. Thefe ridges of earth will 
be fufficient to preferve the Artichokes in all 
common winters ; but if the froft happens to 
be very fevere, as it was the laft.winter 1 767-8, 
it will be proper to lay ftraw, long dung. 
Peas-haulm, Fern, or tanners bark over the 
ridges, which if either of thefe coverings is laid 
pretty thick, will entirely fecure them from be- 
ing deftroyed in the greateft froft ; but this co- 
vering fhould be removed as foon as the fevere 
froft is over. 

The Afparagus-beds which were not drefled 
the laft month, fhould not be deferred any 
longer than the beginning of this ; therefore 

the 
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the haulm fhould be cut down, and the weeds 
fhould be hoed from off the beds in the alleys, 
where they muft be buried ; and the earth of 
the alleys (hould be fpread over the beds, in the 
manner direfted in the former month. 

In mild weather the Cauliflower and Let- 
tuce plants which are under glafles or in 
frames, fhould have as much free air as pofli- 
ble, by fetting off the glafles every day in dry 
weather, and in wet weather the glafles fliould 
be kept over them ; but they mufl: be raifed 
on one fide with props, to let in as much 
free air as poflible ; for they fliould not receive 
too mudi wet at this feafon, lefl: it fliould 
caufe them to rot: nor mufl: they be too 
clofely covered, left they draw up too weak, 
which will endanger them, if there fliould af- 
terwards be much frofty weather without fun 
in the day-time, when they will require to be 
clofely covered, perhaps for feveral days to- 
gether. 

Sow Peas, and plant Beans in dry weather, 
to fuccecd thofe which were planted the former 
month ; and draw fome earth to the ftems of 
thofe Peas and Beans which are come up, 
which will preferve them from being injured 
by the froft. 

Sow 
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Sow all forts of Sallet-herbs upon moderate 
hot-beds ; as Lettuce, Crefl'cs, Muftard, Rape, 
Radifh, Turnep, &c. that the table may be 
conftantly furnifhed with them ; and in dry 
weather take up your Endive which is full 
grown, and lay it into trenches to blanch, ob- 
ferving always to place it horizontally on the 
fides of the ridges toward the fun, that the wet 
may run off, otherwife it will rot the plants : 
earth up Celery to blanch it, being careful not 
to bury the heart of the plants ; but this work 
muft always be done in dry weather. 

Dung and trench the ground which is de- 
figned for early crops, laying it in v\dg(ts until 
the time it is wanted, which will be of great 
fervice to refrefh and fweeten the ground ; and 
where the land is ftifF, the f rod will mellow 
and foften it : befides, by getting a:s much of 
this work performed as can be conveniently, 
it will put the bufinefs forward in the fpring, 
when many other things are required to be 
done. 

The beginning of this month fow fome 
Carrots and Radiflics on warm borders, near 
pales and hedges, to come early in the fpring, 
provided it was not performed the latter end 
of the laft month ; if fo^ there may be fome 
more feeds fown the latter end of this, where- 

by 
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by there will be a greater chance of fuc- 
ceeding. 

The Spinach, Onions, and other crops which 
were fown in July and Auguft, mull be con- 
ftantly kept clear from weeds j which, if per- 
mitted to remain at tliis fcafon, will over-fpread 
the crops, and by detaining ihe moifture caufc 
them to rot. 

Pick all decayed leaves from off the Cauli- 
flower plants, and draw feme earth up to the 
ftems of thofe which are under bell or hand- 
glafles, being careful not to draw the earth 
into the heart of the plants, for that will de- 
ftroy them. 

Make hot-beds for Afparagus to fupply the 
table at Chriftmas ; but thefe will not produce 
fo large nor fo many heads as thofe beds which 
are made the beginning of January, nor will 
the Afparagus be near fo well coloured : fo that 
■ thofe perfons who are defirous to have green 
well-coloured Afparagus, ftiould not make beds 
at this feafon. 

Take up the roots of Carrots, Parfneps, Po- 
tatoes, Beets, Salfafy, Scorzonera, Large-rooted 
Parfley, &c. toward the end of this month, 
and lay them in fand, in a place where they 
may be defended from froft, wet, and vermin. 
For frofl: and much wet will deftroy them, 

and 
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and vermin will devour the roots ; where this 
is neglei5i:ed, if the ground fhould be frozen up 
for any continuance, there will be no poffibi- 
lity of getting the roots out of the ground for 
ufe ; and when the fioft is ovei", thofe which 
were left in the ground will foon decay. 

If tliis month fiiould prove dry and frofly, 
you muft carry dung into the quarters of the 
kitchen-garden, that it may be ready when you 
want to dig the ground, which wUl forward 
your affairs greatly. The notobferving of this, 
many times caufes a great hurry of bufinefs to- 
gether, which Ihould be avoided as much as 
1 poffible ; becaufe whenever this happens, either 
ibme things are entirely neglefted, or are flight- 
ed over too carelefly. 

Frefli tie the Reed-hedges with Ofiers, if 
they were not done in the former month, other- 
wife the ftrong winds which ufually happen at 
this feafon will tear them from the ftakes and 
break the Reeds, which will render them tn 
blefome to repair. 

Where there are hot-beds either for Sallel 
ing, Cucumbers, or any other purpofe, they 
muft be carefully attended at this feafon ; for 
the nights ai'enow long and cold, and the days 
either frofty, wet, or foggy, fo that little air can 
be given to them, whereby the plants often 
grow 
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grow mouldy and rot off; and the heat of the 
beds is often greatly abated either by rain or 
fiiow, which renders it difRcult to manage hot- 
beds at this feafon. 

The autumnal Cauliflowers fhould now be 
carefully looked over two or three times a week, 
to break down the leaves over thofe whofe heads 
appear, to guard them from wet and morning 
frofls, which will difcolour thofe which are ex- 
pofed thereto, and to pull up thofe whofe heads 
arc full grown for ufe.

For Sallets ; Lettuce, Creffes, Turnep, Muf- -

fmall herbs from the hot-bed, or warm borders 

near walls ; as alfo Endive, Celery, and, if the

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feafon is mild, fome brown, Dutch, and c 
mon Cabbage Lettuces. 

Forfoups ; Be^ts, Cardoons, Thyme, Celet^ 
Chervil, Marigold, Winter Savory, Hyflbp, 
Sorrel, Parfley, Pot-marjoram, with fonie 
others. 



Work to be done in the F R u i t-G a r d e Wj 
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If the feafon is mild you may ftjll pruj 
Peach-trees, Nectarines, Apricots, Pear-tret 
Apple-trees, Vines, and other kinds of fruit- 
trees, either againft walls, efpaliers, or ftand- 
ards ; but it is not proper to do it too late in 
the month, efpecially if the feafon is inclinable 
to hard froft and fnow, particularly the tender 
kinds of ftone fruit ; becaufe great fnows fuc- 
ceedcd by fevere froft fometimes hurt the 
branches of the trees, when the wounds are 
frefh ; but Pears and Apples are not in much 
danger of being injured thereby. 

You mull now diveft your Fig-trees of all 
their late fruit, which if left on, will rot and 
mhSt the tender branches ; then nail the fhoots 
of the trees clofe to the wall, whereby they will 
be protected from the injuries of the froft much 
better than if they were left at a diftance from it. 
You may alfo place ibme pannels of Reeds 
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fore them, if the frofl {hould be very fevere in 
winter, v/hich will preferve the young fruiting 
branches from being killed, and caufe the fruit 
to come out much earlier the following fpring 
than thofe which were left open ; and thofe 
Fig-trees which grow againft efpaliers ftiould 
be loofened, and their branches may be tied to- 
gether and covered with hay-bands, ftraw, or 
Peas-haulm, to protect them from froft ; by 
which management a good crop of Figs may 
be conftantly obtained. 

Such fruit-trees as were planted the former 
month for ftandards fliould be carefully ftaked, 
and thofe againft walls and efpaliers muft be 
fafVened thereto, to prevent their being difplaced 
by the violence of the wind, whereby their new 
fibres which have been fent forth from their 
roots fince they were planted, would be deftroy- 
ed, to the great prejudice of the trees. You 
muft alfo obferve to lay fome mulch upon the 
furface of the ground about their roots {where 
it has not been done aheady,) to prevent the 
froft from penetrating the ground to the roots 
of the trees. 

The beginning of this month tranfplant fruit- 
trees upon a warm dry foil, if the weather is 
mild i but it would have been better done the 
former month, becaufe the ground being then 
6 warm. 
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warm, the trees put out fibres very foon after 
planting, which ftrengthens them to endure 
the cold J whereas thofe which are late planted, 
rarely take frefti rooting until the fpring. 

Plant Goofeberries, Rafpberries, Strawber- 
ries, and Currants, if the weather is mild ; and 
dig between the rows of Goofeberries and Cur- 
rants which were formerly planted, to clear the 
ground from weeds ; but you fhould firft prune 
the trees, that there may be no litter upon the 
ground afterwards ; and if you want ground 
for kitchen herbs, you may plant fome Cole- 
worts for fprjng ufe among them. 

Clear the Strawberry-beds from weeds and 
runners, and dig up the alleys between the beds, 
ipreading a little of the earth between the plants 
upon the beds, which will greatly ftrengthen 
them J but if the ground be very poor, it will be 
proper to fpread a little very rotten dung over 
the beds, which will be very ferviceable to them. 

If any late fruits are ftill remaining upon the 
trees, they (hould be gathered the firft dry day j 
for if they are fuffered to hang longer upon the 
trees, they will be in danger of perifhing by 
froft and wet : and the fine winter Pears and 
Apples which were gathered the laft month, 
muft now be packed up clofe in bafkets, which 
Ihould have double paj^ers at their bottom and 

round 
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round their fides 5 and when the fruit is well 
placed therein, and double papers over them, 
there (hould be a good covering of Wheat ftraw 
laid over the paper, and then placed where 
neither the froft nor too much air can get to 
them, otherwife they are liable to perifh, or 
their fkins fhrink in a fliort time.

If in the former month covild not be com- 
pleated tranfplanting all the trees in the nurfery^ 
that work may be continued the beginning of 
this *y for when this is compleated early in the 
feafon, new fibres will pufti out from their roots 
before winter ^ whereas all fuch trees as are 
planted at the end of this month, or in the two 
fc^lowing months, feldom put out roots until 
the fpring : the ground being then rendered 
cold) v^etation is at a ftand, till the warmth of 
the ipring puts the juices into motion again. ' 

This is the time to lay fome mulch i^pon the 
furface of the ground about the fteras of the 
new planted trees, to prevent the frofl: from 
penetrating to their roots, which ofilsen deftroys 
the young fibres, and greatly weakens, and in 
very wet ground frequently kills the trees. 
' Continue to carry dung into iuch parts of 
the nurfery as require it, when it is dry wea- 
^er^ ajidi^read it upon the furface of the 
ground between the trees, that the rain in 
winter may wafh the falts into the ground be- 
fore it is dug up in the fpring. 

Where new plantations are intended to be 
made in the fpring, the ground Ihould now be 

prepared 
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prepared by trenching of It well, and laying it 
in ridges, that the froft may mellow it. 

Faften all new planted trees with ftakes, G?c. 
that the ftrong winds' of this feafon may not 
difplac? them. 

Where 'there are hardy exotic trees or 
Ihrubs in pots, they Ihould now be plunged 
either into the earth, or fome old tan-bed in a 
warm fituatiort, to prevent the froft from freez- 
ing the roots through th^ fides of the potsj 
which is often deftruftive to them while they 
are young. 

The beds of ydiihg feedling exotic trees and 
fhriibs ftiould now be protected from fevei-e 
froft, by plunging the pots in the tnanner be- 
fore mentioned, and by arching of them over 
with hoops, and covering of them with mats 
before the froft is fevere, or by laying fome 
Peas-hauln?i, or other light covering over them j 
which coverings fliould always be taken off in 
mild weather.

The boxes and pots of feedling bulbous-^ 
rooted flowers fhould now be placed in a warm 
fituation, where they may enjoy the fun and 
be fcreened from cold winds* 

Cut down the ftalks of fuch late flowering 
plants as now begin to decay, and rake ovei* the 
borders of the pleafure-garden to ftir the fur- 
face of the ground, which will prevent weeds 
and Mofs from growing thereon \ but be very 
careful not to ftir the earth too deep, left the 
roots which are under ground fhould be there- 
by injured. 

if the feafon continues mild you may yet 
tranfplant Peonies, Monk*s-hood, Flag-leaved 
Irifes, and many other knobbed-rooted plants, 
as alfo Lychnifes, Veronicas, Canterbury-bells, 
London Pride, Ff axinella, Gentianella, Yellow 
Gentian, Late flowering Starworts and Golden- 
rods, . Wall-flowers, French.Honeyfuckle, Ho-; 
ncfty, Doul)Ie Rocket, Double Rofe Campion, 
and other hardy fibrous-rooted plants, though 
tfiis would have been better if performed the 
former month; becaufe.if the froft fliould fet 

m 
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in foon after they are planted, it will prevent 
their taking root. 

The beds of feedling bulbous-rooted flowers 
which were not removed the laft feafon, fhould 
be raked over, to prevent weeds and Mofs from 
growing thereon, if it was not done the former 
months 5 and fome frefh earth fhould be fpread 
over their furfacc, as alfo fome tanners bark, 
to prevent the froft from injuring the roots ; 
and when there is danger of very fevere frofl-, 
if the beds are covered over with fome rotten 
tan, it will fecure the young roots efFe6lually 
from danger. 

The pots of choice Auriculas and Carnations 
muft be fheltered from hard raiiis, froft, and 
fnow, by coverings either of mats, cloths, or 
frames where they can be fpared j but where 
there is not conveniency of either fort, the pots 
fhould be laid down on one fide to prevent the 
moiflure from foaking into the earth, which 
often rots them. 

If the feafon continues mild, the following 
flowering-fhrubs may be yet tranfplanted 5 
Rofes, Lilacs, Syringas, Jafmines, Laburnums;* 
Spirsea frutex, Honeyfuckle, Hypericum frr- 
tex, Colutea, Bladder-nut, Hydrangea, Rho- 
dodendron, Arbutus, Viburnum, Scarlet Horfe 
Chcftnut, and moft other hardy flowering-- 

A a 3 flirubs, 
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fhrubs, if the foil be dry where they are. to be 
planted, otherwifc it is better to defer it till 
February. 

Turn over the compofts which b?tve beei> 
pfrepared for pots or borders, that the parts may 
be equally mixed, and that they may receive 
the benefit of air and froft to fWeeten them, 
^nd render them loofer. And prepare frefh 
compofls at this feafon, th^t there may npt be 
wanting a fupply the following year j for it is 
, jnuch bettj^r to have three or four flocks under 
jeach other, that they may lie the long^ft whercr 
by they will bp better meliorated and prepared 
for ufe 5 fpr if their parts are not well mixed, 
the plants will not thrive near fq wcjl which 
are planted therein. 

Toward the latter end of this mpnth, if tbp 
feafon fhpuld proyp wet or frofty, the beds of 
phoice Anemonies, Ranunciilufes, and Hya? 
cinths, which begin to appear above ground, 
fhoiild be arched over with' hpops, that thpy may 
be cpyetcd with mats or cloths in bad wP^thcn 
to prevent the froft frptn penetrating thf^grouna 
to the roptS)' and tp keep olf heavy ra^ns an4 
/now, whiPh* ^ pern\ittcd tp fpak into the bcds^ 
will often cwfe the roots to rot in the fpring : 
but a& the Hyacinth rarely comes up fo fopo, 
the bed in which; they, ^e planted may be co? 

ycrcd 
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veredwith oldtanfiveorfix inches thick, which 
will prevent the froft from penetrating the 
ground, and fecure the roots. 

The wildernefs quarters Ihoutd now be trim- 
med, and the ground dug between the trees, if 
it was ncglefled the former months, which will 
render it neat, and encourage the growth of 
the trees; but where there are flower-roots 
growing therein, there muft be care taken not 
to deftroy them in digging. 

In very wet or frofty weather, when little 
work can be done in the garden, you (hould 
prepare your feeds ready for fowing in the 
fpring, and make a large quantity of numbers 
to label your choice flowers ; and be fure to 
prepare your tools of all forts, that they may 
be ready for ufe when the weather is fa- 
vourable. 

Roll and pole your Grafs well at this feafbn, 
for the ground being well raoiftened, the roller 
will prefs the ground clofe, which will make 
the Grafs fine, and be a great advantage to the 
fward. 

Keep the gravel-walks clean from weeds and 
Mofs, for at this feafon they will fpread greatly, 
fo will be difficult to eradicate in the fpring.

and Stove. 



The beginning of this month all the hardy 
exotic plants which have been permitted to re- 
main abroad till this time, but which require 
prote6i:ion in winter, fliould be removed into 
the green-houfe, or the place defigned for them 
in winter -, and now it is full time to place the 
plants in the green-houfe, in the order they are 
to remain all the winter ; in doing of which, 
obfervc to place the talleft plants backward, and 
to let them Hope down gradually toward the 
front ; but they fhould not be placed fo clofc 
as that their branches may interfere, for that 
would greatly injure their heads. 

In mild weather the hardy exotic plants 
jliould have as much free air as poflible admit- 
ted 
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ted to them, by opening the glaffes every day ; 
and the plants ihoukl be daily looked over to 
fee which of them want water, for there are 
fomc fortsof plants which will require to. be 
watered three or four times in a week, when 
many others do not require it above once ; fb 
they nmft not be all watered at the fame time, 
but only thoi'e which require it ; this fhould 
alfo be performed in a morning, that the damp 
may pafs off before the windows are clofe ihut 
in the evening, otherwife the damp occafioned 
thereby will injure the plants. 

You (hould alfo frequently pick off all decayed 
leaves from the plants, and not permit them to 
fail "among the pots and tubs, which make a 
litter in the hoiUe, and as they rot will infe£t 
the air, which being imbibed by the plants, 
will caufe them to change the verdure of their 
{eaves to a pali: iickly complexion. 
^ As the cold advances, the fires in the ftove 
(hould be increafed proportionably, being care- 
ful not to overrb^t the air, left thereby the 
plants fhoot too frpdy, which is injurious to 
them at this feafon ; nor fl^ocdd the air be too 
cold, left thc|r }eaye$ dipcay Wf^ fall off, andthe 
extreme parts of the plants perffh ; therefore 
the fuccefs in managing te^der exotic plants^ 
greatly depends on keeping the air of the ftov^ 
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in a proper temperature of heat, and in duly 
proportioning the quantity of water given to 
them, at this feafon of the year. 

. In winter pick off all decayed leaves from 
the tender plants in ihe ftove, and clean their 
leaves and ftems from filth, which they are ve- 
ry fubjeft to contract, and walh off all infe£ls, 
which often infeft many of the forts, but elpe- 
cially tlie Coffee-tree, which will require to be 
frequently cleaned. 

The Anana or Pine-apple plants muft not be 
fuffered to remain longer in the bark-beds un- 
der frames than the beginning of the month, 
at whirfi time they fliould be removed into the 
ftove, obfervingto do it in a warm day, and 
place them where they may have a great fharc 
of heat, without which they feldom produce 
fruit : this is only to be underftood of fuch as 
are kept in a dry ftove in winter, for where 
there is a tan-bed in the ftove, the plants muft 
I^e placed therein before this time.

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Work to be done in the Kitchen- 
Garden. 

HIS month (the days being at the 
fhoiteft), is commonly the darkeft 
of the whole year, and is fubje£l to 
diftercnt forts of weather ; forae- 
times the ground is frozen up, fo that little 
can be done in the garden ; and at other times 
there are hard rains and tliick llinking fogs» 
which render it very uncomfortable ftirring 
abroad, but efpecially toperfons of tender con- 
ftitutions : and this weather is alfo very injuri- 
ous to tender plants. 

If this feafon is mild, you may earth up thofe 
Artichokes which were neglefted the former 
months ; in doing of which, if the ground is 
not very good, bury fome rotten dung in it, 
which will greatly promote the growth of the 
Artichokes the following fpring. 

3 CariT 
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Carry dung Into the quarters of the kitchen^ 
garden and fpread it on the ground, and trench 
up the quarters where there are nocrop^ re« 
maining on the ground, laying the earth in 
ridges, that it may bfe mellowed by froft, and 
be fit for ufe when the feafon for cropping, thd 
ground comes on ; for if this is neglefted in 
winter, there will be fo much other bufineis to 
do in the fpring, that there will not be time to 
trench the ground properly, which frequently 
occafions its being (lightly performed. 

Pick fnails out of the holes of old walls^ ot 
from under pales, hedges, broken pots, of 
other rubbifh ; as alio behind the ftems and 
branches of wall fruit-trees, in which places 
they lay themfelves up during the winter fea-* 
fon, and may be then eafily taken before they 
get abroad again. 

. Sow Creflb, Muftard, Rape, Radifti, Tur^ 
nep, and other Sallet-herbs, upon a moderate 
hot-bed, which fhoidd be either covered with 
frames, or arched over ^th hoops, and covered 
with mats ; for at diis feafon tiiefe feeds will 
nor come up, where they arc expofed to the 
open air. 

In mild weather obferve %o uncover the 
Cauliflower plants under frames every day, that 
they may enjoy the free air, otfierwiTe they will 

dravT 
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draw up weak ; and conftantly pick off all de- 
cayed leaves, which if fufFered to remain on, 
will be very injurious to the plants ; efpecially 
if it fliould happen that the weather will not 
permit the beds to be uncovered for two or 
three days together, which is often the cafe at 
this feafon in hard frofts, when thefe decayed 
leaves rotting in the beds, will emit a rancid 
vapour, which mixing with the confined air 
of the beds, will i-endcr it unwholfome for the 
plants. 

Earth up Celery to blanch it j but this muft 
be done in dry weather, otherwife it mil rot 
the plants. At this time it fhould be earthed 
up as near the tops of the plants as pofTible, to 
protect it from froft ; and at the approach «f 
hard froft, it will be necelTary to cover fome 
Celery and Endive with Fern, ftraw, or Peas- 
haulm, to prevent the ground being frozen, 
otherwife it cannot be taken up during the 
froft's continuance in the ground. And earth 
up Cardoons as near their tops as poffible, for 
the fame reafon. 

In mild weather take up Endive in a dry 
day, and hang it up in a dry place for two or 
three days, that the moifture may drain from 
between the leaves ; and then lay it in ridges on 
a dry fpot of ground horizontally to blanch it, 
6 obferving 
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obfeiving to clofc the leaves up regularly, 
j put it into the ground almoft to the tops of d 
[ ^ants. 

I * You may now make hot-beds for Afpara- 
l gus, to fupply the table about the latter end of 
I January ; for at this feafon it will be near fix 
I weeks from the time of making the beds, be- 
j fore the Afparagus will be fit to cut, if the beds 
I ai"e of a due temperature of heat. ^H 

About the middle of this month, if the wij^| 
I riier is mild, few fonae early Peas on warm bor^ 
I ders to fucceed thofe which were fown the for- 
mer months; and obferveto draw fome earth 
up about the ftems of thofe Peas and Beans 
which are come up, and in bad weather cover 
r them with ftraw or Reeds to protedt them from 
the froft ; and if fome old tan is laid over the 
forface of the ground about their ftems, it \ 
prevent the froft from penetrating the grou 
and greatly protefl: the plants. 

Take up Cabbages and Savoys which arc 
defigned for feed, and hang them up in a dry 
room by their ftalks for a week or ten days, to 
drain them of moifture; and then plant them 
down in a warm border almoft over their 
headsj leaving only the upper part of their heads 
above ground ; but the earth fliould be raifed 
in a hill about each, tlie better to tl: 
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•weti which, If detained about them; will caiife 
idhiefaitarot : but m "the planting of 'thei^^ thert 
flibtild be particular care taken- to plant- eath 
Hkirid' feparately at a diftailcc ; fcir when they iSit 
planted near each other, the farina of the flowers 
will tntermix, whereby their feeds will be dtf- 
gehdSrated : and if after thcy^are planted thfe 
froft^fbould prove: fevere, it will be proper to 
cdvcr them over with dry ftraw or Peas-hai^lm, 
orFefhj'to keep but the froft; for where this is 
iieglefttd in hard winters, they are frequently 
tieflroyed. . :^ 

« ' ^Sow -fome Radifties, Carrots, and Lettuce, 
iti^ warm borders 'near: walls ot* ptles, f(# tfn 
^earlycrop,- beciaufe*it may happen that thofe 
•which werfe fown the former months may be 
deftroyed, and thefe may efcape ; for which 
feafon it is proper always to have two or three 
cropsi one under the other, which will allow 
a better chance than where there is but one. 

Toward the latter end of this month plant 
ifoftje Sandwich and Toker Beans, which are 
hardier than the Windfor kind, and will be 
"Vfrry- proper to fucceed the Mazagan Beans, 
which were planted the former months, fa 
that there may be a conftant fupply for thd 
table. 

« 
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When the ground is frozen fb hard th«t it 
cannot be dug, the fences of the garden maf 
be repaired where it is neceffary s dung ihould 
be carried into the quarters, that it may be 
ready when the froft goes off ^ and where |^r- 
Ions have any feeds remainii^ in their pod$ or 
capfules, they (hould now be made dean and 
ready for fowing ; and prepare all tools fk for 
ufe^ that there may be no delay, when the iear 
hn is favourable, for cropping the ground. 

You mud now be very careful of your 
Mufhroom-beds, to cover them with freih dry 
ftraw, fo thick as to keep out the froft and wet, 
both which are injurious to tl^fe beds } but 
where proper care is taken, there will be a con* 
flant fupply of thefe for the tabic in the mofk 
rigorous feafons.

In this month and the next it is very lufafe 
to tranfplant trees, therefore little cap be done 
in the nurfcry, except parrying in dung whtre 
it is wanted \ and in ipild v^eather to prepare 
the ground, where trees are fieiigned tp be 
planted in the fpring. 

Obfcrve now to lay mulch about the fteihs 
of new planted trees, where it has been pinitted 
in the former ponths, ptherwife the froft will 
enter the ground, and pinch all the new fibres, 
whereby tne trees will be greatly weakened. 

In fj ofty weather look well to fqch nurftries 
f% are expofed to hares, rabbets, (§c. fpr in fpch 
fisafons thcfe animals will be apt to bark ypUng 
trees and fpoil them. 

If the weatlier is mild, continue to dig be^ 
fwecn the rows of trees in the nursery, where 
^t has not been already done, obferving, a$ wa^ 
before direfted, not to injure their roots. 

Be careful aUb to fecure fuch young exotic 
trees as have not (Vrcngth to relift the cold of 
p«f (jjiimiatp^ by laying mulch round ^eir ftems. 
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and in fevere froft cover their tops with Peas- 
haalm, Fern, ftraw, or other light covcrimg; 
but this muft not remain after the froft is over, 
left it caufe a mouHinefi upon the tender ftioots 
of the plants for want of the free air. 

Cover the beds of feeds and Acorns which 
were fown in Oftober, fo as to prevent the 
vcrmm from getting at them, and alfo to keep 
the froft out of the ground, which might greatly 
injure fuch of them as are fprouting. 

You {hould now plafh hedges, round your 
nurfery or orchard, and repair your other 
fences, for this is the moft leifurc time pf 
the whole year in the nurfery. 

U^ork to he dom in /if P l E a s u r e-G a r d e n. 

The beds of choice Ranunculufcs, Anemo- 
nies, and Hyacinths, fliouid be carefully co- 
vered in very wet or frofty weather, both 
which are equally prejudicial to tlrem ; fuch 
96 are come up above ground fliould be co- 
vered with mats, but the other wirh tanners 
barfc. 

The pots or boxes of feedling flowers ftiould 
aKb be covered in veiy hard rains or fevere froft» 
otherwife they will be in danger of being de- 
ftroyed thereby,

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Cover the choice Carnations and Auriculas, 
to prote6t them from great rains and ihow, 
which are very injurious. to them ; but in mild 
yveather. they (houid have as much free atr as 
polTible, otberwife they will draw up. weak, 
2fiA become ytty tender. 
^ Lay fome. mulch about the roots of new 
planted trees and fhrubs, as alfo about exotic 
trees which are planted in the open air,. to 
prevent the ii£f:>&, from penetrating, the ground 
to then- roots, which would greatly injure, if 
not (Jeftroy them. .

In hard frofty weather, when little work can 
be done in the gardeii,r exceptthe covering and 
uncovering of tender plants and fhrubs, pre- 
pare the tallies to number flowers and feeds 
when rthey are planted or^lbwn, and make-all 
the tools ready for ufe agaipft fpring, when 
t^ere will be full employment abroad.

If th^ feafon is very cold, keep the window^ 
and doors of the green-houfe clofely ihut ; and 
in frofty nights the fhutters Ihould be duly 
faftcned to prevent the froft from entering, but 
in mild weather they ftiould be opened every 
day, to give light to the plants ; and when 
there is fun in frofty weather, and the air is 
warmed, fome of the glafies ftiould be drawn 
down, to let frelh air into the houfc : but this 
fhould be done with caution, for at this time of 
the year there is frequently a damp moift air, 
which if pent up in the honfe will caufe the 
tender ftioots of the plants to grow mouldy 
and decays therefore whenever any mouldineft 
appears upon the plants, it ftiould be immedi- 
ately cleaned off, otherwife jt will fpread, and 
infcfl the neighbouring plants ; and diligently 
pick off all decayed leaves, never fuflering thetri 
to f^ll upon the floor, or at leaft do not let 
them remain in the houfe, for they will rot 
and infedt the air, to tlie injury of the plants. 

The plants fhould now be watered very Ipa- 

ringly, efpecially fdch of them as are of a fuc-
